Every property 
by which the hnnutn being ia ditttin^ui^hcd from the 
other creatures of tl, ' earth, is possessed alike by rich 
and poor. Wealth >• in give to the rich man no addi- 
tional pow« ot' kind, nor can poverty deprive the 
poor man of one of thcni. Before these gloriouA giftx 
with which our common nature is endowed, iritb which 
all hunmn beings wiUioat di«tinction an enriched, 
and which ca^ be neither added to, nor taken awif , the 
little diiiinctioo* of nua'a ereaUoa aiak into abaolute 
insigniHcnncc. 

It is the inru.:r-:il pos.«cs*i jii •■f il.v- mlil.- faculties 
by the hiiui^a ruce, tltal mak. ^ tli^ -lit lA Luuiaa life 
alik.' a lioon to all. It is i(h < m r. i- of thcne noble 
faculties on object* appropriate t j th<:ui, and worthy of 
thcin, that vudrit lilc a boon. It in !>cc;mse these 
facultiea, when duly exercised and properly directed, 
otrcDgtben aad «mxg» with time^ tint the valae of life 
increases with itB duiatknu In the mere possc&^ion of 
the full number of the yean that make up the natural 
term of life, there is a larger and a highei !■ <m than is 
apparent at fir><t view. What the natural term ul human 
li(<' ii;;iy l)v', is, iiiilfLil. aliogclhcr unknown; bccaUM;, 
although one of tliu chiinn lcristica by which man is dis- 
tin(;uisbcd from other auiuiaU is, that he 'm capable of 
unden»tandiQg the conditions of hi* exiateacc, and oT 
exerting, iritmo a certain limit, a control over them, 
ao a* to l)C able materially to shorten or lo prolong the 
aclnal dnration of his lite; yet iJilsc condi(iiiu.« have 
hitherto l>ccn ro linl, ir^.inlcd, that there is not a 
single example on recortl of a community in whii h the 
contlition* ( i". 'ur ihlc to life have been present and con- 
stant, and in wiiich the conditions unfavouniblc to it 
have l)ccn excluded, in as coniplctc a ilcgrce a* i* o]t\ i- 
ourij practicable;. lli»Uuj i» full of io«(ancea in wliich 
the vncecadTe g««rations of a people have been swept 
airajwith extraordinary rapidity; bat on no page is 
there to l>c found the notice of a single nation, in 
ancient or in nio<lcrn time*, the ffrcat m;L<s of the 
population of which ha» attained a high longevity; 
yet it is certain, that a degree of longevity never yet 
witnc<>^;d, Iioh always been attainable ^ because kucIi 
lon.;evity depends on cond itioaa which ai0 How known — 
cuuditiona entirely within human control. 

I have aaid that there it involved In the mere length 
of life a larger and a higher boon than is ap}>:ireril 
without reflection. First, li^rau^c length of life is, in 
general, a tolerably accurate ujcaHure of the amount of 
health ; without a good nharc of which, life is compara- 
tively worthless. The instances aa- rare in which a 
pcriMin attains to old age, who hiis not eujoyol, at lca»t> 
a moderate share of daily healtli and vigour. 

Secondly, becaiMO length of l lf' i- a perfectly aecnraie 
meaanre of the amount of cirnv :i]ent. Long life i« 
incompatible with a condition of constant privation 
an«l wrctohcdncjis. It ift one of the bcnehccnces of the 
<x>nstitiii iiiii of our nature, that when the l»alance of 
happiuc.>>j» t!> againkt us, a limit is fixed to our misery 
by in rapid termination in the in-^cnsibility of death. 
In the very brcniy of hta exutcnce. then. fore, a haman 
being indicatc<i hu own hiatOfJ for evil ; the ahOTtnOH 
of hia life is the sure and correct index of the amoant 
of his suffering, physical and mental : it ia the ropult, 
the sum total, aggnvite expramlen of tha 
endured. 

Thiidly, beeaiuo longtli of lifo ii tho protraction of

ix really added to the jicriod of mature age ; the period 
when the organ* of the body have attained their full 
growth, and i>ut forth their lull -1r.uL;'!i ; iWnu the 
phvHical organization has at<(uucd iln nuuuAi perfec- 
tion : when the sunses, the feelings, the emotion?, the 
pa»»ions, the aflVctionf. an^ in ^hf highest degree acute, 
Intense, an>l varied; vI:<ti tin inteUcctOlU fiKulties, 

completely unfolded and developed, cany on their 
opttratlons with the grcatott Tigoiir, soundneas, and 

Continuity ; in a wonl, when the individual is eapabic 
of coiiiiiiunicating, si» well as of receiving, the largest 
amount of tin) highest kiml of lj:i;.|»incss. 

Thcr-e couaidcralions give peculiar interest to the 
results of fho inquiries recently nia<le into the actual 
duration of life at the present time in our citicj*, towns, 
and villages. From these inqairie?. it appears not only 
that the rateofmortit-ty in t he whole of England at the 
present day is dop!' tai i.v high, hot that there U an 
cxtraordinarj- cxi'css of mortality over .arnl a!i ,ro wiiat 
is natural, supposing the term at present uiiuiiiable, to 
be the natural tcnu < f b iman life. The statement of 
this excess presents to iIjc mind an ajijialling picture. 
From accurate calculations based on the obRcrration of 
carefully recorded facta, it i« rendered certain that the 
annual slaughter in Rnglaad alone, by causes that are 
preventible, by caused that produce only one disease, 
namely, tN^^hus fever, ii« more than douWe the low Mti«- 
taincd by the .lUicd armies in the K iMt of W if, il ,, ; 
that. persons perish every day in Kuflaini a!<,ue, 
who.ic livci* 111 L'ljf lo saved; that in > --itiijle city, 
namely, Mane hi ster, thirteen thousand liircc hundred 
and sixty-two children have perished in seven years 
over and above the mortality natural to mankind. 

It appears, moreover, that the field in which this 
iUioial abughter takea place is always and ovciywhcrc 
the locality in which yon rcaldo, and that it is you and 
your wives and children who arc the victims. In some 
instances, in the streets, courts, and alleys in whieh you 
live, the mortality whieh afflicts you is nearly doulilc, 
and in ttthcrs it is <juiic double that of the inlinbitants 
of other streets in the same district, and in ,iil)oi;iing 
districts. Whilt tho average .ago at death u; iht gentry 
aad of prOilcsMonal pe rsons and their IhDiUlcs is u, the 
average age at death altaiuci] by you and your families 
in many instances, is only 22, just one-half; that !s to 
say, coTiiparing your comlition with tliat of professional 
l>ersons. you and your families arc deprived of one half 
of your natural term of lif' . 

Thouirh the causes by <»iiicii you and your children 
are thus immolated, arc well known : though they have 
been eonsuintly pro<'laimc<l to the public an<l the govcrn- 
iiieiit for nc.irly ten years past ; (hough their truth is 
universally admitted; and though it is htrtber admitted 
that theeaiMoa fn question arc removable; yet not only 
has nothing ubiitcver l>eeu done to remove tliMii, but 
their opi.Tat ion during this vcrj' year has l>cen far more 
fatal (ban at. any i»eriod sim-c we ha^ e had the nica;is of 
making accunitc observations on the subject. Thus 
we are infoi ined by the Kegistrar Hencral, that in the 
summer quarter of the preiieul year, tu mocsAm uvis 
have been deiitroyed in a part only of England, by 
can cs which there is oveiy reason to believe nay be 
removed ; that in the miccecding quarter, namely' the 

Juarter ending the 30th of Sejittmlnjr, the tiunibcr of 
cath- excce«k'd the numlicr intlic eorrc^pondiiiLT 'juartcr 
of l;«^t \earbv I in ilK.N TflOLS.\ND TWO UVS- 
DKliD AND TWE.XTY SEVKN ; that is to -ay, in (he 
very la.st quarter, upward-^ of 15,00*1 1'crsons iK;ri»lu d in 
a part ooly of Kngland, beyond tbc mortality of the 
corresponding quarter of last year. 

From tlii-< s.imc report, it appears further, thai In 
Uiiiuy of our large towm.and populous diatriclt^tliat is, in 
the places in which yon in gieat numbent carry on your 
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d&ity toil, the morUlilr hA^ nearly doubled ; in some ii 
has'quite donbled, and ia others it haa actually more- 
than doubled ; that this is the case among other pLkcs 
in Sheffield and Birmingham ; that In ShofltekL for 
example, the number of deaths in the laai qmler m 
double thoM In th« eorreaponding quarter .of lift jwa 
and 149 om ; wUte in BlnniiighaiB thtgrara double and 
2ay over. 

"The cau-tos of this liigli inortality," saytJ the Bcgiti- 
trar-Oencral, " bare been traced to crovdod lodgings, 
dirtv dwoUinga, personal uncleanlinea0»IBd the conoen- 
tntlonof tm^euthy emanationa from naizoir Btreet« 
wiUioat fraoh tir, water, or aewerage." 

We are further told by the R^istrar-General. that 
"the retuma of the past quarter prove that nothing 
effecttml ha« been done to put a stop to the (Ji.sea,se, 
aufferiug, and death, in wliich so nj.iny thoiissaud.s 
periah ; that tlie improvetnfnts, chiefly of ii showy, 
superficial, outside character, have not reached the bomea 
and habits of people; and that the conseqncnce ia 
that thoiiiaiid^» oa^ oltbe cbUdeen, tmi(tf UMnen 
and wHneB Hb a oK SnM , pnUh of tlw diUMw fonnoity 
M fatal for the MUM tMMIU in 1wtiidBq» cftmpa, gaola, 
and ships." 

For every one of the lives of these 1 5,000 jKPions who 
have thus p«jri&ht.><l Uuriitg tlic hi^t ijuartor, and who 
might have been saved by human agency, tliosc are 
responsible whoso proper office it is to interfere and 
endeavour to stay the ealunity ; who have the power to 
save, but who will not use it. Boi their apattaj la an 
additional reason why you sboold rou^ youraelvea and 
show that yon will submit to f hia dreadful state of thing's 
no loagier. Let a voice come from your atreeUi, lanea, 
alleys, courts, work!<hopft, and hou.-ies, that shall startle 
the ear of the public and command the attention of the 
le^lature. The time is auspicious for the effort ; it is 
a case in which it ia right that you should take a part, 
in whidk yon are bound to take a part, ia which your 
own interesta and the well-beiug of tbooe BMMi detr to 
you require you to take a part. Tbe novemment is 
dispoRed to etipouso yourcause; bnt narrow, (^elfish, short- 
Rigbl«d iDt«r«iL^ will bo banded a^piiiMi you. Petition 
both houses of Parliament. Call upon tiic iu'^tmcted 
and benevolent men in the legislative body to sustain 
your just claim to pmtoeUon Mid assistance. Petition 
Parliament to give joa aovon ; potilion l^iomeat (o 
secure to you oomtuit Mid abniiniii rappliee of water ; 
supplies adequate to tbo nnintemitting Mid effectual 
cleansing both of your sewers and street*, and which 
will aQbrd yon the ea»y means of substituting unl- 
vernal ly the water-cloRci for the filthy and the fever- 

S;eneratinj? cesspool : pciitiou Parliament to remove— 
or it is in the power of Parliament universally and 
completely to remove — the soorcea of poison that 
surround Toor dwelUi^ Mid tbaA cunr dtaoiM^ mf- 
fering, and deatb into yonr beoMS. Tefl them of Hie 
pariah of St. Margaret, in I/eice«tcr, with a population 
of 2§,00Q pentons, almost all of whom are artisans, and 
where the average nc;c of death in the whole parish wa-, 
during the year 1S4C, only eighteen years; tell them 
that ou takinj< the ages of death in the ditTercnt atrr^eU 
in this parish, it wm found that in those streets that 
were drained (and there WM not t dngle sUeei in the 
plaoe pfoipeilj diainod) the avenige ego of danth vaa 
iwenty-thYee and a half years ; that In the atareolB that 
wi Ti" ^inrtially draine<l it w.-u* seventeen and a half years ; 
w tiilii in the htreelrf that were entirely undrainod it was 
otily Miittcen ami a half yeura. You cannot disclose to 
them the sufieriug you have endured on your beds of 
sickness, and by which your wives and children have 
been huniod to their early graves; there is no column 
in the tables ef th<.- Hegibtrar-Gencral which can show 
that; bat jou can toll tboni that yon know, and you 
can remind them that tbey admit, that by proper 

sanatory re(,'-u!,iti'-iri~, lh<: i-^lituc durati<:iu of lifr 
extended to yuu aud to your iamilies, tliat ia ai prcacni 
oiqojod br pvotarional penona; and thai it ia poMlUe 



to obtain for the whole of a town popuiiitiuu, at lcaj»t 
fluch an average duration of life a** is alrcatly expe- 
rienced in some parts of it. In your workshops, in. 
your clubs, in your institutea, obtain aignataresto jonr 
petitiona: get ef«i7 lalMMiar, eveqr artisan, wfmj 
ttadesnun whom yon ean laHnenoe, to sign petitiona. 
Other thinpi must also be dons before your condition 
can he rendered prosperous; but this near precede 
ever)' rial improvement; the .-iources of the poison that 
infects the atmosjihcre you hreathe must l)e dried up 
before you can he heidthy, and um'loanlincs!* must be 
nmoTod flrom the exterior of your dwelling? before you 
can ftnd ornake a HMne.

street there gemnlly Utc many fordgners ; thi^ 
jear, boweTfir, nir of the ferer and malit^nant tacknes.^ 
kccj^s raost of them in Naple-* and FlonmM. i lited 
quite alone in a great big bouse ; ncitfasrtlioliOlt Bor 
b04ti>.s.s ever slept there at nights 

It wa.s a;;re;it, bier, cold bouse, vith a Httlc, wet gar- 
den, in whiih there grew only one row of peas ami a 
half-extinguished gillyllower ; and yet, in the very next 
gardoa, which lay higher, there were hedges of monthly, 
roM^, and treat foil ^ yeliow lemons. These last, spite 
of the tomrm** iaSii,todced rigoioiis ; the naea, on the 
contnoTfloolMd iTthfar iMd Iiiii for dv* lathe 
sea 

The evenings were no lonesome in the cold large 
rooms; the blaek chimney yawning l>ctwecn the win- 
doir8,and without were rain and mist. All the doors were 
iMtened with locks and iron bolis; but what good 
eoold that dol TiM wind whistled in a tone sharp 
enough to cut one in tvo throa(h the cracks in the 
doors ; the thin faggot* Undled In the ehfanney, bnt did 
not send out their warmth very &r ; the cold elone 
floor, the damp w&ll«, and the lofty ceiling i^ccmcdonly 
suited to the Ruramer i^eawn. 

If I would make myself right comfortable, I was 
obliged to put on my travelling fur-booli'. \ny greatcoat, 
my cloak, and my fur-cap, — yen, and then i could do 
tolerably welL To be sure, the side next the fire was 
half roasted ; but then, in this world, poopio must learn 
to turn and twist themaelTea about, ano I turned my- 
self like a sunflower. 

The evenings were Eomcwliai luag , bu; tlitu tLc* 
teeth took it into their heads to get up a nervous con- 
cert, aod it was extraordinary with what alacrity the 
proposal was accepted. A downright Danish toothache 
cannot compare it«elf to an Italian OM. Here the pain 
played upon the very fang* of the teeth, as if there sate 
a Lls/t or a Thalberg at them ; now It tbiiDdered in 
the foreground, now in the background. There WM an 
acconiaiiee and >itrcngth in the vholo thing; which at, 
last drove lue beside myself 

Besides the evening concerts, there were also noctur- 
nal ooncorts; and during such a one, while the win- 
dom nttlod in tiie Btonn, and rain poured down in 
tonenlay I threw a half mclancboij ipance upon my 
Bight-kmp. My writing implemente etood just by, and 
I saw. ()uilc plainly, that the pen was dancing along 
over ihc paper as if it were guided by an invisible hand ; 
but it was not ho ; it was guided by its own hand ; it 
wrote from dictati>>n ; and who dictated 1 Yen, it may 
sound incredible, but is the truth fur all that. And 
when [ Niy bo, people will believe me. It was my bt>Dts, 
— my old Copenhagen boots — which, being soaked 
through and tuoa^ with nilk>wat«r, now had their 

?lac« in the ehimoey, near to the red glowing fire. 
Whilst I wat suffering froin Id .(hachc, they were sufler- 
ing from dropsy; they dictated their own autobiogra- 
phy, which, as it seems to me, may thiOW eoDO light 
upon the Italian winter of 1840-41. 
The Booto said,— 

" Wo an two brothers, Right and Left Boot. Our 
eartiestvBoolleetion is of beingstrongly rubbed oterwith 
wax, and after that highly polished. I could see myself 
reflected in my brother ; my brother could see himself 
rellcf-twi in nie ; and we saw that we were only one 
body, — a sort of Castor and FoUux ; a pair of together- 
grown Siwwieiia, which Ate hm ordiiMd to Uv« aod 



die, to exist, and not to exist, together. Wc were, both 
of U!4, native CopcnhageucrA. 

" The shoemalwr's apprentice carried us out into the 
world in his own hanos, and this gave rise to a wt ct^ 
but, tia» I fiilae hopee of our destination. Tho Mnon 
to whom we were thm brought, pulled na on bj the 
cars, until we fitted to his legs, and then he went down 
sUiirs in us. Wc ciwaked for joy ! When we got oat 
of doors it rained— we lupt OKNllung OD, howef«r; bttt 
only for the first day. 

*' Ah ! there is a great deal of bad weather to go 
throti^b in this world ! We were not made for water 
booti^ and therefore did uoi feel bappur. No bnuhing 
ever gave m eg^n the poUab of oar jonth : the polish 
which we pooteesed when the shoemaker's apprentice 

carried uh through the streets in his ha.ii I Wlio can 
describe our juy, therefore, when wo ;l said one 

morning, that we were going into foreign parts! yc-, 
were ev«a going to Italy, to tliat mild, warm country, 
where we should only tread u|ion marble and riaemr 
ground ; drink in the sunshine, and, of a «ertniBtJ« 
recover the hiightneee of oar youth. 

" We eet out Through the longest part of our 
journey we slept in the trunk, and droamod about the 
warm countries. In the cities or the country, we 
m.'vde good use of our eyes : it was, liowever, l>ad 
weather, and wet there aluo xs in Denmark. Our .sole* 
were t&kcn ill of paUy, and in Munich were obliged to 
be taken off, and we had a new pair ; but tlMoe wwo 

00 woil donob that thcgr looked lilco native soles. 

* 'Oh; that we were bnt aenaathe Alps .* ' sighed we ; 
' there the weather is mild and good.' 

" Wc cjiHie to the other. -iidc uf the Alps, but we found 
neither mild nor good weather. It ruined and blew; 
and when we trod upon marble, it was so icy-cold, that 
it forced the cold perspiration out of our soles : wherever 
we trod we left behind a wet impression, in the even- 
ings, however, it was very amu»ing when the shoe-bojs 
at the hotels coUoetod and nnmboved the boota and 
»how ; and we were set among aSL theee foreign eom- 
]M[;i rii. and heard lh<jra tell about all the citic-s where 
tuey ha<i been. There W!W once a pair of beautiful, 
red morocco boots, with black feet,- -I think it wa-s in 
Bologna, — that told u.<4 ail about their aticcuding \v»sa- 
vius, where their feet were bnmtoff' with the subterranean 
heat Ah ! we could not help looging to die soehadeath. 

" * if we were but acroes the Apennbnei ! Ifwoworo 
but in Rome !' sighed we. And we came thiUicr ; bat 
for one week after another have been tramping about 
in nothing but wet arid mud. People mu«t see every- 
thing ; and wonderful eights, ;md rainy weather, never 
come to an cud. >'ot a f^ingle warm fiunbcam ha^ 
refreshed us; the cold wind i:i always whistling round 
ua. Ob, Rome ! Rome ! For the 6 rat ttme^ thia nfght 
do w« inhale wamth in this bieased ehimn^ oonwr. 
and wo will inhale it till wo Inaat ! ^e npper leathen 
are gone already, — nothing remains but the hind 
quarters, and they will t^oon gi\ e w,%y. Before, how- 
ever, we die this blessed J i li. \w w ish to leave our 
history behind us; and wc wish also that our coq»e^ 
should be taken to Berlin, to repose near to that man 
who had the heart and tho counge to describe ' Ilaiy 
a.s it i*,' — even by the truth-loving Nicolai." 

And with these words the boots crumbled to pieces. 

All wea atill : my night lamp had gone out. I my- 
self slumbered a little: and when towards morning 

1 awoke, I found it was all a dream ! Bat when 1 
glanced toward the ehimncy-conicr, 1 saw the boots all 
shrivelled up, standing like mummies beside the cold 
abbes ! I looted nt we paper which lay near to my 
lamp— it waa giaj paper, foil of ink «ota~tho pen 
nnqueetionably had been orer it bat the wotdi had alt 
run one into another; however, the pen had written 
the Memoirs of the boots on giuy paper. That, however, 
wliith was legible I copied out; and peoj)le wili t>. t«> 
good a» to recollect that it is not 1, but my bool«.

I paoposK during the coming year, with the beautiful 
dcHig-UA of Kaulbach before me, with one of wiiich we 
here present the reader, to trace in perspective some of 
the chief f(BatiirMof«aeh month as it approiaches. Beiof, 
aa most of ua an, la (own% or in abaorbing aTocationa^ 
we are apt to foffget what liea, m sn oflered gift flpom 
Qod, like the annrii^e, and the free, sweet aira or hiavn, 
in the heart of the upi>ruaching weeks ; but vImb «a 
are duly pronioDi«hed of ihc.^c, we ahall dosbly •^Jex 
them, in anticipation and in reality. 

It would sccin thin year as if Winter would show us 
some of his old characteristics. We have had alrca«1y a 
sharp specimen of what he can and may do ; and if we 
regaid the health of society, and of the T^tation, we 
shall not complain if (hiata and ano«a come npon tu in 
all that strength and abnndanoe iriiich so many of lu 
can remember. Splendid as was the last summer, every 
one who bad even a garden kn<>\«^ liow unhealthy 
was the vegetation. Never diil hui li universal blight 
infect and curdle up the foliage of fruit tret*; never 
wa.H the crop of all kinds of fruit, except pears, »o defi- 
l ioiit ; and nuver was the fruit itself so affected by in 
Aecta. There can be UtUe donbt bnt that a good old- 
faahlMMd nrint«r, vUh ftwta that penetimte deep into 
the Mil, and destroj thia inseet-life, could restore vege- 
tation to its purest Tigoar, and probably prepare the 
earth to receive the poteiO Into It* ImmMH wilh • mio- 
vating influence. 

IVit with an old fashioned winter we shall have most 
imperative need of old-fiMhioned virtues. The poor of 
England are ill prepared for such a visitation, the poor 
of Ireland fw vorao. Then fiuaine and nga need no 
aggrBTOUouof froal. Th« MMM to terrible : tlwaapect 
oitho nation's condition is appalling. It will need all 
the wisdom and all the goodness of the United King- 
dom to carry through the crinis the wrelvhc'l p i] ul;i- 
tion. Here and there, then, witli unr ol<l t.i-liMiicd 
winter, we muMt open our heartf to an olil-i:i-hi«iricd 
bo«pitality, and sympathy w ith the luflering. We must 
reflect that, though a kind Providence genanQf "Imi- 
pen the wind to tlie ihom lamb," yet then naj eome 
e oot^anetion of dreonitaDcea lo neenliar m to leqnire 
sharp agenciea at a moment that liumanity seems best 
prepared for them. It is for us, then, to put forth 
en!'r;;ie** ami virtu.- livrn'iiijj the occasion It is for u* 
to ofK-n our hands, our heart'*, our store room*, and our 
wardrol>es, and emulate each other in ^helterint; and 
strengthening onr poorer sisters and brothers during 



that kcon dispcn&ation which is to iKsuo in blcasings 
and al'uudaiice to us all. If frostn and ,snuw« mme then, 
let us rcdolve that acttTe kindness and liberal aid to the 
ill piepnred ahall eone tea Lei na pny down cheerfnlly 
ear pwt ef Um |Blee wUdiacoming year of health and 
^iBqrvfll be ao worthyoT. With thia leeolTe on ow 
pei1% we may took to winter without otter aMvdMBaieD, 
and may even revel in the reoollection of thoee nowy 
aeanes of beauty which I find myself yean ago thus 
describing in January. 

" Frost — lieen bi ting frost, \* in ilie ^rrmind ; and in 
the air, a bitter, acythe edged {^perforating wind from the 
north,— or. what Is worse, from the nomi-eaBt,<-iircepa 
the deeoending anew along, whirling it from the open 
flelda, and driving it against wliatever opposes its 
course. People who are obliged to be paieing to and 
fro, muffle up their faces, and Iww their heads to the 
blast. There is no loitering, no strect-goMiping, no 
stopping to malie recognition of each other ; they 
shuffle along, the most wintry objects of the bcene, 
bearing on their fronts the tokeuii uf the storm. Against 
ever>' house, rock, or bank, the raow-drift accamwatea. 
It curls over the tops of valla and hedgea ia hulMtlr 
wildneas, forming often the neat perfect earvea, resem- 
bling the scrolU of Ionic capitals, and showing beneath, 
romantic caveti and canopies. Hollow lanet^, pit*, and 
botrs now become tnip-* for unwary travellers ; the -now 
filling them up and levelling all to one deceitful plain. 
It ih u dismal time fur the truvenicrs of wide and open 
heaths ; and one of toil and danger to the shepheru in 
mountainous tracts. There the snow GUIs in amaiing 

SuantiUea in the eeoiae of a few houia, and«4riTea by 
ke poweifcl vindeof tboae lofty redooe, eoon All np 
the dells and ^ena lo a vast depth, barying the flocks 
and houses too in • brief apace. In some wintern, the 
8hecp of cxtcntiive tingea of country, much cattle, and 
many of the inhabltanta, tiave perished beneath the 
snow-drifU." 

8uch used to be the mows, of late yean> .seldom seen 
in thia countiy, aa amy believe from the increase of 
popolatloQ, ead eooee^Matbr, laereHed auuiber ef 
nra^ aa well ae mater wanata of the whole mrlhee of 

the land from draining, and from the diminution of 
woods. . Be that as it may, iiuch winters were once com- 
mon, and are now rare. The skate-makurH, and all 
itcllcrH of akaten, except fishmongerH, complain. Then 
the front used to continue commonly till March, and the 
proverb was, that as the daya leagtbeaed, the cold 
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I Htrcngthcncd ; and by a bold fiprurc, it wu nid, that 
.I iiuiiiry froze the pot over the fire. Yd, spite of Huh, 
people in the couutr>' enjoyol themselves woudcrfully. 
There were »*li<iiiiic. >k.itiriir, r- hooting, and »now hiiilhi^' 

I In thin country tho;«e little HiedgcA rcprcNcnUsd in our 
vij^nctte, never seem to have prevailetl, but abouml in 
all ooimlriM firoiQ Qcraiaay to L»plaod ; ibe boj« flew, 
and Btill do fly, down bilU with tbem, with the epeed of 
birds and in woD<lcrful delight Here our country 
population eagerly pursue the wild crcaturw of the 
lietdM and forcAl at thi^ ^eaiioa. The pu.i'Lur miil thf 
gamekeeper are equally ou tlic alert : tl»; .mo to iri. k 
game, tlie other vermin; and Ihi 'i "i [nJcLit-,

' the neighbourhood of great wood* where they abound, 
the farmen* boya set steel trap* for them in the snow,

ment bcnin-* Then blaz&t out the bright fire of the 
Uriti,*li lit'.irtii; tlifn (■;iiu'rfi,':itf imnind ii ih-' group.* 
from plaotjn o( buKtncwA, axiua iiutl broUtur^, iiud iiuitbands 
bringing the news of the day. Then the wife and sinter 
open the piano, and noug and gay oonvcnuition till up 
tlia measure of domet>tic bliM. Then congregates the 
invited partf ; then tha theatre and the eonoert nnfold 
their ehanns, aad wonder, and harmonies; and men 
think 111) Diore of what weather is without, than of the 
CiiL.'.' i>f IkijiiMft, or the conquest* of Tamerlane. 

j And i'\i.'U ill llio wintry world wiili jut, the soul 
of the coming ^o.ir t>ui>teH tLruugh the power of 
frost, and amid thi- piles ot .-iiijw, swell budtt uf the 
fbtore sonuner, and bloom flowers of rare beauty. It U 
oneof the miracles of this world, one of the cluructvrib- 
Ctea of a wondeiM end good Otvator, that Uo hae tefi 
no aeaaon withoat a wltaMs of Hi« living pnsaeaoe. Ho 
has plantocl in tli*- iron dep'b of winter even the whole 
veir«table life ol tlio tmure summer. Like the germs 
of laith and liup'^ in the heart of man which caji never 
fail, the bud swells ou lbs bough, the corn springs from 
the frozen earth, bearing in tbein, or ul thi ur root, every 
leaf, eveiy flower, every grain and fruit, which are to 
anrleh tiia earth, and austain th« life of the globo.

fatal Minihilation of the liberties of Europe. Hwaaa 
ditostioni drennutaaee that the interests of Franoe 
and of Aoptria wen, to a certain degree, the tame at 
the jKiriotl of the Congi' -> < f \'i iiu,i, and that two 
such wily diplomati-^ts aa Tallc> i iii'l ;ii .<l ^letternich 
should have acted there for Uh i. i ions. lJ<^'hold, 
therefore, the handiworks of these two great Machiavel- 
lians on the iiiee of Kuropc. Italy, not restored to one 
great and noble nation, hut p.'vrcclle<i out amnngat petty 
prince*, with a fino portion to Auistria; free-«pirited 
xfonray given np to deapotie Sweden : Holstein, a f ter 
man stato, tamed over to Denmaric; so as to keep 
Hiisyia and PruKsia somewhat in awe when Austria 
allied itself to cither of these kingdoms. Look at the 
left hajik of the Hhinc: that w<iuld have made a fine 
(Jenuan slate, a jiroud and impreunahle jiosition au'-iiiist 
FmiK-e ; hut that Fnince did not want, ami (Iiat .Mctter- 
nich did not want; for a Mrong state there, inipregnuied 
with French tibemtiHm, might be a funnidable dcnant 
in the Ocrraan confederacy in ajmosition to Aujktrian , 
liway.

Thu», by the masterly diplo- 
macy of Tallcynuid aad Hetternich, the greatness of

With thi* disposition of ihiuk'N iitttemich ha^ reiimed ' 
triumphantly in Austria, leiu-hing the people to dance 
and sing, and even to enjoy art, and certain species of 
literatuit;; bat lying like a most cool damper on all 
letten of progress, on all motioiu of iatelleetaal free- 
dom. The watchful cyea of the now old yet miiling

«olitudc, a silence, and calling it peace. The sm-Uli -t 
cirounulancc doc?* not escape him.

I do no( know how i; uas eonirived ; hut 
wiih ih.' euipire, with the rcstoraliiiti, und aiiovf all, I 
u iih liic Revolution of the year 'Thirty, In hold how 
feudalism, tithes, serfdom, and cvm >t:itute lal>onr, — 
yes, even statute-labour,— all these have fallen liiu'k upon 
us. Nothingisehaogedbuttbenamea. The feudal ^jratem | 
—thia la the abeoluie power of him who has poMCMsions 
overhim who has none. Titli-^— llii- i-laxaiion, which 
only secures a<lvant.ts:c« for tlie rkh, never fur the 
poor. Sirfdom — this is our --.ilc of novcrty, whieii 
give* us over to the tender nterey of the moncy-holiier 
and the fanner. And statute-labour— this is our obliga- 
tion to pay rates towards undertakings styled "work* 
of public utility." 

Ik good enough to think a little: if the rich— 
whether they arc great, middling, orttttle — are not our 
feudal lords ; and if we have not become again • hi gmt { 
tniUahh tt corrntW* <i merri," ns thoy ti»»>1 lo s.iy when !

Some of them arc deputies ; and pleading in the 
Cliambors for the rich, bring many an evil on ihc j»oor 
man, who doc« not even know- their nAmcH, and who has 
not (aa in former timen) the consolation, «n' li n^; it wan, of 
iamrdly bestowing maledictionK on Mousivur Ic Con»te, 
or MoDtieur la Maixmia, *ht tord of him dUtriet. 
Sane of them are liaiikm ; and w« tee do more of 
them than of the otiicn*. Tl>ey regulate the rate of 
interest, they cause money to be dear, and whoever U 
forced to borrow is ^uro to be ruined. And below these 
there U the cla«s of rih^I! proprietors*, who have all 
manner of power omt \>i--ii\v.^ rhc power of money; 
becauM from among them we art* forced to choose our 
mayor)* and their aMifltants, our municipal councillors ; 
in thnti, oar diiefii and oor<ma«t«n. They no longer 
maka ma of Oiur thmala to hang ua, nar of our ahouldeni 
to beat vi^ nor of oar woumb bj "lalgBorial rigfata;"

aay that we are too atapld and ignorant to know what 
we want, or what we Ongbt to bav«; they say that we 
have consented to this government, because wc have 
not rebelled againiit it. Wc are not turbulent God 
knows : we, in this country of ours, have Ixit liule rage 
or evil words among us. They say, besidcii, in the

It is to this that 1 witihed to come ; it Is to all these

Are wo at war with the Encfli-li, (lie 
i'rust^ians or the Ku-siansl Mnst we keep so many 
trij.ips for the few vollevM of eannon that have been 
heaixl thc^c thirty years t But it appears tliat the rich 
people w lio kei j> »bopK at Paris, choose that there should 
b« plenty of wldieiy to take care of them. Wc pay the 
functionariOi Of mwomment. Oh ! on that subject 1 
should have OMcfi to before I coald fiaiah abowlng 
you all the good thejr do va. This ahaU be left for 
another occsi^ion. Tbit I liavo hi iti »:t:Uu(io4abWir tO 
prove to you. anil there 1 am <|uite ready. 

I'.ir »lio,c use are the rales iV.r puhlic worksl for 
whuaic UiKU are the roads ) IS otior us, good people, who 
spoil none, and who do not want great public roads for 
our wooden aboea ! It i* not the cart, nor the carriage, 
nor the oxen, nor the horse, nor even tlie a.s> of the dny- 
htbonier which distarba the level^ and boHowa the 
rata. The day<]abonrer baa none of all theae. A nar- 
row, straight pathway would serve bis purpose bettor. 
It is the proprietor ; it is the farmer ; it is he who has 
crops; t.j I.iy u]!, jitul lK-;i-,in_tu t..ke to market; it i-i all 
these who ^;ry out for_ro,iil-, and «ho ^cnd us and 
break the >tone-.

Yout!b.ill see how tliat evils arc eomiiik' 
upon us worse thiui ever, ami that evtry jHvor man is 
nboul to be put to the <|ue«iiun, to know wheiiier, hav- 
ing something, ho Las a right to live; or whether, bar- 
ing nothing, it is nut incumbent upon him to throw

Suppose he has a wife, a father 
or iM 'th r, and only three chiMr. n (<i feci When a 
pcimiii haii o'lly live people upon Liti oiioukleni, ho U 
very happy — very happy I Thin ia what misery niakc« 
one Niy and think—but let that jtasa. Put the tt>tal 
expense at the lowest p(»<«ible, a family must have two 
hojidrad and fifty fhuica to live on, without any 
ether loxnry but bread and water, without fite-wood, 
and without candles. I have net counted aoap, nor the 
nit that we ur9 (o make of a little dear water pca!>nntV 
Houp. It is not tf»iit this makers the bread lielter, but it 
prevent* it from choking you ; and Romething warm in 
the Rtoniacli make* a pretence of soup. 

Now. lot us sec about our wages : tenpencc a day in 
Biimmcr. fivepence in winter. Take oat Bundays 
and bolidurs* and frosty weather when we cannot work 
the ground; if we get to two hnndred /runci a year, I 
defy aa to exceed it by a aingle eiown. Will tbey aay 
that it IK enough, and that we can exirtt Yon mn*i 
RuppoM? then that we have no del*!* : mul vrf if wo do 
) not he^rin hou-ickccping with home huiii; 11-. " c must 
get in debt to buy it. You must snppo^i ii 'i that wc 
arc never ill.nnd conatsnt h'>alth ha* not l>eeu the lot of 
ivny man that I know of 15e htoppcd from work only 
one weekj an<l you arc in debt. Ik floi>ped three 
montha, and yon arc mined. I)e Kto])ped a year, aiul 
yon are lost. Turn lame, and joa are dead. Jieing ill, 
do not hope to pay the doctor. They are all good and 
rl. .ri'.iMc in our country, that is the least I can say of 
tiit'isi. Hut they niUid be verj- rich indeed to sui>[»ly us 
all witli drugs, an<i '« itim a little meat and i»ome 
wine, which wc should want lo .«trcngthen us up again. 
The more generous and honouml>Ie tlicy are, the longer 
they ronaaiii poor, or the sooner they lK.'<*ome mj. k \* 
the fiite of all 1 hoHC who have a goml heart, to come vcrj- 
aeon to the end of Uieir power to do oood in tbi« world, 
where ]>copk are ready enough to alTow them to woik,

Hut this i^i not all. There i*, besides, the want of work 
I have alwajN heard people »ay to the poor, "u-'irk!" 1 
have never seen that this gave them work when there 
WIS none to be ha<l. The more property is divided 
around ua, that \m, the more people there arc in tolerably 
easy elieiuaatancea, the more uhoIcks do those become 
who have nothing; and, let them say what they wlU, I 
see clearly that these are always the largeat nomber. 

There arc then. ltcidd«Mi the ordinances of the Cbnreb, 
11! ilin <* ami nc< idonti«, forced stopp ll' - from 
'l in iv is not a isin;;lc labourer wiiu ha.i not 
I Kiiflcred li .1'. I> frtiui all tbo^ thin'. Unco in debt, 
wc never can get out of debt. The man wht> has 
no security to give, has no resource but among u.surers. 
lie cannot pay the interest. At the end of two or three 
years tliey strip him of tais fhraiture and all he ha.<v: 
th" debt is paid by this means, but ha most begin 
again . and when a man has once been is misfortune be 
dw not ca.sily obtain credit for tcti crown* lo save l>ini 
from beinir turned out of diwrs, though hU old father 
or nio-.licr be infirm, his poor wife tiekty* or nnfsiog. 
and hi'* ohildren nearly naked.

ridge had a small heart or not. 

It would have put any cynic into good humour to have 
seen John Muggeridgc s arriv;J .it l.i tne on a S itin l iy 
evening. Clean, and bright, aiitl cheerful as tJuiigs 
looked in an onlinary way, they were made to lo<.>k ten 
times brighter to woleomc that time. The flr w.-r pots 
in the windows were jjuilc daz/.lintr with rc l I , the 
clock and chest of drawers had an additional polish ; 
the windows were cleaned; tbeflra bomed brightly; 
the kettle wa« boiling; the tfltrtbiius Idt Ottt ; an<l the 
children, glowing with their 8atnr&y*s washing, were 
looking out in a perfect ecstasy of impatience for his 
coming : and as to Mrs MnL-;.'eridge, why, ulie did 
not lake so m i^ 'i j n-w with herself on her wedding- 
day as she did now on a S.nturday evcniu;:. Any man 
would have been p<roud to own such a brigbt-looUng, 
neatly -dressed, loving woman for a wife i 

Muggeridge wws v* tlM brua-plato announced, a 
ganlcner ; bnt not on Us own account : he wm in the 
employment of a gentleman In the n«iirhl)ourbood. He 
went to his work on a Monday morning, and returned 
home at the end of the week. He had trood wains, 
but he did not spend much ov r bin; - . h iv - il u l • 
brought home full three fourtlts nt it. lli.s v,Ux. wa., 
as eeonomic.al and s<-lf-ilcnying as hini<< lf tbrougii the 
week, but 8unday was .in exception. There nlwaya was 
a little Joint of Oieat for Hunrlay s dinner ; a piece of a 
neok of mutton, or a little cut of beef, wiili potatoes 
under it, or a pudding, and a foaming tankard of good 
«l« to wiih it all down. Itdid Mn.Mtigg«ridgogood 
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ia^nt the ivlioh v itli which kerliuAbaad ate liiit Sunday 
•liuti'?r. and it 'lid hiin0OOdtO iM how ihe Mad the 
children enjoyed it iilso. 

Every 8uu<t:iy Muggcridge might l>c bccQ fetching 
the dinner from the btkobouMt covered with a deau 
cloth, and in h!« Snndar clothes and hte welUhlaoked 
bhoca— they were his Sunuiiy «Loe.-4, aud hiis wife blacked 

I them— aud the cUlcxt little child trotting by his Rido, 

I talking in a«loud voice all 'hi way there and back. 

I I wish everybody, with a heart to love the poor, had 
only Been for onco the heaitjr appetites vith which 
those dtnneis wero eaten. 

"What a relieh there is in a bit of meat !" Mug- 
geridn would aajr every time he held hU plate for a 
■eeond pleee. — "Snre-ly, what a relUh there la In a 
bit of meat !" 

Mrs. Jliigifcridjfc kiwvr a little more of life than her 
htisl'iiiiil : ^h^■ had lived in scrvico, ninl c.itcn 
good liiuncrH IVum one tivelvemouih'g end to autithcr : 
she knew the ta.stc of ducks, and geese, and chickciif«, 
and pigcoOiS, aa well an beef and mutton. All thei>e 
were good, she said — very good, in their w.ay ; and she 
wiahed with all her heart that Mvngeridge could only 
hare a taate of all the good things she haa eaten. Yce, 
the-'c wnro all good, very ! but after all, there wai« 
nothing; (hat was cooked, cillicr i-oa.i^ttnl or boiled, that 
equ.itled hare ! \Vh n a haiin it «a>. >\tc that 
harcn and such thingti wcio *jiuic oiii of an honest, poor 
body'* reach f There wxs Bonu-thing bo iudcitcribablc 
about hare, with its savoury stufKng, and rich nauce, and 
currant jelly !

Mu-jircrid/!- ; luit, Avhi m?vrr shi^ f.ild s^i, 
Hhe remembered one thing — one littic thing — wliicb we 
nmRt explain.

She, lika a foolbth »rl, 
tortures the heart* she loves, while she dladplinea Tier 
(iwn : iiuil ma': thr-r -ulfering, throu:.;h her Mcrifice, 
L;rcater than it would have been without it. The elder

They liad 
no directions to make the day an exception, from the 
acting functionaries ; and they, again, had no ordcns 
from the Trustees ; and the Truateei^ had received no 
intimation from the (Jovemment ; and the Government 
had heard no cry from the people that was loud 
enongh, long enough, and strong enough, to make them 
trouble themw;Ivc.'< about the matter.

They anticipate .1 
uiuliiplication of otafiic* with noshes broken off, |>ie- 
tureR with eyes m n'l, licl o:it. ;ind iiidque va-^es f.ma/'ijc-ti 
to atoms; for'.xet ting that thciie were trophies of uristo- 
eratieal, or semi aristocntical athicvement. They forget 
U)at aitikts spring up amongi't artisans rather t^tn 
amongst nobles. Thejr diMin not of what aometimM 
happens, thai the eafpenter in their drawingroor: 
criticiMu^ their taste. They never heard of the ' i 
lure fuddles" of tlic Whitechapel weavers; aa they call 
a stroll along the Strand and Pall Mall, to fcftiit their 
eyoi< at the print-ahop windows. They never thoUi;ht 
of b ixing day. This ii what ! complain of. They arc 
tho nursing lalli. rs ; u l n o ii.u' uosherx of the nation ; 
i.nd ought to know iu watiis, and provide for tho^ 
wants at the proper time. They have " t«pilt their lives 
among the eUqaea" long enough i it is time for Uien 
to vcntnn oat, and b^in to inake (he people'a le* 
qoaintaace. 

It is needfhl to say, ab o, that these treasures of genius 

and art, and these reliqucs of the antique world, have 
l>een locked up from their real owners and maj^tcrx. 
Tl ey are not private properly, like the f.-.lls of tho 
Clyde (■) tho birks of Al»crfeldy (!) the nUar* of Fin- 
gal .* Cave ■ ' onl, for au;^ht 1 know, *c might add, the 
rainbows ot ilse Troj^aeha. Wlmt nobleman would 
etuiure lo lie treated like the Xiition, and be tiirretl out 
of hi-> gitllery by sennnta who did not happen to think 
of hiH wishing lo go there ! There wouhl be a pniutpt 
change of the, not liberal, bat liveried ministiy, in ai^ 
private icanaion where each ibn^etfulnesa oeeumd. 
Tlie^e treasnres are a portion of the people's hCTitago. 
Tliey are an betrloom In our great Saxon mmUy. They, 
and all th i tii. v .in Vh-bIow — and what a worbi cf 
i^ood is tliat— are the natiouH property. And tho 

nation is rtpe, or ripenings, for their eiviegrnMiLt, Twwtv 
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yvm Ago, twenly thou&md artmD« ia Great Cuesell- 
Ntrotit, if there at all, would h»re been there fur a row.

I pointed 
out to him the b«nefi(a l^t TtiM«ny had reeelved ttm 
her beticr rt'tidp. and the word i- ihal railway communi- 
cation had clftcwhcro cfi'ecteU ; augmenting wealth, in- 
creasing felicity, extending commerce, securing peace.

Tbf^ were 
to bo found in England,— they suited Wngllllll,— they 
iniifhtadd to the grcatncM of England ; Mid the envoy* 
of Eivrlm l lii'l t,i [.nM -li dv: Fro ■ Trade doctrines. 
Butli"«:vs not to ciavi'i'.eil. Ill truth, he liked bet- 
ter t I t:»lk of tlio nnci. u' litcnitiire I'f li;ily ; he quoted 
Dant« with delight ami wiiU t^i vcu' y ; sucakinar no 
lanijuago but Latin and Italian, it k.is a cjreat pU-;isnri' 
to liim to be able to dim;uss the merits of the clajiisical, 
and especially the cli>s:>ical religious poete of Italy. His 
reudinga, or ratber, his repctitione, wen admirable — 
cmpuUfl!, fal the highest decree. And, M on this por- 
tion of tho field of Htudy f WM nmt hnpFf to ii««r 
him discourse— ao perhaps he tUoired to inr political 
and comincrchil liereaies on unwontfil iinIiil'^'iMiec. 
There was much of l>.?nt«rnity in hisvoii-f ami iirtiuKr. 
Passing through ".lie iiia|nifiecnt hnlls of (lie N :V'.' >n, 
amidst a court crowded with oeclc»!:«-tir :ildigiiiuiritn*, — 
cardinals, bishop!*, and mitred ;il>tiotH,— ambassadors, 
and their trains, — aiultitudc* of attendants in the rich- 
est and most varied costumes, — a personal reception by 
Vbo pope, in hii own apArtmenUi, in a touching contract 
to ail tlie pomp uonnd. Y«a enter; an ancient man 
appeers, cUd in gannente wUttt fend unadorned, a silk 
skull-cap on hii< head.- no deeontlon 1>nt the gold 
cross ;>u flie Klipper of tht; riijlil fuot ; he places his 
right hand on hia left arm— that you may ki.SH the 
fisherman's rinff^aad when yoo leave he giret jou his 

blcMiug. 

A coniparisu>n between the manufac'uroK of Komc 
and Tuscany if most inslructivo. Not that cither pos- 
fiCMCs cxtniordinary manufacturing aptitudes ; tho po- 
Hltion of both nthor points them oat &i admirably 
fitted for agrieuTtafal dereliqnnent; eaeh has a fertile 
country, a population widely ^read, conaUting mainly 
of pca!unt proprietors, holding that claim upon the 
1 laii, known as tho vif^snria syHtcni. 1 y ^^Vlich ilie 
1 lu llor l funiishc* the estate and dwcUiugo rcu; f:oo to 
ih: <>i-i ii;i:cr-«, and receives as nn cii;ii\'alcnt a Ck^itaiu 
poiti'iu iif the produce Such a population, boii;iii, as 
it were, to tlio -oil, .-iiid cl.iiming certain rights of <»i 
patioD, will not easily be enticed to manufacturing 
labour. But there are in the towns of the Tuscan and 
Pontifical States multitudes of labourera dependent on 
weekly wages for daily brcid ; and among such,— if 
captlal and ondit be aooe»til>lo on tolerably easy 
terms,— mannlhotnmt natarally spring up ; and their 
Kpontanco i-i pro lu tlon, when tho exclusion of foreign 
competing tirmiif.ictnrcrs in nut a condition of their 
cxistenct', is no ilouli: n I on. 'n nu<i a I.!c8sing. The rate 
of intcrciit in Tui^cany is much Iowli than the rate of 
iut jre<t ill Rome, and this giv - i<> Tu^-Mny ,t coij<»i- 
dcrable advantage; but it i« more than counteirbalanced 
by the higher rate of waijcs paid in all the Tuscan townn, 
consequent upon the greater demand for labour ; and 
this again eonfeni on the Tttsean population a striking 
raperiority orer the Iloman, which isoxhibiled iatfae poe* 
fiession of a much great^'r portion of domestie coinfiirtB ; 
of better education, food, and apparel. And, wliat is 
more important still, the intellectual existence of the 
Tu.*?an ii fur more cultivai,. 1 thm tint of the Ro- 
man. It h.as been said, uiid iwtkd ni>h truth, tliat 
tho whole atmosphere of Tuscany i* fdll i f art; and 
if I were aaked to point out a ipot where art has 
impfQgnated all exiiteiiee with ita ebaiau when 



its Inflnenoes an everTwhore present — everywhere felt — I 
dwnld pollli oui the city of Florence. Art there seems 
to have given • gmee, a polish, a tone of amenity to the 
meanest iahabitaal ft minglea with their diJlj 

doin'^, it melodizes their beautiful language, itoccupie* 
their habitual thoughts, Rome, perhaps, has sublimer 
attractions — in it.s ancient ruins, and its luodern 
creations; but with tJtmc arc aik-oclateJ iiiclanchnly 
and mournful remembrances, and witli tlic ('*u uin- 
tious display of a religion whose connexion wiih the «rt« 
is now remote and shadowy : a religion which ha« long 
lost Uiat nohio c«uent which characterised the days of 
Rafkelle and Midiel Angelo. It was, indeed, a superb 
triumph for Oath^lsm, when it had for itaall^ ail the 
intellectual greatness of a glorious age— when it bonnd 
to its sway whatever poetry cmM invent, or painting 
depicture, or sculpture oarvi-. or ari liitccture derate — 
VL liaicTcr could captivate the hcnses. hy fragrant incctifc, 
or m»jc«(ic mtisic — whatever, in a -word, imaginative 
geniiH coulil itiwn;, of hwocI, or M»lcmn, or ^nfiliiiK' 
But those times have pa.<«ed away. The real splendour 
of Catholicism is as much a tale that is told— a bright- 
nees that is departed— as is the Toiea of the FljgaB 
oraele, or the pomp of the pcrislied Piatheoii. 

Tho hands of industry are busy in the towns and 
villages of Tuscany. Thousands and thowtanda are 
engaged in the inanufaoturc of platted ?traw for hat« 
and bonnctx. l! a pretty sight to watoh the multi- 
tudes v.lio arc o<'cn]'i<:il in tlie I'ro'hiction of tl.is neat 
and popular article. Scarcely is the child trusted to 
itself ere it is trained to weave the straws together. In 
the iitrccti^ and the markot plaees, — along the roads and 
in therineyards,— in tho porch of the dwelling,— In the 
a4jnefint ipudcaand field ym\ may ««e children, girl.*, 
and women indnstrionsly plying their hbwiooa finger?, 
to provide the plat work of Tui^»ny for themarkcta of 
the world. You liave scarcely crc«»Bd the Roman fron- 
tii r iTi: the s<" lie i-^ totally changed; there app<"ar» no 
doHic>ii>-, no social labour. In Florence, there are 
large fahri- s of silk J^tntl's whieh still l'rese^^e tli 'ir 
ancient reputation — a reputation which gave iheui a 
European name — Florentines lioing still the designa- 
tion 1\T vrhicli n large branch of the silk manufacture 
is knunn. Uf the Alabaster works of Etruria, 1 need 
•cniml J apsnk. j^or el^puioe nnd Ughtnese of form, for 
tasCeAtlness and varied, their reputation Is vnivenally 
r t.iMi^l'.p I. In truth, whatever is done in Tuscany, is 
ih ne well. No favour, no protection being acconlcd 
t^ native produce over foreign imports, no ii>aiuii:.>' 
t ire can support itself. esc«^pt on the ground of u» 
e!ic:i; nL<(- or irs evrvllriioe. For if any other I'ountry 
can provide an aiucic less dear, or more perfect, than 
that which is made at home, the port* of Tuscany are 
o|>en. The duty levied is the merest trifle. So Tuscany 
only manufactures what she can manufacture well. 

But in Rome, the BoDM most «• thai nlona which 
Romans can produoe. Tnexenible tarilEi exelnde the 
foreii,'!! arl iele. Tnie llie siniiffu'lers come to the aid 
of the consuuicr, atid break do»u some of the barriers 
which have been raised by monopoly. Protected 
antinnt the strong protrrcsaire impulM which com- 
petition presents, the Roman manufacturers a^^^ iu a 
rotate of inconccivaGle backwardnesa. The machinery 
employed is of tho simplest and thf mdest sorts. The 
imNoremenU which have been in action for ccnturiea 
in JVortheni Euronc, have not yet penetrated Rome. I 
saw mm «iipwsd in foUiog woolleo ctotba bgr tiampliw; 
them in hot water mder their naked fisot. Vh« emu- 
cation of steam-power to tho hundred purposes of cheap 
production is wholly unknown. Every* thing is costly, — 
every thinir l o.irs--. I'rogression — ImproTcmeiit — know 
ledgo iuall it* (rhajH-^ excluded. The "."(fin Mrj., r 
antiqtuit vins" is the rulinrr — the all jHTvadini;; maxim. 
Unchanged— nnohanging llomc— sted£ist — immovable 
■b the fignd way of Bobmb nlmi 8o ihs 
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Rtaiidt fttiu whita the world mudbiai ttmmxd — ^Um bu-k 
ii ftilMid to the Aoft utA th* Btnam Ann by ii 
tow&nk Ui« oeeu. Like uother MeniUMi in the wfl-

1 1 wouM he ea.'iy t) tr.in*for the o-impari-ion-^ and flic 
contnuta iuto tlio wider regions of ooiniiiercial rciii! 
The power which Rome once wielded — the pouer of Ihu 
world — has h&ttx replaced by a luighticr power— the 
poirer of commerce. All eonque»t hai* been transitory 
except that which baa intertwined itaelf with, and 
booed itself on, the pemumeni ialemb* of nations. If 
remote aelowea have been fonnded by— if dlttani taada 
fa»Te been mbjected to-^i nilttai? deninioo, miieQii- 
nectcd with the benefits of profitable commerebil iittet^ 
ehannrc/in the monent misTurtuuc attacks the mother 
coontry, and her warlike rc^'mrces are crippled or 
checked — in that motnont her foreii^i possesitions break 
away from her control. The M'le hutid hy which they 
aie held— lhat of military pnJ^rs ion— is broken; and 
the authority, supported only by furec, totters when that 
force ia ranoreu. Thus Koiiu-, wl\en her warlike 
Icgient eoald BO longer be Kot i >rth to maintain the 
Roman wwaj «a the domaioa ahe bed aobdned, aaddenljr 
ceeeed to emreiae any— the leaat inflaenoe orer theoL 
Conuneroe ahe had little or none. That benafldal barter 
of commodities by which trade becomes the bandnuld 
and the instrument ol mutual benefit*, had nocxigtcncc; 
aud when the Koninn wiirrior was no longer the po»- 
■esaor of the fichi, there was no Koman legislator, no 
Roman trader, U> Uku his place. So Iransiton- in the 
influence of merely military dominati m And now 
that commerce ha.^ become the very autocrat of the 
world— now that the greatncsa of nations in only esti- 
mated by the extent of their trading relatioiw— now 
th;^ merchandiae i» become monarchy, and merchanid 
mooarchi— into what a emaU and nanov ipbeve has 
the "mighty mother of the woiM" been driren :— how

This boundary is well known by 
the name of the llergstra->>*e, or mountain roa<l, which 
road, however, runs at the foot of the mountain*, and 
not over them, as the name would seem to imply. To 
English travellers the beauty of this RcrpFtraive is 
familiar. Its hills, contioualty broken into by the open- 
ing of romantic valley*, dope rapidly down to the 
plain, covered with picturesque vineyards, and nt their 
feet lie antique viilagci*. and tlic richly ctillivatcd j lajiis 
of the Bhinc, here of thirty or forty miles width. On 
alraoet OTery sleep and projecting hill, or precipitous 
cliff", stands a ruined castle, each, as throughout Ger- 
many, with Its wild historj-, its wilder traditions, and 
local associations of a hundred kinds. The railroad 
from Frankfort to HcidcUxT!? now nms alonjf the 
Her^^stra-.'e, r.nd will evrr ]mi':-i nt tii ihc ly-. nt 'i.i 
vtllers the charming aspect of these old Icgcndiuv 
liills ; till tlie en^anting valley of the Kcekar, wiili 
iieidclberg reposing amid its most lovely scenery at its 
mouth, terminates the Bcrgtstrasw. and the hiUn which 
still attetch amy to liia left on hi* way towarda Carta- 
rube aMome another name. 

Every one ascending the Rhine from Vajonce to 
Mannheim, haa been struck with the beauty of 'these 
Odcn•i^ald iiilN.an 1 has stood watching that tall white 
tow r on the unnnit of one of them, wliieli with wind- 
ings of tl.c ri \ i I. -(■•.mcd now brought near, and then 
agarn wa.s thrunu very far off, seemed to watch and 
h:iuni y. Ill, and t.tke short cnis to m et you for many 
hours, till at length, like a giant difappoiutcd of his 
prey, it glided away into the grey di-tnncc, and was lost 
in the clouda. Tliiahi the tower of Melibocns, above the 
rillageof Anerbaeb, to which we shnll presently aacend, 
in order to take onr lint turvey of thia old and aeclndod 
hannt of Odin. Tliis qniet region of hidden rallcya 
and ileep forest* extends from the borders of the Black 
Forcfst, which commences on the other side of the Nee- 
ka-. t'l the Spe-iMirt, another old (Jcmian forest, and in 
the other direction from lleidcll«crg at:d Darmofndt, to- 
wards Mcilbronn. It i« full of nneieiit c;ii*t1es with a 
world of kgenda; on it «tandis U«idc>> the Mclibcciis, 
on a atill loftier point, called the Kat/4.nl'iic1.kcl, another 
tower, which orerlooks a vast extent of tlMwe fore^t hiils. 
Near thia Ilea Sberbach, a caatle of the deeoendanu of 
Charlemagne, whidi we ahall viait; ibe t4<ene« of- the 
legend of the Wild Ilontaman. the ea^tlee of (Wtzvon 
Berlichingcn, and many another Jipot familiar by its 
fame to onr minds from childh(H.'d. Iba 1 esitlcs this, 
the inhnbitantR arc a pco)dc living iu a world of their 
own, retaining all the ancient simplicity of thrir abode* 
and luiblta; and U la only in audi n Mfien tbal jre« 
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now >goopii«e Die pietares of old Qonaan life, aach at 
$00. fliid tltcm la the JIttUt MUrdUn of tlM brothen 
Qtimn. 

In order to intake onnelTCsMmiewltftt ftoqnalntod with 

tliiu intercJ^lin^ district, ilr*. Howitt and myself, willi 
knapsack on liiwk, set out nt th<; end of August, 1S41, 
to make i iVi, >] ly ramWc on fool through it. The 
weather, howuicr, proved no inlcn-wly hot, and the 
electrical PuUrincftH of the woods no oppressive, that 
we ooly footed ono day, when wo were gUd to 
Biftke tue of a caniafo aod koncflt madi to our 
regret. 

On the l.i»t daj in August wo drove with • puty of 
fHenda and our childrea to Weinheim, nmbled thnragli 
it* vine.var>l8, ascended to it« Mcient mtio, ud then 

went oa to Uirkcnau Thai, a charmlug vaUcy, cclc- 
lni(cd, &6 its name denotes, for its lovely luiugln? 
birches, under whieh, with modi bnppjr mirth, v,c 
dined. 

Scrambling amon^iil the hill», and winding up the 
dry foot-patlia, amongst the vineyard* of this neigh- 
1> lurlimd, we were yet more dclishte*! with the general 
beauty of the scenery, than with the wild flowcni which 
avcrj'where bc;iulified the batujlug cliffy and warm 
w«f '•idea. The nia^onun atood in mddj and finwnnt 
ma ii ei ; barehetln and eampannlaa of aoTeral Kfnds 
that arc cultiviit' m! in (lur gardens, with bclb lari^'u 
and clear; iriin-ou piuki^, the ilichaulmoiS diiis.y, a 
plant wi;'i:t ihin, radiated yellow flower of tlie character 
of an aster, a oentaurca of a light purple, himdsomcr 
than any Englii-h one ; a thistle, on the drj est placew, 
resembling an crin^o with a (hick, buhtiy top ; mul- 
leinM yellow and white; tho wild mignonette, and the 
white convulvalai and dematis festooning the bushea, 
recalled the flowciy fiddfl and lanes of England, and 
yet totd ne thai we wen not there. The meadowa in 
the moM emeiald sward were alto aeattered with the 
grMi of PamaAi^ii.', and an anlumnal erocoa of a par- 
ticularly delicate lilac. 

At the inn at tho mouth of liirkenau Thai wc pro- 
posed to take the cilw3f?t'n a^ far as Auerbach, but that 
not arriving, we availed ourwilvc* of a peasant's litrht 
wicker wagon. The owner wa« a merry fellow, and had 
a particularly Hjiirited bLick hor>c; and taking leave of 
our friend.>. alter a deiigbfcful day. wo had a mobt 
charming drive to Anerhaeb, and ono eaoallj amnciug 
from the hnmoiroaa convonation of our ariver. 

After lea, we awendod to Auerbach Cnntle, which 
occepleA a hUl abrjvc the town, wliith, however, is far 
overtopped by the belKht of .ML^'.iboeua. Th.- view wa.s 
gloriou-t. The Himsel acro-ts tt. : i;iii;i.i plain was 
lu.ignificcnt. It ditlii>cf| over v,l,<iU western sky an 
atmo^pbcro of in(;jnse ciimi^ou lii;ht, with gotdeu i-c;4t- 
tcrcd cloi:ds, and Ktirroonded with a deep viultt splen- 
dour. The extreiiiiiit.? of the jjl.'iiii, from the eye being 
dazzled with this ceniivl cirulgonfe, lay in a solemn 
and nr.'.rJy inn-enL'traM: !;l,>,ini. The co^'Jc, in ruins, 
wen bjr thia light, looked peculiarly beanlifal &n<l iin- 
pnative. In the court, on the wall, was an inscript ion 
pmporting tlut a society in honour of tha niiliiary 
career of the (} !^nd Ditkc of He*!ie I>.irui-t uh. in wlii>>c 
Icrri lory, and in tut uri'.i 1 uthb- Olcnwald cbii-lly lies, 
Iwd here col jbrate i hit itii tbdjy in ihe pr.-c Mling'.liily. 
R'tuii I the insci i[>li ju luni.,' oaken pnrlimds, within 
CH'-h of which w.i-i wtlttcii thv- n.imij .-iud the dale of the 
battles in whicli he; ti >i| Ix-en eii'-rj-.d sjainst the 
French. An .ilt;vr o 1 «.:.irii.v jind i^tood at a few 

yardii' distinoe in from of tin: ■• mvmorLil^. at which, a 
pc vant liviag at the tower tvld ti\ the iield-picacher 
Lad dcHveied an oration on the oeca'>ton. 

in tho morning, at firooVl > k, we bc?an to a-i-end 
the neighbouring height of ii!.<M.un. It ti u* .in 
hour and a quarter. Tho gui le cariit l my kiia|t<i.^i k ; 
aad, iLn wc wuat, men c^ame up Irom UtUurcut I'uoi iiniha 
Htvoag^ the woode» with hoe* on thdr abouUlerh When 



we arrived at the top we found others, and among 
them Komo woman, aoeompaoied by » policeman. W e 
ftinnd that they were paaaanla who bad been convicted 
of cutting wood for fbel in the hni«, and were adjudged 

to pay a penalty, nu l in tlffiuiH of ] :iyment to w< rk it 
out in hoeing and ^-Icirmy the yuun.; I'lantation* I'ur .i 
proportionate time, — a much wiwr ":iv tU.iQ i>huttiag 
them up in a priaon. w!)cre tbey are ul \\<< u c? cither to 
thcmaelrca or the t uc. 

The view from the tower, eighty-eight jt in height, 
over tho great Khino plain, is Immenaeand splendid, in- 
cluding two hundiea villaceii, towms, and cities; the 
irindiugs of the magnificent Bhinc lie mapped below 
yon, on wheae hanka are oeen, aa olgecta of pecnUar in- 
tereirtt the Oathedral of Speier; the lofty dome of the 
Jesuits' Church at Mannheim. :in<l tho four towers of 
tho noble Cathedral of Worms, In the remote distance, 
:i tit;i;i',' tirmination to tLis noble landscape, arc 
Been the heights of tlio Udiiucrsberg, the Vosgea, and 
the .Sehwarzwnli! Tho ] i>lictinan, who followed o* up 
into the tower, ucntiouad the time when the inhabitants 
of that district had hastened hither to watch the ap- 
proach of the French amies, and pointed out the m>ot 
where they were finl seen, and described their np> 
proaeb, and the terron and anxietiea of the pBopkb m 
the most Ttvely and tonehteg manner. 

Tho wind Wii.H slionc; "ii ihis lofty height, nn-I fhc 
ratthug ul tiiu ;-huf.cr: i;i iho look-out wludu-.r^ ia UiC 
sides of tho lower, and 1 1 tiicir fastenings, would have 
been dii^mal enough on a st.imy night, and gave quite 
a wildnc.^s (o it even then. The riew over the Odcn- 
wald wa« beautiful. Half covered with wood, as far a*, 
you could Bee, with green winding Btrnthx between 
them, diitant oaetle«,and glifflp<^cs of the white walla of 
low-Iyinc doift or villegee,lt gave you an idea of a recion 
at enoe eoUtaty and attrastive. The whole waa filled 
with the cbeerfnl light of morning, and the wooded 
hills looked of the most ! rilll mt green. Wc descended, 
and pursued our way throi ':h the wooded gladcH, with 
that tleliiii: of fii iriyiiiuni wliirl: tlh,; entrance into an 
unknown region, i^uii a view to explore it, plenfjini 
companionship, and fine weather inspire. When we 
i.Hiiucd from the woods that clothe the isidcB of Melibocaa, 
wc Fate down on the heathy turf and gtaod with a feel' 
ing of ever-TOBtbfnl delight on the aeene around oe. 
AlK}reu8,and overita wood8,rose theiqnare whiletowvref 
Udiboena ; below laygraenvalleye, fitom amopgKt whose 
orchards ieined the smoke of peaeefiil cottager ; and he- 
yond arose hill* covered with other woodn, which 
shrouded Hpols, the legends of which had reached \u 
in England, aud liad c\ iu l iL - \>; ii<Ur of our early 
days —the traditions of the follower-* lut tJdiu — thccn.*ilc 
of the Wild Hunter, — and the Blron»rhold« of ni:my 
an iron-clad knighl, a» free to feizc the goodx of his 
neighbonraoabe wa-i i^tr i.g to take and to keep than. 
All now waa peaceful and Arc^idian. We met, as we 
deneended into the valley, young women coming np 
with their oowa, and a ahepherd with a mixed fioek of 
Khccp and swine. He had a belt anmnd him, lo which 
hunt; n chain, probably to fittten a «0V tO, M We i^r- 
ward* Raw them ^ecnrc<l. 

Wc fL^tlnd the cottaircH. in tho depth.H of the va!le\Ti, 
amon;;-t their orchards, jui>t ihosc heavy, old-faHhioiied 
sort of things that we see in Oermiiu engravings , 
Imil'linp,-* of wood-ftaniing, the plaster |>ancU of which 
Kcrc painted in variona ways ^ud the win<lowR of thoe* 
circular and octagon panes that, from old aaaociatioo, 
alwa)** seem to belong to German cottages, jost imch i« 
that in whteh the iM witch lived in (Trimm'a K*nthr 
und Hftva MOrthtn. There were, too, the 1,-irge oven» 
liuilt out <if d.' i'i-s. and loofid i- ^ r. The j>eople w ore 
i»f tho fiiiopk'i»t chunjctcr and j -..iraucc. We saw 
h<;vc;r«l chiidn-n cic iti',' un a bcii< h in the oi>cn .lir, mar 
a «chool-houi»e, l«aruiug their le«iM>u«, and writing; ca 
their ihU«a> aad we want into the adiool. Th« aehool 
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miutor mw R nun ez«e% befiUin.c the p\»co — xlmfile, 
niBtio, uixl (IcviMit. He told tm tb;U (lic i'oy.s ami >riil(>. 
of which bi* school wa."* full, «ii«t', Honit; of ilitiu, from 
a . ill i leraMo dislancc. Tin y tiunc in ul six o'clock 
in tliL- iii'iruiug, and stayed till ci^ht, h:'<l nn hour s rent, 
(hcri - uiio iti iill eleven, when thc%- ircnt ho!iic ami 
did iioi rvtum a^in till next inoniiu^, Itcing vnipluyed 
the rc..«t of thu day in hcljiiu^' their parculs; in ^oio^ 
into thu wood* for fuel ; into the ticlda to kIau, tend 
cftitic, rut ^nuo, or do what, utae waatCo. All tin; 
buefooted ehiUna of vntj yillige, however reiii>^io, 
tbuaeq^iva totarabto edowtion, learning tingluff 
A Kf^ilar part of it. Tliey have what they call their 
Siny-alvnd, singing-hour, every day. On a black board, 
the /.jV'i', sooff or hymn t r the day, wa.s written in 
Oerniaii ' 'i.uacter in clulk, uiui the master, who wntt 
naturally .viixioi;* t<> oNhibit the proi: in v of hi* 
scholars, ifave them their Binping leri.»on wlnic we were 
ibero. The eoeae waa very interesting in itself, but 
wmewhat hnmiliatinj^ to our Engli>>h niindR, to think 
that i;i the Odcuwald, n portion of the great Hyrcauinn 
laiWKt, »i«gion aaaoeiittinK iiMlfvilikiUl thai isvtlU 
■ad obwora^ vnrj ebild areiy hamlet and cottage, 
howxrrer secluded, was provided with that instruction 
which the villa-^cA of Kn;;Iaud are in a ktvaI mtmnw 
yet destitute of. But hero tliy } i . . arc n('^ as 
with ni«. totally ent i>lf from property in ihc Boil nliich 
they eultivat*' ; ti i i'ly dependent on the hibour aflordcd 
by others ; on ti*e contrary, they are themselves the 
po^AeHSorj. This country is, in fact, in the hnndu of the 
people. It ia all parcelled out anioQg the inultituuc<i ; 
and wherever yon go, instea<l of the gmt IttlU, Yr;&' 
park% and bioad laaida of the fev, Toa eee parpetaai 
eridenoea of an agnrina mtem. Except the trood«, 
the whole land is thrown Into amaU allotments, and 
npon them tUo people are btidlj labouring fur them- 
8clve«. 

}\pv^ in tli« (^denwald, the hanest, which in the 
jjn it IMiitto plain was over in July, wn» now, in qreat 
lii^iMturc, out. Men, women, and children were all 
cngiiged in cutting it, getting it in, or in tending the 
cattle. Kverrwhcrc .<«tood the eiiaple waeon.i oi the 
country, mIiU their pair of joked cow*. Women wore 
doing all .«ortH of work, reaping, mowing, and thmbiog 
with the men ; without ahoea and atockinga, elaS 
la n abaple, dark bine petUcoat, a body of the same, 
IcaTtn? the white ehemue aleerea aa a pleaaing con- 
trji^l, and with thrir liitr, in totue ini^Uncc!), turned 
np under their litiK' Muck or white caps ; in others, 
hanging w i il. n ; l biiiilnnTit, on their shoulders. The 
women, old Hud young, work a» hard rus the men, at nil 
kindit of work, and yet with right pood will, for th( y 
Work for theiniwlves. They often take thoir dinncni 
with them to the field*, frequently eriving the lesser 
ofaitdreo a piece of bread each, and locking them up in 
their OOttase till they rstum. ThiA would be thought

£aoti (ii^rmtiu h:»-i h: i house, his orehnrd, and hi« I 
foad-«ide tre«i, ao laden with fruit, that if iic clld not 
eareftlllj prop tip and tie tof^thor, and in many jilnces 
bold the boogha togother with wooden clatnpe, ibey 
wo4ild be torn asnnder bj tbeir own weight He baa 
liin corn |do', : his j>lot for ninncrol-wur/.cl, for hay, for 
poiatoc'. for beinp. etc. lie i- hi- own master, and he 
therefore, and evcrv branch of his family, havo (lie 
fit ri.>nKT.'.st umliveri for constant ex<^rlion. Yo'i see the 
effci't of this in his indii^fy and in bis economy. 

In Uarm^jr nothiag U ktat. The produce of thu ^ 



tieei and of t!ie «dw« ia carried to market. Much (rail 

i« dried for winiLT use. You rcc wooden tiny- of plums, 
cherries, and sliced npplcsand pears lying iu tiic sun to 
dry. You ~ >'rinps of thciu iKiOL-Iiig from their 
chamber wiuuuws in the sun. The cows are kept up for 
the greater part of the year, and every green thiug is 
collected for tiiem. Kvcr^' little nook where the grass 
grows amongHt the trt-os and under the bushes, e>ery 
little atrip of gnuw by road-iidae, and river, and brM^k, 
is carefully cnt with a tickle and carried borne on tlic 
beada of women and cfaUdieii in baaketa, or tied in largo 
clotha. V oth Ing of any kind that can poeribly be made 
of any use is lout. \Vccil<. nettles, nay the very goo-te- 
c!rv<-^ which covers wawte places, is cut up and taken for 
the coas. Y(ii;m c ilieliulc cliildren standing in the 
sfrcimn which gcutrally run down the Ktrcct-H of the 
villajres, busy waf^hing liK>^<e weeds before they are given 
to the cattle. They cii' i r i!- colkvt, t lie leaves of the 
nwn^hgra.'--., can-fully i! potato top.-? for them, 

and cren if other things laii, i.'ather j^reen learea firam 
the woodUnda. One cannot lieW> thitiking continually 
of the enormoTis waste of aueb thioga in KnglaBd. Of 
the vaat quantity of graaa on banka, by road-iidea, in 
the openingH of planUtiona, in lanes, in chnrchyafda, 
wheic gra^s from year to year epringa and diea, but 
which, if carerully cut, woold mainliunmany thovaanda 
of cows for the poor. 

To pufTiue still further this fjulject of German 
economy ; the very cuttings of the viae are dried and 
preserved fur winter fodder ; the tops and refuse of the 
ii'irip pcrvo ai bedding for the cowa; nay, even the 
!'K x I ~L;dk*of the poppy after tho heads have Ixen 
gathered for oil; and all theae an) oonnned into 
manure for the land. When theae are not aadcieiit the 
children are sent into the woods togatlier moss ; and all 
oor readers familiar with Oennany, will remember to 
have seen thoin coming homeward with larpe bundb'!* 
of this on iheir hf.idn. In autumn the falling Iciivcs 
arc pnthered .'ii: ! -I . iked for the same piirp" . . 'i lie 
fir-ooiies, which with us lic an<l rot intho wu«jd», are 
carefully collecled and >^obl for lighting fires. 

Ill sliort, the economy >ind '•■•n^ of the fierman 
peasant is an exani]>!e to all Kui i lime al.^« is as 
carefully eoonomiced aa anything cUc. Tiiey are early 
riaers, aa may well be eoneeived, when the children, 
maay of whom cMne Arom comidorable distoiiea% an in 
sehool at *bt In the morning. Aa thcj tend their cattle 
or their swine, the knitting never ecri*iei>, and hence the 
quanlilics of stockings, and other hou^^hold things 
which they accumulate, arc a5tonishiii;r. 

We co-.iid H'lt help.a^ ofti'n before, IxMngslruek in the 
' > ; iiwald. with the re-^eml>hncc of the present country 
and life of the fieriiiansto those of the ancient Hebrews. 
Liermany, like .Fudea, is lit< rally a land flowing with 
milk and honey ; a land of eora, and v, ine, an<l oil. The 
pUina are ftlH of oom, the hill-sides, however stony, are 
green with Tinoyarda; and though they have not the 
oU*e, they procure ratt qnantiiiee of oil from the wal- 
nut, ihi! poj'py, and the ripe. The whole country is 
piircelled oul among its p.'ople; there are no hedges, 
but the landmarks, a^'aln;,! the removal of whi' li (he 
Jewish law .so repeatedly and ko emphatically uenouncc.s 
i(j terror^, nh.tie indicrite ihe boundai ii"; I'l > i '.i i^ao's 
pr . •■■•ii il 11. I^erywhrrc yen sec the ox and the hciicr 
toili:i'.r b'Tie ith the primitive yoke, as in the drys of 
Ihvid. The threshinL,'-floor of Aniunuh, often comes to 
your mind when you (-oc the dillercnt mcnibciN of a 
family, Aither, mother, brother and aiMler, all threftbing 
out their com together on the mud-floor of their bam. 
But nnii h more so when Ton sec them in the corn-field 
itself eolh 1 1 the sheive*! mfo one flare, and treading 
down tlie earth into a solid floor, there in the i\ice of 
heaven, and !a!ined by its winds, ihrc-liout on the spot 
tl . :ii which Ux^ been cut. This kc saw continually 
going forward ou the steep *li>i»e* of the Udenwald, 
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t«n or a dor.on men and women ull iliraaliing together. 
A whole field is tliiu soon thrashed, the corn being beaten 
out muck mm cuUy iHiUa tlM our la oiip viili tlia 
liotsao. 

Hariiur taken lean of the Kshoolmactor, Ub Kholars 
and hbbees. with whoM birca marly Ua hooM- 
■tda vii covered, ire pnnued oar wbt to the Jlgetliaiui 

on the top of the Feli-licrg, one of the highest hills in 
the Odenwald. The day wan hplendid with the tine hreere, 
and all around new, elieerful, yet solitary, l)ri>;ht 
and inspiriting. The peat^ims in the harvest-fiehis, 
the herds watching their eat tic, gave us a paM-ing 
■alntation, and when within sight of you took off their 
hrta even at a field's distance. This cui^tom in Oer- 
■uny ia eanied ao Su, that» eren aoeial and friendly 
aa it U, it beeomea almoet tnmblaBone. Wc walked 
on in great enjoyment, here riltlng to look back on 
the scenes tliat wc ha«l left, or to drink ftom the gUt- 
tcrimr waters that w Im l lo pass. 

Ju*t a.'' we were about tu cuter the woods again, we 
i met an old AMtman slowly wainli^riiti^ on tram some 
1 COttajjc.i amongst the trees I'V the woud side She 
had a leathern belt round her waint, and a cord fx-tened 
to it hy which she led her cow to graze ia the thiokctti 
and by the foot- path, while her haoda were busy with 
hor kiiiiUng. A bojr. of aboataevanyeanold, waa leading 
a kid by aefcdn, lotUng it erop the llovera of the hawk- 
ireed in the grass. The old woman saluted na eheer- 
fully ; told lu that the boy's father was in America, 
and hirt mother gone out to a'.rvi c, :ui 1 liiat lie wnv 
entrustcil tii her care. It was just like a accne Irom one 

of the old Mardtemot tbo oountiy, and tuUke anything 

in England. 

The path through the beech woods led ns up to the 
open summit of the hills where stands the solitary 
J.iijerhaus, V>ut with a splendid view over similar woody 
hiUa and distant castles on their ridges. In the woods, 
Jiiat beyond the JKmrluHia, lie* the Felten meet, or sea of 
roeka, and tha meaema&ule, or pUbffi oljaetB 
which are moeh irhdted, and which are well worth 
nr iult The wood, in far*, i- nn the hIojki of the hill, 
o\. !■ \UiiLh huge blocks of granite arc seattercd. "In 
one c|e ]i hollow these stupendous blocks are hhowcred 
down one on another in a chaotie wiidness, like the 
waves of a tempested ocean.

aliur. Yuu see, on Home of the stones, the marks of 
bonie rude ear\in;,', in th'^ wimumif of a Mrtof dSBtal, 
as if for a^friew; or cernicc. 

Xot far from thi* you come to where the /'iV w/wdM/e 
lies. Thia is a coloual pillar of granite of S^fL long* 
The aoil ia dag away whiieh ibraie^y half tniriad it^ uua 
it lies in its gigantio gceatneia as In a graTO. It iaanp- 
poitcd to lie where it was hewn, and never to iiavd been 
r. iiel: to my cvc. however, it is whore it lias fallen 
hn-keiil'Dm its base, which still ."hows itself in the earth. 
It is an olijoet whieh strikes yon with a sort of awe and 
deep surprise alius nondcrou* greatness, rarallel with it, 
ni pc.ars, half buried in the earth, a long wjuarc block df 
granite, mdely can'cd in the manner of that at the 
temple, and as If it also had boon intandad Ibr a eomiec 
or Ilrlaae to raat on the pillaia. 

Tha whole aeena bnmght back strongly the gloomy 
superstitions of the Odcnwald, ages before thcUomans 
had planted here, l>y a severe diaciplinc, agriculture and 
tbeaila.

Dr. J. A. Bnt»cli. iii-^hop of (Skara. in NVcf^icdthlanfl, 
wrote a long letter on this subject to Dr. C. F. WinirSnl, 
Ari iisifchop of Upiila, and I'rimut* of all HwcJen, 
which letter U conoidored no perfectly authority on the 
martcr, that it \» published in an appendix to Arch- 
hi^hpp \Vinf»ird's " Itcvicw of the Cbnrch of Chriat," an 
excellent litclo vrork. which luta beon tnuialatod into 
Bagliah bv O. W. Carlson. Ch^dtta to tk« Sw«diah 
Embtmf la London, a ^r^'ntkaiMi «f gnat mdltlon 
and acoompliithmcntti. To ihb letUtr W6 diall have 
freqnont ocoaitioti to refer. 

The reader will naturally ask, n.* the hiMhop himself 
d>;«, what i« the PrcafiiiiiK K;>idcniic? \Vh:it it really 
W4* not>o<)y M yf-t ha-'« l>«;-n able to *ay. Anionj? the 
pea-faatiy Utft moiit general l>«1icr was, that it waa an 
iiumadkua Divine miracle, in order to bestow gnet Ou 
iDcii M WA* afflktod witli Uio diaeww ; and as s mcaoa 
of vamiag aad ezbortotloa to tbow who mw «nd heard 
the p«tl«at«. Among others, somewhat abo^ e the c1:i>h 
of (lea^tantA, many dented a!toj;ethcr tlx" existence of the ^ 
di>«a>>c. declarin;? the whole to I".' c.thcr intentional 
der^ption in the de*ire of ^nin and notoriety ; or cU^^ 
aeif-dclu'ion, produced partly l>y an oferstniincd 
fi-iigiou* feeling, or by that p.i^sioii of iinit.ition whieh 
la rommfm to the hifnian mind. The bi^!lop himself 
Va* «f opinion th.al it wxi a di«ei^e, oriu'iually plivsical, 
hat affoctiag the mind in a po<-iiriur mnnnvr. He 
aniTod at thia eonclnclOB by attcntirely atudjing the 
phcaaausoa itaelf. At all erenla, bodilj aiekncm was 
mil in?T»-dient in it, a^* vaa proved from tliv f.-ict that, 
althoaifh crcry one nftVoud by it, in dc^n-ribincr the 
comtncncctncul of their ctsite, mentioned a spiritual 
excitement art it« oritjinni eauw?, close examination 
proTcd that an interual bodily di«or<ler, attended by 
paio. had preceded or aoeonipanicd thin excitement. 
MUtkis thcff were person* who, njrniiist thcir own will, 
■ J ii ct od bjr the qaakin? wbleh were one of it.<> 
•tsiUBg cari/ oatvard tjmpUmiM, without any 
BicTiooa Klwtooi oxeitoment; lad tbeae, wbca aub- 
jr*«ted to Boolcftl ttrottment, aoon recoTered. 

The bishop miwl Ito a lK>ld man, and n'>t afniid of

never boon Uappy bctore; they declavcd that the 
words thity epoke were (rfvcn to tbem by some one elj-e, 
who xpoke bv them. Thcir dthpiii^itiiin of mind was 
pious and caftii : thuy Kcomid prcdispo-od for vision* 
and predilection*. Like the ctirly (^iiukcr-', 'hey h.nd 
nn a^■L■r■^ion to certain wonls .and phni.>c.i, and tt-'ified 
in thcir preaching ntrainsi •' pbices of au u.-cmcnt. 
I?aminjp, exce.'a in drinkiir,'," may jiulc fe tivitie^, gay 
clotblBg;, and the crocked coml r uhich the pcaMinL 
women wear in tlteir hair, and which, no doubt, were 
objects of vanity and diaplay. 

There waa in aome famiUea a greater liabili^ to tbia 
Etrango inflnence than In othera ; It vas (irrrater aim In 
children and f. iiiri1c=; l!i.in in prown-up jicoj>!c aiid 
men; and .''.ir.i dlj ~t men, those of a p.inf:iiine cli< Ici ic 
temperament v. < r\- most, Riifcopiildo. The patiitit:? in- 
Tariably showed a .Htronp dc-irc io be ti u< :her, and 
deemed to feel a nort of altraLtion, or^pirilu;kl affinity, 
to each other. In places of wnn-hip, they would nil f^it 
together; and It wa* remarked th.it when a jtr^on 
afflicted with the Preaching Epidemic was aac^^tiooed 
abont the dimms in himaelf mdlvidnally, ne alwaya 
garc \A% an^iwcr on 1>e)u1f of them all ; and Ihua aald 
" »/•<>" where the inquirer naturally expected "/.'* 

I'rom the-e faet^ the lean ! i i-kop infem th.-it the 
Preaching Kpidcmic belonged tyU.ijt cLt".* ofoficrations 
which have lictn referred to animal magnet inu. He 
B.iys that, whatever may be the cau^c of this hiiigular 
agency or Influence, no doubt cxifts of it.-* always pro- 
ducing a rcligioii.-i state of mind, which wa.s strrngihencil 
by the apparently ii)ira<"uloij.^ operutii iis from within, 
lie g<^>c<i then into the qucMion, whether the reiigiow 
impression produced bo in accordance with the eeta- 
bH-.htd notions of the operation* of "grace on the 
heart," and decide.^ tbln not to be the cvp, becauw " the 
excited person, Immediately after l>e bcginR to quake, 
cxporicnccA an nnn]ieakable pence, joy, and bicrycdncss, 
not on account of new-born faith through atoning gra< e, 
but by a certain Immediate and minicnlon.-* influence 
from Pfod." ThcM! arc the bishoi' s o«u words. But 
with the polemical qac^tion we have nothin.' to do. 
However, thebiahop goca on to ^.1y, tiiat, " whatever 
the origin of the dtacOM may be, it chamctcritca UiK'lf 
by Christian lancnaf^;, and make* it.'^ :ipi cnrance with 
manytrulyC"llri^lian Ihoughtaand feeling*;" and that, 
"probably, the di^cn«e ha* nnlTer^slly met wiJb aomc- 
thing Christian, prtv i -iisly impliiincd in the heart to 
which it Im*. in an exciting way, allied ii-^c If " 

With respect to the conduct and conver?;iiion of the 
patient*, daring the time of their -ci/nre, he siy^ |;c 
never saw anything which wns impn p. r, slthouch 
minyatnoge Tamonia to the contrary wens circulated 
and belieTcd. to the great dinilTuniagc of the twor 
l»eoplc tlu-m.*elvc«i. In the province of Klfsboig. wbero 
t!ie di?c.".«e prevailed to a pn>at extent, bands of «hH- 
(^rcn and young p< r.jilo nniU r itn inl'.i i tu e went alxiut, 
ringing whnt :irc rr.licd Zion> hymn-, tli j (.fT'eet of which 
was singularly f^triking, and even :ifii 1 1 in Jloh.-iys 
that to give a c'implcte arid dei.iili d d( >cri|iti.in of lie 
nn'. urc of thedis.M-c would I'l- dillii uit, bnai.-c, like 
animal mftgnefisui," — wc uv his own w. nis— ■• it hu m* 
to be infinite in it» modiC nii- n ami form."

theless in 5omo patient!* " tLc .jn I n. .' dc. r -iHd 
in proportion to the utrenglh vln b -lie d><..i-c 
gained. Tbeae quakiajni aU* Mrem to hare.come on at 
tho laention of certain word*, the Introdoetsoa of certain 
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ideas, or the proximity of certain pereons or things, 
whicli iu some niv-t(.r;.ju- maancr appcaroil inimical or 
I unholy to tlie patient. Sometimes. aUo, those very 
wordfi and thiu;,'-< which ut first. :itl'Li.'ii'il the patient 
ceased to do eo wi he adraaeod to the hit^her Atap;» of 
the di«ica»c; and other wordis or thingH, which hithtrto 
hftd produced no effect, began to agitate him in the 
■aiaa WIJ> One of tbc patients explained thiit circum- 
itnee ttkiu^that aeooroioK hi* •{'^'^''■■'^ bdng 
idTMoed upward, " he fbund tW tbere extatied in him- 
self, and in the world, many thinj^ which were worse 
than that which previously lie had considered as the 
I worst." In fwmc oiscs the patients were violently 
affected by the simplo words, "yes." and "no;" the 
latter word in particular was iiiu-it painful and rcpulsis o 
to them, and luu freauently tnicn described by them an 
" ono of the worst demons, tied with tlic chains of 
darkness in the deepest abyga." It was remarked also 
that ihey frequently acted as if Hmj had a strong 
tamptotiMi to apeak falaebood, or to ■» mora than thejr 
wen *' at libarty to lay." They would therefore eihmt 
each other to apeak the truth ; and M frequently an- 
ftwered dubiously, and even mdd tbey did not knoiv, 
when a contrary answer might have been confidently 
expected, that an unpleas.int impression was frequently 
produced on the mind of the hcan r; ;\nil (^onu- iici sons 
imbibed fruui ihis very circumsUucu uulavourablo ideao 
of their tnithfulnou ; when, in fact, thi-s very caution 
and bcsitslion wai a peouliarity of the diseaKc. 

In the prorinoe of 8karaboi|^ the bishop says he 
M aoMI aerenU peraona fall at oaee into the trance, 
without any preparatory' Bymptom. In the provinc: of 
the patients preached with their eyes o[>cn, 
antl hlajsKJinf,' ; whilst in his own province of Skaraborg, 
he hlm.-«lf fl.iw aU'J licur.l iln'iii pn/arhinir in a rccum- 
heut po«ituro, anil wiih closed eyei«, and altogether, as 
far as he eoiiUl di jcover, in a Kt^w of perfect insensibility 
to outward iinprewsionH. lie gives an account of ihvue 
preaching girls in the paribh of Wamhan, of ages 
varying from eight to twalTe. Tbia aooount, but prin- 
cipally as relatea to one of. than, m vUl lay before the 
reader. 

It was shortly before the Christmas of 18i2, when he 
went, together with a renpectallo f imier of the neigh- 
bourhood, the Rev. Mr. Linqvisl. and the Itev, Mr. 
Smedmark, to the cottage where a ihild lived, wlm. liy 
all accounts, had advanced to the highest stage of the 
disease. Many persons, be«idc« himself and hii^ friends, 
were present. As regards all the three children, he 
says that, for their age, as in generally the cai«e in 
Swadeo, tbeor were tolorabiy well-ioibnned on leligiova 
matten, and could read well. They were natoiauy of 
good d!«po<dlion,and now, since they had been subject to 
the disease, were remarkable for their gentleness and 
quiet demeanour. Th< ir iiitiiiner--< were simple, as those 
of pcanant children ; but, being li.ishful and timid, were 
not inclined to give niiieli deseription of their feelin^'^-i 
and cx|)ent;nce ; still, from lh<^ tew words they spoke, it 
was cridcnt that, like the rest of the pea.'«:mtr}- and 
their own relatives, they considered it a divine inflticnee, 
but still amcrtcd that they knew not exactly « h .t to 
think either of thomaolvea or Iheir altoatioae. ^VlK n 
In the tiaiioe, they dedared that they were exceed ij:i;ly 
well ; that tlicy never had been so cheerful, or felt so 
much pleasure before. On being awoke, however, 
they eoiiiiil.iined, sometimes even w i'h teiir-i, of weak- 
ness in the liinh-*. p.^in in the chest, iHiudaeho, pfe. 

In the pariieular eus-- of the one child to which we 
have rcfcired. the symptoms were precisely tlie same : 
there came on, in the first place, a violent trembling or 
qwking of the limbsi aoa she fell backward* with so 
arnch violence w to giro the apectator a meat painful 
aaneaUon— bat no apparent iiyniy enmed. The patient 
ma BOW In the tnnee, or atato of total unoonadomneoa; 
Mid this tiaaoe^ arbieh laatod aeraal honn^ divided 



itself into two stages, adit, or scenes, totally difl<*mit fa 
character. In tlie !ir-t pl.iee, ^hL ro->. vi. lenily. r:nd 
all her actions were oi" n rujjid and violent ch.'n-acicr. 
She caught at the linnds of the pe(i(>le ronnd lier : some 
she instantly tiling a«ide, if the clicct t$roduccd by 
them was repugnant to her ; others tdic held gently, 
patted, and rubbed softly ; and those the people c:illed 
"good Iwnds." Sometimes she made ^gM^ aa if Khe 
wore pouring out something, which the appeared to 
drink; and it was said by her &thcr and aaMher man 
preeent, that she could detect any one in tlie company 
irho had been dnun-drinkiug ; and she would in this 
way represtint every gU** he had taken. She went 
through- feir wljat {utriKiac it scema impossible lo my — 
(he operatiun of loa<Ung, presenting, and firing a gun. 
and performcil moi>t dramatically a pugilistic combat, 
in which she alone sustained and represented the action 
of both parties ; she likewise acted the part of a person 
dressing ; aud what rendered all this most extraordin&rt* 
waa, that» though she waa but a ainple^ baehfbl peaaaot 
ehild, clad in her peai^ant'e dr e w a ahaepekin jacket — 
yet all her actions and movements were free, and full of 
the ma^t dramatic effect : powerful and vigorous when 
reprcstiitiiig manly aetidii, and so indescribably grace- 
ful, and easy, and lull of sentiment, when personating 
female oteiipalion?, as to aniize the more eultivattii 
^pei [.Ttids ; and, m the liiitliop say«, to be "far more 
like the motions uf an image in a dream than a creature 
of &Qsb and blood." Another circumstance is peculiar : 
althongb these elilldren diObred from each other iu 
their natural itat% yof^ while under the influence of Uie 
disease, their eountenaneea beeame ao aindlar aa greatly 

to reseniMo caeh other. 

To return now to the child who had advanced into 
tlie seecind st-.nv^ ' f the tnim e ; this was characterized 
by H beaiuiiiul calmut<*s aud quietJU'iss of demeanour 
and counleinnoe; and with her amis folded mtikly on 
her breast, she began to preach. Her manner in speak- 
ing was tliat of the purest oratory; her tones were 
eamoat and aolamn, and the langiMge of that high 
spiritual eluuraeter which, whan awako!, it would have 
been impossible for her to nae. 

The little discourse ran somewhat as follows, for 
the bishop noted it down on Lis return liome : — 

"My friends, let us turn from the evil of »i]r ways; 
let n^j, iijy frieinis I Tlie .Saviour wishes it. Think 
how pitia&ant it wuuld be to come to him ; and if we 
would, we might. Ho does not desire that any one 
should perish : from the loweet deptha of hell all may 
be saved, and come to Um. IIow picaiaot it will be to 
como to him; to raceiva our weddlnggaimentay and ait 
down with him. Ob, how pleasant that will be ! 

" Hut if we will not turn to him, we commit a great 
sin atid grieve him. Think, if he meet us with angr^* 
looks; think, if he bid us ^'.) t., ilu left m-1c : to the 
]>laee of darkness, where we arc separated trom him < 
Knock genily, knock gntly, my Bienda^ and ho will 
certainly open to you. 

" Then let lis now, my dear friends, rairC a sigh— a 
good sigh— which shall |)enelrato through tlie clooda to 
the Saviour ! liet us go in the naiTOW WMr; tei na go 
iu the thorny path ! Will you not go th«o) Then 
1 will go there by myself alone ; hut go you nlso, and do 
not think tluit it i> piiinful ! ll is not piitifnl, if we 
only go to the .Saviour ; And Uunij^h 1 am young, and 
my words nrc thotie of a child, yet ycu must lielieve 
thm. AUhough they are the words of a child, they 
are lueuiit for your well<ba^gl Vor CMI lakob believe 
thcui, dear friends !" 

Such were some of the wordaof the ddid, who, in this 
extraordinaty atato, had aomct^ng aMnt4iko in her 
appearance. Her uttoranea waa aoft and elear ; not a 
word waa letiaelcd or repeated ; and her voice, which 
In her waking atato had a peculiar boarMoesis, had cow 
• wondaiful brilUanqrand eleainaai of tons^ whhih pro- 
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ducod grest efieet. The trhole ■MewUy obMrrcd (he 
deepest lilenoe, tnd many wci't. 

These children, during all the time ihcy were Rubjcol 
to this influence, h.v!, as (he parcn(s »tii(<;d, (olcrahly 
gooil ap[".tii.'-, alllfugh (hey were parlieuU.r :t- i,> the 
food tli .v :ito, t ikin,' by preference milk aiul ivuh, 
Lilly lined aiiplos l rli' irlrs of which it VfAn 
necessary for the parents to keep a good «(ock. 

The bishop tell* iw that these chihlrea were cured by 
medicines which he him^^elf pracured for them. The 
diaea.'«e, according to hi<« accuant. was frequently ctircd 
Urns, thoogb geunUj in iU mlier stages, lie doea 
not sqjwhorostBto that dwth ww ths eonseqaence of ii ; 
though he w'n thit the patient ."onictiincn foretold his own 
death. He tells us that m -nv of (ho "quaking people" 
wire taken t > tli.' hospitals, r.n l i.a their arnv.il 
there were found to be free froiji any symptom of thu 
di-*c!i»c whatever; but scarcely had they returned home, 
when it a^ain appeared in its full force. Many indi- 
vidual* alw), by means of a firm will and a faithful 
endeavour to counteract it, Kuccooded in doing go. 
Others, on the contrary, from the!r belief of the disease 
being of a divine chancter, became predispaiaed for the 
contagion, both bodily aod mentally; anil that, being 
attacked, helped to make ii mine tbeir ovn super- 
Btltieo and stibmUslon to it. 

He con -Initcs !.;, flying, that I'l'^ phenomenon in 
question lay out ilic siihcrc of liutaan knowledge and 
experience, its cxtniordinary and miraculous character 
Ktruck the mind with awe, which produced a very 
general religious niri\ > m . at imong the perfectly healthy 

Cortion of the community. The cooMqncncc of this lias 
ecn to i^ond multitudes of peisooa Ut the churches and 
meoting-housc.:, who otherwise would never have gone 
there; and in many instances it hascfTected the most vital 
ehaoge in life and sentiments. Many a one ba.s thus 
become a diligent reader of the Scripture.-, and has 
been wean.^d from drunkenness and other vice* ; and 
showy dresses, crooked combs, dancing, and the much' 
abhti;; i I M ty pole nierriiiiLut, \n many paria, have 
f;illc;i i l l iiisuAC. TiiL' lii:ii«plf tav by the road- 

side ;i M iy pole which li.ii! !k:> ii en' down from this 
cause, and he also knew a |HK>r nun who gained his 
livelihood by fiddling, who burned his rioliu, that it 
might not be a cause of sin to Umself or others. How 
like is this to maoj a pissign In the books of tlia early 
QuakttFS I 

In the prorinee of Skaraboiv atone, vbers the 

disease did not prevail so gcnerauy as in other parts, 
the number of persons affected by it amoun(«d, in 1843, 
(.« t'r tvvr) 1,1 iiirro iIkhhuhI ; ;ui,l in illia province 
in iiiN lir.iUliy pciiplc, [urticuiarly boy*, gave themselves 
..III rv, liclongiug to this ela.ss, and rambled from ] l:i< e 
1. 1 pb mtikini; religious harangues, and thna .^:iuiit>j? 
a goij.l ii\.rlili.> ) I. These imposters were oiu ti ln■.^;.lk(.■t^ 
for ilio preaciiing-disessedj and through their means 
honest afflicted persona irsra bnwglit Into dianedU, and 
often made to suffer. 

As in the case of the Bishop of Skii% tli* elerKy, 
tbraufhont the districts whan tfaa disease prevailed, 
need mI the means in thetr power to pnt a stop to it, 
but in rain ; the governors of the proviucc.< then inter- 
fered. Mc<lical men were sent out ; many of the pAlients 
placed in hospi* lU. n;i 1 i»Uior» wen' :x'.t<'ii.led at home; 
and by the <'u-l 't ls| ; the disease 1ki i almwt censed 
to cxi<t. N"'liiii.: iif tlic kind i^eonn l<"> incwul :.l 
pre^nt : but as 1 am informed by a owedish clcrgy- 
mu, the good effect producied by it on the minds of 
msuy an otherwise hardened sinner, remains to testify 
of iu< truth and reality, although no one, whether lcarne<I 
la the science of pliysical or spiritual life, can yet 
Mplala the canae and natnrty of tlua extiMivdlniiiy

This is an excellent and uieful work, written in an 
camcat and liberal spirit, and wit h great knowledge of the 
impi>rtant subject on which it treats. No pains or rcscan'b 
iiavc been spared in collect ing material from whieh to pre- 
went a dear view of the prchcnl Htatc of the people, and the 
means for their t^>cial and moral imjirfivement and 
olcTation. One only regret we find in going tbrQUgh 
ita eloquent and able pui»t wUdi la, tibttl um author 
does not fiutlifully rcconTaad acicitovla^ the aanrcea 
whence hc'dnwR so macb Taluabic matter. We can 
recommend l ook nevertheless a^t a storehou^^e of 
kjiowledgc Uiul i.iels, inchtimable to all those who wish 
to assist in improving and elevating tL>j ji ople. In 
order to give an idea of tbe ntyle of the work and the

Fkw UUtplaoe wb mat om Ull and TalUv towurds 
Bod«iiat«iii,the ■oene of the Legend of tlM Wild UtmU- 
inan. At noon we sate down under » Urge old o«k on 

a wild hill-aide, scattered with a fewBUch trees, and with 
pro.it in;v<»6C?t of rock. It wx* mo^t inlonisily \u>t. I 
took oQ my knapt^ck, and wc nuulc ii rcniiii? plaoc of a 
block of grauilc at tlie r i f thu trw. Holow us h.ik 
an cstensiM' prttspcct, uud al'ovc us a range oi Ueodi- 
wood .■»tret''hing for luiles. We were now not far di>t,iut 
from the abode of the Wild Hunter, and the couniry 
ficemed just of the character for Huch an inhabitant. To 
reach Uodcastein, the remains of an aiidMU cmUo, it 
was necesttary, however, to tnvone tbow ▼oeds ; and 
when Rnmcwhat n;frcihcd wc plunged into them wllh 
tliat iulonli<jn. A elwm h li.vl lnun pointed out to OS 
tr. :u a <li»ii>,;ii.'.\ whh h wu nni>i paji4 ; toward* thi^ wc 
ciidcavmireil tu kIcit our coiir-f through the woikIh.

vtalley, rose up, and went on. The path proceeded along 
the woixl, htill near tho bottom 1 1 ilie v.illoy, Vnii n:vrr 
de-kcu'liiig iiito it Like the wvuds wc kul ^lik-^d iu 
I aj'teriM>un, we found this oxtetuivo ; and the sun saddenly 
dropptti^ behind the tuountaius, ca<it a t^uade through 
it that was particularly solemn. We had again arouud 
us one wi<tc view of tho silent aud gny stems of 
trees, tho green csnopy above, the brown lloor of dead 
locMTw iMlaw.

qoriTitity of work that is done. 

'l ltc feccnc at that hour almost authenticated the 
legend to our feelings; it nxi sombre and imprcsuve 
in the extreme. Arot.ud rose thasc ra^t woods, 
below uH hunk that dcfp md seclndcd valley. Here 
were tho haunted rocks of rustic superstition, looking 
dark and fit for supcmslural habitation ; and on the 
Other hand gtrctrb^l the profound and shadowy solitude 
of the wooii, whicli tiio melancholy note of one wsigle 
wood pigeon made oal/ noire solitary. Maiy besought 
thAt we might haatsn ent of thi^ place, for it afibeted 
her bevoiid expression tviih awe nnd ap]>rchension. Wc

Il was not till we had dofccnded 
the vaUsgr a considerable wtf that w« eoold get a 
glimpea of tho walb of this seat ofeiM of the most 
singular and atxiklng tiaditiona of Qcnunj amid ita 
woods. 

Of thii 1c2'-nd, wlii;h If* dcrcufly believed by the 
pt^nii Jry ul tivim:iiiy, 1 hi . h ngtirc.<i in the pages 
of many of their p(jot3. ;i m .rd or l.w may pcrluijis bo 
said. The tradition is ihis :— iu former times there lived 
at this Castle of llodenstcin a proud and lawless Earl, 
who, on one particular Sunday morning, took it into 
his head to ride a hunting. People tried to dissuade 
him, bat in vain ; he called forth his pack of fierce dogs, 
whleh were ttie tenor of the eoonlij, aad, putting liia 
horn to his months blew a trcmendoua blast toanmman 
his followem. 

No sooner had this horn sounded, than two Blrangcrs, 
appareled for huntinfr, rodo up, ilio one on his ri?ht 
hand, and the o'.hr i on his h'ft. Tho unc mi Li-i riglit 
wa!! a fair young uutn, vuth a mtld counienaiice, aad was 
mounted on a white horse ; the other was aa dark and 
fiercedookiog as the Earl hioucif, and his steed was 
coal-black. The Kail and bia attendants set forth, gal- 
loping across tho coontiy, and soon started a large 
stag, which kept them in foil pomdt. Before long 
they came to cornfields. Tho poor i>cafiantfl, whoso only 
hope for the year lay in the harvests of these fields, 
oaiu'j forth, and I r-ocfht the Earl, by all that va.s holy, 
t«> I linn^e his vr, and not despoil for ever tLcm- 
fttlviv-* :ind their eli.ldrcn. The fair inintor on the 
Earl t« nghl hand pntycd him to lit'ten to tho cry of the 
people, whilst the dark one-did all ho could to inflamo 
his pitileirik nature. The chase aped on, trampling the 
com into dnst, and the weeping pca.B»nt» called upon 
Heaven for vengeance. ▲ little &rthcr on, andtbcgr csna 
to where a young man was herding cowb, is the neigh- 
bonrhood of a villngc. They were the cows of tho 
widow.-< and orphans, and many of them Iiad calves. At 
hi-'ht of the fierce dogs the co',ej were terrifiod, and tho 
dogs spranor «pon »€V( rnl of them. The yotmff man 

prayed the il-iil lo e.;ll ti ^iii rfl, as they were the C'lWS 

of the poor widows aud tatUcrlet«, and were nil their 
wealth in thi^t world. Agrtin the two ctranger hunters 
acted oji before, and the Earl, infuriated at the audacity 
of the cowherd, urged tho dogs onward : the cow* i» ero 
killed, and the poor herd waa kfi. dead likewise on tha 
bloody field. After this th^ came to a wood where a 
pion* hermit dwelt, who, seeing this man of inrslh and 
cracliy iipproAching, went forth to meet him. with 
words^f cxlo iniioii on his lips. Agidnthc fsir hunter 
spoke in vain ; and the Earl, nui»lnj{ his huuting-uhip, 
bcghtt to diaatiia the haimit for hia ftesumptiM* But 
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in ftn iiwt«nb ail ma clurn^ I The proMBt Imd 
Iwoome the past, imd a \oug, awful fttnre m Mm th» 

Earl. From that mouent, moonlad on his nory hunt«r, 
he was doomed to ride, uatit the day of th« last judg- 

nii'iit, Willi all his (lojjs in full career, cliiv-iriK after a 
apc^lrul f^caff, .iiui driven onward l>y avenu'iiiK si>iril.«. 
From thai time ho has boon the liarhiDi,'cr of woe and 
war ; and iu eeabouit of public otlatuity and dintrt^ U 

i believed to be heard is<»uing forlli at midniglit with 
the speed of tb« whirlwind, and the cry of spectral homa 

; and hoonda. 

j Tii0 iBort «»Um fikith exists ia ih» jniiids of the 
I nnoilvestad ptnmtay in thw omm ; and the yottr sftvr 

I wc iJiiide our littls tour in the Odenwald, when there 
j w.tH a j^eiicral excitement regarding a war with France, 
it was liruily believed among the people that it would 
take place, because many inhaltitantit of Iho Odenwald 
had heard the goint; forth of the Wild Htiiitt^mau. 

Keichelsheim, where we passed the night, in a regular 
rustic Tillage: heavily built, ill pared, and dirty, as 
~ ith places generally are. Here, at seven o'clock in 
the vvcuiug, we aaw the awtne which had l>ecn out 
under tke dutgt of the Hwineherd, in tb* woods and 
•tttbbles, eeme ■eampcring into tJie vinsfe like so 
iiv'.iiv crcyhoitnd". Thi>_v w.inted nobody to fake thcru 
koi^is; but mui^ r^u d^w ti om: slrwjl, and -oiac duwa 
another; here one turned inta a yard, and there one 
into another. All seemed eager to get home, as thouieh 
llioy had the proapect of a good supper. Early in the 
morning the swineherd was blowing his bom to collect 
Ihem again ; and out of their diScrent yard« (hey came 
reluctantly, drivea bj bojra to the general herd. Geese 
are driven out and brooght home in the same manaer. 
twice a day; and as we passed throng some of the 
vilhii,'c><, wc met geese by tDOtuanda, half running and 
hiilf Hying down the htreets, ^sitli <:i i ii ' ' as if 
paxclied With thirst, or out of breuui luiaiiiiir 
home. 

From (hi<< place wc set out on the following morning' 
in a fill III r« or pc.is;jut'j* wagon, with a couple of hi;jj>s 
of istraw, and a couple of sacka stuffed with tbe same 
for scats ; our driver occupying OM Mtdc and heap and 
we the other. In this ira^, howtner, we had a moat 
delightM drive to Eibadi, at aboat IHeen miles dis- 
tmcc, over a port of the Odenwald as wild as any we 
had passed, less cultivated, having larger patches of 
hcail), ami tracinnfdark Scotch fir, with liere and there 
a boy cracking his whip aft<jr his herd of hwino. 

We pajsHcd the cattle of the (iraf von I'ursteiiaii, 
near Mu'lielxtadt, a piciiiresi|iic old place, and rc^tcbed 
Erboch af no. in. This |>Lue, independently of its 
pleasant situation in araoreopenandcoltiTatedcoontiy, 
id celebrated for the castle of the Graf (or Cofoit) van 
Erbaoh, ia which the lato oonnt» wUb gnat azertiaiii asd 
expensflt nfade a reiy rare and ts^bfo eolleetion of 
arm^t amovr, and antiqaes. In one largo hall, e ill< <I 
tberattefsast. or Knight's Hall, arc thearms and armour 
of s-jiuc of the most eclebraleJ heroes of (ierinaiiv. 
A_niong^t the arinour is that of Got/, von I5crltdiiiigen, 
\V.Jli.nstoin, ( JnsUkvus Adoljihus, the celehraled king of 
Swetlen, Franz Sickingen, etc. Thcase auiUi of armour 
arc lilted on lay figures, with faces painted as much as 
pos.Kible aft«r the Ukenesses of the respective owners, 
so that yon seem to have the actual men before you. 
There ai« i>ixtc«n of these, and iwioos ligaies on lioise> 
bade ia the altitudes and habiliments tit the tear- 
nament. Some of them with the moat grotesque boms, 
wings, and other bcarltTErs on their helmets ; one helmet. 
In fact, representing the u f dog. The ^hielJa and 
swords of o ther kn i^jh tj* h u n g ^ i o f i w i i h t h < ■ i r esc u 1 1 boons. 

The windows of this hall are cmbl.izoned with rich 
painted pTasn, and altogether it i:< one of the most 
striking and complete h.ill- of old n>!i>ancc that can be 
imscined. In a saiall chapel ai^oiniiig, arc the tooibs 
«r fgiahaid and Bmma, the fbondeiB of the Ihmiljr.

Michelstadt Their portraits hang likewise in a large 
family gallery in the ca«tle, with a number of oiben. 
There is also what i< called the (If i'-fhr Knuihor, or 
armourj', which eontainti a vtr> liiic collection of amis 
of .ill eoantries, CHjiccially of guns, many of w hich are of 
cxquij«ite wofkuiaoship ; there are abo arms used in 
the chase, and numbers of the horns of deer, with the 
date and place of their being killed, as for ^■■'f ntft, 
the gnn with which the countess shot the forty Stuga. 

JSot the least worthy of im^eotion is tlis room of 
chliiical antiqaitieSk in whidb are many fine stataes and 
busts of Greeks and Roman'^, c.-[h ,'i.itly the statue of 
Tn\jan sitting, one of Hadrian, luul one of Mercury a:i a 
child, a most admirable thing, full of ( baractchstie 
life and npirit; a bust of Scipio Africauus, of Titus, 
Antoninus I'ius, etc etc., with a great number of Itomao 
niiliiary antiquities, standards, helmet^ swords, bottles, 
and other earthen vessels ; the complete annoor of a 
Itoman soldier, a fine act of Etrurian Tsses, ete. 

WUlo wc were iu the Ritlomal, a company of hidiea 
eina la,Badmtedowatoooirea. They had, C>er- 
nan ladies, their worlc-baskets with tiiem, and seemed 

preparing fur a plca.-niut aftemiKm of work and chat, 
luqiiiriiig who they were, the man who showed iis tlje 
room said they were the Countess von Erbach and her 
frienda Thcooiintes* wa.-* an old butauactive and cheer- 
ful looking lady ; and the .-iuijilicity of her life, taking 
colTee thus afi«r a dinner at one o'clock, and fitting to 
work in this grand old Kit teraaal, was very «lj ikiug and 
amniing in its difiiarence bom English liie. Wo had a 
letter to Mademoiselle Rouse, s lady residing with tho 
coonteas, snd mentioning the circumstance to the man, 
" Here she is," ho said, and immediately stepped acroas 
the room to tlie ladien and inforuied her. She immc- 
diaicly came forward to take the letter, which wa* from 
her friend the Counlcs,>« Ivilmausegpe, and in the politest 
mawier Insisted on going over the houM with us.

THE RAJA OF SATTARA. 
w oBOBBa numnmu 

In the vicinily of the holy city of Rcnarca, on the 
banks of the far- famed Ganges, resides an illustrious 
Hindoo prince, whose name is I'lnT.vvji Sixo. This 
prince once m\, upon the throne of Sallani. but is now 
a Htato prisoner, and subsist* on the stipciul paiil him 
by the Brilit'h Qovemment, to whom he is in captivity. 
Uia ancestor wa.H tho great Sitajkb, whose talent and 
brarenr effected the dclirorance of the ^lahrattas from 
tiie yoke of the Mahometan emperors of Delhi, and who 
became the founder of tho Mahmtta ea^irs* snbso* 
quently ruled over by the Rt^jas of Sattan, and their 
I'eishwas, or prime ministers. Sivajeo died in 16S0. 
The Mogul emperor, Aurungrelw, bore the highest tes- 
timony to his ability when he <*aid, " .siv.ijce was a great 
captain, and the only man Kh'> lixs had the manage- 
ment to raise a new kingilom while I hare been endea- 
vouring to destroy the ancient sovereignties of tndijL 
My armies have beeti employed against him for nineteen 
yeans yet, ueTcrtbelesi, his State has always been 
increasing.'* 

Tho Mahratta empire was finally biakta np by tho 

British power in 1S17, at whldi time Pttrtaab Sing, the 
rightful j<o«8c«8or of the throne, a youth of eighteen, fell 
intu Uic liondii of the conquerors. It was deemed alike 
due to bis hereditary lai k, anil Ihj fcvl.iiL's nf the 
Mahrattas, loa.'^sigu to the young pritscc a lituitcd ter- 
ritory, consisting of a portioti '1 the great einjiirc; won 
by tho swords of bis anccatom ; and he was accordingly 
placad on the throne of the prlneipall^ of Sattara* a 
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proTioM ntoated about * handnd mikt Mow Bomli^. 
ou tbo wwtem ooMi of India. In eooaequenM Us 
inexMcieBoa io naUen «f rtate, a Biitiah ofllear mu 

appointed to muu^fe allUr*. Thh f^ntlemiui soon 

reported to ihc I' i:i ' ;v,- (lovcmmcnt :t i wliich tho 
princijiality of ?<aiiata ,vai» subordinate) that the Hija 
w.is fully competent to uiidortAke the ininiiiii.''tnition of 
the country ; and afcnnliugly he aiii<uu)cii tbe catire 
nilo, iindi-r the ovcr-itjht of the same officer, who 
reuMiaed ia the capacity of Resident or Ambaaaador at 
bis Conrt. 

AU vent on for ecrontea&jMn. The Raja was a 
model fbr the itody of prineei. He yarn frugal, tem- 
perate, just, and beneficenL Ife was the zealoua pro- 
moter of education amongst all clawea of the people. 
He collcctcil li'u taxes with mildnes-^, and made hi* ter- 
ritory the iii>>»t floiiri^iin? portion of India, lie lilicr 
ally patronised uU iinindvcnients of a UHeful charactir, 
and dQToted lari:c nauis froiu his uwn income for public 
work-i calculated to benefit the people. The Rc«idcnt« 
Burccs»ivfly appointed at hiH Court were continually 
aeudiug rcporta to their luneriors of the exemplary and 
enliglttenea eonduet of ttic l':i]x, and the Bombay 
Ooverninent from year to yL:>r rLprcwnted the prince 
to the Court of Directors of the Eaiit India Company, aH 
a ruler pre-eminent for hiR personal viKucn and wise 
administration. At l;\-f thij Court >•{ Dircrior^ unani- 
motuly voted- their di-iing-ui^hi-d ally u pn-.tit of a 
sj>li;udid -.wonl, tt hii h w.is ;\ri-<)iii|>ani<:d l.y .i fl;vttcring 
Iett«r, awnring the Kaja that the v<^ur»c he had uni- 
formly pursued through a t>criod of eighteen ycare, had 
inspivad the Pirecton wita eentimentji of the highest 
•diniiatien and the meet ilneen eetmn.

Aboot the time the eword was voted, a misnndentand- 
Ing occarred between tlie B4* ud the Oovenuncnt of 
Bombay. The canae mu Chin t— the tmty whieh placed 
the Raja on the throne, sccurod !o him the reversion of 
a number of very productive j^igliccr*, (or feudal 
cfiLatefl, which, in the event of the incumbcm s dying 
without i!i«ue, were to lap«e to him, and bccotno ]ior 
tions of liis tcriitury, ti>_'Lther with the rc%ciiut-i» 
yicldetl by th<m. The iktmbay Government put a dif- 
ferent con§truction on the treaty— one which would 
have giveu them theee C!<tatei). On the Raja'n aove- 
reignty over theee poeaeeeions being called in question, 
he mbmitted the eaae to Um decision of the Conrt of 
IMrcetoni. and at the eame time eenaented to abide 
the opinion which the Trainer of the treaty, the Hon. 
Mr. Elphinstone, ur aoy one of the previous RcsidcnU 
at hi« conrt, then in England, might give on the sub- 
ject. On the 24th S<?}>t«nibcT, 18S4, the Cotirt of 
Director* sent out a tio>[i.tt<-h to Momdtiy cmiainini.' a 
dednion in the Biya's Cavoor, and directing that that 
dediion ihoiild be eommnnlealed. It antved in 



bay in April, Uii, bnt wie eoaeealed fhun tha.B4a. 
In the falkmbtg month (May) the Ri^a, in an Interriew 
with tlse Goreraor of Bombay, broucrht the suliji ct to 
hiR notice, and requested to know if any dcci.^^ion had 
arrivcti. The Oovcrnor wiihhchl fmni the linj-i tin 
knowledge of the decision nhicli had been in his uwn 
j><>.«»eaaion for Bcvcral wm-ks, ;uid advised liim to drais' 
up another statement of hiB claims, promisinp to trans- 
mit it to England witiiout delay. Another Riatcmcnt 
waa prepared and acnt to the Government of Bomli^r, 
but It WW n^er iraoKmittcd to England. In ll^f, 
1836, (one year after,) the Bva raw tlic Goremeragain^ 
and queatiened Mm on the eabjcct ; the 
erasivc and deceptive: and the ll^ija, pfnctririri- tlic 
excuses of the Governor, ifft hi-< presence iudiguuai and 
disgusted. 

On his return to Saltini, the llaja resolved to send 
an aircnt of his own dircrt to London, to state hi* caso, 
and also to rei)rc'onf tlic conduct of the Dona bay Uoveni- 
rocnt. On thi^ dchiifQ becoming known to the autho- 
rities, every effort was used to induce the Riga to 
abandon Ue intention, bnt without effect It then be- 
came necessary to ensure the failnia of thn agency; by 
reporting the Riga, previously, to the Dineton» as 
engaged in trcasonatile iiraciicea against the British 
power in India. While tho Haja waj* hosy preparing 
di)cuniciits to fcnd hy \m envoy, a plot was hatolicd. 
Tfiurc \vi:rc two in'^tnuiu nt.'? rrady made to t\\& h&ndri 
of thf Bombay ftovornnicnt. The liaja's only brother, 
next iu snceeMtion, a man of dissolute habits and 
traitorous mind ; and a Bralimin of great, but perv erted 
talenu, who liad conceived an inveterate liatred of the 
Bi^a, in cense(|aenc« of being denied a high situation 
at oeuit. These men, in eeneert with eertain other 
abandoned dHnaeters, indoeed two native soldiers 
belonging to a Britiish regiment fo ajij car before their 
ofBoem, and depo«f that Ihcy had been takfn in disguise 
to tho pal;<i-c of the Kaja at niiilniKht. and had l>ccn 
odniiUcil to an inters icw, at which tlu: Kaja had avowed 
his pnr1 nci>liii> iii a confpinny with certain of the 
principal native chiefs to drive the British out of India. 
The depositions of these soldiera reached the Bombay 
Oovemment on the 11th of Septeuber, 1836, and on the 
l.'^th a despatch was sent to the Conrt of Directors, 
informing them that there was no room to donbi tlut 
the Rjga was In leagne with the native ortnees of India, 
lo oYcrthmw the British power. - The Raja, profoundly 
if^iiorant of what liad transpired, sent bis agent to £ng- 
land at fiie latter cud of October, tO be told On Ids 
arrival that liis nia.'*<er wa.s .1 truitor. 

Tlie eiiarco liavin^' been preferred, it was requisite 
that the liaja should lie couvicted; and ihe Uriii^ti 
Resident at his Court received from the Governor of 
Bombay a privato paper, instructing him to t»ke mea- 
sures to entrap the mya. That officer apumed to do 
the inbmone work assigned him. Wheienpon, two in- 
dindo^s, fitvm amongst die confidential fnends of the 
Governor, were selected to act as secret commissioners, 
in conjunction with the Resident at Sattara, to inquire 
into tho truth of the ehatgc. In the meantime, how- 
ever, tlic Mritifh I'olitical Agents at the courts with 
which tho It-ija was alleged to he intriguing, had re- 
ported thut they could not discover a trace of any plot. 
The Governor of Bombay, nevertheless, proceeded with 
the inquirr, deeming it necessary, in Ids own words, to 
Justify the s:tatement be had sent to England. The 
secret oommiaaion Mt. The witnessea called to prove 
the tnterview with the Rida were the two aoUHeiay and 
a mental servant. One soldier swore that the interview 
took place up stairs ; that the R^a wore hU nsnal dress; 
and tfiat wticn ihcy cnteml a woman im;s present, who 
mwe and went away. The uthtr soldier fcworc, that the 
int rview was down .'^talm; that tho R;ya was naked to 
his waist; and that on entering he was perfectly alone. 
The menial swore that the meeting took phwe in the 
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open cIiokfiOT inner court of tlio palace. 'i Uc tuo t:tna- 
mi ^ionera, soIcck;^! hy tlic Uovcraor, foun<l thu Jliya 
j giiiltj'. The tluixl. tae L'^Hiilcnt, Ofii«r>il Lo'lwick, de- 
clared tho evidence a mo.'^-t of ])rev,irica( i<)ii and perjury. 
I The supreme Govcrurueut uf ludia deemed the re 
port of the CommiiwiouerM inmifficieatly supported by 
evidenco. The fiombajr Qoyetaunaik nmlvea, (or their 
owD mkeA, ihst tho B^* dioald sot ha TMtoiBd to fiivoii r, 
and pr L.lv>l, therefore, to prefer oilier" charges ; but 
in ordvx t ) ivtidcr thorn more stiLVC-wful in their result 
than the fcr^ii. r i ijc, wliich lt»d broken do • n, r inoved 
O jaeral Lodwick from liis po>t, and appoinicd Colonel 
OvAKs, one of the CviinuiiBiionor.s who h;id found the 
Haja guilty. This person was for three year* exclusively 
employed iu Recret ciidcvrour-i to criminate the Itaja. 
The whole itf liis tran.sactioiis hiive been recently brought 
|o light, and a more revolting exposure of the avu rc- 
(MMted to Id India* to eOecl the d«atruction of thonative 
miocea, la not to be found, oren in the guilty annala of 
British proceeding-* in Ihat coun(ry. 

Throiiijlioiit tho wholu of this period, the ILya wa* 
kept iu profound ignorance of uU ih ni - t-iires of the 
Ouvcrnmont. Awar^'. lijivevcr, by tiic iiuprisoument 
and subornation of his fricn U and BcrvantM, thit his 
downfal was iletcnnined on, he again and again •'tlV-rcd 
to relinquish liia kingdom, craving only permi-^ a to 
be beard in bin own defence, and to hare tbe o|>por- 
tuQily of proving bla entire innoeeaco. Thie waadeaiod. 

At halt la 1880, tho lii^ woe ealled ii]».:>u to admit 
the tnitfa of three of the charges brought a jaiuat him, 
, and prouiinc l, on "li condition, that hia crimi ^ln-nhi 
i bo for_'iven, au.i iliSit the protection and favour 

liritl-li ( jinmcn*, be again extended to him. The 
iliija Bpurucii the condition, and demanded a tri.d. A 
trial waa refused ; and a^ a punishment — not for hi« 
alleged offence, but for ^i^ rejection of the Icrnu iifrore<l

At about the distance of a mile from BtBMrtt, in a 
Tallcy lying high among the hills, atands the Buatak 

village of H — . The most superficial glance over the 
surrounding country would suffice to make the ohMnrer 
acquainted with iho (K;<utiation and mean?* of suK^ist- 
encc of its iuhabilautri, and that liy huch unmistakeable 
evidences as not even the uniform winter garment of 
nature can conceal. Upon the snow coTered ascents of 
both sides of the valley, and abOVO the Icefless branches 
of the onderwood, fresh heaps of rcfoae or nbhiah from 
the mines elevate themselves like moIdkiUa; and amidst 
tUa vaiy mbbiah, and eepeeially in tha mom cxtenidTe 
and older growth of wood which eorers eorae porti(m 
of the hills, may be Hcn ascending, to the very Imri/on, 
immense columns of smoke, which indicate the kilusof 
the charcoal burner. Among these, and in direct lines 
down the descent, run the hollow road* ; along which, 
by locking all the four whecl.% the copj>cr ore and the 
charcoal arc conveyed to the smelting houaes. All 
these roads mci^ge in the UMi-toad, which is cut up with 
rate a foot deep^ and whleh, ronniog along the falligr 
parallel with the river, eouliKta oa at enea lata tba 
Tillage of H—. 

It was approaching the hoar of noon, when a sledge, 
drawn by four lior)'.^-*, was seen advancing along this 
road towards the village. The extraonlinary mode by 
which the driver contrived to keep his lidrx-s in a con- 
tinued trot, might excite the mind of the ppcetafor 
cither to merriment or pity according to his own 
temper. This driver was seated upon a wooden eaddle, 
totally uncoveretl, and of a most simple coDitraetiea^ 
a^el^ with acarasly aaythipg ondar ilt was aet i^on 
the hare riba of one of the hmder hones; and with his 
wUpteadle ha made such violent excHions that all Ills 
fimbswerekeptin perpetual movement, and his body was 
ilins preeerred from frcering.

Tbbm aie few tneu whose penon^ histon- is «o 
tonchingly intereating aa that of Angustin Thierry. 
I knew him in the heyday of his youth— the bright 
and black-eyed enthusiast— the >r:»y and agile ercatnre 

- in whom the ldoo»l of exeit. in II -wmS — and wb<>!»c 
daily life w,ia of viji^orouR aud jiiVous ciierjfj'. Xevcr 
was a warmer lieart ; never a heart bcatinjf with nobler 
»«ympathjes. Fervent in his admiration of truth, and 
proirress, and liberty ; and Qollem excited in biti hatred 
of en^r, Itaelcwardnesa, ud dcnpoti^in — indignant 
against the usurpationa of the ruling few, and onlj 
dcoaiDing of the meaiiB of elevating tJte wabjed nuuij. 
In his vfew, the world was dlrided Into two claseea — 
the oppre^aorR anti the n] ].r'^^ed ; and he. aliove all 
others, poure<l out "hi- liite for bate. Lis .seom for 
-scorn, his love for love, ' 

But tn (*oiue, time brintr* <leisolation and darknes.s ; 
and fcueh haji been Thierry's dixim. The eye* once so 
lustroti= b ive been siiiitten with blindneiw -the fnune 
onec .1 a has i»et.'n erippled into belplejiiaioss. He 
baa loet ilic power of seeing, the power of moving; and, 
to add to ms forlorn condition* the friends who were 
dearest to him have been swept away — lost not to sijilit 
alone, but to evorv sense — to all but molaneholv 
memory. 

1 remember well, that when Thierry was enja^'ed in 
those studies whieh led to the publication of his most 
iiitert^tinij History of the t'onqiiest of Knglaiid by the 
Xoniians, Walter Scott's hanlioo appean>d. It was 
wclcumed by Thierry with eloquent delight. The 
romance cane moft op]>ortunely to the aid of the lila- 
torian. Tliat dtate of thiiik'x— that distinction of nocfs— 
whieh the Ki;;acily .atid j^eiiius of Seoit had w^iml u{<>n 
afe eharaeteiisiie of the times of the early Noriiian kinir^ 

— the profountl invostipitions of Thierry ha<l marked 
a« the nrreat fact of the era which oemiiiietl hi* attention. 
But Thierry liked to suppose that the •yinio linoK of 
demarcation exist t<i tin; pres<nt hour. In (he existing 
privili-ired aristoi raey of Kni^daiid he was fond of tracing 
the roi>re.scn!ativt-s of ilie Nonunn ln»!iden»; in tbe now 
^uireriii^midtitudcshconly viewed the deAccndant^of the 
opprL-ird ,\nglo Saxon race. Inall the enpoimlar letn«- 
laiioii which still dishonours our code, he tmee<l the tmil 
of I hi' nnLient Norman scrpcjil ; in every cllorl made by 
the Kn'.:lisli peo|de to recover riifht*. or to re<iress mtohl'-, 
he fancied he .saw the reawakening of the (Spirit wliieh 
lirst rcjielled the Norman la-itnrd. and which for mauv 
year.-< exhibited its-'lT ::i the outbrtakii of individual 
heroes like Kobin !!• '! or the popular I oaurxectiona 
heatl d by tbe Tylcn* and the Cadca—tme leptwenta- 
tivi s of national fcellngs.

The island hatl, iu turn, 
Bri'ish and Wcl>h, Icelandic and Danir^h, Scotch and 
Irit^h mien; and wm then held, for aljout a hundred 
years, by Konregian kings ; w lio, in the middle of the 
13th ooitaijr, raoogaiaed the authority of tho kinga of 
Scotland ; and tbeur authority was In tnm, ftnperaeded 
by that of tho kings of England, v, fir-t , ..iil. rrcd 
the riovcreitruiy uf the island iip<»n r^iw ''it I^il of 
.\oi;iiiujit" rl.unl, 1111(1 :iliL'i \\,i.'il- >i:\w ii to r-iir John 
Stanley, upon wlioni Henry the I'mii i li « .,nlerrcd the title 
of King of Man : the tiile aftcrw.nl- v .^modified to that 
of l»ord of Man. The aupremacy ol t Ik Stnnleys having 
been disputed, it waa eoo6mied Ly Jaiuv^ the Fint* 
and the sorerolgn authority remained in the iumao of 
Derby down to the year 1TS6, when it waa trsnalbrred 
to the Duke of Athol, in tlic right of his gnm lti other 
— the male siiecessiion of the Sianlcy* ha\;iiy been 
bi iki Ii. It ( liii'inucd in ihe Athol family down to the 
year ITtio, when the inland wa» purchaj>ed of the then

Untlcr 
the Stanley regime the inhubitautR lind all the benefits 
of the protective system, .and of that inlorrerencc with 
purcliaaoa and salen which exhibit the crudest and tho 
rodartniotjona of political economy. Thercaremanjiitti- 
tntaa of the 16th and 17th ccnturiea, " eatablbibing and 
confirming " the law, that " if any perMm buy or aeli 
com, grain, or any other merchantUae, in market, or ont 
of UKirlvci. or in any ] i!vrite phicc or house, without 
licence front the goveruoi or his tleputy, he fhull forfeit 
the goods, or the value thereof, to the lord of the i»lo."

All wa^ 
rcftti icliuu ; and whon a vcwcl arrived in port, four 
" traffiokon " weie qipointed to decido on the TaJne of 
th« good* ; who wore sworn ** to deal tnly vltit the 
mcrcluint Ktrangcnt, but more for the eonntry'a profit." 
These traifickcns Hcttlcd the price, and arranged the 
distribniiun ; Init no Btraugcr wa8 allo«\e(I to carry 
money out of the island. There w*» a law, that out of 
every twenty barreU of Malt one was to be paid to tlie 
merehantii (traflickcn*) for their trouble. That of a 
cargo of wine one choice hogiihcad ohould go to the 
clerk, to be p^d for at the price of the ordinaiy ; but, 
moreover, it waa provided that **Mylordthegtmmor, 
the bUUfpt and Im arekdeaeom oufy, are to have choice 
urmef fo drink fifte tftmi im iJfcerr wen familifg." This 
is proviili-d for by a statute dated 1523. It fioi-nis to 
have Ikxii discovered in the 15th century (for dowu to 
that jivriod no Manxniim «it.s iiliowcd to leave the 
iKlaiid, and no pruduoe of the isioud was permitted to 
be exported), that prohibition " to poM the land with 
their gooda and cattle hftth been a great hindrance to 
the lord, and that Iwttor it were for shopmen and 
chapmen to thrive iqMm merchandixe, tbaa foreisn 
merehante and chapmen." So Uoenoee were to be 
granted, if, in the quaint Englieh of th? i'^lnnd, the 
lieutenant wete warned " to goe and knowo if he have 
any butiincss to the coarit they goc." And the liciitcn.iut, 
" if suit were made" to export merehandi/.v, wiu to con- 
BuU the council whet hi r the island could spare the 
wares, and to grant or deny " lyoence" accordinely. 
There is another amusing pronsion, that if any fannur 
wanted to pay hiA rent to the loni by the export of 
com and grain, for ho much rent as was doe he ahonid 
hare liberty to mU and ■hip. Ko eattie, howerer, was 
allowed to lie offered for rnfe till * the lord's steward " 
had the r. fii>:il. Multltiule-i of other rcslriLtions cf 
the same ch^Lractor arc to hi- fnumi in the stat(ito< and 
laws of the island, one of whieh is wi. Il w ortli prcsorvin-'. 
The poor inlmhitjint^ lived principally upon pt»u»t*>e>- 
and nerriniTs - the herring linhcry being one of the 
great resources of the i:iland ; but "there is a statute of 
the year 1622, which provides That the pooplc be 
cherished (such ia the tender word— cAeruAei^), to pay 
the lord's reni thoaj^h there bo no hentaif fisher}-. " 
TbemBxim that— n«?HO r^at^uof/no/tAabr/^nohody can 
giro what he has not — appears to have been no cheek 
on thecxactions of the Lordof Jlan. Even there, how 
ever, the effect of the removal of restrictions wiu aiili- 
cipated t.y some of the .iiilhorities ; for Saehevcrell, the 
governor, at the end of the 17th ccatury, writes, .after 
lauding the goodness of the Manx ale, " Were we 
allowed freedom of commerce it would bo of, gnat 
vaiue vherevcr England trades."

Oil the final sale of the island to the crown, the 
power was exercised by parliament of introdncing 
such fiscal Ikwu m were necessary to the protection of 
the UntMh reroDUfls. But each proteetion wai obtained 
by tite total aMriflce of tho intoitat* of the poor con- 
sumers ; for tho umogeiiMnt aiado ma to proliibit 
the importation of all artielee aotjoet to high dntiee 
in (Jreat Britain, except under lieenoe; and the 
quantity to be introduced tinder licence was defined 
by act of parliament, the distrihution of the liceueoa 
licing left to the iicuuuant governor of the i-land. 

Monopoly and privilege thus assumed a I'f ranj,'e form 
in the Icgi^tion of tho Isle of Man. They were repre- 
sented by the word Licme*:,— the most important 
articlea of eoDMunption being imported under liecsee 
alone,— and Ueencea being gfnnted under the antboritar 
of the ruling powers only, none but those in favour with 
the ruling powcni could obtain them- Licences were 
i:iven solely to the opuknl and inthiontial. Tho rich 
man revelled in cheap tea, eheui) -ii.irar, cheap spiritj*, 
i licap toliacco ; — while the ['Oor man p.iiii doiiMe pncc 
for all the articles thai he consumed, cither to the pri- 
vileged party, who putwoiscd a licence, or to the pai^ 
who purchaaed Uoenecs of others. The trade in lieenoea 
waa an importani one. TIh^ were sold bj auetion, — 
they were made the ini^trument of extorting Ugher 
rents,— they were employed in all ways for purpose* 
of oj'prc'Ston and corruption. The nnprofecf od c^n- 
snniLT ]iaid a high price for what lie wauled, IhtU 
hi.!.;h [inec heinjr eau.*cd by the licence monopoly; but 
not one farthing of the augmented price went into the 
public trcasur)'. 

To this state of things the attention of the Into 
government was called; and Sir Kol>ert Fed,to hi^ 
great honowv detenniiied to radaoai the griomioeumKlor 
which Manxmen weratoflbttng. nenaaeone of hit Aral 

free tr.ide evperimtntu on a sm.ill scale in the ls!e ^f 
Mmi. lie decided tu free Irum the liccuce system all 
tho imports into the Isle of Man — with the exception 
of tobacco, spiriu, and £au dc CoIoctic (which were re- 
served until experience should show the results of liljeral 
legislation). 'The buccce« has been most complete : the 
revenues have greatly iucrcaaed,— commercial traiio- 
aetiona have boMi wonderfulbr augmented^ — the vmlm 
of lands and housea, aad all olaer property In the hdaad. 
has been much elevated, — and a satisfaction almost 
univer»tl (the exceptions being only among the few who 
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lo«t the priilc and llio |>rivilcpr>> of tiionoj iilv i jicrvacles 
the Manx coniinunity. Nor li;iv>' uny of the proi^uu-.- 
ticatioiu of evil Imh^u vcritie«l. >Sniu};gling liaa not in- 
creased, — the privileges of the islanders have not been 
menaced, — the population, far from falling off, has 
been largely added to,- iu a word, there has only been 
•a ianie of good,— niuhadowed, undimimshed by corrc- 
•pondiiig eviL And Uuoao vno aided the progress of 
Manx «>ininereial caMiid|jfttimi ham bad evidence in 
a thouitand shapes of tlt« aiiiMrity of Manx gratitude. 

Besides these coinmrrcial nthcr livnefits have 

been conceded lo tlic Nlo of Man in coiiiiexi<in with the 
fnxxliiiii of its jmr;-. In ancient tliuci*. ttii? liaihijiir-" <jf 
tin; IsU' of Man wi.ri.' sutijei t to ihc sovorL-t rcgulatiun-i 
As early a-^ 1 .'r2'.i, cvory lioai, ve^tu!. or I'ickard, that 
anchored within ilieiti waM mibjo t to n tax of b</., if 
with a cock-lHuat, and tolialf thut umonut if without one. 
And down to the year 1S46 k hear) tax wu levied on 
every veaael that entered tli« harbours ot the ishind. 
This iaXf indeed, vas the wmvm vhkh wm looked u> 
far the neeotmry repairs of the hwhonni. In cooac 
ijiicncc of (he clcHiro to avoid this |iayment, boats and

Fboh Brbach we poeted tn the ercning to EbetlMtch 
on the Keeker, down the beautiful (iamclNbach-Th.'tl ; 
ami thence the nest monting aKcndcd through the 
wood.s of Kinniin-'ji rj< to Kettoabuekol, the highofit 
point of the udenwald. 

the Kunimit of Rmracnsbcrs;, after \\ inJini,' up 
the steep woutU, wo came to a huniiofj-loclfio ol tiie 
I'rini'c of ]ji'iniu<;on, son of the Ihn huss of Kent, and 
of couri«e h.-ilfbrutUer to the Queen of England. We 
went into tho lod^c, whci-o we fuund two men at work 
eleaningand prcporiag for the fomily, whieh waa expected 
In a few days from the Tyrol, to be present at the grand 
rovit .V .It S^ liui zingan. The lod|,'e is a perfectly phiin 
buildiu;,, lurjiidicd in the plainest poiisible manner, 
without any ii;iiiitii!i;s i,r works (.t ;irl t f any kin<l— !i 
mere rustic iv>oil lur the i»riiice whilst hunting there. 
English fire-phue^, .1 few w.-odcn chairi*, tiblen, and 
German beds of the plainest kind, were all the furniture, 
except a quantity of HtagH' boms, the owners of which 
had been killed in tboM wood^ and apon each pair of 
which waa inaeribed the date of Ha fiill. 

One of the workmen, going a little way through the 
wooda to put oa in the right road, gave us the account 



of several dillorcnt huntJi, and repcatediy put the ques- 
tion to lis " undersUindcn itte mirh ?" which sounded 
80 much like Soglish that we uskcd him if ho eou'.d 
speaJt itk at which he wondered vorj- much. This how 
ever, was not the only iaatenee in which the Odenwaid 
dialect !K>undcd vastly like Bnglieh to na. Inatead «f 
j-t aiid .0 i)'.. iho 'J' < and no of the Ocrmaas, the Oden- 
wahh.rji tav ^" and )i<v. wc proceede<l towards the 
Katzcnbuckel. '.vc :v-ked the way of a hoy tLIldin^' ^ome 
goats ; " 'jrntl /ornUn," Raid the l»oy, which Hjis pretty 
much whut a countryman in some parts of England 
misrlit h.ave tiaid. Another B|)oke of the somJiiHt. 

Tl>e LuiticcnlHKkol itself i* a hill of no great height, 
but it standa open veiy high ground, and hae a tower 
built upon ita mimmit which eontinande a fnj exten- 
sive vic« , in one direction over Ilcllbronn totlie height* 
of Waltcnhurj^ between Stuttgart and Tiibingen, and in 
a favourable i<talc "f the aunnsplu re as fur a.-t the Ik-.hi- 
tiful region wf (he .>>vahian Alp.-, a di.-uict of ^kmIa and 
poetrj', which hounds the li i/un, whilst the other side 
18 bounded by the Taunus and the hills of the Rhine. 
Around the tower i» a pictartaqeo aecnc of rocky ground 
and wooded thicketK. As we approached it, we heard 
through the anrrounding treee low voioea, like the 
moing of dovc.<«. and then kiiue^ tlie loadeet that ercr 
wca' heard, which, while they gave eiridcnee of human 
j re-ence, Boundi d -..u ihing startling in this hi;;Ii, wild 
pliicc. The next m in* ni the turn of the rf i<l i rought 
Its full in view of one of those hie.very -oals which, 
with very good la-stc, the tienuaa^nlwayB pbce in .Mich 
situationj', however remote, for the vixitiug of such spots 
i« one of the greateet pleamree of Uio people. In this 
wild-wood bower eato tie lorlog eoapie we had beeema 
awato 0!^ a man and wonati oTtaqiectabte appearance, 
bnt not very yoong. She wn aUmt end very good 
locking:, witli a ruddy and Roincwl.Ji! suiihuntt e.jm- 
plexioii, and her dark hair all gi'licrtd uji fruni the 
front and Kidcs of her faee and fastened in a - ri of 
crown on the top, a iiukIc of dressing the hair wtiich 
prevails in some parts of Germany, and which gives a 
reiy picturesque and, to some fa-:cs, a very becoming 
eficL Her lover, however, did not seem to hare en- 
gveaeed all hw attention, f<» like a rcgalar Ocnnan 
woman she had her Itnltting in her hand, and waa 
working away busily all the time. 

They looked not at all disconcerted at being tlius 
discovered; and he, lifting hi-eaj) at our aj>i ro;ich, ba<le 
us good morning in a voire full of the uitiiost sclf- 
complaceney. 1 remarked, I lint no doult they found it 
very pleasant sitting there, at which the lady smiled, 
blushed, and knit faster than ever. Wc inquired if 
they bad vet mounted to the tower, to which they 
replied, " No, they were yet too wana, and were waiting 
here to cool." 

We, however, not being too warm, went onward after 
bidding them good uiornin_'. .-.nd jiiet as we reached 
the tower saw, to onr n^-^t' i.t-lniieu!, one of tho*^ wcM- 
known niai'irnifs in h'nirhind. a veloeipe<ie, re.ire 1 a^::.i: ^t 
It The owner of this machine rH>oa advanced from 
out uf the biuhee towerde ut. 

Thi« nun waa one of thoae mortals wLo nro alway-i 
aebemiag and taiTentingt and wandering a)<out, rolling 
stonee t&fe gather no moai, nor in fiwt au-tJiing bnt 
eecentrleitlee. We had seen him befbre near ilddelberg. 

and had heard homcivhal of hi^s hi-tory. lie h;'.i| inveudd 
a Bort <tf carriage, in ^ hieh liter.dly (iie eai i was jiut 
hcfore[ilie hor-e, the liorM SWere jii.;! ••<! l ehind this 
carriage to push it on, like a man wheeling a barrow; 
the driver wo-h plaectt above, and before them was a 
looking^glae^ so that when be raised bis whip they saw 
it» andl^ the wtj fisar of it eeeaped ita infliction, posli* 
log 00, SaA eo sol needing the atroke. Thia ionnions 
meehamdan monnted the tower after ua. At tfee top 
he soon fell into discourm with uh, and having told as of 
hisTarious extensive travels, seemed very anxious to know 
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where wo came Aram, and on bting infonned* witlMd to 
l>c infonncil alw viMtlMrTCloGipeaMwere known time. 
I toldhim (bit tweo^ jrean ego thejveve la Togiu^nnd 
that I mjwlf knew a gvntlemen wh« rode on one from 

LondoD to till' NiJiili i.f S. ottaiul, uin-iit ki. \<.ii haudrcd 
milc^; lli.it hi,' O-vliilUcd it in -i.'vltaI of tlic larcr towiw 
to the inhabilauls and aturvvLLnU roilu ii[H)n it in 
Franre. At fhi« account ho aiijMjare*! so imu li delipUted 
that lie talktjil on with tin- most ama/iiiir vdhihility ;

Wu soon grevf tired, and attcmpte«l to make our 
weapc from him; but he descended the tower after us, 
Booated hii machine^ and came flying down the hill 
after tu, Inqolring If we knew the wagr to the Tillage ; 
nor thoald wc, probably, hare caally got rid of him, 
had he not, fortunatclr, found onr loving^ couple ntlll 
cu( >1 in themselves in tlic ml'tiur, and been seized with 
an irruisi>»tibl<? desire to tell them the utoiy of the gen- 
tleman wiio rit'lo through ^^'g'""*, Seotland, and 

Frnnw, mi u vi-locipcdc. 

Whilo ill- wa« rrlutin;? this with great animation, we 
quiettjr tauk a path throu:;h the bushes, a liUlc apart 
from tlic iiu>rc I'caten road, and preiMintly law klm come 
driving; down, evident^ in quest of ua; now and then 
be stopped, looked Mgeriy round, bnt always below 
where we were; and then, not findinr: vm, weeiw him, 
eridcntiy very relnetantly, tako up las nuehlnc, and 
Miowly ascend the hill again. 

Wlio would have expected to find lovor>, ^lul v..lu<«i- 
pede», and mechanical geniuses, on stu li .i wiM unii t'ur 
oif bill V thU ' hut ndd people arc found in verj* odd 
places, and Lav iiii; ;iiK >woii them to oeonpj ns that long, 
we must return to the tower. 

From the top of the tower, as might be expected, a 
magnificent view it obtained over the far countrr. 
Below, at Kontt: little dii>uuu-e, lie^i the valley of Hell, 
ao adUd from the depth aadcloom, and sombre dreari- 
ONB of lU geoflial ameet That, however, whf eh struck 
oa with moit aurprise was the sort of hidden, uncx- 
neet«<l rei?ft*n wMeh lies on these Odcnwald heightet. 
We a-i ciuIinI uiH of tlio Xctkar valli \ , and in>irad of 
flndiug tli;vt wv h;i<l !i,"ain to dc-^^'rii'l to an tqual depUi 
on the oihor side of a ridiri', l"_licld ourselves on 
a hiirh taMi l inl countrti'; with itn wide plains, its 
doris <ir villafvi, and solitary woods and fields, in 
which pea.-u,au were getting in their han'C'ts, and 
ragged boys were herding their goatn, and wild girls, 
all licalth and activity, climbing aloft into the pear 
and apple trees, and ahakiog tbolr mellow crops to 
the ground. In these high r^ons, however, the fniit- 
tiees are not to nnmeroiu as in the valleys, and the 
fruit has a wild and dwarfish look. 

A pair of good horses conveyed us along the Ktill 
beautiful banks of the I«eckar in the evening to 
Neckarcli, paA-^ing on our way over a hi^h, cold, and 
b.imjii irai t i,f land. It was aliuo'i i i tally dcttituCe of 
soil, a region of blue, clay slate, v.ith meagre crops; a 
wandering shepherd or two witli his flocks, and along 
the road sides l.irge tufU of bliwk belielKMfe, and a tall 
Uiistlo with a crimMD flower, wbleh waa new to na. 

A deep laTine, rani with the tixry of wintiv torvenls, 
lei oa down into the yeekar valter again at Neckarets, 
where we found ourselves in .<i Nat -, s ur. ,n(!o l 
by vineyards, with jHjpulouji vHhi i u -h' lull op 
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ion was one of tlumi v^hich l.y it^ exterior led to an- 
ticipate but indifferent entertiiimu. iit ; hm the . 1 an- 
iM»*s of all within told a diflcreni tale. Wc were re- 
ceived by a little, quick, plump young woman» the 
laadtocd'a daagbtsr* and cviilcntly the ruling spirit of 
the houaa.

of it^ contents, tliey trot iioiio. Tlio juiMle were not 
awaro that Mr. Dilke. the iiioprictor, li;uiii:,' j'lnnged 
into the ponderous jMiitimirc of the Daily No-.v<, liad 
got too many iron* in the fire; and that durinir hi* 
absence, there had been a revolution in the AtheiiaMim 
office : the readers of the press and the bimleiii had 
made an inroad with broom-sticks and piatc-pot«, and 
driven the old eritica oat of their vemen, and taken 
their plaoea. One of them aetied on the Hemes and 
Haunts, and hence a great display of literal erron, or 
wliat professed to be such ; but no account of the real 
nature or '■ontcnt'* of the Tiook.

to such as have no higher tastes or perception. It is 
the genuine literary duug bectlo which revels in the 
dirt at the foot of the noble pile which tlie true man 
Inily dei*cribc.K. To him the finer conttnt^ i f a Ito. k 
have no existence. He has no orrrani/iiti.in Ui cnal lo 
him to pereeive or lay hold on them. Wlicrc the writer 
describe.-* a Vicar of Wakefield, he sec.* only that the 
Vicar'a aboea are duety; where the poet deecribe* a 
noble aeene, or utteia a fine aentinMnt^ tho litnaiy

IJut the iiiidify Ininior of ^nlall deer lK r>iro iis i.i 
not content to point oui litcnd einiUi, he Jtiu.st pretend 
( » k n >^v a great deal, lie 1^ quite ama;!ed that Mr. I 
llowitt has not included all the poctB that ever , 
lived in his two volumes ; and, aji we U arn, is moet 
indignant tbat ho iiimsclf is not included, having aomo 
years ago eamo out with a great flooridi of tmmpetB aa ^ 
a great epic poet, of whom nobody took any notice ; and 
wMt J« wornc, ba'i^ng the other day «;nt an ode to this 
Journal, wliirh w;n returned with thanks.

He tells them that 
they have no right to rob thrir fonlllee and ehildrm to 
enrich booksellen. He Ray*, I never would f^cll my 
copyrights, and my Viork« are Income a suli taniial 
prop< r!y to me. I have M">ld merely one edition of the 
[ircM.iit work : and the large sum 1 have received from 
that is bi!t the first iii' talmcnt of many tliou.s.nd 
pounds which I 'hope to receive, or that my children 
will receive, from Fucccf^ive edit ions He bids authors, 
as be does mechanics, to combine, and thus to become 
powerful and alike indcpemtriil of {mblishers and 
reriewen. lie tells them these and maajr anch truths. 
In these veiy rolumes. He bids the pablfe to langh at 
critic^ and lead and judge for themselves. He says, 
that for flve-and-twenty years (he critics have K-en 
continually scrying him us (.'ul'l-uilth ray, thr roM.er 
did the sailor, — fin<t kinik him down, and ilun tell | 
him to stand ; but that ht hai not oul> st<K>d, but walked 
on, trusting in tnith and the public, and every year 
finding the sale of his w oil s e.xtcnil, an<l hi, favour 
with the public on the inrrc.irc. ThtM; arc dangerous 
doctrines, but .Mr. Howitt enj<iys danger, and flourishes 
on it.

The info.ricaftHij ini/reilifnl in all drinks is nlcitkol, » ttrOOg 
burning poiNun. which varies in ijualily in dilTerrnt liquors; 
brandy, nini, gin, whisky, and wine, cuiitainiiig .i gre-itrr pro- 
portion of It timu btTr, ale, or other m;ilt liquors. 

But thoQxh the quaoiity of alcohol in wme and spirits may 
more innediately injure tbe body, the use of mitif lii/N»ri is no 
lea* dettruetive uf health; for iu addition to the alcohol eon- 
talned bitiiem, the narcotic of the hops, and other |ieriiieioii> 
anbstaners sold by brcuen'>dri|nistl» and uwd by breners 
and Ijrrr d.ictor?, render theia equkfly ii^urioDS. 

Spirit ilrmitrt, for the most part, Ijeeome poleasd emaciated, 
the constant rktimiilits itijnrin;; nil those orgam wbich eu|tplj 
healthful nutriment to llic I tody ; their appetite* llicrefore 
gnidually fail them, their iierviius system l>eeome6 irritable 
tending to insanity of mind, and their con^titUttoDii, however 
vigorou-s, rapidly sink to demy.

It might as well buM di tenulued to mntinne 
the roasting of men, as to continuu to collect its i ntile 
for roasting. The drovers cudgel mu«t follow the 
executioner's faizjicot, and Smithficid be left to the more 
rational purpose of a mart for hay and com, or for the 
htation of a central railway. 

But the most amazing thing eonnected with thia 
subject is, that while the public haa boon expwdU igita 

diagnst and impatienee at the aeensa of eonftiaion and 
fright— at the lUMideia and aeddenta of the streeu, 

arising from the use of Smiihfield as a cattle n ir). ' — 
cverybotly seems to have forgotten that llicrt iv^a not 
the slightest nccossitr for the continuance of the 
market-plaf* there for a s^incte day ; that for the \^-,t 
eleven years there ba* V»ecn htjtnding in the f.uburl>K, 
just where such a market should sitiud, a mo^it com- 
modious and admirably fitted-up cattle-market. The 
New Market at Jiiiogton, as it is called, or rather at 
Ball's Pond, haa Ibr that period been waiting for the 
dawn of eommfn anae in London. All thia tine that 
the pubUe haa bets pained and diignstod with tha 
weekly exhibitions of omtal croeltj in the streets of 
l>ondon, they have forgotten that there was no need for 
the lio.if of ox or sheej) to touch the tttonc.-s of London 
slrci'tH at all. .Ml the while that they have compla-ined 
of iK'o|ile bcin.iT put into danger, i hl; i i u ovc;r. and trod- 
<ien (b»"ti, this fjn-at New Market was opening its mtpur 
i-'itm* i:.\U'<, amiil itn solitary highways, for the welcome 
reception of thciie horned terrifiers of the roetropolJi, 
All the while that the denst {.opnlation of the ricj;;h- 
bourhood of Smithfield has liecu breathing the effiavia 
of the" alaoghter-houscs, there has been a spaee of tea 
acres appropriiMd to (Jie erection of Abatliaiia in that 
onbskirt ; and ail the time thai, from w«ek to week, 
6,000 cattle and 30,000 sheep have been cooped, com- 
pressed, driven, cudirclled, and crushed, into the ku^U 
(tpaoeof foiir acrcri and a half, to the lossof much life, to 
the infliction of much suffering, to the deterioration of 
much properly, find to the ruin of the liealtby condition 
of the animal food of the metropolis, this New Market 
has stood as in ailent wonder at the folly of London, 
with ita fifteen acres of accommodation, with its cool 
air, its plentiful supply of water, it« sheds for 2,000 
eatUe, ita peas for 4.000 more, ita space for 18,000 ar 
20,000 me*^ and ite pens Ibr 40,000 sheep ! 

I would Mfiae the people of London to bend theii 
steps towards this singular and, under the d rcnmstaiKo i, 
woiid ■r'lil place; to take their Sunday walk in tb U 
direction ; and when Ihcy hare aocnthts i^lmyrauf msr* 
ket^ half deaolate from daaertioii^ bat atiU full of emy 
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reqni^Uc proviislon — of prot-ccting chcda, admiraMy 
pared «uu air>- stalU and pcm, its wellA and water- 
trougfaa, ita baukinc; houw^), and Ducneroa» ca(nnce9; 
if they do not go back, and rent ttteir indt^ation 
thoM sordid intcreata which !>till make Sniithficld a 
koimr and an abomination, we will ^ve tbem up as 
iMpdetriy degenerated from that brave race which ha« 
ever peoplod LoBdoii, ud aaMTted not otdr their own 
rierhia uM advantagMfb*! ibm» of the wboM kiaeioia. 

It i» some yean doM, Jfudag tkng ttw lo«w 
lalin^n Road, near Ball's Pond, I wm atradt irith 
the va«t (iilc:< of unfinished and uninhatited bnildingt 
which were there. It waa obvious at a glance that 
theni wiia some great dc^i^:n there which had n'ccised 
a great check ere ita full completion. You »aw that 
there had been a vast scheme luierruptod hy a* vast a 
diaappoiutmt.'Tit. Tlicre «r.io the manimoth rkeleton, a.'* 
It were, of Rome hujjr creation. There were srreal 
entrauce ^tewai^g, and wiugit, each way, of houses, 
fuilj ran up, but uninhabited and fiill of desolation. 
I lookfld in through the gates, and found that it waa 
a great ctlUtt market. 

To mf nrptiM I a«xt found that this had been 
plannod and cnatad bjfha enterprise, not of a powerful 
company, but of a single individual Mr. Perkins, a 
country gentleman, impressed with the neoensity of the 
removal of a cattle-market out of the heart of London, 
had commenced, aud carried out ao far, this Kiupcndou^t 
uudcrttvkin:;- But as was to be expected, he fimiid ia 
the Corporation of the City of I/fimfmi, the projirieton? 
of Smithfield market, and in tlic butcher*, kc'-jiont of 
public houie» in that locality, and Kaleameu, a deter- 
mined body of opponents. The corporation feared to 
lose tiieir enormous rental; the butchers, that Ihify 
should be eonpelled to give op (heir slanghter hooaea 
thna near to their ahope, and to I 



The ground admitted of perfect draining, and U now 
as f.ound as an acorn. Sheds were completed capable of 
housing in fiil ; ■ cr rt of 2,000 cjitle. There were two 
wclla Hunk, winch supplied eadi a tank. Tlie taitki 
wore ke]<t supplied witli wat£r by a kind of wind engine,

He triumphe<l, 
and obtained bis act, which received the royal assent 
9th September, 1835. 

ThiiK all was gaioed whieh seemed aecesaary for the 
exi ' II e of a new market. The situation was most 
fiivoanU>la. It I19 tn the oatakirta e( LewkHk Num- 
ben «r gnulm and bsa&m had «e»e beCm the 
pariiaineataty eonniittee, and expieMed their opinion 
ef the dt.cidM advantages which would be afforded by 
this new location of the I/ondon cattle market. It 
would bo extremely convenient to the farmeni, gnuicra, 
and dealers of cattle in those parta of the kingdom from 
which the chief «tippli6« come — namely, the Northern, 
Uidtand, and Eiistem counties, particularly the .Mid- 
land. From the itiuih«ai>t, Kent, Sussex, and Hamp- 
shire, they would come with equal advantage. The 
only ineonvenienoe would be to the supply from the 
•outh, which is comparatively small. But to all, once 
wriving thne, the benefit was extreoia. It me ahova 
in evidence, that eattle, eapeeiaUy ia hot mMm, and 
•beep in thcirwool,eAerboili(driveniOBedia(anee,were 
•oopprt^^-od by the crowded conditloa of Smlthfleld, that 
they fcuffcred extremely, so much no, that many were 
obliged tfl bs killed on the spot; all were jjrtatly 
reduced in wei:;ht and quality, and nmny, if again 
turned ool to pa-ture, would not rcgjiin their condition 
for niori- th;»ii a tnnnth. llisre, at Islinffton, owing to 
the ;;rr kU;r itptce, a much belter air, and the better 
tnppir ut water and food, this suffering and mischief 
did It ,1 .>conr.

op with peaa and italU. The atalla for cattle were 

paved with granite, and fenced with (all stout oaken 
framework. The pens for sheep, far more roomy than 
thc«e at Smithfield, were all pared with brioki;, and 
fenced with esmi iron railing. In the centre of the 
market were built fourtiankiii^'hoiies, where tlie money 
transjictions of tlie market culd Im made. Evcrytiiing 
w;i.s in appearance f:i\ounilde and r. ,i<ly for business, 
but this business did not come. Why) lkcao«e the 
corporation and the butchers, and other interested 

fartiee, were too stroqg for the pnyeetor and for 
omanity. The cry ef INana and tha Xnhiriaiis was 
raised. The butdun were averse to |itro ip thair 
beloved slaughterhoMei. They, too, did aa the butdma 
of Bristol and Liverpool had done before, refused to 
move, though at the risk of what befel their fellows of 
tho!»e places, who were eventually compelled to jro 
I farther th.in wa* fir»t propo-ed. I'ctitioiLs wctl- t;ot up 
and t-icnaturcd obUiined in the u-u^il w.iv from l-.nanis 
and thuinUable jversons, to jiray th« beloved biiiith- 
field might tiot lie interfered willi. There was a great 
outcry raised against the presumption of a private in- 
dividual daring to set himself ia opposition to the cor- 
peratioD of the City of London. It was industriously 
^ropegated that tt would be dangerous fur the public, 
t. e. the graitcr Md dmer Mbli^ ratting theaiolvaa 
into the power of an ladifldnal. It ma npniaBted 
that Mr. Perkins waa a greedy speculator, aa if the 
corporation waa not also a greedy (peculator, aod with a 
far worhc accotoModitioatooAc And 00 eld moufoHjr 

prevailed. 

So four acres of Smithfield, with all its horron>, ita 
cruel drivinjf in the <<trecl«, it.i cud^^elltn^, and moinung, 
and knocking off of homK, and breaking of legs, in order 
to force the wretched animals mto ilue wretched tight- 
neaa of Smithfield, and there cholting, and smothering, 
and meltingdowB in thofovorof their own heat, have con- 
tinued to thu hoar to BtlntaiathaMelvos agaiiu't quiet, 
fresh air, and fiftomont of tooit oiedlontlj anaugcd 
maihot Thoe hii nttdUHto itoUtod pnhuo vUlity, 
the public health, and the nienffer the gOOd aMlk''«ho 
ia merciful to his bcasL" 

But the day and the hour are coming when all this 
mu<t he ch.inged. The public opinion, which Sir 
Robert Peel say.s rulc«, is risiufr fust and ficiie, auJ w.ll 
not fear to have a blow at that City of Loudon corporate 
monoj)oly, which could daunt the framt rs of the Mu- 
nicipal Beform Bill, and Lord Lincoln m the framing 
of his Health of IViywns Bill. Public opinion, which 
once drove a monarch from his throne in this eoontiy, 
and cnt off another's head, will, ere long, drive the king 
of corponUiooa from ite throne, and oat off the head of 
ite oppealtien, if It ho not viae to tine. The Queeo, 
the august Udy of this realm, has snid, " T.t t my 
people's health be attended to and the ) e ; K s h. ahh 
is not coiiir .i' with the exists- ucc of Siiii;Mii_ld Jind 
its surrouitdiag sbomioationA. To the ^ew M.ukit ve 
must go. 

And at this juncture there are many favour iMe cir- 
cumfiLiuces exiating tor this step. Mr l'< Ikln^ th<} 
founder of this angust worit, is dead. After dpeatiing 
onwards of 100,000<. upon it, and sinking the interest 
of that magnificent sum for eleven years, he is gone. 
His property has passed to his three sintcni, one of

It has been advocated for fifteen years, and prac- , 
Used exten.^ively on both ^ides the Atlantic, in the | 
islands of the I'aciCe, in ln<lii^ even in China, aad in 
most partd of the civilized world. In the Briti.«h \ 
dominions, you can scarcely go into any village without i 
inding there abatainers from intoxicating drink, many | 
ef them leAnned Item habits of the grossest intern- 
peiaaee. Ten any lee them in all trades and modes 
of life ; tn the eztremea ef beat, cold, and expoanre to 
the weather : of both bcxcs, and in all age.s ; ]>ersoQS 
whose prev.aai liabits have been a.s various as possible; 
in fact, in every conceivable ditTcrenee of situation;— 
and yet all agreeing in the aamc testimony, that intoxi- 
cating liquors are, An a berer&jre, wholly unnecessary, 
and generally injurious. There can be no sham here ; 
for most of tlMin (as wo may hcreaaer biM bad 

to anfiitr, more or less, for their tesUOMgf. 
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Trototakr:, th<;n, can live ; can live ns well, m 
henltbilj, aa hapinltr, as actively, as the dritikeiii 
Tbcjr are urcd much cxpeiuo, much Bicknce^i, and all 
the moral crils resulting from the ose of Intoxicating 
UqQOT^ They aic ma<1o ftoUer. if they Lave been intem- 
perate ; the; are kept from &lUi^ into dmokeBoesa, if 
thej were sober to bcj^n with. Thie b all the promul- 
ntora of the »jtUm pMttiaed ; and most completdj 
Ett the promise been fiilfitlcd. The original tem- 
perance societies proml-'cd to rer<irm and provent 
drunkenness; thcv made a praiiri adeinpt, but sufl'cri'd 
a si;;n;>l f.iiluio. Thyy prepared thv way for a moro 
tbarougli and tnithful sy>UMji, and then died a natural 
death. 

The direct bene6(«of teelotalinn, tiien, are such that its 
principles mu«t be sound But we have farther confirms- 
tioB of their truth. Good things are linked Ingether^M 
tint thej cannot go alone. Bad things oru n pi^aeeap- 
pmotbr flue frait; but we an led to diaeover Ua rattan* 
mm, wban wo aea the «?lb necaetari^oaaasqDeiit on It. 
Tho adToeacjrand practice of teetotalinp, howercr, Iiave 
ted to many indirect and (to a eotuiderslilo extent) 
uiilrt'ikcii for adv.uita2;cr<. To tiomc of tlicse we now beg 
to direct our ro.idern' atlciilion. In a future imralMjr 
we propose to consider the evils wliicli are su]ipc)»i;d to 
have resulted from Icefotalism, hut wliich we lieliere 
to be only adtcntiiiously connci-teil with it. 

1. Tttlotalism ha» created a »pirit qf tflf re/orm. 
Giving up drink is a persona) work, a real thing, which 
each lanvi do for himsielf, without which no permanent 
fDOd aaa ba done him by any other man. Drinkers 
an laadj caaugh, when togalhar at the pot-hoaie, to 
adfoeata polftieu nlbnni, and all aorta of atber 
changes, except pertonal refomi, for thdr anppoaed 
advantage. Teetotalers have shown them the pafamotint 
importance of thi? latter; and if they succeed in in- 
ducing till in to marliiy this fleshly lust, the spirit, 
exciteil or strengthened by the deed, leads t'l oilier as 
noblo, or vet greater, sacrifices. Aecordinclv, we find 
numbpn« oi' teetotalers, when the elond ea^i o\( r their 
spiritual eyes by drinking hoe been removed, giving up 
ooa sensual indulgence after motlier, devoting tbcm- 
aalres with energy to the improvement of their iniBde» 
and ■oftkinf tiiat full regeneration of tbair haaita wUdi 
trae teli(iOB,(lM spirit of Cbriat, alone can give. 

2. TVetotofifni hattaOidfi/rtk a npirii of tel/mcrifict. 
This is the motive to which we appeal in our reasonings 
with moderate drinkers. We urge them to deny them- 
selves for the good of their lirethrcn. Every act per- 
formed from ri^lit motives, cirengibcns the force of 
those motives. And tliuu>aiui«, to whom KcUilenial 
before w.u« mere pulpit t^tlk, having done their duty 
here, hav e irone on to do it in other ways also. We 
know not a awn adf-eacrificing body of men than the 
teetotalers^ aieipl lha American Aliolitionists. It was 
eei7 to a(gn oar nanea to pledgea tut peaea, free tiade. 
ate, and nbaerilio moN«y to beDaralaBi lodeite^ and 
go OD living aa we did befon: tat toetotalen hava to 
jrive np something daily for their brethren'!! take. 
The teetotal soi 'aty li:is l>ecn whnt the Christian Cliureh 
oaghl to be— au a^f>e»uMy of men, each a worker and a 
missionary. It is heart ehecrin^ to jjo into everj- town 
and village, and there lind a Mt nf workin^j men 
spending tlieir time, after their hard day's laUoiir, in 
holding meetings, distributing tracts, visiting their 
neighbours to do them good, without an atom of |»er- 
sonal advantage thence accming. We ountclvcs know 
BMBy who do not scruple thus to walk six, eight, or 
even twelve roilei^ in a wintar'a niglit^ to apeak, withont 
kny recompcnee bvt tho taattnonj of tkalr ONudoncaa. 
And we generally find teetotalers not engrossed by their 
one quesiion, though they might welt be so; but among 
tlic ioreino^t in carrying forward other refonni" and 
piidaathro|»c laboon, and n secret works of bene- 



3. Ti'^lotttU^m pronwtet education. The most fny 
quent CAmo of alisence from school in drinkinpf. The 
child is sent in the tcnderest years to work, that the 
father may have it« wages to drink on the Saturday 
nighU And whole families are debarred from even 
Sunday-school instruction, becatiae the money thai 
■hould have clothed them is consontod in liquor. Ona 
of tho flnt fridta of a dninkard'a nfoanalMs ia. tbal 
his ehildnn an clothed and aent lo leboo) ; and li ia 
Mirprising what elTorts tlicy will make to keep them at 
I he day-school longer than is m\i&\, from their keen 
wnne of the ini|>ortanee of ediir.-iiiiiii. It not un- 
eoninion for cbiidrfn tlms in^(r^.eltll to teurli thflr 
itcnorant jiari iits to reid and write. And ipitoiali-m 
lias mightily increased tiie uuuiber of labourtih iu tlits 
cause. Scarcely a 8abbalhm:hool can be found, in 
placea wLcre tcnipernn'>e has been nuieh agitated, 
which has not received an addition of teachers out of 

who before profaned the Sabbath by selfish Uzi> 
or indulgence. In rety many places, new seluwla 
have been established aniinly by teetotalers, and carriad 
on withont any ossistanco or encouragement froia the 
higher classes. 

4. Teetotnlum traitut and iztrci*e» public eftenker$ 
and xrritfTt. Every one who has made a practice of 
sttending teetotal meetings rtvw^X hnvc lieen astonished 

' at the number of illiterate' ■«orkiri<; men who Luve 
found n voice for addressing their fellow creatures, not 
to please, but to per?iuade. The true, inwroitght clo- 
qncnce that may be heard on these oociulona is wonder- 
ful. Nc other liody can boast of the naie numlicr of 
eflbetivo adToentar. Thajr hava not been trained In 
aehoola jad eonegeo, bat thej bava the beat tnintng^ 
a idling of »h( tniportanc* of what th*y have to say, 
W«» hare often civi n the advice to persons wishing to 
aci|uir'; tin: »rt of exteinpore preaching, to " turn tce- 
toial<T, and speak at the nieelirgs." Hero yon are n«t 
oblii.' 'il to on for half an hour, whether you have 
anything to *ay or not ; but ran jn't »ff ak when the 
spirit moves you, for one miiuite or mi liour, before 
those who look n<!ilher for grammatical accuracy, nor 
for neatly turned periods. The art of opcaking thus 
acquired by necessity at the meetings, ia meat oaefvl 
in all labonra among the working classei. And many 
who 4!oold aeanaly apall befon tiiey became teetotalenk 
liave leamt to eooimit tbdr thoughts to paper, and 
have produced tracts and articles in the various teetotal 
journals, sometimes of thrilling interest from their 
simple tnithfuinc-!!

Wo ban onneives known the originala of 
IHdtana^ " Bmbon Cheery bio," paarin; through vil- 
lages on thdr jounli^laavli^ in one place a aovenign, 
in another more, to be dmnk by the neighlioafi. Wo 
giieve to see tljat oven wrlteis of the highest eminence 
continue to praise surh ct'udiut, .iMtoeiate the use of 
intoxicating liquors w ih ilieir ileseriptions of tho 
pl< as\iri'* of the poor, and rewurd (heir Ltsl characters 
with the keeping; of :» puM ie hou-.<;. But teetotali-m 
puts a stop to all this. VN e have known drunkards 
converted by the cheerfulness of the social gatherings, 
whcrt! abundance of wholeeoue food and drink has been 
followed by songs, rodtatlou^ ipleea, and choruses, got 
•p antinly by wotking nan and thalr finnUiea, that 
would dan daBanoa^ aa liv aa real eflacB T e n an ii con- 
cerned, with the fashionable songs and coueerta of the 
drawing-room. Tcctotalism has greatly prcoBoted healthy 
Kiiinmcr ramblesand cheap railway tups; In which the 
money formerly spent at the gin-shop is now devoted 
l« tbapnmt WBi); cq|o senL fwiotatea hftTadaoe 
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t great work, in convincing the voiM tbai 
thoroaghly onji>y them^^lreswithoutintoxicating^ drink. 

6. Tettotaitaiii Iku tawjht men to ditobry fa»hion. It 
is the first popular movement that bait directly set 
itself againHt cvery-day anil all-ruling custom. Rich 
atirl poor arc alike bound by Ibis worldly rule, and no 
real good can be effected till it« power ia modified. 
Every teetotaler is nece.-vsai ily brought into constant 
coUiiioa irith the " idol of Britain ;" Mid warn bftving 
learnt to act op a higher rule, and Lire \lf % tb* power 
of mere eostom ia thenceforth enuhed. 

7. TtttouaUm tat tawgki refitmtn lo f9 0A» root 
e/ fviit. The firet efforia in tne TempenaMOMM were 
merely directed againet eome of tne eril brioches. 
Pfiirit.-f were cut off; wine and beer remained as sober 
beverages. The tree, shorn of it« evil appearance, 
pasMd muster for a time; but presently the old friiit 
began to show itself, more bideouR than e%er, on the 
remaining brinchcs. The treewis proved to be uselej**; 
it waa cut down from the root ; and intemperance was 
baniahed for ever. The efforts of the few teetotalera in 
one year did more than the laboora of the whole 
moderate-drinking ooBlBnilV luid dOM In eenturiea.

It has done mi<ro to bring men together in the 
bondi» of lore, than thcjusandti of sermons Ihiat hare been 
preached, with the efforts of Evangelical Alliances in 
addition. Here men have forgotten their differences of 
rank, poUttcL and religioni Uugy have mat at the tern- 
peraaee platfimn and eoinniittM«owi« ni merely 
bmMiam thair dUbnoMt &r » bil mIm^ 
mOMg ue "OBoipotenee ef love* to bieek down the 
" middle walls of partition." Rich men have oflen 
made themselves free with the poor, to gain some end 
for their own ^'ikkI. Political and religiou* {)artic8 
hare united tor a lime against a common cueuiv, like 
Lu>tile nalinnn under a truce, and have then fought 
agiuuiit each other with redoubled acrimony. But here 
men hare joined in love, and for the lore of their 
perishing brethren; Uiqr hare met thoee they were

It eame out poor and frostily, Tho wchkI hud 
not vigour to throw it fi>rih in perfection. It fi.ll to 
the gruund and left no product. 

Again, the mildne«s of iteveral suoceMive winters 
had allowed the continuance and excessive growth of 
inaoct life. Tho whole of tho Togotatkm eeomod AUod 
vilhtttethoA^orvteilioJlidh^jk thai 
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of llw IMi4nH iHt year, especially of tliM» on mils, 
came out in the veiy apring curly and ahriTelled. In 
almost every apple aod pear there was an insect On 
many fmit-trees the race of caterpillars wa-s i""' ir::ii roim 
that the whole of the foliafjc Wi>^ dovoureJ, ii,.ivi:i^' the 
ptrange aspect of a mere network of the tilircs of the 
leaves. Ail this required a keen winter to remedy ; 
and there can be little doubt that, as spring advances, 
we sh&W behold in a perfectly healthful vegttatioB the 
beneficial clTecta of frosts 

NorwiUiiboof fhwtiloiM. The lirt muBBrvu 
a perfect coiitnBt to 4ho lost b«t ooo. It ma like aa 
Indian summer, long, genial, and intensely warm. The 
proocm of regctatioa would in it be perfect, and we do 
theme expect to find all nature in the coming year 
preuiired to ili^cliarjye it* functions magnificently. We 
wok for a year beautiful and prolific. 

February is, as we have i^aitl, a month of thaws, of 
wet, and of much drt-arinc.'^.i ; but witli such aaliclpa- 
tions we are prepared to look rather for its pleasanter 
Ibatures, for it is at the same time the month of antici- 
pation. It i» tbo iBoatli, let It be remembered, of the 
•nowdnmf The sap le etining In the treee ; tlie Irads 
are Hvsclfin^ ; green things are beginning to peep from 
the earth U ni.'atU warm hedge-sides and on woodland 
banks, an>l we actually begin to be ifflptlieut for the 
violet* and the primroses of March ! 

In our house-windowH and on our chimncy-picccs 
blossom hyacinths, la gardens there are bepaticas in 
lOad Ixtfore it goes out come forth the vernal 
Tirloae hellebores, the Japan quince, the fra- 
giaat e^tilboiU ^o bulbocodium, and the cornelian 
cherry. On the heaths the gone oilea pati forth ita 
golden bloom, and the yew-tree flowem. variooi inieeta 
issue from their winter retreats, where (hey so com- 
pluUily buried themsclve* that they seemed to have 
TOtttshcil entirely from the world. How completely do 
ell the gay raire?* of moths and bntterflies, of beetles and 
flics, of wafsp.^ and l>eot<, of glittering dragon flies, the 
chaffer and the giaKMbopper, disappear in winter, not 
only from our view, but from our HMaghta also. Hut 
HAW they will ^eediljr begin to reMqmar In all their 
eoeeeasive hosts; aadiaidlddi]fi,beraret]MiiMmlhle 
o«t, we shall witness the happy daaoe of gnato cele- 
brating in many an artiftio sweep the retotn of li£e, 
ligh', ;>'i'1 beauty. 

.^nd away are winging norlhwanl all the tribes of 
snas, anticr, cygnus, and niergus ; of gccsc, pwans, 
docktt, and miucwa, that love the hyperborean latituden, 
but fihd them for even themselves too intense in the 
depth of wint4gr; find all their food buried in the track- 
less snows of Lapland, Noruay, or Russia. ThcM^, with 
diverib godwit^ the moontain finch, the red-wing ihioah, 
aad the fidd&ie^ are all preparing to Ud « adien fbr 
another year, though the two latter will be the last to 
depart. Every symptom of the coming month is one 
of life and hope. Thiis winter has been a winter not 
only of distrcs* to the nobler race of man. bat to all 
ftiiiuiated creature.* Game and wild fowl of every species 
baa been Utined by iUt rigours, and (ietuoycd in thousands 
by man. Never were the markets so crowded with all 
sorts of wild ducks, bares, plovers, woodcocks, and 
snipes— end never at such prices. There were in the 
London market hares for a shilling, wild dockafor two 
ahtllingn the brace, and snipes for fourpenoe eaiA> In 
Dovoni^hiro snipes were so numoroui as to be sold at a 
balfpctmy each. But now the 8ea.son of distreas l« nearly 
over. By llic surviving creatures of the field it will moq 
be forgotten ; and man, the lord of the world, may look 
forward to the opening year, we will believe wiser and

The woodlark, one of our earliest and sweetest eosg>tcrs, 
often begins his note at the very entrance of the 
month. The thru-")! now commence.* his song, and 
tomtits are seen itaaging on the eave6 of the b^na aad 
thatched outhouses, particularly if the weather be snowy 
and severe. Rooks now revisit their breeding trees, and 
arrange the slatiom^ of their future nests. The harsh, 
load Tcdee of the missel-thrush ie now heard towards 
the end of the month ; and, if the weather be mild, 
the hedge-sparrow renews its chirping note. Turkey- 
cocks now strut and gobble ; partridges begin to pair ; 
tlie hou>c-pigcon haa young; field crickets open their 
hole*, and owU hoot ; gnatii jilay about, and insects 
.swarm under sunny hedge.*; (he stone-curlew clamours, 
and frogs croak. By the end of Februtiry, the raven 
too generally laya its eggs, and begins to sit. About 
this time the green woodpecker is beard in the weoda 
making a loud noise. The elder tree dinoleeee Ito 
flower bade. The catkins of the haaol beeone very 
couspicuoea In the hedges. Young learee are bndding 
on the goaedwniea and oomata aboat the end of tbo 
month. 

The winter, in fact, »pi(e of occasional frosts and 
frownB, is over and gone, and the voiee of the dove and 
the Binging bird is heard once more in our land. M'e 
are reminded of that fine pasioge in the Paalms — " He 
giveth hBow like >«uol ; he gcattercth the boar-fro^t like 
ashes. Ue cast«th forth his ice like morsels ; who can 
stand before hie cold t He scndcth out bis word and 
mdieththem; ho ewaeth hie winda to bker, and the 
walenflow."

'1 lit Ucc of the tftiu'y of the 
I'riucc of Bnrrcn in nearly all worn away — Hal and fea- 
turele&B — but the features apitaring to have been large 
and long rather than prominent. A i-kull from among 
the wrecks above had rolled down into the reeeas. I 
took it up, and handed it to the young carman. He

It has long been notorious that the commun lodginp- 
houw* in London, and in other large citie.*, fur the 
itiniTdut poor, are of the most wretched and i imUuui- 
njitiiii: (if.-criiitioii. They are generally situutcd ia 
dcitHcty ]>opulated neighbourhoods : small, ill ventilated, 
filthy, and crowded to suffocation, they engender dis- 
ease of the most virulent kinds ; the potsoBOOs miasmn 
of which, wafted upon everr breesc, ia aaniad into tho 
dweUiaga of tke h«k aa wall aa of tho poor, spieading 
death and daaolailiaii an Mfooadiaa vUaaaa tin follow- 
ing InddaBH^iA M oa Mi a d tol 
day :

Mr. Uiirncy'scduc.ition wx-vc Miductodat home, and wa.* 
then intrtisled t j the l!ov. .1. J I. I'ruw ne, a ch ' gyman 
in llinv;ham, about twelve miio* from Earlhaiu ; ii 
WiU-i suli-etiuently matured at (Jkford, wlicre he had an 
excellent private tuttir, in ll»e Itcv. .John Koircrs, n man 
of preat and varied Icarniu:^, and where he attended the 
lecture* of the i)rofe*Mir*. and enjoyed many of the 
▼aloable priviiegea of the Univeratljr. without i>econung 
a member of it, and without aabaeriblnf to the Thirty- 
nine Artit'h'H. Ho had ulway^ a siroiij^ desire for 
knowledj;e, and great promptne.iJj and fat ility both in 
ila aequiailion and impartatioa ; and hia dasaicalj 



matlionutica), and general aftainnienta, if tb^ did not 

cutilh- hitn to the rank of first-rat*; M.-hoIar>-liip, were 
liinhly re.>iH,ctali!e. lie had au e.vteuaive aequaiutauee 
with the llebrew and Syriae languages a.s well as with 
cli»83ic8, mathematics, and >;eneral science. Attached, 
even in early life, to liildical istudicfi, be liad eriticilly 
'• read the Old und ><cw Testament--* in the origiiiai lau- 
U'liajjes, in the Syriae I'eschito, aii<l in the Latin Tulgate, 
before he waa twenty-two ycar» of ago; and be waa 
well acquainted with Babbiuical and I'atriatie writinga ; 
but, wliat is bc.tt of all, hia atadioa mra aot oa)^ 
pursued and perfected tn cafly life, but all the int«I- 
ieeiual wealth and power which ih' y .in' r^lc*! wvrc 
con.-^eerated to the advancement of li utli ;ii.d piety in 
himself and otherTi*.

iHis miniiitrr, which rendered him in itomc dei^ree a 
pii'ili' - haraetcr. had probably no little influence in 
jTor. lilting hii* Connexion with public ami general in»ti- 
t itiwii^.

Mr. Onmey wna nuunly iniilnuacntal in eolleetinp a

. which he aflonvard^ publinhed, replete with sound 
' arvT'inicnt, aitd wann hearted philanthropy. Tho jjublic . 
j niiiid in the city had l>een jirvjiareil for that meeting, 
by .» visit <n\d f'.oin Thcuia.-i l_'lark.-<>n a few days before 
it w;i>i held, whose coiivcr>alJun auil uddrcMcs moHt 
th<»rou^hly e^tabliiiliod and animated Mr. Gamcy'a mind ' 
on tho subject. At a county meeting, held in the 
Shirehall, in the October of the following year, ot which 
the iligb Bberiff praoidod, the oliMtoenoe of Lord Suf- 
field, Uuxton, and other*, anitcd with liia own, not only 
in silencing the objcctiona advanced bt Loid WodO' 
hou.Hc. but in obtaining a petition for " the immediate [ 
tniti^^'atioii, iind, with as little delay a*i poii-iMi', the 
final iitid entire abolition of Britii>h Colonial ."slavery." 
And at another meeting of the inhabiiantri of Norwich, 
held in St. Andrew's Hall, a month afterwards, a society ' 
for tho abolition of slavery was instituted, of which the i 
Hcvd* Kdward ]>ay and John Aleuiider wcire aMOfiiated 
with himself secretitries. Bofbn tlkit year eloied be 
woji found advocating the snine cau«,o at a general 
mi.cting of the Auii-.'^l.ivcry .Society in ^feema^onil' 
Hall, l^ndon, at which Wilberforce, Urougbam, Uuxtoa, 
Maokintoeh. Dcnnan, and Luthington, were hia aaao- 
datcs. ITi-* (speech i n these exciting topics, were* 
fine manifestation . ( ^ludemanly courtc*y and Chri*- 
tiaa forbcariii'.cc. They adiniriMy combined the " nua- 
riU r in j/kh/o," with the "j'nrliUr in tt ;" and while 
his indi;:n^<i<jn bunicd against the atrociout* sygtem 
itiiclf. he calleil no fire from heaven upon cither the 
mistaken or the guilty men by whom it wai( upheld. 
" While it i> undoubtedly our < 'hri.-t an duty," cays he, 
in hia letters on the Weat Indi-.s, " to avoid the Ica^t 
eonoeanion of principle on the aubject of ^Iftvenr, the 
UM of bar>h epiiheu and violdtt ianguaxc towaraa the 
alftToholder ia not only ol^eclionable in Ftaelf, but baa 
often an liyuriotia eiraet in arminir them dgainst our 
arguments, and of thmi injuring the progrtss of our 
c:iu*e.

He woa a vann advocate for the plan of Fowell Dux- 
ton, a« developed in the unfortunate Nig> r ExpeiHtion, 
tho migeries mi'l U'ck-^siics.-t of which were Btronjjiy 
pointed out by ikiukiug men l>cforc they took place. Tho 
object was admirable, the pL-in wiis fat il. The interior 
of Africa mitatbo ciriiizcd by civilized negroes- it i» 
perpetuallj deatn^hre of Knropcan» ; and the truly 
rational process seems, to b^sin on the coasts and rivers 
by tlielr agency. 

In his political sentlmenta, he was deeidedlj liboral. 
In ervrly life he entered with Rpiiit IlilO the election 
struggles in hi* native ci;y. and made a bold btit uii- 
Pucccjssful attempt Ul abi.li-^h ( he system of bribiiicr, ho 
I0U5, and Ro shtimcfull} pn.vuli at in Norwich. Cti ih" 
very first vinit of Hichard (Jobdeu to that city, he be- 
came an adherent of the League. He was firmly opposed 
to Ciipittil i>uni«hinenU, .ind intrrefited himself in 
the ca-Hcs of several criminul^ wlm wtic cundemaed to 
do-kth in that city. He wa^., of cuune, alwayt a stanch 
supporter, and both by tongttc and pen loatona coadjutor 
o f t he Bible Societjf. He WM equally eo of the Peace and 

Ti mjKrdnct Societies. 

f)n one occa-i iii uf the anniwr.-Nary of the Bible 
Society, ho entci tainud Wilbcrforcc "iili all his fauiity 
iiud accompany iir-c tVi' iKl*, bcitidcs many <i; h< r ^'uo-t-* 
under hi.t roof, and from 1811 till ho continued 

(u attend and address its meetings l»j>idea hlboarij^f in 
its cununitlcca, and with liis pen for it. 

The last anniversary meeting he attended, was in 
Septomber, 18iO; vbni he mored one of the resolu- 
tiona. After he bad, tn bis usually happy manner, 

expressed his " corilial an'l unalleraMe n tranl to Ihf 

"■■iety, which was eiiilea\'i>urini; tu circulate tho lin<lc 
all the world o\ i r, ' tin- scene bccaniu sacredly imiire-^slvo, 
when his soft comiihu-eTil cy«; fijtt^il on bis only -on, who 
then stood where he iuin-cif. w hen ;U(oiit the .same ai^e, 
had Stood, five uud thirty years before, and uliu in eon- 
ci'c and manly terms avowed his determination to sup- 
port the institution, which hia father ihea alaa ! had 
been adrocating for the last time ! 

The adTOcacy of these beneroleni and religions in- 
stitutions, was however not confined to this countrj-, or 
( •(Ir- if Britain. He rcmfrulii red tluni, and pleaded 
f«>.- ihcjn in the reliijious vtmU, ivlucli, as a miuist<>ri»ff 
Friend, he paid to America, and to various jiart.s ol 
Kuropo. His visit to mmca was in I b37, and occu- 
pied three years; during whieh time, he travelled 
tl»rough most of the Northern states of the imion, and 
in I'jjpcr and I.owxr Canada. The various incidents of 
hia joonMjai the objoeta. natural, civil, and moral, 
vhidi attcaeted his attention by the way ; and the im- 
prcsAions mode on his mind by America and the Ame- 
ricans, are all narrated, iiv gaud tourist .stylo, in a scries 
of letter;, " to A'lielia Opie," with whose delightfUl 
prose snd j>ootry all our readers are familiar. 

I'rom the'c wc may give just one extract, rolaliiig 
simply to the adilras which he jmve to the Ct.mgres.-', in 
the .Senate hon^e, at Washington. 

" The principal olgect which I now bad in Tiow, in 
vi->iting Washington, was, the holding of a neeUng for 
wotahip, vrtth the officers of govemincnt, and members 
of Oongnaa. My mind was attracted towards these 



public men, under a fooling of religions interest ; and, 
fur beyond my expectation, did my way open for aoocna- 
plisbing the patpoae. Colonel Poik, the apeaker of the 
reprcaentallve assembly, granted me the nae of the 

Legislation hall; the chaplain of tli 1 1 e (a respect- 
able Wcsleyan minister) kindly wirrcn l! nd his ac- 
cn>l<inud rcrviec tor our iM:commodati'>n ; juildic 
invikitioii wa.s L'iveii iij the newspapers ; and when we 
entered the hall the following First doy morning, we 
found it crowded with the memltera of Congrcas, tbeir 
ladies, and many other penooa. The president, and 
other offioeia of the fovenunen^ mre auo of the con- 
paay. Undoubtedly it waa a MgUy respectable, and 
intellectual audience ; and I need scarcely tell thee, that 
it was to me a serious and critical occasion. One of my 
friends sat down with mc in the spt iVcr s rostnun , a 
fc' ling of calmness was graciously l)C^to^^ed upon 
Olid a ^;!ent !ii.deinni<y over-prcad ihcwlejle meeiini: 
Artvr a short time, my own mind ii«came deeply im- 
pres.scd with the words of our blessed Ilcdecmcr, ' I am 
the way, the tratb, and tho life.' Speaking from this 
textt I waa led to dceeribo the main feature of ortliodeoc 
ebriattaiiily: to decAam that these doctrines had b«ea 
fbitbfuHy held by the Soeieto of Friends, from their lint 
ris t.t the present day; to dwell on the e\ldcnces, both 
lii^iiu ical and internal, which form tin < rodenti«l« of 
tho L'iHj.el, consi<lcred as a mes^ai;*.' to ie.;inkii:d, from 
tlio Kint,' of heaven and cartii ; to urge the claim.'s of 
th.u n;i -a','e cm the world at large, on America in par- 
ticular—a country so remarkably blessed by divine 

1>rovidencc — and, above all, on her statesmen and l^i» 
atora; to adviso the derotJonal dutiee of the closet, aa 
a gnard agunsttbe daogers and temptailona of polities; 
to dwell on thepeaeeabTc government of Christ by hi^ 
Si>irit ; and finally, to insist on the perfect low of righte- 
ousness, as applying to nations as ucll.is iudividuals — 
to the whole of the aflairs of men, l oib private and 
I'uliUc. A solemn sllctiee a;.:ain i^ri-vailed at ilic close 
of the meeting ; and after it wiu cunciuded, wo received 
the warm greetings of Hcnrj* Clay, JohnQuincy Adams, 
and many other members, of whom we took mr IcKn 
in the flowing of mutual kindness. Thus wut I aetffee 
from the heavy bnrdea whioh had been jiniialinj: upon 
me. In the evening, ire met a laige assembly at the

;i!nMst adjoiniug Washiugton ; and the next uioruia;^ 
pursued our journey to a i-mall settlMDiBnt of hlimbiB

What ahieue was this ! and what a state cf rulirjion, 
as well an of religious lil)erty and charity, must that 
country enjoy, which could produce it, and which coold 
iritnesa it with saeh complaoeney ! Here are the fraa 
ehosen legislators of one of the laigeat and meet Im- 
portant countries in the world, composing a worshipping 
congregation in their senate house ; their chaplain a 
nieihodi^i minister, resigning his scat tn a (>uakcr ; the 
(Jijaker preachinga somjon full of {r'is|iel ^o•.ltinKIlt and 
(Nhortation, and urgini; upon sentitori.il he.irfcps tho 
im])ortauce of private prayer, as a preservative from the 
temptation of politics, and as a preparative for food 
legislation ; the solemn silence, to aflbrd them an op- 
portunity of " thinking on the^c things ;" — Henry Clay, 
and John Qnint^ Adams, and others ■'*'*^'"c bands 
with the Quaker, and probably thanking Um for bis 
sermon ; .ti 1 '"1:1 "'i - p:oini;fruui legislators and -eiiate 
hislls, to jirL'aeli in a Methodist Ciiripcl, and tlu- next 
morning joining a humhlcsctih nicnt i^f Fri-tKU' \\ h, n 
will England Pqnal this' — '.May the Lord h;u-tcu it ia 
his time." 

We must deny ourselves the gratificai ion of remainimj 
with him any longer in America, or of doing mora than 
glance at hia triMta to tke Contwtnt. The liat waa Ia 
1841, when be wont to Paris with Samnd Chsmej, fiVi

Thi^ hM, In tvdoat plaees, 
religious meetings, not only Tor wordttp with 1h« Friends, 
I bat also for tlio iuslruolii.n auil iiii|iriiV(jiuciit of all 
classes; au«i ihey \Hiid many visils of iiicrcv, to lul 
minister the consolations of the gospel to tlxiM: who 
1 were oiiffcrinfraflliction and pcrscciitioii. TIk v m&iJ«;fUi4 
prison^, hitsintiiU, :iiiJ otlicr puKlu' institutions, and 
then pre^nlcd their reports to the tMUvcral govcrnmonta; 
always recummcndiug to them, when necessary, the 
abolition of slavery, and the granting of religious tole- 
vatioo. Tbos, after the example of their Divine Master, 
, tli«7*'innit about doussood." Their ivoeption every- 
1 wb«rB WH eordial and Tpgr^ *' Tba eommon people 
I heard them gladly." They were admitted to long and 
f:uniltar interviews with several of the continental sove- 
. reigns, >t lio li~(ciiL<l in their statement^ and suggestions 
with re-pc- tful attention. What diplomacy had, in 
Soijio iii.-taiKf^, fiiilL''! lo . tlcA-t, they were iho iiieau.i of 
accoiupli^luiig ; and ill c K iiiic of HoUtinil, wlio had Liccn 
in tlio h:il)it of procuriiu'' noMiers from the Gold 

Coast, was induced, b) >lr. Curucv s representations, to 
abandon tbe pnclice. The thir<i viait, which was for 
■imilar parnoaea, took, place in 18-13; when he was 
accumpanicu to Pluia hj Mrs. Gumcy and Mrs. Fry; 
•od on hi* aitler^ retani bomo* h« iiid bis wife went 
into tlie Mutb of Fraaee ; whne Ua itaj ma prolonged 
\>y ilhiO!'- ; aiiJ wliorc ho neiztd every opportunity, when 
he WM able, of iuistnu tiiij,' and encouraging members of 
his own religious «H.ici.\'. Duritit; tliis tour he also 
I visited SwitMrland : bpcut wjme tiuio with Vinet in 
I I^ausanne, ami with D'Aubign6 in (iouevu : hud an in- 
terview with the liingof Wiirtembcrg; au<l huldmany 
Urge meetings for religious purposes. 

Hitherto it has been comparatively an etktj t«ak to 
I detail and delineate these various services in ibeeaoac 
J of bttiBaailj and religion; Uit» fbr obviooa reaaona, it 
• «IU not be eipeeted thai we abonld be able to eive any 
I adequate estimato of tbe peeoniaiy auppoffl vbidi be 
I afforded to paMte tnatttntions, and to priTate noeeaaities.

Amoui;>t thc.MMverc, his " 01. ^(■rvuti<ll^8 on the Distin- 
guishing Viewnaud I'raetii'i s (if th^ Sn'icfy of Friends," 
i first published in \b24, vhieh has px-sed throiit,'h seven 
I editions ; his " Es-says on tbe Evidences, I'octrmes, and 
I Practical Operation of Christianity ;" " biblical Notes 
and Dissertations;" "Hints on the Portable Evidenees 
of Christianity;" "Thoughts on Habit and Dwcipline.' 
<• An Smaj on the habitual Exerciae of Love to Uod, con- 
sidered aa a PrmaialloB Ibr Heaven ; " and, perhaps the 
most well-timed and bold, if not tbe most important 
of all, " I^uscyism traced to its Boot» or the Papal and 
Hierarchical System ooDpindwiUi tbo Ealigioa of the 
New Testament."

" the hon-e of moorning." His first wife, Jane Birk- 
beck, died in His second wife, Mary Fowler, 

died in 18S6. Hia third wife, EUaa P. Xirkbride, aUll 
survive**. 

Mr. Gumcy w.oh a younger hrothcr <if Mr. Sainnel 
Oumey ; and his estale.s and other pi operty, which is 
of very considerable amount, are inherited by his son, ' 
J. E. bumcy, Esq., n ^w principal of tbo buuk of 
Norwich. 

The foneial of Mr. Gumey took place on Tuesdav, 
January 12tb, at the Friends' Mccting-bonse, Norwicii. 
Since his demise the principal tradesmen bare had 
their shops partially closed, as an expreaalen of grief 
for his loss ; and, in accordance wirh a previoufi 
arrangement, nearly every building thronghout the city 
waa shut during the hours ii.vod tor the luueral. The 
trains from l.ondon and other part- on the line, liit)iight 
down Li larv'"-- numlxir of the more opulent meIlll.ol^ of the 
Society of Fritud.s, whu took pari in tbe ccreuiony.

Nothing oould exceed 
the respect that waa maniftiiated in vmj part of tbe 
citv during the day.

Hut our 
hopot WON TAin ; th« metunrw propoaed hy roinii^lers 
in PAriiAmeot clioir as too plAiitly thai neither I'arlia 
mant nor niinit!t«rs are prepiKid to go lo the bottom of 
ihelrlah evils, and to apply to diem s reel end euffieiont 
remedy. The cvlt-i that exist will therefore continue 
toexijii; ihu r\',;uiiiLi<^*!, the famine, the perii<hiu^ of 
whole families ul' s'.ii •. .itioii, ;uid in ir i-r r.tkednes.-*, on 
their own heartliM, will Ue but jwsipuued, lo revive in 
future winter* with B<»c^i\'atcd horror*.

From tlie very inva^'ion of Strongbow, the Irish taiid- 
lords have doui; iiotliiii<^, or next to notiiing, towards 
cncl«»>^ing their wastes, drainiujf their iKign, and culti- 
vaiiii^ their esutc*. Thty- have neglected tbe very 
fiahonea, and instead of buqr fishing-town^ have 



va!^t cxtonti« of solitary coasti«. They have done no- 
thing ; but lie like big dogs in the manger, idle them- 
selves, . and preventing othen ftmn doing anything.

Tor the oue, ihn theoric* • t Mwu- 
bod(l'>. 1 1 Harris, and of ilorneTookc, may l".- cni.mltcd 
by tlio*e wliom it intercuts. For the other, whctbvr it 
be Chaldec. Hebrew, or Sanscrit, Scaliger and the 
flcholiattj^ or the reveiaUooa of the patients of th« 
magnetiita, unat be refened to. Pending the dedAton, 
howeter, we uajr torn to the practical pointa of tike 
ineonvenience of diaaimilartty of tnngoe«, and tbo Im' 
perfection of the present htatc of lun^uage. 

That the confii>ion of toni;ues «hjcU tills this Ikibel 
of a world if- :i lt. :t inconvenience, to Ray the lca>-» of 
it, all may adinu »lio liavo any degree of fairnist^ Ti»e 
variety of national language, atid tho diversity oven of 
provincial dialect, is undoubtedly a great huMlnnoe, 
not only to the mere travallof, but also to the oom- 
nicrcial man. I( haa often prevented iIm: acqnirawat 
of a true practical knowledge of climea and eouatffiai^ 
and diffbront human euMona; and it haa Ukewiie iaUar- 
fered with the pro^rma of eommeree ov«r the world. 
It bri- .il-'i .iogn;ed the wheel* ^^f 1. .ii'.iiu- .um! uci.. 
The ilcu'i l:i!i<'>i!ijrc>i have only had iLtii' j^oiuui :ri_'.i- 
siiri<> lu d 111 iiKiii , lilt' ii.;h the borrowed k«.y \<; « 
translator; and the iiviag Uiugucs have often rc<|Uirc«l 
a hired interpreter, at the cot^l of the student. I'hilo- 
logy has but few Klihu liurhtts, and Idilton in bi» 
florid prose has ably laid down the deiect-s of our 
ijnrttmia of lingunl etady, end tbo length of time which 
it waated for a tmattering of Qreok and Lntin. Lttrtlj, 
but not lea^tly, this diversity of tongue* haa prcTented, 
or has added extreme dilliculty to the intercourse of 
friendship among ii.ili* iduals of diHlt - ui 'iiir.-u.tLr'- . 
thus it has not (mly liii.'lered couiiiicri jal u^tti loui»«, 
and been a barrier u< knowledge and scicnci'. l>ut r hju> 
alfio been an obstacle to the foaiou of nations, itirough 
tho bonds of peaee, in the one greei temlinrikood «f 
man. 

The iocoQViMlloBeoof the dllTerencc of tongnos bciog 
admitted, the qoeation imniediatcly arisea «a to whather 

one of our pntent national languages ia not adutod to 

become the common speech ot mankind. Under this 
light a huge array of stiitistics present thcniM-dvofi, to 
which we ran butslighily uUiicio 1 1 !»rcw, t»r«>i;)», ;;ii<l 
Latin, the three languages luacnbtd upon the croan of 
Jesus, and especially the latter, it may be wrged, wetv 
once tho general languitge in which the learned of all 
countrieii,and tho Christian clergy, communed together. 
Tho rettomtion of dead languages, however, ia Doi 
daaimble. Their tradition la now broken. There waa 
a time w1mIi« from tiio aerriees of the Chnnd^ the valvar

It could not enter cither into o'lr <!oaie»tic 
life, or our isocicUry progrc««*. It could ufiUiei cxprcM 
oitr individual in-iightN, nor our scientific dis^-ovcricik. 
It is thud ilocidedly evident ihul a dead lungua^o could 
uot l>e rvKfbrud a« ilio cutuuiun ^pcccli ol humanity. 
For thi.^ a liviog;, cloven, A|KWlolia umguo, tippvd with 
the red OuM Of Yitslilgr, !• nquiiite. It miut he iho 
Uvinc l*nguag« of prof^raM^ erer •pnMlin^, and con- 
•ttiuly enUghteniug the dovolopoMni of nooiotj. 

Uf liviiig lanpiagiM than an two gnat Axum, tha 
Ori«nUl and (h« Ooeidonttl, which tum np all othen. 
Th<.' mission of tho K&fi in conhcrvuii^e and rctro- 
grotfsivi! ; tho ^lli^sioa of the West is reforiualivc and

We have now. then, arrivetl at the uuuq point of our 
atguracnt. We have now conic to tho ditiiculty of a 
conoltuago. Tbo dcciaion of it miiat andoubtedlj 
depend apon the nip«mr intarnal and external advan- 
tagea of ono of the western languageo. Theaa adraniagm 
are dearly referable to extenniiui in t^pace and prelera-

Spanijth. Even in Spain, iLc iangoiago U divided 
against itself, for the pure Ca.stilian ha« never l>< > ii aide 
to subdue the proven(;al of Arraeon. >!<>r«>nvirr ,Spain 
it- far from l»einu'. m u t iui: in \hr v:ui of the 
nations. The grand iuitttutiige which it gained by the 
discovery of Columbui>, haa Itccn lost by the indolence 
and incapacity of itn character. The mother country is 
torn to pieces by Intestinal divixioua : ita colonies have 
emaDcipated themMlvea; but being, like their parent, 
iiicapaNo of ielf^gorenunenty ai« being detached like 
Taxae, and filled with the active and per^veriag oUIf 
dreo of the Anglo-fibucon race and language. We are, 
therefore, fully inclined to dis^^ent from tlu' u^t^i.-ition of 
])e t^uincey that the Spaniith will ntharf th'- (^rth with 
tli>' l.iiKli^b nr Miiy .itlu r liiiiL'u.ii;o. it ri'iiiains (o be 
i-.'Hsiiii 1 < il wln dii.r De Qmncey ns a» wn'iig iil>oiit, the 
KiiL''i-li n- al.niit the Spanish.

The criterion of judging among the wcf>(em )an-

ter and progrc»<ivc influence of that population. It

■Dokea by a population of fifty-nine milUona. Here 
tnen we lee that "the toogue that Bhakspcre 
Fpoke" is decidedly in the majority. It posMaaca the 
moot numerous suftragc, and «o far decide* the election. 
\\ <■ must ]inH-<-i'ii liirthiT, Iiuvcmt, mtn :i briff aiiulx sis 
til t l.c I' Jiiipa) :\t n c iiithii.'iii-f and iliarai'tcr ol its rival 
eandiiiati-. 

The Italian Ujit,'ua,';e iis a t>a'<tard L<atin, and thus 
its character is deficient in the Htrcngth of originality. 
It is. however, tho language of muKic, and as such its 
elements will never die. In potential influence it is 
deeroaaing, and not ineieaaing. As the tongue of • na- 
tion to nationa— aa a conuaardal language, it haa lost 
itii ground. Aa tlia ipaeeh In the itmia «f Chrlation 
Home, it rone \n infinenee with the erteualon of the 
missions of '.he papacy, and it has decayed in •-rnntc- 
tion with \':\\<i\ decrtpilude. Jta day )'a''t and its 
night coiJH It not likely to beeome th« nnltar}- 
tonguc of mankind. 

Of the excellent adaptability of the German for 
metaphyHical expression, we can fervently give our 
testimony; and in this rcRi>cct that lungusge inwt, by 
infiltration at IcMt, maintain a translated existence. 
Germany, however, although free in inetanhysicx is not 
libetmted in politice. Living high op in' the atrial 
I rocriona of anbtie epeeiilation, it la nevcrtholcaa dead to 
I (his world— politically a corpse. Freiligrath and Poetry 
I l>car wiincpH In England that Oerniany Is not free. 
Mi>r' "V. r, l!ui«ia, with its barbaric ti! k id . is contending 
\niii (•t.iniian, in the seat of it* empire, the north of 
Huntpc. I'rotfstantij'm did not difl'use it, for it intro- 
. duced vcrn-vular Bibk's, and thus aKristeil the divisifin 
of langunccs. I,a^tly, (iennany is not one; it i> liiviiicd 
Its position is feeble inlcmally, and its extcrual m- 
flucncc, politically speaking, decidedly ^lnl'^og^e^sive, 
and of little weight; it ia not prol>a)>lc. therefore, that 
it will be the oomnon language of the fotore. The 
palov (banfere, ramaina to ba awarded betwaen the 
French and BogHah longnea. 

French is the language of < onver«ation, of politeness, 
of fashion — as such it<i elemcnu have already natural- 
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ifjcd thcmsc'lvcn in fHjihapa every country of the globe 
AUhoii^h only adapted in itaelf for tlie«e ^^phcres. it iis 
certaialy mora thau Gcrnuui, or llaliaa, Vm rinX pf the 
En^ctiij^. Frttnee «ad Eagland hmrtf indeod, em boen 
rirals ; may their linllica in war now, bowefttr, wa«o : 
and continue only in the arts of paacc, and in the wav- . it 
pMt;re&». Such will \<c tliu riv.ilry of a nohlc emulation; 
aad if commencwl sooner might luivc pre-occupled the 
field of di- -i)"loii, on which, for the qntnt ion nf s;i|> ' 
riority, their two languages are nuw arravcil. Tin; 
»p(»tlcjt of Young France are strong advoiati-^ for tho 
eupremacy of the French— they contend that France in 
the first-born of liberty, the country of progress, the 
Uider of the natioiuij and even tlieUoiy Land of Ood, 
beeawe of hsr polltlnl leTvlation of '89. Sudi n the 
French gospel of Quiuct, Michclet, and Segiller. God 
forbid that I shuuld undervalue that veTolaiion, albeit 
it w:is sadly baptised in Mood, nnd pajiianly i hii-tcned 
l»/ the ex-bishop Talleyrand. ^t;veiilielc.s.w, I, wlio 

" The faith and moralt hold which Milton heUl," 

should belie myself, not as an EngUshroan, but ua a 
thinking member of the one great human family, were 
I out to declnie the trntli, that the grand courite of 
polltieal vevalntien Mid teform commenced in tiie land 
of Qigland. It did not ari><c in France. It b^gaa with 
the Great Rdbclliou in England; with Its Sidnqr, its 
Hampden, its I'ym, HuniuL'toii, r.nd ita Oliver 
Cromwell. Thu i itucii lovoluiiuui aud lUc American 
declaration of independence wore but echoes of that 
miijhty cry for freedom which bunit from th<» lip^* of 
tlic iji^antic men of the EngliHh commonwe.iltb. No 
diJ«cu<sion.s arose among the French Convention which 
liad not before been dealt wiih bv Milton, in his project 
of the republic of England. Ko social equality was 
proposed by Babenf whieh had not been oonsfidercd by 
Harrington and his friends in the coniisrieiieei of tbe 
Kota. Deep indeed were the obligations of the ehtefs 
of the Ficnch Ujvolution to tliL' iniritan republicans of 
Engliinil : ,uid many of tlKin l i uiil openly nt'knowlod:,'0(l 
them. \\'Ik'ii history is tnUy written this will ;is iircdly 
bo Been. England is in reform a ceniury before 1 i-auco. 
Tb^ are England and the English, and not France and 
the Frcncli, which are then the coantiy aad the hui- 
guage of political propma. And thna fur ie Bogliifa 
preferable as a univenal tODgoe. 

Kot only in po11tt«a1 refonn, bat alao In religious 
p^opr^•^*^^ and incv hnin< ;il power, is England in advance 
ol I raitcc. (iro.it lirtUin and the I'nitcd Slates have 
accepted the reformation which France has not. Great 
Britain and the United States, moreover, posscsa, by 
authorship, or first appliance, th<; jrrc.i'est scientific and 
mechanical conirivauu^> and are the factors of machi- 
nery for the WQfid. Moceover, thc«c two are the greatest 
naval and oomai«rcial nations of civUutation. France, 
wheee strength ia only in her army, and can, therefore, 
but principally opemtc on the European continent, hi 
in no wise to be compared, in point of commercial 
influence, ■with tho^e two Angflo S^ixon countries. Lan- 
guage, bcsid 's is ivA ;v liiiiif; to \ic forced by conquRsf, 
as Tola- 1.1 li\irs wiln<Ms. It is most powerful in ihc 
gradual intlucucc vi commcrrijd and pacili'^ intort'ourje. 
It enters into social rehitions which no pohtir.d power 
can violate, but which the gentle tones of inteniation.il 
commerce can expand into the warmth of friendship, 
Uuoogh the advantagee of intereat. That the Anglo- 
Saxon ia the moat whMnllal and promeeive eoumer- 
cial tongue, is greatly in &Toar of the probahili^ of 
it4 becoming a common mundane languafrc. 

Tn (his impiiry we have purpo-cly avoided a o.nn 
parimui i.if the literature of the djlicrcnl louj^ucsi of 
manic i d. We h ive done so bcciuxo preposscsiiion or 
favouritism mi^ht easily occur in such a couitic. W'c 
h«v« douo 13^ a]ao» bcteanM of tite iridn philokgleal 



research which must liavt bctiu couduetcd and followed, 
and ihat in several cases un our side, and i>r()laldy in 
that of our fcH* and learned, and certainly in that of our 
many and unlearned readers, through the medium of a 
jud^oient formed upon tianalatUHUk We Iutc preferred* 
therefore, to eonanlt the eluinelexiatiea of nations, and 
to compare their miuiona and potential standing, in 
determining the pre-eminence of their language. We 
have ])rcfei:ed d dng this, likewi-c, becauKo national 
fact* are the most easily acci ssihle to all. But passing 
thus over liio literature uf the c oinpt-ritive touciies, it 
may be well to glance at the relative inlriu.tiL- uicrits 
and defects of those languages Ihemficlvcs. 

Sheridan writes, " l'i>on a fair comparison it vill 
appear, that the French have emasculated their lan- 
guage, bj reacting audi numben of their coneomta ; 
and made It reaemble one of ihnr punted coortcsans 
adorned with fripperies and fallals. That tlie German, 
by abounding too much in harsh cousonaut« and i^rnt- 
turals, has great size and strength, like the statue of 
Hercules Farncsc, but no pmoc. That the Koman. like 
the l>u>t of A [itiuo,;s, is heuutilul indeed, but not uiauly. 
That the Italian has beauty, grace, aud symmetry, like 
the Venus of Medicis, but is feminine. That the 
Eogliah alone resembles the ancient Greek, in uniting 
the three powers of strength, beauty, and grace, like 
tb» i^oUo of Bf-lvidcro." We feal there ia tntk in 
this &ie comparison, bat Other pointa maif be alao 
urged. Italian, although its elements will rewaiu in 
music, possesses some delicacies so nice, that iLey are 
diflionk to be aii:.'lit bythcear. German, also, although 
rich iu cuuliiiuity uf metaphysical expression, is bar<<)), 
angular, and Jagged in pronunciation, and remains wti lu n 
in an ancient, and almost otlierw i'^c obsolete and d;tti- 
cult character. French, likewise, which, Bltn Italian, 
ia bat baataid I^tin, nllhoogh it has ila coOTonntional 
faeilitiea, la otherwlM barren, and atrengly caUs tor the 
aid of gesture to express its deficiency. But the Engliah, 
superior to the ancient Greek, inasmuch, at least, as it 
possesses the extended vocabulary of centuries in every 
de]iartmcnt of progress, is iilso intriujucaliy .sujirior to 
the other iauguagcs. For this it has not only it.s tuia 
Saxon basis to recommend it, but also itc ae<iiiired 
costnopoUtan character. It is the true plum-pudding 
language : it has mixed up the greatest variety of vonia 
into one compound of richueas. It Is an ainalgaiainlivn 
of the beat, and, tlutefonj moelanzriTinff ezpraMlotta 
of the Celtie, Uie Phnnlelan, the lAtln, the Saxon, t}« 
Norm.nn, the (Icnnan, the French, jtud the mio I.. i,t 
Greek. It is, tlierefore, well adapted for the ireuei .1 
learning and use of the nia'oriiy of eivili/ed ii.iiioi.s 
The character of its lettelJ^ is that of the symmcirie^ii, 
popular and ])rogrcssive Roman and Italian typo« ; and 
thus its intrinsic advantages are in favour of its l>ecoiuing 
the common language of the future.

But who waa the ai>.'<;i^sin ? and by wh.il means Imd he 
efTotrtod hii eaeapo I Auguatc Virier had had a viuleiit 
alteration, aome time prerionaly, with a gardener of 
( lemonty on the merit «f Ibdr i«iq)ceUT» vocatioBi, In 
whieh deeeaaed had come off vletor, and bectoved 
vari'it:- c] nhtts of contempt upon hi» ojiponcnt. a.-* a 
mere <li -^cr of earth and 'ower of h« c<ls. The gardener 
wa.s iiiiiijo(lia'.-ly .n v. -;. <1, ,uid u mof.t_riKid invc^tigiition 
waa ijifttiluitd. 2<>oLluiJg. however, eoubl be proveil 
against him, and he was acquitted. 

This occurrence became the Hubject uf much di>- 
cus~ion for manj IcigMa reaad, and -wn.^ mily juht 
begintting to posa awaji when n third murder, under 
equally mvbtcrloae ciloaUi''lance«, wxs coiiimitted in 

thcneighbouriaf prerinoeof Quienne. Aailverfimitii of 
Latuanne waMshot while amnaUig hiaaaelf with angling' 
in a little boat on the (inroune. He waa alone in the 
boat at the time; and the only witness of the murder

dc.i^ rilicd himself a.* having ?crve«l in the campai(.;us of 
Italy and Austria, in l^^.^.^; that he was in Soult s 
division, whose life he had saved at the l. 'tK . Ai:>ter- 
lit/., upon which occasion lie had lo>l hi.-> right leg, and 
had received a pen.sion from Miinshal Soult ever since , 
tlutt be bad married late in life ; tliut Iua wife wa^ 
dead; and that he waa now on his way to llourdeaux, 
to aee hia little eon, who waa at achool thersb He 
atated hinuelf to be In the idxtielh year of hia ago. He 
waK a meagre, weather bc.ilcn tiian, with a sallou e< ni- 
plexion, and a tbouKhtful expression of eountcnance. 
He ha<l r- .1 ...ji-.e r 1 ication, tind aj'peai' d t.. li ive 
naturally a piiik>!»oj'hic loni of mind ; as, in l. ihc 
book foun<l upon him wou'.d r^ccm to indii.^te, uLieh 
wan the translation of an English vork by an autiior of 
the highest rank in stut;*iical caleulationis. Applieiil ion 
waa made to Marshal Sonlt, who eoiToh(»raltd the state- 
ment of Amande Giraud ; adding that he had been a 
btare and honeat eoldier, and the gallant Manbal 
believed him to bo quite incapable of any acta of La»fr> 
nctu) or mystery, inquiries were also made by tlw 
geninramicric of Bourdeaux conecmtng the liltle son 
■ ■t Amande Giraud, though for some time witlnuit 
ertcct, 09 no boy of that name w.w to be found at any of 
the sell i l A boy, however, of that name 1:1 ' ceii 
for a shuri time at one of the j.aui>er RehoolR, and wa.n 
eventually traced to a litHc dlsieputal lc shop in the 
Huburb^i, where he filled the post of shoe black and 
errand-boy. The old »oldier wan informed of thin 
circoroatanco^ at whieb be van very much »hocked.

He waa found to write 
pretty well, and pomeMed aome knowledge of figuica. 
He had a clever* aelf-taog^ht method of makl4g ealeubp 
tloQs. The book found iu hiti poaaeadon npfieated to 
tniilcate a certain pleasure in numerical e8t!mat««, with 
whieh it abounded. It w.-us a work of grave :ili--,ir Hfy, 
and had evidently been much studied, as it ,n? lu a 
dogs eared and clirly condition. No firearms, ammu- 
nition, or any weapon of oQcucc, were diccovered upon 
him ; an<l after Home further enmiaatioB and dettB- 
tion, he ^■^as libcnt'fd.

The ftitir priiiciiial circles consist of an outer leaf-

After this general dcMription, in which technical 
terms have been entirely avoided, — since, though easily 
learned and useful to tho student, they are repulsive to 
th(Me who merely seek a little general information, and 
they do not constitute the science, but are only a slmrt 
hand, convenient to those who pursue it,— every one will 
find it easy to nndcrstand the pocttllarittoi of thA 11o««r 
of which wc arc speaking. 

' A ruff of green surrounds it, but is hardly a part of 
it. We mi^i almoat thiiUc that the flower-bud riHc^< 
from the nidat of an ordinaiy leaf which fe but slightly 
changed. It docs not at all MTap round the flower to 
protect it, but spreads itxclf out just like the partitions 
of the leaf wliere no llower oc-.-urs.

In the casD Kcfore us, all the parts of all tho circles 
remain separate, which is characteristic of the great ii 
I natural family to which it lK:lon<^:< ; hut instead of the jl 
numerous, sinsrleHSCcdcd, closely lilting secd-vesisclii, 11 
giving the iJea of h.) many naked seeds, of many of it^ I 
allies, our plant ha.s six or eight pods, each with scvcnil 
seeds, thus shoulni; itself to belong to the section of the 
Hdtebores. WiUiia each seed the InCtnt germ, which 
ia retj minute, U enfolded in a fleshy aubebinee, called, 
from a supposed resemblance in nature to (he white of 
an egg, ulhumen, which ia altogether wanting in many i 
I ^ocds an<l of whieh the aboenoe or preaenee isnoted aa I 
uf fjrcit imjwrtancc. I 
There is an underground stem, from Lcncaili whieh I 
the root fibres proceed, swelled at the buds, and which [ 
increases so as to make the plant ea.»y to iutvodoee. The 
leave* rise out of tho ground on their own peculiar ; 
stallcs, and Meh eemiMB of aereral pieces sprca<I equally . 
around a centra It ia a native of miouB parts of 
Kuropc, chiefly towstde the Sontb— oi In France, Swit- 
7.erlanil, Austria, and Italy. Few gardens are witliout 
it, aij'l none outrht to l>c; since it is at the same time 
pretty in itself, easily proeiireil, anil, in the earlines-» of iLf 
flowering season, poBi4e»riea a niruaaU much-prized cLarm. 

Tho Uotanical name is Eranlhis hyemalvt. These 
Botanical names frighten awny many pcntona from the 
study of flowent ; yet they arc really a great aaatrtanee, 
and without them no One coald acquire or letafat n 
knowledge of any comddenblennmberof pbmta. Com- 
mon vernacular names arc often uncertain in their 
api>lication, often merely local, of no use in evjii^muni- ' 
eating with foreigners, and of no asaistanei it\ . onnecting 
the parti''ii!ar species in our memories, vviih its alli&-i, 
or eual'linL,' iis to refer it to its place in a general sys- 
tem ; without wiiich our best ob.-Kirvations would be a 
mass of confuMou, and we could hardly be said to have 
advanced a atep in tlie Imowledgc of Nature. K»yliih I 
nam«a,if madepiveiae enough to be of any use, become I 
slifF and formal, and quite as diflScult as those which 
equally belong to all the world. The two names which 
\ve apply to an object, tell US the fainHy to which it | 
imiuetlLalely heloncr*, aud it^own distiiietiv e a]>pellaiit»n. 

When the in^trll toil l{4ttanist heai>- tlie naiui-s >>e have 
announced, lie reiticmbcni that Kranthtif is a small

as wives, should havo been mom eonectly akd campus 
bensively renderad women. 

The situation of Wein^bcrg U very eharmingf. It k 
in the D)id<lle of a wide, open, and well-cultivated 
country, with a c'car. rapid titrc.im running by it. .Ml 
aronijl, at i!if> <li^taiiej of a mile or tw o. ri-ic up the 
iv,i -h ami winiliui,' hills no peculiar to this p:irt of 
ti. Tiiiany, the sides of wliich arc all covered with viuc- 
yanh. Here and there opm out lielw«^n the kilU 
valei ruuniu:.^ far awv« wbicb yon disoem tbo white 

walls of vill;u;es. ^ 

Wein.sbcrg i« a coir iiaet little town, and one of the 
noatoat in that neigh liuurbood. Just by It stands « 
high, conical bill, cud on nil sides with tiuco : and on 

its summit (he ruins of Uio old emtio of Weinslierw^, 
i >-till popularly called, " />i> Wttbtr 7Wnr," t.r 
Worn (u'a l''iiiidity, fmnx ihi-* circum.'.'anec : — Wlien 
tlio Kmperor Co-irad, in 1110, bcnieRed the castle lat^. 
which liie pi: iple hatl lied, .and punimoned them to 
HUrreuder, he wioiM give Mo protni^c of quarter to the 
m "11 ; but he allowed the Women to go out, earryirig 
wiiit (Ii m what they liked bcnt. Ihesc t^ruis were 
aect ii'ed ; and to the a»tonlB}tniont of the Rmperor, be 
licl.eld Uie women coming forth in a train, carrying 
caeli her hu«l*and, her brotbtr, or near relati\-e.

ljut tho castle nnd town of Wcinsberjf acquireil a 
more fearful notoriety in tho cclcbmti 1 IV isint.s" War, 
ni 1525.

^^as onqnee' ionably (be immodiatolyHiaciting cau»^e of 
this war. The pcamntry bad -for agea been emclly 
oppressed by tbo oohiliiy, and were now reduced lo a 
coodilioB of the naddcut ml-^i ly. Tho doctrines of 
t.''iii,iianity .-w pre..v, i!,d I^y kiali' T. i. fM.^. ht'iig nil 
men a-* free and equal, and the i il i-, 1 iraiuj^ ii over 
(he pcojile, had the uiost rapid t !■ ■ t in kintiling the 
popular mind into a ferment, wuuh, as in all mch 
«a es, foamed over into cruel extravagance, and led 
thciu uot m- i-ely to viiidicate t heme Ives, but to take 
v engeance on llieir oppve^iiorn, foigi uing that the very 
SiripiDrcs which they took as their Warrant uda,

The ini>i:rri.c(iou of tbo pca«inta was paitleulaTly 
fierce In this part of tbo country. Seventy noblcmon 
were ntal by the Austrian gOTemmcut from StuH|.'ard 
to kc«p pv!aco in tbo valley of Weinsbcrg. Tlic Wein? 
beivi -rs liad swoni to stiind by them iu ca»e of uii.x-k, 
but ihiy pi-riiKi d t!lem^elved. Tlicy sent Wolf X.agers 
wife lo Xci-'kar. uhii. who went about amonjr t the 
" Ulavk Hofit," a uotcd part of tho peasant aiuty, and 
said, " Qcoi^c By, BraMl nkd, Melcbior JBocker^ and 
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Leoaard Kcllcrmann, scut mo lo voj ( o sa.v, tkat if you 
will come lo WcinBbei^, I'.iey i);i«n tho gates to 
j-ou." Twenty thonsanii jica-'an'* marched from 
Xfckarsulm on Bftntor-da) to Woin^bcr;::. 

The nobles were all dowa iu the ciiy together in the 
cburcb, pmyinar for a morninj; blei«iug in tbose »harp 
times. They hastened, at the alarm of the pca^nt 
iiu:<t, to get out of tbc l ily and np again into the ca<>tle ; 
bub Uw tnadumHU WeiMbergen had fastened the 
gate* Md doors, which, howmr, they speedily opened 
to the pcnutitt. The li»Ute bcgniL The Weinabergeni 
ai»elurgcd their piccea into 4ho tlr, iod ttood lookini; 
on. Tlic nobles were overjwwered and dcftroyed. (»no 
of them, Dietrich von Weiler, a handsome nnd atattly 
min, *5Ui;ht lo conceal hira«elf in u ili ircli stocjile, but 
w.w ili«covcr:U, stabbed, and tiiruwn Ji i iii iis loj* into 
ibo street. 

Tho uuUappy nobles were marched oui, wiih dnim« 
beating and fife» phying, to an open place near the 
road leading from Weinebei^ to Hcilbronn, and there 
hunted through tbc pikes. Twelve thottsaud bauer», or 
pcasantj), mir^kiiallea (hcm^elvcA in two rowi>, holding 
their huge pikes belbra them. Between ihc«c rows the 
wretched noblee wen eompelled to run till they fell. 

tleraed ihiongh bv • hundral pikei. A bMer-wifo from 
t Jklngen grMsed her shoe* with the ftii «r the Gnf von 
HelfeoBtein. whom they had murdered, with nraeh 
mockery. They pbced tho Orilfiu von Helfon^<tcin, 
when she catno to beg for the life of her hagb:ind, on 
1 dim.- . Il l . .mil number- u( tlmu, running before and 
hcliiini, r judii.-Li.-d her to 1 li iUminn, with all >^rl* of 
uu'l jilic-i. '• S<j tliou c.iiutj in a gobleu chariot, 
aud now liiau goe-t aw.iy in :i d ni^ cnrt," The Oriiiiu. 
who waa a pious winn ui, thijiii,li; on lu r .S ivinur, aud 
comforted herself in the Ihoii^iit, She uaid meekly, 
" Why should I, a poor ttinner, complain 1 Tho Son of 
Ood, my moitt holy Ix>rd, was onoe led into JcriiMlein 
on I'alm Sunday, with the idato of n kin^, and with 
loud jabilee } nnd presently after was abu«cil and cru- 
citiiid aa % nuucftkClor. Therefore I will keep ttilcncc." 

The pciMiuu plnodered and burnt the cwtlej bat » 
bloody vengeance aooB anriTed. The wrtotiooa George 
Trucli^sB, tho general of the Swabiau aoble^, who ko 
ivcvcrely Mourgcd and met«il«««ly ilautirhtercd the 
revolted pea'^nta in M.iy of the same year, u] j ..r. I 
before the t^wn. Tho peaxauU were aWnt uii il li 
plundering expeditious; there *ere sorvly auy but. 
women and ciiildr<?n, and the Hick at Lome. Tiie>>C' 
hastened out, and Huug theni^lvcs at hi» feet with the 
uioet vehement prayers and lean* for mercy ; but ho 
»u>od ice-cold, and answered only by ordering hia 
lioldierA to fire the town at every end and comer. All 
their good* and chat lelii he couimandcd lo be brouRht 
o\it ; 500 floriu.* to lie i«»id down to the widow of Graf 
Holfenstein, the lady whetu Ihcy bad k* v)llanou«ly 
treated; and to her boo 0,000. On tho *put where 
they had mordered that noblenaii, he compelled them 
to pl.int a ero^a and bnUd a dwpel. and eveiy £a<iter 
&(ou)lay to gu in, and Ihnn tunrtee to annaet on their 
knees to pn»y to Qod for fiardon. t»n tho piper, 
N uucnmaeher, of Unfold, he took a dreadful reveti^^e.

liow peaceful and «inihng in these iH.cnM now ! 
Of ibu pe,u.ant war, in wbl^ 1 00,000 people iH-rifhcd. 
tm whiah eartlea aad eeAveoto ven ptnadeced/ thoir in- 



mile^ abutted or murdered, and the country reduced to a 
frij.'htful desert, few traces r^ kjlhu except the tradttioua 
and written reconls. Wein»berj<, whivh had thus its 
full i»harc of horrors, i« aa neat and quiet as if ii had 
never known an outrage. Xature baa covered the old 
towers with her healing boughs aud blOH.-^i^ms ; man has 
clothed the whole bill with vinea; and all tbe country 
between it, and the pictureeqne old eity^of UeUbroan, 
ia one great garden and vineyard. 

At the Ibot of the Woibertrctto liTea one of the most 
bcuuiiful lyric poela and moit temarhoble men of Qtp- 
many; Justinna Keraer. Keroerwaa a fellow aipdent 
of tho poet Uhlund at Tiil)iii;^cn ; W4is originally 
destined to trade, but quitted it lui- (ho study of phyH c 
CM.! tl.i' love of poi '.r\. 'j h- mI liis ,,Ii-hIl' iierc, is

tbe rublli^h of ancient ruin, ancl ma-le the pica&ant 
resort that it is. The pociry of Kcrner ia at once most 
)<piritual and tender, aud yet very ofUnt Benry and 
jocose. In bia StisetchuUtn he gives na aome shetchea 
of the waad«riqes of his youth, altevnately Ctndfn], 
sentimental, aad waggish. Uiaaeooont of the musician 
who professed to have discovered the art of playing the 
most exqui'^ilc music on a goo^^e* windpipe, by which 
he threw whole audienccH into cxtaeies, but which a 
xtcm old prxjfejii^or exposed in t!ii' v. iy iiiiil^i oi one of 
bis triumphs, by lifting; hii» v Iimih lii^ lu ,iJ \vitii hi* 
-'ii-k, r.iid ^huwing thai he bu 1 .i u.i.-'h il l.uv eoiM ijalcd 
iu »l, wiiich made the murji-, i-i w.iiiliy i t a Yitukee 
origin. Kerner himself is a lu i t ■ \t r;;i»i<linar)- player 
on the the Jews' harp. Cl0!>ing all tbe windows, or at 
night putting out all the ligliK he will produce tho 
mo^t strange and uueaithly inioic, making tlie very 
room socm to vibrate, aud to bo tilled with a band ol 
aerial performers. Uis " DenlMber Diehterwald," his 
" llotDantiacbo'Dichlangen," aad other poetical works, 
all bear evidences of a gennlna Inapliatioa; but his 
moat extmordin&nr book U " DieSebenn von Prevorst." 
This book has been tnini>lated» Bomeeimt evrtaikd and 
iidapted to the Engli«h Umte, by Mr*. Crowe, of Edin- 
ln: .;h. It U the a»-ciiunl i f ii Lidy who w«s many 
yxM-t tho patient of Kemer :ii ^V.:;^ftl»el■g. Sho won a 
regidar nij-in t io i-iiliji i t, ;uk1 in iiiLrmeric slate 
made tho uiite^i i.\ ti .inr«lin iry rcvi.Iittion» oi the spiritual 
world, and not tin- l .*o of tho fact.-* in tlie world 
arouud her. Like Kciaer biiu-^elf, »he prolcsced to 
have a full pcrccpiiou of the spiritual world, on it lies 
in and around our own. Held convensations wit ii various 
Hpiritrt, and wan often requested by thoM who were 
not arrived at liappineati. to pray for tliem, which rLc 
did with efibot. Tlie book ia well worthy <>i a {x-ruxal ; 
aad to tbaoiigiaal an atlded a number of wlmt Kemeff 
calls " Faeti^" that is, actual ghost »torici«, which he 
authenticates by the grave teKiimcnieH «<r noblemen, 
maglAtrated, clergrmcn and tbe like, still living, and 
i\ ii i.il.tc t ). K ill' '. iui> licen laughed at, ol wuric, by 
all tliu wit-i oi (.iu iuany, but ho only laughs good- 
humourcdly again, aud holds fast his faith, at la aow 
suHcring from cataract nnd U nenrly blind. 

.\i : 1 visiting the tiUL- .iKl ruilnili:i! ai Hcilbronn, 
with ita rich carviugti sutd old pamungit, noting the 
curiouA old lowii boune with iu grandly pnintc<l and 
cnriounly iliu>tratvtl clock, aud taking n view of its 
pictureM]uo fetiecta and pleisiint vicinage^ with ita 
pu|<lar wnUu, and ample pleasure-gardens, we |«>aicd 
throogh • well enltlvated country, back to Heidelberg ; 
the |>ejMinU with their familieaout by the road-sides, 
busy collecting their ai>pleii, and Otbera Of tbom as biu^ 
in their yards, crushiag them for cider in their simple 
but el!'cctivc niilU for that purpose, ouiking the irttole 
very lively and pleasant. 
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It vill be seca that in (Lis tour we passed a good way 
bc.vond the strict bounds of ifac Odcnwald ; and kft in 
it,* on the othur bnud, many a cbamiog old dietriet to 
explore. It ii> allogvtbor, ono of the meet fciinitivc 
pieces of coont^ that wo ever entered, and aeena likely 
to continue m. In tbe corn ficldi^, wc noticed tliat the 
people inowcd ercn in a manner peculiar to thcmiiclvcs. 
'll;cy tlid not mow in atraigbt lines I'lil in vlnlcri. 
'J1ii y would somctimcB login, and mow juuikI ihc \vhole 
fi. lii, .itul lien :ro round and round till they canio io iLc 
centre, iiut much oftener, ihcy took in a imu li ^ul.:llcr 
circle, still moving from the onteide to tlic ccnTc, so 
tliat a Cctil mowed prct^cnted tbe appearance of a num- 
ber of great golden Foakcfl eolled up, with thahr heads 
in tho middle of the coil. 

Altogether, the deep wooded vnlleyft, the Etill walcre 
hen tad thore emboiomcd in the forest, the clear 
streama in other plaeee hurrying along the ehrouded 
glcnji, the nntitiiiu lowly dwclling«, and the »impIo 
people, made a (iccp and plca.stirablo impression on our 
uiindi*, and will ».f a r cur to ih in with tho feeling of 
a poetic dnaro. Our ilIu>tr;iUuii givc« a very living 
jK'L'p into ibfj ( Klf irA'.ilJ rCLiiLty, with itK ruf^tic wocdcn 
tcuciHCHl* with riUiugkd waili>, its Inxiirinnt berbt^ge, 
its splendid old (recB, its dreamy witors, aii l y lulls 
peeping everywhere down upon you. M:iy health and 
continued pjaoc, and improvemcut witlit ut tho Iom of 
quiet, the i^implc nature of the hcnrt, and tliepicturoeqnc 
poetry of the field and forest, be long tha f OMioa cf 
the iababiUAU of the Odeamld.

Tbav aationa led on by conquerors to conquest 
ahoold in their torn be conquered h only an exhibition 
of retribnflvo jnatice. Upu the fate and fortune and 

vici< LtU'l'M of tt .ir, (licy 8t«Ke th<:ir f;!oi j and their great 
ncss, an'l tVi y mu.^i, wait the chancts of tho struggle 
upon whi h tlioy have entered. The history of war »^ 
little a--ii iiUcil \x\ih the history of civilir^Uion — Ihon jh 
rniiviu; 1-^ t.'ll A uiifercnt talc— that th-^ orrrifiiowof 
tho great, niammling monarchies of clil claims little of 
our sjTnpathy, and none of our regret. Ft in seldom 
that the invading army leaves aiisrht behind it but 
dcf^ohation and destruction. If it somclimcs herald a 
happier aad bettor etatc of thingii, it ia only irlieii 
peace lias restored the tranquillity whi^ war Basdia- 
tnrbed Ifc ia only when the plough n^^'n fuitowH the 
hattlo-lleld ; and tne resound of the anvil, the activity 
of the shuttle, acl f';e f'orit of tin: r;i hi", replace the 
cla-h of hwonli, tii.; ti iitui cL's cLirtoii, and the thunder 
of artillery. 

But of melancholy sights, one of the moFt melan 
cUoly is, a Hj>ot where the treats of ancient conimerci.il 
activity— the aliodcs of bu*v muKitudex, once engaged 
in the peaceful ptir^uits of industry — have Womc 
depopulated ;— where a deteriorated atmosphere, and a 
neglected cultivation, have introduced diaaiMO « ' 
death into the fields of health and dillgenoe. 

In the most northern province of Syria, at the end of 
» magoifleent bay, which would seem to invite into its 
wateia the tnde of the world, and which once was the 
redpient of ahips innumerable, stands S aiKl r im ; or 
latlwr, there atoad a few mean hou8c«t which occupy the 
place where Seandeieiia onoe atood. It ia » nuMt an- 



wholesome place— pestlferona as the Pontine marches, 
and not iuhabitaUo in certain aeacona of the year. As 
no draiuiugcaxrtca away tho aozioiia witcn which are 
dcpoidtcd on what waa ooioe m xcgion of extrano fer- 
tility, there la a perpetual exhalation of offtneire 
vapours, whicli are kept l>y the range of the Tauraa 
mountains, overhanging the town like a funeral pall. 
Tt t. a* Scandcroun is still one of the great onlktri fn in, 
nud inlets to, the noribcrn provinces of Syria— nd 
through tlii in, l y way of AutiocU ai. l Alrpio. (o the 
markets along the banks of the Euj4.ratCi». and into 
Mesopotamia, and 6omc parts of Anuciiia and Persia — 
Scandcroun is still occupied by a tew Kuropcan agents, 
who tran^port tho goods for the houses established in 
tho interior. But witltal it is a wretched tpot — one 
houFc almie, that of the British Vioo<on6ul, preaentlog 
the appeamoec of extotnal docencr ood interior conilerl^ 
I remember being atrnek with tne pleasing manners, 
and pale, fair visago of (he consul's lady, and hearing 
with Homc feurprifie that she bad been bom in Australia. 
1( si.ci:i 1 ;i flrange destiny for a gentlewoman to h i\c 
btcu ira».-ji jrtcd from tho antipodes to tuch a tiii^l. 
But if among the living there waa not much to interest, 
I felt greatly moved when I trod among the monuments 
of the dead. The bnrial place still exists, and many a 
tomb.iloiie bears an Knglish name. There sleep multi- 
tudes of those "merchant adventurers wLu for sever.oi 
coutiiricii carried on trado in the Ea^L The iietantttade 
w.\«, i ti our early commercial hlslory, the moetlmportant 
and the niuU profitaUa in whidi wa weva «imi|gcd. 
Three voyages to the Syrian coaat io Saxon timoe are said 
lo have entitled the merchant to the r niT. of nobility, 
and lo the title of Thane. There arc tuoogh— too 
nwny, indLv l, 1 y far — to ^hv: tlij <U nl ourfighting 
men, and record the triumjih-', 1 y fca aud by land, of 
those whom the woit<t cills licru.-'. In my reflections 
it appears a nobler fight, and a higher heroism, to have 
led the conquests of eommcrcc, and to have planted the 
sLnndards of peace. Among tho nettles and the briars, 
the reeds and tlio rushes, of the plain of Scandcroun, I 
traced,ondor the moea aiid lichens of tho bii>ken toaaii- 
stonoa' oamoa which ia those days represented ib« 
highest infl nen w a which oor couotrj- ba<» ever exercised 
— 5ho tnllnenecs of c!vili«ilion. There sleep the men 
wiio broUL'lil tlio iiiin;;faclurc.* of tljc Wc.-'- ia cxehuiigo 
for Itic HiiLs i.U'i Cue jspicesof the — the men vlio 
in their day and generation helped to cstabli.-h «tid 
cxtcud tho honour and the reputation of tbc lluglich 
n: rrl in!"' (^bnracter. It alw.%ys stood high; mMJ ii 
ever fo Ktand iu the opinion of tho world » 

It was on board an Egyptian vessel ofwar that I first 
took my pa^ingij to Scandcroun : and I bad many oppor- 
tunities of obi^crving the peculiiinticii of OriaitlU Mid 
MahoouQcdaa chaiaetor. When tho wind waa con> 
tmry, there waa alwi^a eonforion, and bustle, and 
aneoftainty, aad coofcrenc^s among the officer); as to 
what had best b« done. When a calm prevented our

xelvoi. And perhaps tbieoneetion {* beet to be answered 
by briofty atating the rexult^ofaaezperinmit which haa 
already been oiftdo in this direction, aad crowned witk 
the completcftt eBcce^!*. 

It 18 now some thiity years iinee It oc«>nrn»d lo the 
mind of u worthy and i^ineeri-- tihiifVian man, who died 
a few _\eari ago, ihat much yet reii;.!itud to be iloiie ill 
oiilirr to carry out the education of the woikitig cli^-LS, 
be^i^icI^ merely teaching tluin to read and write. And 
in ibis latter rc.-^peel, the people amona^-t whom he lived 
were hi>;hly favoured as eouii ared with ti e working 
population of tbe towns and »iisirieU of Lii ^iui.d. With 
but few exceptions, Ihey eoubl all read .tiuI write ; for 
in Scotland, a national (»yhUm ot c(;;ic;iii6n ha* been at 
woik for ccntarie»i nad, with other iniluenec^ hn» con- 
verted a rode!, harUroii<», and torbnUnt people, into one 
of (bo bc»t educated aad aioat aoberiy ooadncted 
nntiom on eattb. 

Sahukl Bkowk, the author of the R.Vhtem of Frps 
Libraries, (or, as he flylcd them," Itinim'ixsr libraries,' ) 
va» a nitreliant of the hniall town of llaL!ilii::;;t-.i, v, here 
ho was liorn, — the leimc town, I y the way. tl.ut Lnvo 
birth to John Knox, tho foumlcr, anxsnsj other liiiiicrf", 
of the Scotch fvsti m of National In.stiuclii n. He vas 
a mull of the mo>t modest and iiti^-saumini deprvrt- 
mcnt ; but allotjethcr im'-cfat'i^Lible in carrjing out, 
even iimi I.-l dcl iiity and .sicknc s, which often held 
iiiin prwliate, bin K-hemes lor tlie iniiuMveincnt of 
tbo popolation amidst which he lived, ii occurred 
to hini, alKml the year 1817, that the working popala- 
tion of the towni, aad the praBantiy of tho rural 
districts, might be put in ( < 'ses<'t<dl of the eame ad- 
vanl:>cc,i as rcii aided book.s, whicb Ibo better ctaoca 
derived from tho insUtniion of ttubeflsiptioa aad bwth 
librariofi. With a. " baUfiio of o a chi Bt e d fllDltia 
iaauaaae^" Ibr vlilch be coald not taA «wa«ii^ b« p«i^ 
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chased two hundred intcrcatin^ rolumcs, and dividlog 
them into four div'niuns o' fiff - volumes ca?:h, he 
•tatloned Ihctn in four w:veral viilagesiu the neighbour- 
hood, for gr.ituitoii.-i pcrmnl by the population : plating 
them under the superiutcndenco of gratnitooa liUrariaaa. 
At the endof two years, these diviMoti.-*wcro exchanged; 
division B taking the place of diviiiioa A in the first 
exchange, C taldng the place of B in the next, and D 
taking tlie pliM of C in the next And m on with all 
tlM italioiuii Timik for eight years, a MWOflMkui of 
books, new to tho naden of t&ck plM^ ino ngalarly 
kept up ; and the nofvHy oftho ftaih omnk nwUliied 
the intercut of {lie nading population. By these 
simple means, four viilajscs were mutually supplied with 
the ad vantages of four Ubniries of two hundred volumes 
each, at exactly one-fonrth of the expense of four sucli 
libraric:.*, Ruppodvg thni to MVkflxid and sot 
" itinerating. 

The BUCcew^hisftrBt small experiment being proved, 
Mr. Brown proceeded to enlarge the scope of bis design. 
And first, he set himself to discover how the tyttem 
ml^ bo woriEodoot in iU dotoU^ tbe fiiat expenditure 
Ibr vMrbooka bo doftiyod, ita iraitw bo eompeaMted, 
and the whole machineiykopi in netion. Ho nit won 
the following plan : ho induced » nnmber of floboerilion 
of five shillings a year each to join bim ; ami to these 
ho held forth the equivalent of a pcrudal of the best 
C':w l ooks of the pex^on, in return for their subscrip- 
tion*, at tbe aame time that they were fumishint; a 
supply of excellent books for the free rcadintc of the 
humbler classes, who could not purchase for tbemselve:^. 

The average number of subscribers to the scheme did 
not oxoaod n bondred, but this was sufiicient to prove 
its Imiiwimw vntno, and its univorsal practicability. With 
the subseripUoBi nwr booko wno bo^rikt* and ktft for 
two years in a divlolon by (benndiva^ rer ihotlit of llio 
sn'i rilcrs; aftjr wlileb, they niorjjcd in the general cir- 
culuLioii, when their place was wupplied by a fresh lot of 
new books, Rclei.-lcd from tiic lists supplied by the sub- 
scriberf. Thin the subscribers got value for their 
money, and the number of TiUagO divloioni «f bookl 
was regularly iucrca^^ed. 

For twenty years this 8inglc-mindc<l man laboured at 
his worlc, ebeeied by the hope that lus plan would uUi- 
uMtellr b« taken up by tbe fmnda of boman onligbten- 
vont wuywhan, and booome ona of the moot potont 
mcsna ferllu moral and intoHoetaal Improvomont of 
mankind. After the lapse of that pwiod, he saw forty- 
seven libraries in circulatory motion throutrbout the 
Counly of Ivwt-I^othian— a coun'v -ivli- -j p ojlalion 
doc-< not mui'h exceed that of KuU.iuiJ, ilie toijuilcst of 
Enijlish eouutie^; — these libraries containing a total of 
nearly 3000 volume*. Indeed, there wa« scarcely a vjl- 
btgcor hamlet without its little library. Whenever an 
application made, a divitfiou was sent ; and there 
was not an inhabitant of the county but had the tree 
perusal of instructive books within his reach. They 
were brought, as it, were, to their doors, and tho benefits 
of litoiBtnra plaoed witkinreacib of tbo meanest More 
neently, diTWoni of books tiled for the perusal of 
children have been placed In all the school.*, which, 
like the other dlvbtionA, iinderiro a constant rhange, in 
order that th-.- novelty and uttnicllon may bo kept up. 

What is tlicre to prevent this scheme from being 
I set on foot in every town and county in Koglandt The 
pi-acticability of the i)lan is proved. It is in ac*wal 
operation, and ha^l>cen so for nearly thirty ycar^ ; ha', inj^, 
during that period, been instrumental in the instruction 
of tho lidng generation of a whole county. Its ma- 
oUneiy is most aimple and efficient. It onty nooda a 
fareanusrt, pneUeaf men. to give it a atet«v«i7iriiein. 
A fcindnd labeeiibMi of fifa ahilUnip a jaar m^r ba 
imnd In any district to fsnn a eommoneemeDt; and, 
were they to ri-m-iLor Ijv tl;Lojjjiiid= instead of hundreds, 
free itinerating libraries might soon be in full prac- 



tieal operation tbnragboat all England. It 
of Mr. Brown's, thata povecAu and voU oigaaiaed 
Society would yet be fomiedf to oany ontUaplan on a 

nationil Frile; and was even sanguine mioagh to 
think thai a government which cared for themonla and 
well-being of the people, might yet takavp tho aikeM 
and earry it into practical eft'ecL 

The immense value of the Itinerating Library' system 
has not l)een overlooked by the acnte Atncrlean», — 
ready, as they generally are, to anticipate «•< in the 
application of oar neateit dieoovcries. The enter- 
prising " Ameriflin Boolet/ftirtlMDUriision of Useful 
KnMVMgo*' ban nedfod to iaaoipowla tho plan of 
rtteeratinf lilbnnleB via tlieir other opeiatkM. The 
Reverend Mr, Abbott, Secretary to that great national 
;i.^soi iiition, closes a letter on the subject by saying — 
" I have much hope of one day seeing that system, in 
all its substantial advantages, generally adopted over 
the milliona of miles of our national territory." What 
a disgmco it will be to this country, if America oot^p 
us in the practieil appUcitlon af tfaia gMMl «diMril««l 
discoveiy I 

Tho plan has already been highly praised by the 
leadlQg adaaatiooaliata of this coontiy; but little or 
nothing fbrther hea boon done. It baa extended itself 
into some of tho eoonties ncig^bonriog to WaiitJiwUiian 
— into BerwiduUre and iToxburgbshire; and (bo 
General As.sembly have to a considerable extent adopted 
it in their Highland SchooK The germs of tlie Ay.-»lcm 
have al.-^o been carried t o. I aniaiea, Canada, South Africa, 
Van Uiemen'n Land, and even to IJu&sia. I5iit it has 
yet to be taken uji by the people; and, until they do 
take it up with spirit, the valuable mcaM which it pre- 
sents for the diffusion of enlightenment anrnqf the 
mass (tf oar popdation, will onne to nought.

On a former 
occasion, an 1 in another periodical, we did our best to 
make the public acquainted with the music of his 
rhythm, and tbe vigorous beautjr of his poetry ; and we 
are gUid to have seen lately a new and oheap edition of 
his State Trials Imqo firam the pcam, £vcty thine 
whidi Mr. Mona writes, teetiflos that he is a aonnd 
classical scholar, a good lawyer, and as good a poet. 
But the mischief of it is, that he will chooee his 
Bubjeet-i with entire rcferenoc to his own tastes, and 
little regard to thoM of the public. Hence, his readci-s 
will always be few. Those few, however, will be the 
men of the purest taste. The ordinary reader will be 
much puzzled on opening the present volume to know 
why i( is called a Drama. It is divided into three acts, 
each containing sundry scenes, as the author terms them, 
bat as others woold call them, cantos. Thegr ato mix-

the principal towns of Upper i>axony, together with two 
special correspondents from Dourdcaux and Paris, were 
aadnlously employed from day to day in taking notes 
ftooi conversations with Gottlieb, with a view to the 
fBunadiaAa publication of hia Itcmoin in the Qennan 
and Fraoidi newspapers, to be eolleetad tftanwrda for 
a larger work, to be entitled, " Life and Opinions of 
Gottlieb Einhaltcr," &C. &c,and translated into English 
simultaneow-iiy, to prevent jiimcy. Jl.my were the ap- 
plications for lii-i .lutiiijrajdi^, and for I'vlI;?! of hii hair, 
and from the hi'/he^t quartors ; so th'it. tioftli 'h wa-i at 
la«t olili^i'd, thoiiija in the mo-l c<i'irt<-<iu- Iciin-^. to 
refuse tlie latter request, a-i it bcfr^n already to t fi'i ' ! .1 
cbaaca in the appearance of his he.i 1, and to reader it 
laaa ^fltnrc^quc. Amidst all this excitement, which 
ifaa anoqgh to have destroyed the balance of any ordi- 
naiy mind, Gottlieb Einhaiter never betrayed the least 
aapeMlUooineaa or loaa of aerei^tf : and althongh one 
of thetorakesnidaelared that when the prltoaer thought 
he wasnot o1< erved hoiihowed all sorts of eic^s of bciti'.; 
horribly lriuhte:ied and half mad with his pro«] ■ < t.

IIo taid it would 
l»c a great c ;nitor; t,i hira. In an intere*iing conversa- 
tion with the llcid Prolbaaor of the University, he 
begged the Piofe>^ors intcrcetseion with the chief 
judges, to obtain pciuu^iuu far him to bequeath hl^ 
cranium to the Fnnoh Acad«ny of Scioicea: hia 
pistol-leg to the Mnoenm Of Berlin ; his copy of If idthva 
to the University of Wittenberg ; and earnestly de«ircd 
that hia heart should be cmkilmed, and placed in a 
marlde um, with an appropriate inscription, to be set 
upion a pi doslal in fruat oi the cathedral; he further- 
more wi-hed, as a lost request, tSi.it his niort.-.l ri-n; .;ns 
might tlien be c,'\rried within the walln of the Uni- 
versity Chapel, .Tiid that he rjii5,d!t 1 l l. iried between 
Luther and Mclancthon. The worthy Profeuor abed 
tears; but said he could give him no hopaa aa to the 
last part of his roqueat. 

AU the English and Tfeneh rerfdevbi tad vhilton 
tndnlgcd in many InteieatiBA apacnlathma aa tn thie 
mode of ezeeotlon by wfateb the laat officet of the law 

would be porrortiicd npon (!o!fHcb 'Kinlialtrr. aj he 
wa* far from being a enuiiti^il ol a common order. He 
could only with propriety be executed ivfi r ih: mrvl j 
practised with all Great Criminals. An English niival 
officer who was present at one of thc^c discuttstons. made 
a tboiiglif loss speech enough. "I would have the in- 
fernal dog whipped at the catt'a tail," wid he, " and 
then flung into the dyke with a stone tied round his 
neckl" Evcrj-body was excessively shocked at this 
nnfeeiiiM', ihia nndiicriminating and brutal cmfgeation. 
It would eartdnly hare been n atxango death for n great 
criminal like htm. 

The morning before the execution of thb extraordi- 
nary man, hi !>ir;i-.iid • .-nucired for the first time to 
dc:<crt him. lie eoii- aneil tn .^ec the poor putznyirherin. 
He eviTi rr '|nc.-ted to b'> kll a lew i:iinut(.-.s ah i;e ivi:h 
her. AfUT she wa.-i k^uc, he a] j eared vury resile-.-; -o 
tiiiK h so, indeed, that evcrybe<ly fell real jiily for hiiu. 
His intellect seemed to be sliakon, and be was io.-ing 
himself. The putzmacJierin came ngainin the afternoon, 
and this time ho was most aiix1oti'< to Rtc her. Tlicy 
were left alone, as before, for a lew ininuics. 

It waa anbaequentif diaooverad, that the bafiUianted 
woman had been perauaded to bring aeeietly to hhn 
three or four bulletj*, and an ounce of gunpowder. Sho 
pleaded, in extenuation, that ehc conld not refuse a last 
roquc>«i to the dear old mia-^he alwajfa had aoch n 
w innins: tonijiie.

A tnore 
genemnft expression of opinion, however, baa of lata 
characterized the pre«s in Rpeakintj of the works in 
<)ne«tion ; and many who hcforu censured without cau!>e, 
or merely becauiio otber« did, arc now fbaud the 
warmest in their praiae. 

We must for onrs-clvea, utate. tn linniir, that having 
read tho works of Ctorir« S«nd. wo are not prepared to 
defend evprv work or every wntitni-nt pntili.ihed Ky h^-r. 
She herself has* expre!*ud a wi>h tli;»l some of even her 
moat brilliant writinic^ were unwritten What irreat 
i progressiva wnter baa not «fl«n wished the same t tking } 
Bnt shall we set the seal ofbanithnient on erery writer 
who, at the outMH of lii* enreer, h »s n)a<l« fitse steps, 
and puldished work^, which, in the ni.iiurily of hi« cha- 
racter and L' r,i he would fain rival 1 ' Tl.m.we must 
at once banish from our libraries the anki^ of t><nue of 
the very hii;hest name* in English literature. 

But there itt deep wifvilom and inntrueiion in 
even (hose earlv works of Oeortre Sand which have 
Iveen considered the mofit obieetiooable. We do not 
say that they are fit for indiseriminMte reading by 
youth. To andeiataod tbeu, one mint haT« an- 
dored mneh sharp and bitter experienee of the world.

Buffered in the tendere*t part of our u»4tuit— in the

The married name of George Sand is ]^Tadame Dudo- 
vant — her maiden namciii Aurore Dupin. Royal blood 
flows iu her veins; for her frrandfather, by the mother^ 
side, was the oelebrated Manebal Saze, the aon of 
Augnetna II., of Poland. Her fkther, M. Dupin, was 
a sobiior, one of the aidcn-dc camp of ifarshai Murat, 
and died on the field of battle, leaving his child 
Aurore an ornlinn, at an early ai:' . .'^I f inherited a 
considerable fortune, and being ki' iiniler the care of 
ber graiiduiulher, who exert'iscd little usti^iint over 
her. siie began early to develope that indtjictitlcnce of 
character, and dciided intellectual biiiK, which were 
dextiued tu uxtircifto «) importanl an influence over her 
Aituro hUlory. 8he waa brought up in a fine old 
eountnr bouse, li| the provinea of Bairi^ the wild and 
bcautlnil S4^enery nf which she afterwarda depicted nfth 
9ii- h iti;ir. , i H^ i t. in her numerous woi^h. 

At llic iL'i' of M Vi utc n. .\iirore Dupin was by her 
friends pr uislod »ith a }iusb:iiiil, mi l h-iiubjii over tus

a* it is commonly ealled in France, wa* concluded. 
These fnariatmt th Mtn^ notice are the custom among 
the higher liaaaea throughout Fnnoe. half of their 
marriagea being men biiiainesa tcaomietiona batween 
Ihniniea. They proeead npon th« anppodtfon that 
woman is »imply an article of barter; and while the 
fortune and estate of tho contracting parlies are care- 
fiill v eti..iigh estimate*!, i>uch tliitiLS an heart and soul 
ha^o liille or no eon<-idcrati<!ti in t)i>- matter.

moral peojile, ^rroai wnn-hipi'i rs of [iroj/iiin . arid 
though thuuiMUids of Uii^eijiblc wrecks of womanhood 
may be daily seen cost about our streets, the victims of 
man's inhumanity to the sex, we cannot yet persuade 
ourselves that it ia noeemary to do anything further 
than to ahut oar eyea perren^y to the fiicia, and to go 
on eomlbrting ourselves with the aMnnmoe that every- 
thing is provided for as it ahonld be. and that we arc, 
in all respects, a strictly moral and propci peojjlc. It 
was only right that a poet, a philunthroj i-i, and a 
woman — one of the most deeply wronged ol Lcr sti-— 
libould startle uh from oura|i;)'li> in this rc^spcct ; not, 
by delineating picture'^ of illitii love and matrimonial 
infidelity, to make u-- t< t l i ileration for hu -li .-.in^, hut 
by furnishing us with representations of actual ex- 
istenoee, to make us start from such oonditions with 
aversion and disgust. And it is a gross mietakc to 
confound Ocorge Sand with the depraved writeiaof the 
BaizaCf Jaain, and Sue aehool : lor elie never nakee 
wioe beantiM— never rewards etune— 'never etrewa roiee 
over corruption ; virtue is by her always surrounded 
with the glory of art, and the blerssedness of well doing 
is repreiieiireii ;is the highest aim ami rewaril uf lile.

natural, wore being cast before the public. Thclitcniluro 
of Franco struggled in a fermenting i-haos of mingled \ 
beauty and corruption. Tlie fi^ ti!i..ii,, \>oik« tln u |ui!o i 
lijihed exhibited a disrccri 111 of nnn :ij ami nuih, luiil ' 
.»! re altoj/eihei <lotei ti\< in ;i '/riiiToi;s faith in the good 
ami the bi' iiiiifiil. A' the wiiui; period an habiiiml vio- 
lation of the moral la" s of our nature pn viiiUd to ,ii< ar- 
ful extent in the .-HKrtat rclatiouHhipn of life. There nxre 
multitudes of suffercrM from this latter caune; among 
whom waa tieorge Sand, who, breaking her cruel bonds, 
seiaad the pen and began to write for her subidAience. 
1 1 wMeeMfedy to be eipected that, with a tool itniggUag 
under grief and trtale of the heavieet kind, the •hoold 
have remained calm and pure as an aiigcl. She was 
excited, indignant, and pa«»ionate. Her faith in human 
VO'o<!iie<.. liad Ihi-ii nMiel\ t-h.'ik'ii, .mil liic mo>tl daring 
heeptiriKin ill e\i-i lUL'' ^o« lal iitel uulioti-is provoked 
ill iier miml Siill, iti.T ilie good and the tiue in man 
and in nature, lier great heart luid lo!ii'iriL'> luhmtc. 
In the worlds we have already nanir<l -lie pouri d out her 
soul and %-cnted her indignation. Tlieu came the period 
of reaction, o< repttse. tlut of a faith in ruin<<, thci'Ccds 
of good and uf truth struggled again into being. The 
nnqoiet toeainge of her troubled mind aabnided, and 
hope, faith, ana ehari^ noaiaad the aeeendanqr in her 
cbaraeter. A new pbaila in her hittory opened to view ; 
and she now showed ttiat, l»e«idcs the poet's " hate of 
hate, and scorn of scorn," she had alw> " the love of 
lovi-. ' Nothing can l»* more ilitlen-ni In t<'ip' .noI ten- 
dency than tho earlier and ihe latn ^^l;liu>,'i i 'oorge ' 
Sand. They exhibit a rapi'iu^ of dcvcloproen! and 
progre<« in the mind of the writer almost unexampled 
in literature. Her later works exhibit a catholicity of ' 
sentiment — a purity of fooling— a aympathy with the 
great and Ihe good— a faith in the Inwr-anidraa eanuiet 
devotion to tho cause of hnmaa pragveii— nneqoalled, j 
enrtalnly not exeeaded, by aigr writer^ modem timea. In :

displayed -and the rcpre-'eiiUitioti exhibif4 d of u mind 
in a state of gradual dcvflopmeiit and pro^To^s towards 
gOO<l — a ])rogre.<-H whicli ih going on even while Mii are ' 
vritiu^ tiicise lines. 

Qcorge band, we have said, lias a warm ttympalhy for 
the well-being and advancement of the mass of the 
poople; and Uioaffh belongiius to tlie •riatoerMgr by 
biitb>abei8 abiondTstUMBfld tothv^MBoemtienitii. 
Site is olo«ely allied by esteem and friendship with 
Pierre Lcrotut, L'Abbe Lammenaia, and other men of 
the same views ; and devotes a large portion of Irt time 
to the advocacy of the interests of the people, in the 
coUiiniiH of the Rtvuf Indipendante, of v\ hiGh she is a 
joint proprietor with M. Lcroux. She was also a regular 
contributor to La Monde, when that iounial was under 
Una direction of M. Lanuncnais. And George Sand has 
not only an earnest sympathy with the mass of the 
ecaUMm peoptej bnt«lao « thocongU knowleiln of than. 
She depiota the 1ifi» and dnneter of the daily Utbonnr 
with ns nnieh forec and truth as she does tliat of the 
pctit-tualtrc of the arisioeratic chixs ; and the common 
flower-girl as faithfully a.s the f^rand dame of the Hevo- 
lution. She is as miieh at home in hitting off the 
character of Marc.\s,'e the ratcatcher in Manpnil, an in 
■ketchini^ the frivolou.-^, maudlin Marquise dc Baim- 
tanlt in Valfntiiu, ilcr worksi constitute a serlw of nm- 
ramnute aindiesof character, Uii»-Uke,bnothiii8; nattunL 
Her delldooBly dimvn BlaiMa AMlnl in Za Jkrmire 
Atdini ; the rough old Tctcnms of the Imperial Army 
in/uc'/'f « ; the picturestiuc beggar Cadochc, and the 
generou.s and healthy man of the people, Grand Simon 
in Le Meunier ttAnQibauh ; the vain and bcartks-i 
Horace, (a kind of moral mountebank,) in the novel of 
that name; the simple and devoted Jeanne; the strong- 
hearted and aspiring ricrre in La Compagnon ; the 
Btrong-hcadod and practical Cardonnet in La Ptehe dr 
M. Antoine; all these are pictures perfect of their kind, 
•nd exlubil i wonderful knowledge of chmctcr and 
•coteneis of obBemllon. 

A prominent feature in the more recent productions 
of George Sand, is her love and reverence for Art, which 
slic regards as ono of the great humanizers of man. li 
is not us a meni sickly exotic in the h.»ll« of the great 
and the lii\ ii i i .> that she n.-cogni/.es the true mis.-.ion 
of Art, but a>i a daily dweller iu tl»e homos of the 
industrious and bard-working. Not less truthfully 
than beaut ifully does she saj, in her exquisitely 
simple .story of Andri, that, thoqgh "they tell us 
Poetry is '^'mg, PoaUjr cannot die^ Had iho hut fiw 
place of aojonm the main of one hnnan behis-, there 
would still be ages of cxiFitcncc hofore her; for »<he 
would i!wue from thence, like the lava from a volcano, 
ami strike out a path for herself amidst tlie drcariei^t 
resilitica. Though her temple* be overthrown, and faUc 
gods worshipped among their ruin^, she is still a-s 
mortal as the perfume of flow the glory of the 

heavens. Banished from the high places of society, 
and rqecled by the neb— ehnt ont firam (he theatre, the 
chttidi, the aoadeoqhHdio wiB take reftam with the 
dtUen and uechaaie, and she will intermingle henelf 
with the simplest detalU of their daily life. Wmry of 
uttering a language i\hich the great no longer com- 
prehend, she will murmur iu the car of the humble 
words of affection and sympathy. And, in (icrmany, 
has she not already descended Into the cellars of the 
tavern) has she not sot at the spinning-wheel? and 
cnwilcd in her arms the infants of the poor! Are we 
toeouut for nuthing all those living aouls who poMsess 
her, who aofier and keep silence haora men, hat weep 
before Che Almighty 1— solitary voieee, whteh ■nmnuM 
thaaarlh with an universal harmony, and are united in 
heaven^wandering glcam.<, which retum, I know not 



to what nmterlow star, perhaps to ancient Apollo's eelf, 
to deeeend again and again upon earth, and noariah the 

divine and never-dying flame 1 If Rhe produce no more 
great men, ainnot she still produce good ones! Who

live Power of all nature — constitnting a fundamental 
tenet in the most andent religious and philosophical 
creel') of Kijypl and India; whenco it whs tninsmitted I 
to th<-» learii',>d of Greece and Home, who euiUodied it in ' 
their syst4-iu!i of divinity, find taught it in their a<'.'(i|>^ 
mias of wisdom. The 8uu, the centre of the genial J 
warmth that enlivens our earth (and naturally supposed 
by the aneients to l>e the only such oentre). was wor- 
.-hipped hj atnost every nation of antiquity as the 
immediate aonree of the life and taatgf of the whole 
uniTerse ; and the Ihble ef Prometheus, who is said by 
the poets to have vivified his clay statues by fire stolen ' 
from the Sun's chariot, is evidently a mythical repre- 
sentation of the popular ideas ro-^jKcti ng the life-giving 
power* of our Lcr- at luminary.

The inAneDoeof Heat upon Vital Aetttlty ia atteitod 
i II 11 LiiL mm!c by ill.' Mrikiug coutni.'t bclween the 
lifiuiv L jjii lines* of I'oliir regionn, and the luxuriant 
richucT«a of Tropical countries, «hcre almont every t^pot 
teeiuK w ith animal and vegetalile lilc. W e need not In- 
come tnivellen«, however, lo ace the evidence of this 
fact, tor the alleniatioii of winter and »uDiiiier in Tetn- 
pemte elimaten brings under our own view (though in ii 
>oiuewb*t modihed degree) the op|'0»iie condition* of 
these two extreme ca.-en. The efltet of the withdrawal 
of lieat ia moat obvioun in tha Vegetable kingdom ; ainoe 
wo hare cooiitintly before ua durin; winter the ro- 
semblance of actual death, in the ieaflesa branches 
wliieli a few week* before were covered with Inxoriant 
verdure. And if we could in/-pect the condition of the 
interior <d the *tnicture, we fliould find the whole ot ita 
wonderful app.traiu.s in a state of complete iiiiietivity, 
whenever tlie leniperAture ol the uir liill.s to near the 
free7.iug point, Ilut with evcrj- islight return of warmth, 
such a* Usually iutervenca between BUiteciiAivc frihts, 
there i» a flight renewal of activity. Tbi* i» not at 
once manifoetcd by any outward aign; but it in tound, 
by examinatien of the leaf buda from time to time, that 
they thuN undeigo a gradual prep.-uration dariog th« 
winter )iea.soii, ao aa to l>e ready to start into full do*

It is not only by the eourhc of the natural order of the 
Seasoms that the influence of Ueatapon Vegetable life la 
made apparent ; for experimental UluBtraiions of it are 
daily in pr.*gr«sh Tho OwndeBer* by artifieial wanatb, 
is not only enabled to rear with noeoea the plants of 
tropical eliuiaie«, who:<e oon^titutlon would not bear cx- 
l>o»ure lo the chilling influence of our winter; but lie 
eau ilso III > ' iir ; i^tll' inv.jit the order of the KcaAon>>, 
and produce lioia liluiMuiu aud fruit from the plants of 
our own country, when all around Kocnm dead. Perhaps 
the moat remarkable example of the cflecl of this ligmt 
ia shown, when a branch of a vine or »ome other tree 
standing in the open air ia (rained into a hot-hou<o 
during the winter. The Imda expand and begin to 
0MB, and gradually tho ieaToaaio ], 
aU their opcmtion* with duo arUrily; 
and branchot witho it, enemstod wUai 
in a Htate of death like torpidity. 

I'l.ui'.* ;iru ili-.ir* uli-liy fV-i-.'n'i'n? Bjtun the teui- 
pcrature of the air for the supply of ileal neceaaary lor 
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\, their growth, many ropoiu mnst have been devoid of 
; i Vegetable life aMosrethcr, if there were not a remarkable 
adaptation in the wuuU of the different Bpccies to the 
various degrees of temi>cralare of the habitations pre- 
i pared for them. Tims we see the phmta of tlu- C.u tus 
(Prickly pear) and luupliorbla (Spurge) tribe* attaching 
thenu*elvee to the mrface of the most arid rock« in tro- 
j pical nmooM, lnxiirutiii,g M it would aeem io the full 
I k1m« orfhe vntted nm, md laying up |n tlmr tuccu- 
{ lent tiMncR a store of moisture from the p u fa dkal raim, 
of which even a long-continued drought la notaafBeieni 
to deprive tliem. Tiic ( )rcliiih'[)UH iribc. wlios<.> groateat 
development oecurri in the whik.- zone, find the most 
I con£;cnial habitati(>u in Uie depths of the tangled fort'ets ; 
where, with scarcely an Inferior amount vi heat, they 
have the advantage of a moister atmosphere, caused h.v 
the exhalations of the trees on which they cling. The 
mj^eatic Tr«c-Fem, again, reaches its full development 
I& tb« maUer isl&nda tlus txopical ocean ; where, with 
a moist atnospherc, it cu Mcnre a greater equality of 
temperature than to be njcl with iu the interior of the 
vast conlinentii of the torrid Rone. None of these plants 
( w ill prow cUewhcre, utile--^'* tin- conditions th> v rcqiiiie 
j a* rcganir. heat and moisture ;irc afforded to ihcm w ith 
the greatest cxactne*^*. On the oilier hand, there arc some 
farm» of Ycgclation which seeiu to luxuriate ia degrees 
of cold that arc &tat to ma^t others. Thus the humble 
Lichen, vhich serves as the winter food of the Rein- 
deer, aad titiiis indirectly becomes the means of support- 
ing myriads of Humaa fkmlltea during that lon^ and 
drearr season. «pr«ada itself over the groond when 
thickly covered with snuw : aiui extensive tracts of 
jiolar ice are occa»iouii!l^ oecu la l>e coloured with a thin 
film of a bright red hue, known as "rod nnow," whirii 
in Khown by microscopic examination to consist of yiic 
of U»e humblest specie-, of IMants, cud 1 Miiii the 
power not merelj of growth but uf rapid multipticalion 
under ctrennata&ees that would nio»t ciVoctualh- check 
almost tfeiy other action nS Vegetable Life. Thia dif- 
teenoe in Uie temperatore, wUdi Is eongenial (odUferent 
! species of Plants, is wen not merely when wo porn 
! in imagination from the £quator to the Pole, bnt may 
' be observed also amon;; tlie Cijiiimonv-t native plants of 
our own country ; tliu^ the ( 'liiekv,-ccd and ( Irotind-vl are 
widl known to grow uf a tcmpcraturi- a little al>o\e the 
freezing point, whilst tlie ^JcUltis, iMall«w>, and otlicr 
weeds around them remain torpid. 

The influence of external b«at and cold upon that 
large portion of the Animal kingdom in which there 
ia no internal beat-prod odng power, is quite as de* 
etded ; bat, from vanon* canaiHL It does not force ilMlf 
so much upon our attention. Tve have not oonatantly 
before us in winter their apparently inanimate forms, 
reminding us of their past activity, and calling us to 
witne?* their dcalh-like torj>or. Bnt if we could follow 
the Tortoises and I.,iznnlH, the Suakes and Toads, 
the Frogs aud 2^owt«, tho lu^sect* WkJ Spiders, tlic 
Bnails and Slugs, tho Worms and Leeches, to their 
winter retreats, we should find them nit in a fitnW of 
iiuictivity eorrcHponding to that of the leafless tnink. 
It ia not merely that they are inaenaible and have lost 
tbelr power of motleo, aa In prafoand eTeep ; for all the 
aetiofui of growth arc completely checked ; and there 
mcms to be no limit to the period during which they 
may lie thus suspended. Tlius a celebrated Italian 
physiido^ist, Spallan/ani, kcjit frcgn, ^lauianderA, 
and simkcs, for three years and a half in an ice housi? ; 
during which time they rt.*uiaiucd in a state of perfect 
torpl£tj ; and yet they were immediately reanimated 
by enoMie to a warm atmosphere. The aquatic tribes 
araambmredaeed to the same inactivity, siuce the whole 
maas of the water ia which th«y dwell ie rardy frozen, 
aad they are for flie most part adapted to anstain life 
in a temperature but little above the freezing-point, so 
long as the lifpnd is uneongcalod around them. But

Fishes have been sometimes found completely cnclof^ in 
ioc, and as hard as the solid mass around ilicui ; yet on 
being gradually thawed, they have resumed their ' 
activity, and bIiowu them.selves to be not at all the 
worse for their imjirir^onmcnt. There arc many other j 
less-known inhabitanis of tlic waters of our pools, lakos, 
rivers, and seas, of which the same may be said. 

The influence of Cold and Heat open the devalop* i 
ment of laaeela haa been folbr aabataatiated by vm- 
merouB «3Cp«rUnenta. Haqy jnaaeta do not lay their | 
eggs until the automii, when tlie activity of ve^ta- I 
tion has nearly ceased; .ind thc-c eggs rcmaiu un , 
developed during the entire winter, until the w innili 
of the returning spring arous<;s inU) life the vegi ■ a: ; ii 
on whirh the catcrpilkrH are to be Bupjxjrlcd ; yet, at ) 
any j.criud •>( the winter, tho Cgga toay he hatdied, 
aud the larvto tcaterpillars or maggots) made to come j 
forth fully formed, by the agency of artificial heat. The 
time required for Uie change of the larvae into the j 
perfect insect, too, variea aocording to the temperature 
of the air ; thos the celebrated French Entomologist, 
Keaumur, found that the metamorphosis of a Butter- 
fly, which would not Lave naturally come forth until 
iiav, roistlit bo caused to take jilace in the depth of ' 
winur, hy the ai;ency of artificial heat continued for a ^ 
foriuiglit ; wiiiltiL ou the other lund, the change might 
bo delayed for a whole year beyond the usual time, by i 
the prolonged influence of a cold atmosphere. — The 
dependence of the dmlopmeut uf the Chick within 
the Binl s ccir, upon a aupply of warmdt aflbided to j 
it^ either hy tho Dody of ita parent or hy some ar^ 
tificial mcaus, is well kno«iu If this -uiiply he suk- 
peudcd for a short time, and the egg he uierely cowkd 
down to the ordinary temperature of the air, all the , 
pro^-cfiHs which arc concerned iu the manufacture ( if 
we may so ^jm ak) of the various parts of the fabric are 
as comnkicly checked ta they are in the eggs of insects, 
etc., when exposed to a much severer cohl ; and a very 
short continuance of thU chilling influence is suflkioDt 1 
to destroy the vitality Of tho contained embryo ; aft that | 
ita activity doea not rotarn with avenewal of tlie warmth, i 
This ia an illustration of thegeneral bet, that the life of j 
the lii^'hcr n:ihu;i!s i^ more cli«scly depiiidcnt ui i.n an | 
unintcrrupicil fci:; j ly of a cf^n.-iJcralde dcL;icc of heat, 
than IS that of tlic l^.'/cr; although ilicy !,re more 
independent of external tcmiKTaturc, l-ciiig able to 
generate beat witliin their own bodies. Thercaresome 
curious fcuturcH iu the instinct of iiinls, which show 
how they arc directed to afford to their eggs tbewanuth 
of tbolr own bodies, only when that of the tun and air ' 
are not enough. Ilie Ostrich haa beat obaerred not to | 
sit upon ita eggs by day, nnlees tho sun obscured and 
the air ia eool ; and even in the warm nights Itcneath . 
the Iv|C.at-ir, tin parent is enabled to leave thorn to 1 c j 
dcvcliii.cil by the beat of ihc sand in which they arc ' 
buried . but in the > o^>lcr jiartsof the regions which this 
bird irihaliii.s, it luiibls a more regular uei^t, and site 
ii]>on its eggs more constantly. A Fly-catcher, whJeh 
built its ncsl in a hot-bouse in thi.'i country dnriSK 
several successive years, was obscr\'od to t|uit ita eggm 
when tho tcmperatoreof the air waa highland to reaninn I 
ltd place when the wannlh of the air waa no longer RnA' ' 
cienttodcvelope them. And the Tallegalla, a curious bird 
of New HolUnd, is directed by its remarkable instinct, 
not to sit upon its ecu's, but to construct a sort of liot- 
bed of decaying vegetable matter, which shall ftlford j 
warmth ciUMiLrh to bring them to maturity. 

Thcisc facta will show the uuiver»al upenttion of Ueat 
on the living fabric ; and are sufficient to justify the | 
comparison with which we atarted. In the succeed- r 
Ing paper, the peculiar oondition of Man and the 
warm blooded aouaal* wUl bo tspMoed; and aoma 
important praetical tfiiCba will ha iMmm flNWa thft 
sntisfacUirv aerpiaintaDca with it» wlddl haa h«en 
recently aiUiiued.

might fijfht out their qnarrel. The ehftlleoge la ac- 
ceptc'l : 111- I'liu'.' of meeting being XiM' \ Urt. n. Tlio 
young Lord Li^lo, who !»«.M'n»* tn h iv ■ [,i;-\> wily 
than hin adversary, goeii f(ir;ii « fiii'xri -rm. ni-,»n, 
whilst the other had a Ihuu-^ud, aiuuu)^ hIioiu were 
ilio timy.jr of Bristol, who»e daughter, according to the 
poem, he bad married, armed citizens of the town, ancl 
turbulent conunoneri out of the Porcot of l>ean.

by whom al«o hfs body is mangled. After this, Lortl 
Berkley, not yet eufiicienlly appealed, rode forward with

TtAa wia a qiuoi old 
low that Ifvod very much to himseir and never 
troubled his rnitid about anything ; ho stjueaked a 
little to himself; he ahvuvi* found plenty to eat, and 
that was all he eared for. Jenny, hi:* wife, wa.s a little 
plump.busy, merry guinea-pig that not only looked after 
her own large family I'Ut kept upadealof intereour.-c with 
the pigeons; they were on the be«t term a in the world, 
and BOW, whn tham was all thiis discussion about 
whethor tho ptaoooa abonld begin to hiy or not,

Ctavateii and Snowdrop were ooorhieed by what they

Jenny, 
the guinea-pig, had seven little ones. It ^a- ilic 
merriest little region of life that ever wsa seen. 
Guinea-pigH and pigeonn were all a^i warm and fat as 
possible.

There were many changes of weather in January; 
now it Wiis fine and mild, and then it wan bitterly cold, 
and froze, and snowed, and tliuwcd, and fr\>ze again ; 
the pond waa oovered with ice, and little bo>-s slided. 
At too oOmmoneamODt of February it grew colder and 
colder evciy dagr; the earth was like a bard board, 
nothing oodd aoma ovt of il» and tha.Uttla anewdnps 
and hepatlota and idnter aeonltes that had -ventured in 
the mild weather to put np their heads, now were rpiite 
.sorry for it, and were f^o pinched with cold, they lUU not 
know what to do.

The fine lady, a' eur-tunietl 
devote her I'cnevolent sympaihieh lo u xvell iTilere^ 
charity school, where the children learn to Ik; rv«{icctfa| 
to their >uperior% and to repeat the catechism withool 
a ro intake— or occasionally lo visit a few poor peraon^ 
the humble and grateful recipient* of her aima — smilea 
inoredolonaly at tho idea of teaebing thoM diffy 
mgamnffins: and when told (bat theee vht eblldiw 
have actually been a-ti^embb tl to leam, that the school 
is l)eing earned on, ibai the numbera are daily in- 
ere u-inL;-, an<l that the only diffic»liy in to limit ihem 
to the teai'her-t that can be provided, -/k* a^iks con- 
leiiipt Mnii-I \ , '• And what j/oorf do you liu ' 'iLm ? ' Tlic 
poor netj^lilioiirs of such a school wonder thai any one 
can have fiati(;neu to attempt to teach auch children, 
and augur little sooceaa to the ondertaking, but are 
surprised and pleased when they find the alreeta qnieter 
in conso(]nence ; and when they iM these very bo p e l eei 
beinfc* brou^rht under some eontrol, they wish God- 
speed to the wn:l. WL;ie ttn.se who siu'h, aod have 
often sif^hed de.-;)>airin';ly, at the uuiouut of moral evil 
which meelslhcni evcr\T»lierc who sec in ibose ragged 
children, whose outward wrclehediic-^-i i* but too true a 
type of the miMfy within, the ima^'e of God, dc&eed 
and def^ded — who remember that they are young 
immoriaN— who know that they will in a few years 
become the bleeaiog or ihe bane of aoeiety. — (A<y (eel

The wif<;doin of 
capital, truetoiUpoUtie^ooonomic principlei,«peciilated 
on the profonnd doctriM«f " OTOT producUoo wUht 
skeleton Famine, aBkiiig tliia plain question, " man 
labours and prodnces : i« therefore bis miwry and his 
destitution ju.Htificd cither by the laws of God or insti- 
tuted Covcriuncnis ! '■ fmind one, witiiin tm poor a cham- 
ber ;vs imy in that ]>niailoii!< town, to amwcr with a 
negalirc ao Rtcrtt and m tnilcxtbli', that never human 
will forged, in a human heart, a truer or a sterner one. 
This man was Jikson Bold; one of the few hands Mill 
kept on by tbegTMit mill-owncra lijit looking rounrl 
his ban indled room on this drear wintor's nichi, there 
wore neUhcr signs of weekly wages, nor of hn Ihrifty, 
careful habits. A bit of fire there yfix» by which he »at, 
and bending downwdrd-H to a large old hook which lay 
upon his ku'"^"-i, its siMtity tl viur hc nnod only to <\i'<t into 
deeper shadow hi^ \Kih: tl.iu facij, tliou^rli fulluiL,' on his 
cr0!«cd hands and on the vcUnni cover of the Imok, 
made one broad glow oS light that widened to tlic tluor. 
This changed, for presently his shadowed face became 
th« brighter 1 A great huinanitarr reaolva of the aoul 
cannot gorem the mind or flx the will without iome 
influence of ita divine and aplritual natnie.

Opening the door wHk the largo 
key he had brought with bim, Ja«on Bold lighted the 
l>ii of iimdic; the little l>aud, now including two 
Women, f und themselves in an ininioii-e earth-floored 
chamber or hnildiiik,'. for il had no :*t'iiy al>ove, heaped 
with ont\vni-n or disu-ed slea'n engines, lioilers, and 
spinning jcnDies, as old m the days of Hnrgrare. One 
of much later conslrtictiou, placed there evidently for 
rnHiir, occupied with it<< giant spindle* * Uige portion 
or the centre of the floor, and on one of its jutting 
levers laaon etnck hto bit of eaadle, and with his little 
band enmehed down within Ite shadows. Rembrandt, in 
tho^c fttcrn faces, so much in shadow, so little in the 
lil^ht, would have seen marvellous nature k.rhis pencil ;

Thoa, 
whilst pe«tilenee waa borne away, the feprodndnw and 
boantiful piiBefple of nature was supplied and fed. 
Whoie the nofaM was dankest and most treacherom, 
there the largest drains were formed ; where the land 
lay hiirh and dry upon the upland, the dammed np 
water i>r the ,,rie g^reat poo! wan led, like tlic hundred 
ma/y lines of a t^eometrician's problem ; and when they 
cjuiic to di?- the Flnggish strMm from it^ foun^head, 
new and uQt.'X{>«cted springs were opened, Ihat^ te the 
astonishmcDt of all, gushed out, and uniting in one 
atreain, flowed as swtA^ onward aa a nuHintain torrent 
Hon waa bounty from htent natnre ! bete was power for 
anehineiyi here another help to mpital I 

The warm sun of spring pleamcd down no longer 
on desolation. Tnie. the last farthing' of the little 
capital prone, carefully haHhanded an it }i:id l>ecn ; 
but the green com nprinpinpr up in wonderful luxu- 
riance, the potato crop wati aln^uiy fit for the hoe, the 
plotsofmrden ground showed thriving rows of early p<as 
and cabbagea; and ioat aa aU thia ftnit «f labonr ulgfat 
have periled, for the want of further aariating capital, 



a rise in the cotton-market, and a demand for export 
&bncs, neceraiuted tho grMt mlll-ownen BUple and 
Floooa^ wilhotbenv to UkeoveiyaT^blo haadoa ngain. 
Thb neeeeaity waa fortunate for the more aetl«e uembeta 

of the " Cooperative Band," such ao Walter Noble ; fbr 
there arc alMnys thofle ready to brand the best of causes 
with the vilest name, and tleDoun<.-t; labonr the moment 
It sliakcK the fr>*ve« that bind it to monopoly. Nor 

I were the j>oliucian* of the politic economic school of a 
fixed bullion monetary system, and with the cry ever 
in their mouths of " over prodnetion," onmindful of 
this growth of eo^poiative power. But, when the 
townspeople began to And that no interact was attacked, 
no politiokl or religiooa dogma affixed to the oeoDoaiie 
principle of labour, the cry died down, aa such erica 
Rhould— " For at; :i. ii ' for man," wanted no mtta- 
phyoieal or loj^iea, ,iiguuit,ui to s<jl forth its sttrling truth. 

' Some few lh.1t prcterred agrieullural laliour continued 
it under Broadi>p ring's guidance, aitcr the milU were 
■et to work; but the lar^rer portion went l.aek to their 
old employment, and, out ot their fint week's wage», 
subscribed a shilling each. This, with the aune sum 
from one hundred additional oneiatiTa^ amfoUod into 
the 'Compenttve Band," nlM<C in one wed:, a capital 
of nl. 1 0.*. A forther weekly aun of one penny from 
each oiKirntive was cheerfully paid. The first greeo 
crops otJ' Barren Moor, afitr paying full expus. - if 
lal>our, and tho interest of aipilal i<i>cnt, sold liumo 
diately for thenum of iyfl. ; the hn»t early garden produce 
for 5/. ; and thus, before midauuuuer, whilst th« waving 
com was yet green in the ear, the " Cooperative Band " 
found themieiTea poaaeasor» of capital in hand to the 
amonal cf iiL 17«. M. 'IhiA, in addition to a stont 
cart, tw«fOodhfliMi^aDd a plmiih. JUghAbrjndginc 
that the rertrietlon of eaj^tat to any om uimcn of 

labour, or exchange to any one kind of produce, would 
not hea.r out the lew great principles oi cmially dUlrt- 
butcd wealth, Juaoq bought i>umo hidcH and doth in 
the wholesale market, and, hiring two tailors, and two 
shoemakcm, at full remunerative wagea, found that the 
whole liody of cooperatists could ht supplied with the 
best of shoes and clothes, as cheaply as with the inferior 
gooda of the cheanoit ahopi^ and. yet fay lbcijr-6ve par 
cent, npon tho lald-ool o^taL 

As the spring broadanod forth inia oamaar, addi- 
tional acres were added to the plot on Barm Moor, 
and the original forty brought in. The tall gTii.s.s w»veil 
on the upLmd, and grew brown in the meridian s^un. 
As the co-oj'enilist lalxtureri* were few, and the hay 
harvest just then commenced in the coantry round, 
Broadspring was nearly alone in the hay fielito, saving 
for a drabish, raisocable woman, who came 
from the town to bring him food, and help to tad 
hay, or draw Uie ralMb One avaning; whan aha 
there, there came forth tnm the t«wn aome «f the ao> 
opcrHtist*' wives and children, to gather garden produce, 
and eojov an hour amidst the fragrant harNest. As she 
bfir 111 ii town a very vile and disreputahlc character, 
and was said to have induced Brrmdspring to the cruse 
of which it was whis|)ered he wa.- k'uiH.v, ull avoided her 
with loathing aeoni ; and when, in the sunset. Broad- 
spring eama to tall the Mrij, seated on a large iMjeocfc, 
thai tha iroBaii van 111, reiy ill, in a amail Iwt aeroaa 
the Add, all haetimad a»ay, eicM>t Uai^ani Oanami, 
who, in yeara that 1 have yet to tell of, was to be pointed 
forth ae the one who had snecoured ^len woman in aa 
hour when all but pity is f - L'nrt, n. and held first in her 
armn the baby-Hfe, that bora wuh a divine spirit, from 
a parentage of sin and crime, amidst the wsving coni. 
and the holiest purity of nature, waa to be the one to 
3ing with angel voice, and, with that spirit, to teach all 
hearta that lahonr la a divine thing; when oo-eMiMing 
to make man batter, and ndaanBomii B«M»lB«ho 
barren wildnraaaa,

eeuLratcd in the oommand, " Thuu t/uUi kuoe a wM/e 
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I'iin an I ^Iraijhi huir," Lis could not have Iworne aboot 
with him a mare painrni ACiucof unpsnlon&ble sin than 
that under which he hangs liiis head in the presence of 
hia felbnr beln^. Havinjf xuflercd for thirty or forty 
jMn m noM degrading puimhrnent for the crimo of 
eotoar UiaD erer viftited sin agalnai God or nwn, by 
hoiim ttttlwrity, how can he divert himftclf of thia 
vniiAtiival eonmienco, tiiat, with a Kcourgo borrowed 
from the driTcr's hand, cba^crt him through ercrj* lane 
of lifo, and ftll^ hisdreama with live baying of the blood- 
iiouuds, aud t!io tread of his piir^ai.T- .'

bondage for thir^ year* ! " Not guilty," said the skvc 
In liondon. " Not guilty," he fiaid timorously, and he 
bent his head to bis lui^oui, iiiul cn/u-hctl tn'Aaril the 
fire; for the ague wad on him Inmi the aighlohf had lain 
upon the cold floor of his [u i- m h ni^c. Whata desperate 
plea ! what an appeal from the laws of his country ' 
from the unanimous rerdiet of six millions of his 
countrymen, whiclt had pronounced him an African by 
bloo<l, aud sentenced him and all his posterity to the 
oondiUon of brute beaetol The fiihU»6od'a Magna 
Charta of htmuui liberty, bad been woood around with 
the slave-holder's la;;h, t<> k.jej. its divine levelafionH 
from the bondiuan. Uut there wai, in all the d;irki:'-vs 
that surrounded him, a ray ot that li^^ht whieh li-hii 'h 
every man that coracth into the woilU, and iilell laiutly 
and dimly ujion hi>. (ii>i>rv^-ed couHcicuee, until he saw 
aud felt that his colour was nut the complexion of 
crime; and he determined to encounter the tremendous 
odds, and seek a jury in tbe vide world vbich ahould 
listen to hia appeal, and rerene the verdiet that bad 
made him « daveb He eonld not read ; for it is a breach 
of the btwe wMcb fix bra condition, to teach a slave to 
road. lie euiild not read the names and dcstinatii>n oi 
the ships thataliLchte 1 iu ilie harbour, like carrier eagles. 
Whence they came and wliidier they went, vvasa mystery 
beyond bis means of soiutiou. He diiily them spread 
their great white w tugs, and soar away through the blue 
ooean-firmameut,and wondered much what kind of iand 
they would alight at; what kind of people would hail 
their coming. And among tbeae quenilooa tboughia, 
thia ladt would steal in, irtiether eolonr was crime on 
that diatant ahofo. It wa<< little It" 1< new of the h 
of eonntrlea. The North Sur Was the s\xm and eentre 
of all hi* geograjjhieal faels; and Canada was dirertiv 
under the North Star, and all wim reached tha' paradise 
of frcodmn tV.im suiithern hi.ada:4v, stide away by night, 
and travelled tltrough forests, and over mtiiujlains, for 
weeks and mouths. This he knew by tradition, but 
where these stupa finished their eooiae and dropped 
their anohora» which he daily aaw Taalahing in the 
distanee^ was m qiMotioa for conjecture. They could not 
be bound for Chnada; he was sure of that. But did 
slaTBiyeoverall the earth but Canada? Midit m.t one 
in ten of these ocean ^hipa aneh(»r br some iWeigu sLorc 
where a slave migh- walk a Irecnian ' Hope and faith 
jointly reared W^i thouglii mu) a living idea, that filled 
hin mind l.y ni.ght and day. His condiliou could not 
bo worse, lie could be but a slave, wherever he might 
bo cast. 

The note of preparation about a large ncNhantman, 
indicated that it was about towcigh anchor for a foreign 
port. The deck and wharf were covered with busy men, 
Wieatling with bales, boxc^i, and Urrels. But there wsu 
one man, rolourd lik.,- l...lt the w-t. v.h.. carried a bag 
doscly by hi.s bide, nut earercd ujiuu llie i»iiip's invoice. 
It w:.^ iillLtl with the Ira^iin at» aud eaviugn from many 
scanty meal*. WiUi this he found hia way into the i 
fore-pait of the ihip, «hoi« he eipted nlUtU >p««e which { 



another bale or hox would clone fh>m eight While the 
crew were busy in atowing away the freight, he slunk 
into the narrow nook with his bag, and the next minute 
the aperture was closed, and to hia great joy be was left 
in Btter darimem. The honied tamp nnon dedc waxed 
lender and louder, and the ftigltive mA his breath to 

listen f " lie, Ho, Hoy!" at last fell upon his ear» like 
the voice of salvation, and he closely hugged the floor 
to hb l o-nni, to still the noise of his beating bearU 
" He, hu, H.y Hoy!— oyl-ce ! o ! hoy !" The bhip 
ir» sidliui; otV from the wharf. The voiees on deck aro 
suppressed, aud the captain 'a i» heard alone. " Aye. 
aye. Sir ! " comes down in response from tbe thronged 
snars; aud the sound of the fluttering canvas has 
already spread the wings of hope in the heart of the 
Ameriatn BUrOi The ship aoiM^tiowly-^lmt it 
mores. A splash now j it is the hawser, and the tttOen 
are pulling it in Nnw tlu re i- a trnr^rlini: s^ouud against 
the ship's hide. It nio\es ! it muveb ! " The land of the 
free and the h<inie of the brave" recedes inch ly ineh- 
Another sail in ^hakon out to the breetc, aud the 
gurglin!^ furrow of tlie keel is dL-epeneti. There is a 
space that eaunut be swum between hituaud bis>iaai>ter. 
In ten minutes more it will be doubled. Still another 
sail falls booming ftom the yvd, and the ab^ craaha 
l>eneath the canvas. The bet aound from the land of 
slavery dies away upon bis ear, and he is drifting fiiront 
i:pon the ocean Rubicon. He breathes freer, but not a 
freeman ; and thcth<ia>;ht of the unknown land to which 
ho is bound displaces the |>ainrul idea of the one he has 
lefL The ship keeps on its eoiirse— but whither, ho 
knows not. Is it northward, or southward, or eastward ? 
He cannot tell ; it is not westward, and that cheers his 
hope of freedom. He fears the light, lest he should Le 
diiscovered; but he longs for one look from the deck, 
menlr to see if the fcorfoi vision of the land of l>ondage 
baa duappnred. Vow it ts ni^ht, although the night 
and the day are both alike to him, so far as light i- n- 
cerned. Nature knows when night eumcs, even to one 
horn blind. .Ami niL;hi- eaiiie to the .Xmcricaii Slave, 
and days, and dreams, aud lights and .siiadcij of hope and 
despair which he could not descrihe. 

His story was short and simjde. He w.v< w rithing 
with the ague, and there was a rheumatic fever in every 
joint. Ue breathed painfuily, aud with an effort 
shook the eh^dr in the comer. He had an eld ealleo 
eoat on him, when he hid himself away in tbe ship, but 
little of that bung now upon his shoulders. It was 
the last of Novcml>er, and be could say but little of his 
perilous passage acro-ss the ocean. Ho had done all nature 
eoiild do to make his bread last until the ^hip shouM 
anchor at some foreign port, lie knew he had uotiiiog 
to hope from the captain or his men, and he put himself 
on the olooeet allowance that could sustain life. But it 
was in vain— tweuiy-onc days he had been out upon the 
sea. yet no cry of land was heard. 13ie laai pieee of 
brnd was gone. Three di^ and nights be had lived 
without a morsel of food. Life and liberty seemed to 
recede; and he clutched at them in a ciy fur help, 
reradvonturc there mii:ht he flesh in the > apiain's heart, 
out upon that inlcnninable oci .in: and he eried lundcr 
still, " Save me, I perish !" He wa.s drapi:ed from his 
hiding place, trembling and haggard, into the presence 
of the captain; who demanded iu a voice of angry 
surprise whence he came. In a few broken words hie 
told his Btor}', and his entreaties for mercy were inter- 
rupted fay a Tolknr of oaths and threats that he should 
be sent Mek to suvery by the first ship they met Iwund 
to Amcriea. He pleaded for mcrey with all ili > irncst- 
ne-ss of hia Xii^X hope of fieeJoiu, aud thi u ui ail iJie 
strength of his despair; but in vuin. He was unlered 
to be put in irons, aud to be kept u|)on bread and 
water, until some vcsacl i^hould heave in sight, by « hich 
tbo captain and crow might escape conviction of homa- 
oily, by aendiog the fugitive bflux to his bondi^ liat 
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' no such ^&\\ vrw deacricil, tboagh Mught la the 
distance witb the l>1iMop« ; &nd the hoped on in 
his fetleni. He wm on deck vith hU hwids manaelctl 
together, when a green land loomed up from the »m, 
, like • Tiafoa of a new world. LUb and Ubwty came 
' beok to bit d«(pairing heart, with all impulse 
of their Atrong yearnings and ho owtaycd to wring the 
iron from bin limtM. Now the towcra and «pircs and 
I the dim outlines of ft ilistant oity aro^ Wforc his i\v(.!i, 
and the »h!p enioreil the wat<?rs of the Khiae ; ancl iliut 
city was Uottcnlani, and soon they were thread i ii c; thoir 
, wajr through a ileei of veaMoU of cverf flag. The 
moment had come, and liberty or death was to be the 
Isane of the leap. The sailors wore busy in talcing in 
the salts anil letting go the anchor. Now or never ! — 
and the American Slave, "accoutred as he was," 
sprung twa the deck into the river. Hia haada were 
cloady Isgned UnMlMr, tmi he etrnpleil naidUly with 
the eanvBt tot ttfe ead liberty, m «■« deserted by 
the crew of a Dutch boat paiwiiiff no.ir, who rcNcued him 
just as lie was sinkim; for the la«t time, uud conduL'ted 
him to the Hhij) to wliirli thev Uelon^ed. He i;ame 
bt'fore the oaptuin, who rewsni/.cd tho jewoU of a Ite- 
ol'lic, and saw that the jioir man was an American 
lave, and in l>ouds for the colour of bin skin. His iron 
braoeiels were wrung by strong hands from his, and he 
was conducted to the English oonioi ; andt bjr the next 
steamer to England, in a few Iwan he tIM »loil on 
which no alMre can bieetlMu 

WheBlaavUn. he WM etill vet with hte late 
theUiine. A reMtte had eocne ever him. Theperib 
ef the escape had been eaeennterod. Katara bad ex- 
; li;uisted all her latent cnergie-t in tlie strucrKle for lil>eriy. 
Tho guiitainin^ invigoration of fi^ar and hope wa!< ironc, 
and ho hung his head and crouehrd towardn the tire, a-i if 
there were nothinp lefl to ask for. Imt to die a freeman. 
Nor ilid he ask aloud for lh;.-<. or for auythinv: : hut sal 
quaking witb the ague, and uttered not a complaint nor 
a murmur of pain, except when left alone for a moment 
in the room. Here was a fellow countryman appealing 
to the world, in the silent remonstrance of his suffering, 
agaioat a Mae inpriaonment for ooleor in the American 
hooae el boadage. I plead guilty Ibr my eenntry, with 
a sense of shame I cannot describe. It was the fir^t 
time, I believe, that I ever had two overcoats at once, 
and thus was ahlc to comply lilerally with the (;o!«p«l 
precept, and share them with a fnidering fellow being. 
And as thia was the itM time 1 ever enjoyed that 
luxury, I put (he best of tho twain upon him — a warm 
and thick one -und fell new comfort in the one I wore. 
The hat i bad worn for two years bttcd him well ; and 
1 loft him with a feeling of gratitudo that I could give 
erea ae poor a " teedon anit'' to an A—^rf-nTi i^ve 
iB Leaden.

I \Vhero MCToral carpeU unite to form oue Mted-ve^i, 
' it is much the most common for each one to be folded 
on it«elf, like a pea-pod, which is one carpel ; and for 
the whole number to cling together by their broad sur- 
faces, ao that all the seeds, which aie alw^ on Uie 
edges of th« carpels, are brought togetbar in the axb; 
and (he whole j^eed-Tesael, when cut horizontally, shows 
as many distinct cells as there are carpels, each having 
its own iH;cd<. Tiie ciirpels of the violet only join by 
their edges, so that the wliole sei'd-veAa*! is bat one cell, 
and tlie seeds are not found in the axis, but, so to 
apeak, in the walU uf the secd vci^ul uu ihteo lines, 
where the carpels unite. The union of the carpels is so 
complete, that when the aeed'troasel driest, and must 
open, the q»Ut la down the ntddlc of each carpel, 
instead of on the UiM ofjonetlon; and thua, whan the 
ripe capsale haa opened Into three pieoee, called tttfotw, 
we see the seeds in a line down the middle of each, 
instead of on the two edges of eaeb, aecordintr to (heir 
natural |io>ilion. <)u carefully openin^f the little seed, 
we liod a »traigl)t embno in the uxiij of a ll<».hy 
albumen. 

Every one ia acquainted wttli the bcart-f hapcd leaves 
of the violet» nearly free from hairs, with their margins 
ant in the manner that botaaieU call crenole (thepor- 
tlomt «f the edge being roondod) ; standing on long 

footstalks, and with small, iJiarp membranous addi- 
tional Icave^i, of the kind called stipules, at their base. 
The 8wc«t violet is distinguished by not havint; a 
branchM b-afy »leiii, and by producini: niimero that 
form new plants, like the stniwltcrry. 

j The received botauieal name of the sweet violet is 
Viola otlorata (»eenUd violet). Besides the heartsease, 

1 or pansy, which haa plainly the rharaetors of a violet, 
and belongs to the geniu, there are iR-vcnil wild British 
qieeiaih and thm «r Coornn deaiiaUe cnUinUad ones ;

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HOWITTS JOUBNAL. 
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The Society of OiU Felhrt.—ThxM is one of ihote self-lirlping 
societies, excliuivrly ori^nating among, and supported by, the 
vrorkin;; dassn, which marks tJie advancing spirit of the ngc 
we live iii. The name of the societv, like that of the lloJcmp- 
tion Society, does not indicate its objects ; one would think th.it 
it meant a class of queer fellows, who wore odd clothes, nnd 
said funny thin^ ; not thiU it hnd for its aerioas purposes the 
inaintruanre and care of the sick, the decent internicut of 
deceased mrinbers, and the provision for their widows and 
orphans. Theie ought not to oc " odd" things nt this time of 
day. The name, however, is accidental — the objects are phil.in- 
thropic and cosmopolitan. 

The numlicr of members of odd-fellow societies in this roantrv 
is very great. In ISHJ, they amounted to about 3(X),(XX> ; ericFi 
meinbier subscribing weekly an average of 4J</. each. We 
rany then take the gross rontribntions of the members for the 
past year, nt about eOO.OOO/. In the year 1845, there was 
expended, for the snpport of members in sickne9«, not lesrs than 
107 ,'140/; for medical attendance on memhere, and medicine, 
32,+- U. ; for funeral money for memlMTs, <l'2,7+2/. ; and a con- 
siderable amount, (not distinctly nacertained) ou the widows and 
orphans of merabcn, probably not less than 30,00)/. Then, as 
to the nuralwrs of individanls beneficially affected by thew 
odd-fellow societies — if we take each male adult to represent 
five persons — ^it will not be much Ie»s than a million and a half 
of jwrsons ! 

Consider for a moment the great objects of these itociettes — 
■elf-hclp, independence, mutual aid and eo-operntioii — and who 
shall denv that they afford a m striking and uuble feature of 
the worki'ng-class spirit of England ! They aiford, to«i, pri>of» 
of excellent practic.-il nianagciucnt on the part of working men ; 
and exhibit as much of ccunuiny in the working, as of 
prudence and foresight in the planning. Their benefits come so 
closely home to the working class — they are felt to lie 8»i safe 
k reliance in times of sickness and trial — that they arc becoming 
increasingly popular, and every year the number of tl'.crarmbcrs 
steadily iucrcim-s. Not that the working of them is perfect, or 
that their scheme of lifr-a.wanince might not begn-atly improred ; 
but take them as a whole, they are perhaps more frugally, 
beneficially, and surccssfully worked, than any institution of a 
kindn-d clianirlrr in the country. 

\nd much as is the good winch odd- fellow societies are doing, 
and hare done, the gixxi which they might do is infinitely 
greater. They present an admirable organiuition for aiding 
every tnie plan for the elevation of the working order. Thfy 
might become — as wc liclievc they Mill yet bwome, — mutiiij 
instruction societies for carrying on the educational and intellec- 
tual iidvancrment of the whole class. Many lodges have already 
established libraries ; sotno have IcctnnM nn^ addrcASCK regularly 
delivered to them ; some have erected li;iUs, where their public 
meetings and soir6es arc held, and all kinds of huroiinizing 
iufluences are brought to br.ir ujran the members. There is one 
evil, however — ana it must he confiased to be n serious one— 
which odd-fellow societies must make ha.^te to be rid of. It is 
the practice which genenilly pn-vails nmoog thein, and which 
has originated in necessity, of holding their meetings in public 
houses. The practice of drinking is thus in many cases ac- 
quired, and men are kept away from their homes, and spend 
more of the means of their families in noxious stuflf, than wise 
and pnident men can sanction. Ilence, manv secesnions have 
from time to time taken place from odd-fellowsliip ; and many of 
the wannest friends of the order, who have discerned the ten- 
dency of this gn-at evil, have lifted up their voices against it. 
The association has tliuslost in moral ^trengt^, and has not yet 
att.*uned tliat high moral character in society, that it is certainly 
entitled to. I/>t the odd-follows, then, come out from the public- 
houses, and hire or build halls of their own. Thi"» has already 
been done in Bradford and Ilalifax, and in many towns in 
Lancashire. Hut the principle must Ik carried out. without 
dinehing. Temperance must eharacteriie the great movement, 
otherwise its usefulness will be checked, its monil character 
tainted, and its operations crippled. licl the odd-fellows of each 
town aim at committee-rooms of their own, with a central hall, 
liaving iUlibrarj-, lecture-room, and school rooms for day clxsses 
for members' children, and evening classes for themembcrs them- 
selves; and odd-fellowism will be generally hailed as one of the 
greatest and most philanthropic movements of the present :igi>.

r*/? Morements of Ike Italian lUfujftt It is well known to 

those who interest themselves in tne social state of contempo- 
rary nations, that none can live in Italy who will not acipiiesce 
uascrupulonily iu the bditf of the ruling powers. Many of the 



wisest of her people hare left her shores to take refuge frun 
intolerance in ours; preferring to trust to Providence for sub- 
sistence in n ktrange land, rather than to remain in their own, 
where Iniruing is fettered, inde|>cndenec is trajupled on, and 
freedom is unknown. 

Some of these have lately commenced the publication of a 
Magazine here, the first number of which is now before u«. It is 
called " L'Ecodi Savonarolik," and i^intcinlcdto be the org^of 
Italian lleformed Christians. In a ndl-writtcn introdnctsua 
the editors say that, " abhorring >'X-tariani>m, and holding that 
union in a spirit of love is essential to Christ's di»ripln, thnr 

Sar|iose is to inculcate the authority of the Scriplum. the 
innily of Christ, and s:ilvation only possible through mB." 
They proceed,— "ATe intend to teach Italians here thiftifce 
Roinisn fi»ith which they belimc iimorantly, is founded on tfiho 
principles ; the misfortune being that they are mixed with mach 
error. Our sole desire is to awaken in them that f^ilh which 
they profess without r<im]>n-hcuding ; and to cle«r, by the lirht 
of revelation, their i-imfuM-d notions of redemption." They 
eoneludc by declaring that " We will fight agUMk rrrur, but 
will not ccatc to regard our brut Iters as members of Ctoto't 
body, although they arc deluded by the spirits ofdarkacM ti|bi 
they hare made a'lVi.U of lij^lit. * * * We sne«k to Itlliu 
who condemn the liii|uisiliiin, and have rejerted the iaiqvitaa* 
dogma held»by the Hoinisli I'burrh, th.U violence and peraecn- 
lion should be the bonds of faith. We sjienk to a people who 
feel the want of toleration and fntcrnnl asstietalion ; our prin- 
ciples are those which have ilii-tated to Christians of the 
Reformed Church their idea of ivaiigelical alliance; and wo 
believe that It.ily, blessed with (■i'rrati<m. will not hnre reason 
to regard reliiriou* li'"-rty as a rock of offence, but as a ^'fTid* 
tion fur social welfare." 

This is written in ii healthy spirit. Tolerant themselTea, the 
editors wonld be tolerated; under |)ersccutioti, tbry «oa!d 
ritbrr enlighten their ignorant enemies than resent the itynrirs 
they have done them. Actuated by such motives, and swayed 
by such feelings, they have our heartiest wiihea for snecoa. 

We call attention to them and their new eflbrt, that onr 
readers may know their principles; and tluit they may have an 
op|K)rtunity of sympathizing, if not co-operating, with eatar^t 
supporters of freedom and living liattlrrs for truth. Tlvir 
Magazine is cheap, and well got up. It is written by well, 
known persims (among whom we may name Sigaore Ciocci, 
w hose memoirs were lately published) ; and we would rerom- 
mend all those of oor intelligent snprartcrt, who woold step 
from the ordinary cram|>ed school of Italian letters, to it 
c.irrfully and digest it fully; for it breathes a spirit of fcrfr- 
pcndcnce, and a love of freedom, which is the more adaWMa 
since it is so rarelr to be met with iu the Italian 1an«aaii>.

That tho privations conseoMttt 
upon ju. li a *lep might not l»anefully react, some of the 
cMi.T ehiMreu were sei to Ju w!,Lit tlity could for the 
tiiilortH and itboemakcr^ ; and "tbet^ r' nt oi;t to Barren 
Moor on alternate dijy* to U'lik muler de' Mij>erintcnd- 
ence of Broadt-pring It wa«> curious too that many of 
the moat pqualid and miitcrable children of the Ktrcela 
were soon found joining these little group* on their way 
to laliour, remaining with them, and returning at night; 
often the whole digr without other food than such as 
the workers ahsred with them. The uiilts continaing, 
iw was expected, their full amount of hands the whole 
winter; and the number of cooperatisis, through this 
eireuii.-'.aiee and others, largely i 11 orcaaing. the funds 
were fuund m prosperous by cirly opting, that a large 
temporary buildini; \»:i> r.ii^' il on the uo>-t . uln\:it( <i and 
beat drained portion of the laud . vliere, ll^ -oor. to the 
weather grew warm and fine, all sucli <K:I<!m'ii of the 
cooperotiats as could be spared, were jiermancntly 
dniiled from the town, and tbo co-operstivc school for 
indnstn- and education of a really m^'fn] kind com- 
menced, under the care of the young w.n I Lave men- 
tioned. Margaret Cameron, and the widow who had 
sold her wedding ring for the purposet of Uw Ant 
scanty co opor.uivo fiiinl, were amongst those who 
superintended the d«uit.-»lie comfort of these children. 
.Viirl .Margaret was a noble creature, and came out 
grandly when this her true pofition was found ; for 
th<>ni;h bred up in what is called " low life," .-lo h.id a 
mind that tinder Jason's care had become capable of 
doing juatice to iln beauty. 

I have not spaoo to follow further, atcp by step, the 
bappr progreat of mj " Co-opeistiTe Bond 1 must 
mention, however, that sa the year went 00, the labour 
of the childivn was found so profitable, both in their 
intfi s'r!:il -.I1..0I, and in the tillage of the land, that 
luiiin otlicr>. whose parents were not co-opcratists, were 
to the priv!ie;|,'e-' ciijeytd i'V the rest; and 
even -nnic few, originally juvciulii ofltmler*. were 
admitfeii under proper management. The town, in 
parliarocntarv reports, had been noted for it-^ in;iv.* of 
juvenile .ie Hoiuency. MagiKtratcs had ^-r^:.Iu(i, .tihI 
beadles had fiercely cocked their hat», to little purptte, 
for ponisbment had been the panacea for ignoiance, 
ud not n^nnatoiy education. Things were now 
diflhtmt; there wm no aes sicni enlslegao of «rlmc for 
those of tender years. _ 

During the latter part of the year, portions of the 
prodiieo of the hiioi were -old to Ihe eo-opemtiats St a 
price whieh, tl.ontrli fully remunerating, and leaving 
moreover siupli:-> i>rofil for ti c lenianeiit r>ind, was 
still below theuisrket price, and of a far higher quality. 
This produce incladed milk. tegsUbles, lad n snail 
qusatity of nica». 

Atthe close of the next three years, though the iiitor- 
venlng time had been chetjucrcd by a reduction in 
wairra,and many of thoee social animosities which up 
to the prcacnt tfm« hare ever followed any great ad v«n« e 
step of the nasMS. the permanent fiind was so flourish- 
allow them to lake on lease tbo 
uh .Ic of Ilarnn .Moor, with a provlao for future 
piircha*© at it- in^-iit value; additi^ mil finn bnildinga 
«erc roiscd. and iliu tvu^^dalion^ of a mnii jlurlory laid, 
where the water power was mo-t lil.Me. Tii' fe im 
mi«t«k(iil)le and vital sij.'n* of iiisnuftK turii n\ .iliy, 
raised .it once the ire of Staple and Fb eee, luid "'l;rr 
groat capitalists. Tbey hud long looked with suspicion 
on the CO-opeialiTe principle ; aud fhou;:h mingled up 
with no dflgmalic or political peculisritic*. being simply 
advamttMpm the j>rinciiJfM </ Inboui , and the woi king 
out of its noble tcligicn. juniice io il»t{/,Ml it «as 
easv to err into the ear* of ignorance, that tM man that 
H .iiM not urni'l in the mill of one man's capital, was 
tho worst cnuuuai that wx iety could denounce ; ai^d it 
waa qnilo as easy to turn oflf *omo two hundred liands. 
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There is a time in human life, there is a time in »wtal 
epochs, when the great otuvanl volition of a miud or 
oaoM vaiU but for a ccrlaiD iuipulKe or uiomeut, of i 
▼itatttr; wad tliU Me»Md Ui« cmc with Ja«on Bold and ; 
the Ci»'^pw»tive BniiL For now tliat all the Ancieat 
ties and daties by which he had to long stood were 
severed l>y the very party towards whom he had used all 
the .scrtipulous honour of hu exalted nature, he no 
loncrcr li(.sii:itv(l to jibioc himself an tci)i|ioniry f;>iv( rnur 
over A villatrc, hasliiy r:iisc«l upon the iijilaiiiis of liurrcn 
Moor. The lile.ssiiif^b ami love of thousands went with 
hhn, anil those of ail creeds, learning, and position. In 
le;iilinir tlio popular mind, he had looked only to the prin- 
CIPLK uf LAOOoa i *ad than whilst bis band wore of all sects 
and parties, all riews and opiaioM^BO human mind was 
stereotyped in ooe idea: hut M WM nntan^ ia each waa 
the essential and indtvlaoal mind. JffaeA man mua man. 

As ^omu two or three villai;c« were raided, ormthcr 
asseiubUea of halln, for the purjiOMts of education, 
domestic livin^r, ooinnirree, and aasemhiy, ami cmdi 
Tillage being apportion '-d to one hundred inhahit.iuto, 
a great meeting was luld, to jrivc th^: onee L:rim Ti.i«te 
of deeolate nature a httiug name. Am] ^o, on a glori- 
ous dijr in the gladnesA of etcnLiI and primal 
Natnt* flvenpreading the wide landscape with all the 
infinite beanty whleh waits on maa'stetne nintatry to the 
laws of Ood, the Co opcratire Band met — now five hun- 
dred workers— and nominally changed that which mts 
now actu.illy so, tlie sw.^mp of Barren Moor into Horeb ; 
and its upland, on whieh wa* dcpitine<l to hn r!ii«icd its 
ohureh to the eternal Hod, and il^ Hall ofJu>tiecfor 
man, Mount Horeb iu the once desolate wilderness 

The great tv ork of roan's progress is the work of time ; 
therefore of tbU time 1 talte twenty-two years, and show 
Mount HorebaoditS C<M>penitiTe Bond m both are now. 

The leren thousand acre*, so tilled that the mightj 
mind of Liebig would r^oicingly find his axiom, ^eaf- 
tivation is the economy of force," brought to hcnra* far 
as at present admissible, crowned with thriving vilhfrc?, 
and a vast extent of manufactoric!*, now j^upports a 
popnlation, rapidly increasing, of somewhere about 
throe thousand. It is essentially a manufacturing 
popnlatioaj ao advanced in textile deeisa, in its schools 
ef OfWWtlve art^ that England nuqrhwe eventually look 
far eaitooniy noi Mloly painted en eaniaa, but livalling 
naiaro In the fabriee of tiie Imwu To say that it Is a 
solf-supportinp; colonr, would be neither true to the 
principled that arc nt iU foundation, or that govern it; 
neither true to a just politic.\l power, nor a social, nor 
a commercial one ; nor lo the es.sential doctrine* of din 
tribiitive woailh, aa roui])n.rcd to the cmnomi-'t doctrine 
of a tic<l-up capital. It is a colony tltat produces and 
exchanges; its colonUts obey the government laws, and 
pay the national taxes ; they speak the common language, 
arc married aod glvoi in marriage ; in these things only 
arc they different — f&ey are kapp}f,Jtonrithiny, and con- 
tinted ; are fducnl<'ft. and admncxtty in ail thinijn with 
(he spirit of th'ir li:!!' ; tlfu' capital m '/m/aiVj/' , in.f 
monopulizfd : 'i,iJ rriiui', ]'i"'!'rlt/, proiitifufi'i:!^ u,td 
dninl''i>i>'.<^i, arc iivl'in-u'ri ' 

These are hopelul l>cginaing8, 1 think, for my Co- 
operative Band I To say that these are more than the 
bcjginniaK of grander and more pbUoaoobic principles, 
hoOk M nWHVe man's social poeition, hia relation to 
antaiui, ind bis own organic adi«nee,(opteeeapandisc 
amidst iumninding misery and crime, would be neither 
doini; jintice to facts, nor to the great cause of co-opera 
tion. -Man should be depicted as he is, progressive ; 
rather than, as he is not as yet, nn an^'el ' 

Instead of the land beini? divided into small allot- 
nunt^ pro|(orf ionc<l to the neces^ily of each family, it 
is parcelled out into five or six great part:-, according to 
th« nwnber of Tillage ; the whole, however, in the 
higher and more scientific operations^ being under the 
oontiol «r MM goveniiitg head. Thus, whilst * eom- 



munity may at ivill devote it* land to dairy produce, 
the cni-ini: of Krain. or L,'rccii croy-^, all are under the 
necessity of UNing the steam plough, the steam scythe, 
the best system of dMaicai manunng and tile drainage. 
The once di«ea»»«niuatiDg aeweiu* of tlie town is 
now brought to Horeb, ai^ difitaaea mr (he land b^ 
Irrigation. Under such a sVKtero the niwer of the aott 
is cxhaastless ; for besides giving abundanee to its three 
thousand cultivators, it lartrcly !iuj>]ilic-* the iicif:hbour- 
inf,' town witliMirious kinds of ]>rodiicc. Tiic luauu- 
facioric, lic^idcs the inovt licaiitiful productions in 
cotton and wool, read fortli cut^dy articles in cmborscd 
leather and bronxc ; for not being restrained by any 
fvnr of dlminiaiiing manual labour, the superintendents 
of theee fkctorics eneounge axid receive the iat&tt im- 
pratemMta in wachinay. Tlie labour of Horeb ia 
reduced to a mfnimnm. 

For yomc yc.irs llorcb w.iw \inder the government of 
Joi^uu Hold ; but since W\-< ilcath, the patriarrbal nile 
lias mcrpcil into the pure-t cu opcralive form of ad- 
miniRtiation. Kach villafrc is presided over by a certain 
number of the iiih,Thitaiit«, mate and female, who arc 
changed every mout h ; and the chief aftairs of the 
coteny, anch as those of education, commerce, and 
mone^,aie under the guidanee of twelro of the 
eolonista, wlio remain a year in olBee^ and meet in ilie 
principal hall every week. I^ch village has one geneenl 
table d'hdte, one building appropriated to private 
apartments for the married, and two others to Uie uxc 
of the unmarrieil of either i-cx ; the children, after a 
ccrl.iin a^c, are drafted into the imlusirial fchool^ and 
finally into the one college of the colony. The system 
of exchange In Hord> is of 4h« timplest kind ; and 
whilst the enneocxof the realm ec«C8 toand fro through 
their commercial tianaaetlona with the wortd, the re- 
preeentative of exchangeable value amoiQgsi thcsnselvca 
IS merely acknowledgment of valae given or received 
on s1ip» of ])a|K-r tliat pass freely from hand to hand« 
• Amidht such a poj^ulation, knowing only that mintmtm 
I of labour which ministers to progress ai i' 1 liafipincv*, the 
widest of sanatory laws, Ut(»e arising from knowledge and 
self-government, exist; and, therefore, whilst disease is 
almost unknown, a healthy aiid progressive popnhttion is 
increased bv prudential and well considered marriagea. 

Such ia the material, or ovter Ufie, of Uorsbb but not 
its inner and Bpiritoal one — the great ana mighty 
nature of man, prorri'tinif l y the religion of labour 
towards Ood. lJul it has its glorious poet to tctl of 
these things; a mit^hly nature that, in the person of 
yoimtr Walter Broadspi ini^, ban come forth from tha 
corrupt a;id criminal, tlms, as if it «cre by in-linct, to 
sing of the abundance, the joy, and progress, that oat 
from such destitution and misery aa we have ■am, has 
been brought by the aimple agengr of oo-onnamu 
uaovB. He sings, too, like the woiwa gnat poet as 
he is of its happy children ; its fruilfnl fields, where 
once was nought of man, and where nature's abundance 
remained latent by the absence of coniitioniry laws; 
and he sings, moreover, of that upland overlooking this 
ttct-cn-thouKand-acre-garden, wlien atanda n t«mple to 
the ever-living God. 

Such is Horeb, one of (he manufacturing colonies 
destined before many jtmn to change the great indns' 
trial features of Engltdi Uboor-^to mon eqnally dia> 
tribute woaltlh^to IneNiao capital, bnt not at tb* 
e xpense of Ita creator— and to ruse the whole soefd and 
moral condition of the Peoplk. The whole tendency 
of nu)nd and political progre»s is that of n.*4»ociaiion ; 
and if such be (he cukc, whie|\ it is, InlKtur, as rcp ro- 
se ul mg the community, has but to be true to itself to 
find a solution to the enigma which government cannot 
— national wealth and national prosperity, and yet 
destitution and mii^ry amongst the mightiest of all 
elaasea; the my classes that ur their labour raise thin 
and la«rewing wealth 1

body; whilst, if the cooling itpi>arat»B is prevented 
from acting, and th« body of a liird or Mammal be 
exposed to air or water of il heat muub abovo iU own 
aundard, iu «wtt tamponture will be laiaad. 

By experimaala of tbia kind, then, it liaa baan aaeer- 
' tnaA (with a few exception*) the life of a warm- 
1 aatmal cannot be prolonged, if the temperature 
of its l)o<ly be rai.scd about thirteen de^'rucM a/fit iU 
natural standard, or ho lowere<l thirty dcjrnc* UJuw it : 
»oin'? part of iti* wondertuMy eontiecied si-ries of vital 
iieiions l>cinir brou^la to au end, and thus the whole 
l-eiti^' cheeked, \vhi;never the proper heat of ita body is 
ait<jr<ed beyond tbcae limits. And the reduction of it 
bolow the amount jiut stated does not usually bring on 
a sUt« of torpiditif, from which the animal may be 
aroused by the applleatioQ of •xteraal warmth; but pro- 
diaoea that pensaaMt niiiatiBa of the whole onmoit of 
viUl aetiMH» wbieh la kMWa a* dlraA.~Their« are 
M ft a i n Mammal* which are capable, under the ioflupnee 
of cold, of pawing into a state of torpidity more or Icks 
profound, durinc which they arc rcduecd to the con- 
dition ofeold hloodcd animals: this state, heinjj natural 
to tliciii 111 the winter, i* eallod h>/Urnntion. There 
are mmo of tlie^c auiinaU iu which it appears U> ditter 
but little from deep ordinary sleep: they retire into 
aitoationa which favour the kaepiag in of tlieir warmth, 
wUdh oiMlergoea little diniuBtioBiaBd thqr oeeaaionally 
waka np and apply th aa u a k ii t» aenM alon of fiod 
which tbey have profMod fa the aetemii. Bat 1m (ho 
Marmot^ and in anbnab which (like it) fipbrntaU com- 
pletely, the temperatore of the body falls to a little 
above that of the air, Iwing only 3[> degrees when the 
latter ia at 32 di^^rvcs (the free/inir points ; and all the 
actions of life Uke place vi i , lu .vi , J i,,; puUo sinks 
from 15ft to 15 bcatH j>ci minute, the luovemeota of 
retpiration (or brcuthinfr) are rctluced in number fh>m 
£00 to 14 per hour, and are performed without any oon> 
siderabie enlargnnenl uf the chest ; and the animal ia 
00 inaaoaibU^aa to be with diffieoltgr aiwaad. JD«flli4: 



this period they take no food ; their bodies leiog snp- 

S orbed, aa it were, by the supply stored up within them 
uriag the aatman, whan tbdr food hi abandant. But 
they come fiwth mm their hlding-plaeea Teiy lean, 

when the returning warmth of aprllig aronsea them 
again into acUve life. The whole ntiiDber of these 
by l>ernating Mammals, however, is comparatively small ; 
aud there arc no Birds whose femperaltire can be thus 
reduced without the ci'mplcle destruction of life. 

Wc have an example of the death of purl^ of tho 
body, from the chilling influence of severe cold, in the 
case of " frost-bitten" limbs. There arc few who have 
not experienced, during a severe winter, the early slagea 
of this depressing inflnenee. We find oor hands, for 
example, at first palnfal and livid; In thia Btage,the 
circulation of blood is retarded, bat It ia uoA ehedbed. 
After a further exposure, howerer, the torlhee becones 
pale and inFcnFihle ; the blood havin>j Wen driven from 
It by the extreme contraction of the vc^.'-cIk, and the 
non'es not bein^; aide to receive imiirevsions when the 
blood is not in njotion. Sow in this corjdilion the 
application of moderate warmtli, with friction, will 
soon r^lorc the circulation without any permunwnt 
injur}-; but if the chilling influence ^hoold have 
extended so fiar inwards as to affect the entire member, 
the csMO becomes much more serious. If the part verc 
to be ezpoacd to the warmth of « bre, ao iar Itub being 
natand, it would almost iBerllably die; and the onb 
method of treatment which will succeed in restoring 
its vitality, is to mb the part with snow, which procet^a 
eomldnes the iMrlieflt of friction with a very ursdnal 
increase of wannth. It ia evident from this fact, bow 
much more injurious eold i-* to a warm Idtodi d ;iiiimal, 
when it* influ»jnre i« t<io | owerful to be resisted Ly it, 
than it is to tho cold-bliMvlcd tribes, ^uch us frogs, 
lizards, caterpillars, kc, which may be frozeninto lumps 
of ice, and thawed a^'ain, many times, without loss of life. 

When the idUrfe bo4]rof a warm blooded animal is 
thua dillled thmgh, no vecovcrv can take place. 
But such an o ecn n enae can only happen when, fn»n 
any cause, the intenal heat-producing power la inauf- 
fieieiit to bear up against the external cold. Tliis may 
come to pass either Uirough the deficiency of the former, 
or the intensity of the latter; or fr<.>m Uoih eaustis 
combined. Thus, as will be »bo»i» hcreatter, an 
imiM rfect supply of proper food (which is the tuel of 
the bcal-producingapparaluii) willcaM.^ethcfeiiiperature 
of the body to sink under the influence i f a dcCTLC of 
cold, which a well fed man will bear with complete 
tanpoailtf; whilst, on the other hand, no internal 
power can produce heat enongh to protect the 
body from the efbeta of eolo of extraordinary 
severity, unlcso it be viMi hj excseiao and by dothiag 
well adapted to keep in the warmth. We find a great 
variety in the constitutions of diflcrcnt animals, in 
rcirard to the amount of heat which they are capable 
of pencratin>r, and the degree of cold which they are 
thus enalded to resi.st. Thus the Tigers, the >!<iiikey«. 
and the Parrots of tropical climates cauTiot endure the 
ordinary cold of our w inter, aiid artificial h«nt is needed 
to keep them alive in this climate. On the other hai.d, 
the Rein-deer, the Polar-bear, and numerous Birds, have 
a heat-producing apparatus, Mifliciently powerful to 
enable them to bear the cold of oven aa Arctic winter ; 
and th^ wottM not thrlro in a ^ranner atmosphere. 
There is probably no animal whose constitution can so 
well adapt itself to extreme* of temperature, as Man ; 
and this even indejicndently of the artificial assistance 
which his iaU'lket enables him to procure. Foralthou^rh 
.o 1 1 1 L<nr comfort to depend in ^rvnt dciarrcc upon the 
clothing which we put on a* a hubstitiite for the thick 
fur of the bear, or tho eoatingof blublxr in the fkin of 
the whale (which are provisions for keeping iu the heat 
that ia pradaoed in the body), yet habit seems in great 
to fOMler thia aa ti B i a nn o a na a c iaia iy ; ias we 
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Icam from the clamical historiMii tlab the people of our 
own iiAtioD and of others were In IfaiO haltit of going 
•liDMl ukadia wittier aa in Mmm«r; and thU at % 
time when tin elimsta wu mocb bioi« MT«re tlun it is 

at present. Still it l unu tt be doulxed that, even in Iho 
moiit vigorous Rtate of liiu human couHtituiion, such 
artificial means lis aid the internal heat-producing 
power to rmi^l the lullueueu of exirejM cold, czert a 
ruvuur.kble influeiiLc uu the health, and promote lon- 
gevity ; whilat the waat of them ia a frequent aouroe of 
diaeaM and death, wpedaUjr aceompMtied by 
deficiency of food. 

It ift of tbe greatest importance to Iwar in mind, that 
the licat producing power i» not pomemed by infants 
aixl .vuitugchildrco, in adegrec tsiiflioicnt to render tbcui 
independent of cxt .i tuil wurmth. This i*, true of tho 
young of moAt warm l>1<Mi4icd animals. In the beautiA'l 
instinct which lead^ the parent to impart to her off!*iiriii^ 
the warmth of her uua l)u<ij, and which caui*e» the 
young to ne«tle together under her brcu«t, we m*i tlie 
provltion by whioh the Creator haa made up for thiH 
defioienqr ; «nd it in eaqr to iltow bj experiment that 
If it wwe not for tbiii aonret of mnntb external to 
tbemMlTca, the young of most bird* and manraiaU 

would I'C uii.'xlile to sustain life in an atm j 'l i' i l u h 
cooler than their own i>odiej.. Ti ue it is i.j.a ihlii; arc 
some upecies, wlioso young ncein frmu the tir^t independ- 
ent of p.irent.-kl w^ruiUi, tNstiig ablts to run about and 
pick up food for themselves almost a^tNoonas they come 
into the world ; but even thette, if expoHed to the chilling 
influence of a rold atmosphere, arc found t-o have much 
leal power of resiating it tban (bat poMoaaed by adulta» 
and part witli tbdr wanntb from hour to hour, nntil 
their l)odieH are cooled down to a point at which life can 
no longer be suiitained. It is in Birds that are hatched 
without feathers or even down, and in Mammala that 
are bom blind and feeble, that we hnd the Icaiit power 
of producing heat, and the moat careful uroviriiuuM for 
imparting it to them. Every one must have ob.'served 
I the tender care of the Cat for her helpleaa oflkpring, aa 
manifested in her selection of an appropriate spot for a 
warm nursery, and in the constancy with a'hich, during 
the eartjr period of tlteir liTea^, abe devotes herself to 
them, abandoning her nsuai Itaunts, and depriving 

heniclf of her ai:cu!*t<:T;i' 1 j 1 i-i.re*. And ahhouij;!! 
kittens aud puppies, auJ iliu >i)uag of ca.ruiv<jruu>, 
animuls in ^'eneral, require more of this assistance than 
the young of moat other .MammalA, being brought into 
the world in a Iom ailvjun- d condition; yet there can 
be no doubt that the Human infant is relatively lestt 
adfanoed even than they are, and not only rcuuirc^ 
more of this kind of aid from its parent, but neeoa the 
eontinoanoe of thia 9lA fora much longer perio«L 

It is a fact never to he lost sight of, that the doretop- 
mcnt of Man is slower, in proportion to the whole 
I duratlun of hit life, th»u that of any other animal ; and 
' the power of produoiijg beat is cl'isoly eonneeled wiih 
the general bodily vii,'iuir. Now. aitiion^rU the inlant 
' of a year old may be able to produce heat enough to 
I maintain the standard warmth of tho bodjTt vlien it ia 
[ well clothed, and the atmoophera aioond it ia warm, it 
I cannot resist the depresning influeneeef even a moderate 
I degree of eold} and although the power of resisting oold 

Eadually inereases during childhood, yet it is long 
fore it is fully att.Tiut d. It is a vt ry < oiamon idea, 
that children may Ihj " hiirdened " to hear cold, bj ex- 
^ poising them uitli imsufficient clothitiL' t'> \\.^ influence; 
but this should be dmewith exlrenu eautinn. We have, 
in the comparative Lithie^tif il>c ninntier of deaths which 
I occur at diUereut ages in the several moulluiof the year, 
a fearful proof of the influenoa of vAA in destroying 
inlant life. If wo take 100 aa Aa Mwra^a mortalitdr of 
each montk tluroHgbont the entire year, we fnd that, 
in Belginm, the number of infanta during the first 
montbj vhic^ die in January, is 139, whilst the number 



dying in July is only 78 ; that is, the winter murtiUitv i 
is neiirly liouble the summer.' 

The diroet and powoiful infloence of external cold in 
ehortaning the Iitw of influita oxpeoed to it. ia ftartber ^ 
\ shown in a mot»t significant manner by the tablea which 
were some years ago constructed by MM. Milne. | 
Kilwardft and \'inerm<j, of tlie nla^ve mortality of j 
infants at diflcreut heaiMinn and in dillerent dUtricts of 
France. It is (or was) th«; eustoni of that country to i 
oonvey infanta, a few hour» after their birth, to the „ 
offiee of the mayor of the dhttrict in which they weaa jf 
bom, in order that the birth may b« regiatafcd, and the ' 
child beeome noaaaiad of its civil righia. It appealed j 
from tiieee tabk% Mt monlj that iho proportion of ' 
deaths within a short time after birth waa mu< h jrn ater 
in wjmer than in nuuimer, but thai it wn* much 
grualtr in the iioriheru and eulder deparluienti* than Lu ! 
the southt'rn and wanner; and fiiriher, thai the infant , 
mortality was uiucb grailcr in ihoro couutiy districts in 
which the population was scattered over a large surface, 
so that the children bad uaually to \m carried for a con- 
niderable distance to the offioo of the mayor, tban in j 
(hooo in wbieb tho prinelp^ part of it waa oloalaired { 
round that eenUe, wfaorohiy the eqtoanio of the inCuila 
lo (lie ehilliti;; influence of cold air was shortened. In ' 
ilic Foundling liyspilitls of the Continent, which receive I 
newly-born children left in a l>.i>kei «t their gates, the 
mortality is enormous duriu;; the muter months ; n ianr« 
proportion of the infants who have cuMertil from tlnt* 
exposure being carried off in a tew Ituui* alierwardsi, by 
adiscase which is rarely seen in this country, and wliich " 
mag bo attribnted to the chilling infiuenoe of tJio ^ 
almoephera upon the bodiea of these poor litMo «a*>- ' 
tures, who are thus deserted by their natoial proteetofn 
at the time when tbey most need the genial warmth of | 
tie maternal bottom. 

The tuequ.'ility between the winter and summer mor- i 
tality diminishes «ith tiie advance of age; .^o that lor 
inhints of between twelve aud eighteen month.- old, ih«i 
proportion of deaths in January is 128 for 76 in July ;

fancy and childhood. Uno extremely common error ia 
the undue exiiosure of tho limlw of children to the air ; 
not moKljr during the mminer* whan the oontaet of the 
atmeaphere with the akin ia boneAdal, bnt dnring the | 
colder seasons, ahcn it is positively injurious. Upon ! 
what principle the arms and 1p<r^ of the adult are care- 
lully eneiiAed in warm pirm u - whilst those of the I 
ehiUI (vrho has mu'li less jnrrtvr of prodiifinff heat , 
within himself) are left l^are to he ehil'ied hy the frosty * 
atmosphere of winter aud the Uthk winds ot the early [ 
apring,' it aeems Impossible to guces. But such haa 
been the general practice in thia country, espeoiaiiy in 
the higher elaaaee, who ought to be better lafonned; 
and we have lieen accustomed to aee children oxpoaed 
to a keen, biting air, with their little limbs not half 
e IV. red, tlieir skins blue, and their fi-atuies ]>iiiehod, .

There seems, indeed, to be 
a great tendency to jdcei» and to the pUjring of tricky 
hi those poaaened of thlswoDderfol faeul^ ; and, if all lie 
true that is toM of Mr. Love's own youthful pranks, he 
muHt have enjoyed a deal of what la called fun among 
boyit, and misclii'. ; l.y L-rown p. ople. 

Mr. Love's pti;f..i ui,iiii e ih not u whit behind that of 
any of his iii"st n li lo .ued pri dei'os.- jrs, — hi^ .'xasumptioB 
of chanK'ter, and ht* rapid ehauKc frum one to another, 
.<^x<m.s almost miraculous; he detects the comic in every 
thing, and all his chamctcrs arc marked by that strung 
individuality which makes them never weaty. Kothing 

Ideaaed us more^ however, than hU pieee of pure vcntn- 
oquial acting, in which be dispcla the singing spirit, of 
the roof; it is inimitable, and in reTi^i iuliraioe now

In his own way Mr. Love i.h a genius; anil. li.i\itig 
80 eminently the power to amu^e and deiiclu InuidiTd*

and importance after her long baptism of tears. Much 
converMilion of a very interesting kind passed between 
them and thiir I^ni^lish fellow labourers, and after tlie 
tables were cleared with wonderful quickness i>y the 
busy tiands of about forty children, nil regulated by two 
young womcn-waiterx, they were taken over the wliole 
a^tablishmcnt. They saw, iu tlie sunk story, the store 
rooms well filled; tho kitchen famished with stoves and 
every conTeatenco for cheap and easy cocking on a 
large Male; the bakcboug(>, the w;u>hhouiic», drying 
houses and laundries; the sculleries, where multitndcv 
of !iu y 111 tie hands were cleaning up the breakfast 
plait:' au<l cups : and the larders. On ihc ground floor 
they saw, besides the ^'re:it r<» m where they had break- 
fasted, the library, ( on'aiiiinLr l>i nrhes for «?at« at lec- 
tures, mii<!tal in^.lniinenlii., .-licl\on, w ith a small a/Acc- 
tion of iKkoks of rciorence, maps, models, etc. They also 
visited tho Infant School, furnished with soft matlraosei 
in some parts for the little oreatoica to rest or play on, 
and with many means of harmlcH amusement as well 
as a litUo knowlodlga. Tttj next ma the obildinn'a 
school and other data vooma. They went into tho dck 
wards, which were at present empty, but well arranged 
for quiet and case, ^ocase of fever had yet occurred 
sinci.' the fonn-Lttion of the HoueehuM : yet, as tiic 
visitors were informed, it was built on the very site 
where ten years before every socoml house, Kometiuies 
every inliabitant of each house, were attacked and mon-cd 
down by it periodically ; and where, at the best uf times, 
it was always present in some house. The saniutry 
mcisures >>tuce adopted had worked this great change. 

The last visit of tho Iriah d^utiea was to old John 
Prices His name wia known and te^eeted Ihr and 
wide among his fellow workmen ; because while alng- 
gling with grief, bad health, and poverty, and while he 
and iii< 'ion (uih d together to c^m their daily bread and 
their indepcDdcnce, he had devoted several 
jears of his life, first to itn itii>g \n* fellow workers to 
that powerful agitation ami lilnmst uiiiver>:il petition 
for a sanit.'iry measure, M'hich wx^i one t;reit means of 
obtaining it ; and afterwards to a combination for 
Associated Homes ; so that ho WHin iOflW Bori oon- 
sidered as the fonndcr of them. 

The visitorA found the old man ^cutell in his aiB-chair, 
with his little grandehild plying ai his feet and his 
daughtc^in•hlw at wotk hj luande;. His eyes brightened 
as they kindly nddivwed him, and they bad much talk 
with bim. Ho enforced on them the importance of cum> 
binatitn, .md above all in this form of Homes. "To 
Itegiti tliem is not ver>- diflicuU," he said. " A certain 
liunihjr of you have only to u'uariiiiti o to n capitalist a 
cert&iu amount of rent, and b« will tindert.ike the 
speculation. This one amply pay* » f.^ir return f .r the 
Capital expended in its erection. You will find if you 
aueeeeil, thai not only you can liavc this superior accom- 
modation, but that every article of food and dothing 
that you need «bd he bought of better qnatttj •t two- 
thitds, sometinea at one-half the pftoe yon now pay for 
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ii, \>y ihc command of read; money to haj whokMle. 
Moreover, you will fiad that jour uring in tlM MMloml- 
cal mode* of tooiang aad miiajfiiig in tmaj way is 
YCTy great. Tm cu cdneftto joor dUldnn utd guard 
their youtli in a way that now you cannot command. 
Your own loisure, comrort, and means of social eigoy- 
ment will be increa-cil (enfold. Bin what is more to my 
feeliner than all tlie rc->t, ii* tlio irrc-it iinprorement that, 
Associated Home* ni.ike in tlio condition of women. 
Women are miaed by them, from auxious toil worn 
dradgcs, to their true place in the world. Now thov 
can enjoy the hoon of existence. Now we know what 
b1e«3ing^ to us arc our daut^hter*, our aiaters, and our 
wim; ind oar eliildrea know whal it i« to have 

The old mm pao^d, and an expraarion of aognieih 
piiMcd oTar bia fiMe.

trial lii-' irv. AVhiit is now become of the cotton 
fabrics I,: iJ^cca * Thev supported tlionnandt* — not to 
say millions of human l)eings. Thpy NtnifrRled und 
Btni^^lod, on wages wliich for some yoirs kept the 
wri,t<'lied sjiinnerB and vearers just on the limits of 
starvation ; but wages fell lower and lower, under the 
irresistible competition of BritiBh capital, British 
meobineiy, British cntoipriM, and Britian actiTitjr, till 
ai bnt the irholc population of Daeea wm thrown into 
the abysa of stan-ation, and perishing multitudes 
desisted from a struggle they could no longer maintain. 
In Europe, .-i-i the action of rival r_v is more adjacent, 
more tutsiiy wat<-hed, and more warily guarded against, 
the vicissitudes of manufacturing industry are not 
accompanied with the same amount of misery, i^ut 
the same process is going on. The woollen manufac- 
tures of the west have been emitten with deca; in the 
c 9ntroversy with the cheaper onee <rfthe north, Hinin- 
facture has found an all-conquering ally in the coal- 
mines of our isknd. Steam to a great extent has 
been called on to co-operate with manual labour : 
and whenever manual labour has been excluded hoiu 
the cooperation of the new motive powers, it has been 
driven from the held, or compelled to content itself 
with the production of those objects alone to which 
machiueiy has not been able to lend aaj retj impoT' 
tant aid. Into all the great departmenta of mantuho- 
turing praduietiiOB the motive ptmr of itoam baa been 
iatradiieed. There atill renaim a email part of the

The l.iom 
is still in the cottage— the stockinp frame is worked l>y 
individnal hands; but it is not dilficult to foresee, nor 
tX'^h to foretell, that even these and other little iude 
pendencies are doomed (o be overthrown by that 
universal law of progreaa^ which will not, and cannot, 
be resisted.

Of well-directed and ill-dirccted labour and capital, 
Belgium exhibits many striking examples. The raw 
materials for many of the most important 'articles of 
manufacture are produced adTantageoualj both in 
Belgium and in the a4j)W«nt eonntnea. The woollen 
maaalBetaia ia in a prosperous condition; so mnch so 
that there la a eonatant uproar a^inst the introduction 
of Belgian woollens into France kept up by the French 
monopolist ui.inufaclurer. Ve^^ iers in the seat of the 
most successful of tliese fabrics. Its machinery is 
excellent, both for .spiniiitii,', for stiearing, and finishing , 
and the chemical art.-; are well understood, so that the 
colours are light and lasting. In the manufacture of 
flax, the Belgians posises^ even greater advantages. 
The soil u admirablj adapted to the prodoctioa of the 
raw material. The staple fa strong and fine, and the 
art of dressing it is probably -upcri. ^r to fhat ciriplovcd 
in any other part of the world. Bui Belgium has too 



long delayed the an^Uoatioa of ateam VMldBaiy totho 
vaiions proeeaaes of flax maaipd^oi, aBd haa aUoved 

England, by the development of her moie active 
energies, to eneroaoh upon a trade of which at one time 
j she had something like a monopoly- at all cveutj«. in 
which she maintained n reco2;uised superiority. For i 
many a y(mr xhe exported her linen yarns; but under ' 
the pretence — or perhaps, to some extent, with the i 
honest design— of encouraging donie«tie spinning, abe | 
imposed variona and oomplicated datiea upon the yams , 
of foreign eamitriea; and she naja the ocoalty of the ' 
premium ftwaidad to inftriontj and backwafdneeai 
The plea — the eonmioii and too eemnoidy adDltled 
plea — prevailed, that a nation must first take care of 
its domestic industry. The domestic induRtry thus put 
iVirward i? always a domestic indnstry to In i-r . . d, far 
lc«8 , important thait other domestic iiidu.sincs which 
are to be sacriiiced. It generally hapjKns, however, 
that the domestic indnatiy which damoiira for pro- 
tection—which is to ham the right of tnfiag contnbn- 
tions oo the wbolo oomarani^— ia n eoneaBtiatcd, 
represented, and InlhionllBl power; whllo tho really i 
mure eztentivo and permaiient interest— the popular, 
the general intereet—ia to widely diffused, and so badly ' 
combine<l, that it cannot, or docs not, resist the better- 
orpanized, though really feebler force*, of monopoly and 
rc^iriction. I rce trade would have placed Belgium ia 
the Ural rank OS a manufacture of linens; but having 
tampered with the great principle, and encouraged her 
own in(erioriUea» instead of giving her amniontifla all , 
the advantagM of froo eompititloa, aho Bomi% aad fiSO.

The Belgian goYemment una the 
first to give all ila oiRcial \ax»amt and t» bring the 
state ca[>ital to the meoess of these andertaklngSw They 
hare been greatly facilitated by tliat friendly intercourse 
of mind— scarcely less important than the intercourse 
of f' intii' rce— to which the rritrn of f i nee hac piven 
binli . lid extension. To nse there are 1. w oKjcciis more 
attractive, than to vitr-. with what a liberal and 
trustful spirit th ■ prcluse capiul of £ngUnd, — the 
practical knowlnk'c i i England— her cnginecn— her 
workmen— flow towards, and spread themselves orer 
eonntries, which had been accustomed to see or to fancy 
that the strength and ^leatneas of Kngiand were axhi- 



bited only in wolda of asanaea and ads of hoatttity.

upon which not only men and merchandise, hut kindly 
thoughts, and philanthropic affections, and intellectual 
superiorities,- and all ilwr noble rcstdt.s uf si icnce .ind 
phthisijj.hy are to Irau-it and to travel.

That ho came to Sheffield, 
wixKt jxeuUnr ciroumstanccs, and, a.'* I have heard, 
tonic huudrnl and fifty im>iiu(1« v.or.-c than nothing: 
and, afu:r Buflering and <.'M(hir!ui: iiim-h like a tikui 
of iron, ho Btruck inl^ (he ri;;lit tnick ; im<l, ^utli 
was the prospority of the town and trade of Sheffield, 
that he 6ays lie u»ed to nit in bis chair, ami make hia 
twenty pounds »-dajr, without ereii seeing tlie goods that 
he ■oM;for Hktj ettue to thewluiif, aaA wemsoldagftin 
thence, witbont erer coming into his wnrehoue or 
nnder hitt oyo. The Cora Lam, he hsjs, altered sll this, 
and Kade him glad to got out of hu.^ioef^s «itti i).u l of 
what lio had got; the grcit janic and rovuUinii ]^;i7 
swi^epint; avvuy Bome tbrtc or fimr t hou.Niind.'* .'it imcf. 
The tnuits in which Ebcnezcr Hiliott made his money 
at Sheffield, wss that of a bar iron merchant. lie first 
bsgsn this businei^ in niirgetw-strcct. The house is 
pointed out at the right hand corner, at the top as you 
go iipk Here prosperitj first visited htm, and the pUce 
becoming too small for his growini; eoitaern% he remored 
ht^' warehouse to fiibraltar-Rtreet, Shalcemoor ; and lock 
or built 4uiic ;i hamlKomc villa, in a garden of an acre 
in extent, ttii.-liwi'ri with '\ hiu'li storio wall. Tlu> plc.i-:iiii 
retirement wan in tliii pleaisaiit suburb of Upper 'i'hor|iy ; 
wlu-niH', liy a footpath over the hill?! at the hack of the 
houHe, he could soon mount and sec all Sheffield smoking 
at his feet, and then dive down at the back of the hills 
into bis fiiToorite hntutt the vallcv of the Birelin. 

Bdbra, however, foltowt&g Ae poet into them 
haunts, we will make a call at his place of buBiucM. 
Gibraltar-Btreet, ShalcHmoor, I found in the lower part 
of the town, almost every place thereabout bearing ihc 
old nanio of moor, aUhoHgh no trace of a moor rould 
thero I'O s'-en, but, on fhc contrary, crowded h«n-i>, 
reeking clnmnevB, and the swarming of humaa beiugi». 
Here I noon caught sight of a lowisb, bamblisb sort of 
building, with " Elliott avj> Co.'h Iron akd Rteei, 
WAasuoirsx," painted in large letters along the front. 
This wasthe plMM where the Cora Law Rhymer had at 
onee pnimea tnde and poetry, with coual tneoeas. 
The luisine.^s is now in tho liands of two of liis sons. On 
cnd'rin^ tlio front door, ^vhich, however, you are pre- 
ventctl doing-, till a little iron gate in the door-way i» 
first opened for you, you find yourself in a dingy place, 
full of^ bars of steel and iron, of all sort^i and si/xs, from 
slenderest rods to good massy bars, reared ou almost 
every inch of npacc, so that there is but just room to 
get amongst them ; and. in the midst of all, stands 
aloft a laige eeet of BbaVspeare, with the Sir Wetter 
Kaleigh raff round his neck, and moustaches. Tonr ^e 
glancing fomrardt, penetrates a large warehonse behind, 
of the like- iron (:l<n>ni and o^'ciipation. On the left 
baud is a smallish room, into wliii h you directly look, 
for the door is open, if door there be. and w hich in, 
properly, the counting-bouse, but is nearly as crowded 
with iron bars all round as the rest. 

The son of Mr. Elliott, whom I found there, showed 
mc the place with great good-nature, and seeing me 
look into this room, he .oaid, " Walk in. Sir ; that is the 
Coni'Ijair RbyTOCT*s study ; that Is where mj Aitber 
wrote most of hi.=i p.ictry.*^ We m liaf-.-l v .'.s-^crt that 
there is no other sucli poetical a Rtudy iu Kugland, if 
there be in the world. 

The centre of the room is occupied by a considerable 
othccdcsk. whirl!, to judge from its ap[>carance, has 
for many a year known no occupation but that of being 

£iled with the moot miscellaneous chaos ofaccountbooki>, 
iroioee, bills, memotandnm-books, and the liko, all 
buried in the dwit of the Iron age throag h whtdi they 
hare aocnmulated. To be used as a da-«k appears to 
have ceased long ago ; it is the supporter of old chaos 
conic again; and a couple of portuMc do^ks, set on the 
counter under the window, thouLrh ' lliowc'l up )»y lol^ 
I ofdu -yiron, niid looked down upon 1'.. AchiP.c** and 
I Ajax in wonder, seem to serve the real purpo^s of desks. 



But Achilles and Ajax, aajs some one, what do 
they here > All round the room stand piles of Ixrs of 
iron, and amid thcsesfand, oddly cnouirh. three great 
plaster casts of Achilles, Ajax, nnil N apoleon. The two 
(ircci:Ln heroes are iu the front, on c;uli i-i<le of the 
window, and Napoleon oecupiet^ an elevated post in the 
centre of the side of the room, facing the door. Such was 
at once thettndj and the warehouse of Ebcnczcr Elliott I 

Svrelj, never were poetty and pence united together 
in such a scene before t You may imagine Robert Bloom- 
Geld Htitching away at ladles' shoes, and tagging rhymes 
at Uio Hame time, in grr.t p ace and bodily comfort ; 
licinp a jonmeyman for a lont: time, and when ho had 
got his work from his mailer, Keint: liable to very little 
iatcrraption. Y ou may imagine him thumping away 
on his last in poetic ardour, and in the midst of bis 
euthusiafm banimcrinsr ont a superior piece of soling 
leather and a Iriuiupliaui verse at the same instant ; 
but imMjine £beneser i£Uiott» in the midst of all this 
iron vildemeM, in the midst of bneUing and dunging 
Sheffield, nnd the eon=tAnt demands of little cutlers 
and the like fur coOhiiiut tbey must have 1m en for him 
(o accumulate a fair fortune out of nothintr, iniadae 
him in the mid^tof all this confusion of dur^ty oiatcrials, 
and the demands of cuftomcnt, and the din and jar of 
iron rods and bars, as they were dragged out of their 
stations for examination and sale, and were flung into 
the aeales to be weighed ; imagine this, and that thtt 
man aehievod a fbrtoae and a fime at the mnw time — 
weighed out iron and ideas — took in gold and glory — 
cursed cora laws, and blessed Ood,«nd man, and nature ; 
c«taldi.-.hcd a laigc family, two sons as ■ lerjrymen of the 
Church of Kntrland — threo in trade — two of iliem his 
.sueeebsors iu steel, t iioiij^h not in stanzas, in iron, though 
not in irony ; and llu u retired to his own pnreha»ed 
land, built his honsc on a hill top, and looked down on 
the world in philosophical eaee,at little more than eia^ 
years of age; and you maj look a good while fir a 
similar man and biatot/.

We succeeded in 
keeping the vcatel before the sea, and towards morning 
the extrcine violence of the wind abated, leaving na 
running with a fresh gale, too atrong though to allow 
the sea to suli^ide much. This continued for three 
d.iys, and while it lasted any attempt to keep dry on

in dry clothes, but a- we were generally greeted tip. .n 
a| pearing above the fok'sile scuttle i>y a slap in the 
fuce from a wave curling over vs, Mod as it was nearly 
a swimming matter to |^t from one end of the scbeemr 
to the other, we presently desiated (the more so aa m 
diy snit wad In'coming a rarity), and morely changed 
while we were below, donning a wetSldt befon emerg- 
ill- iiiM'ii il< > k. Wr .ill euHered. more or lew* severely, 
from the cold ; and Tom and 1 cursed all schooner 
.sailing in general, Bn i such Koais aa the "Olivia, that 
didn't go over the seas, but through (I might almost 
S41V under) thorn, in particular. However, every medal 
has its ivtrena; and nothing could be mora deiightAal, 
than wlwi, in * week's time, by tho holpof ofiMbtMae 
—which, thoogh It blew the wattr orer ne, blow the 
schooner over the water— we got Into West indin lati- 
tude and warm « .^nther, and passing through the '■ hole 
in the wall,"' nmi at oh* the Banks of Bahama, with a 
clear blnr -ky overht a.i. a jileasain brec/e. and a smooth 
son, the pretty " t)iivia ' dances along on ber way

On the stxleeiith day after our departure from New 
York we made ihe Texian land, near Mataijorda— iti« 
appearanc-e, aa far as we could make out, was not t«inpt- 
in^'. low sandy llaU iM^rdered the sea, and further inland 
nothing was visible but raarahy ground or swamp, with 
an occasional herd of wild cattle trooping acrosk.

Taylor's army, the head quarters of vrliich were some 
forty milefl distant at Corpus Christi. Halfway between 
the town and the bar stood the c»«)tom-hou80, a solitary, 
detached, wooden hut, looking like a melancholy emblem 
of Um " Lone Btar" la the of JUid«peiid«n«o thai 
mved orer it That ftar now Is one of the dnater of 
amal! fry tliat mIotu th<; Yankee " Gri'fu on." 

Wliut they wanted with a ciL^toui house heaveu 
knows, for tlio in-arcity of the noeL->aiiea of life was 
such to iiiaku ihcm glad to obtain them upon any 
ierma, and would preclude the idea, one wouM suppo^ii', 
of a tax upon them, — however, there it st«od, and it < 
did not prevent the Amortcau iradeis from WoHling ' 
lam prolta bj tbe lale of tiuu goods. 

Tbe left bade of tbe Inlet (into wbleh the Anwaa 
river runs above the town) ia all mar»hy swamp; it is 
intersected by litUc muddy saltwater streams, where in 
the 8ca.sou plenty of ia)dial oysters may be found. 
Turtle--» arc Hcen oet asiiinally, and somcttmcM caught in 
the winter time, when numbed by the cold. These 
are, i think, the principal recommendations in this part 
of the country, not much certainly to compensate for 
the twnr and agoio wbieb would piobi^ viaita aetUer 
tberob 

Some days after our arrival, one of the crew of a 
schooner that had been lying there Home time came on 
board of us; he was quite astonished that wc, in oar igno- 
rance of the phice, had brought nothing out with us for 
talo. 

" Why, wliat will they buy ] " asked Tom. 

*' Buy," returned the other, " they'll buy anything — 
jour chest of clothes, if you'U sell it— whiakej and 
tobacco are the best thlngSi they're loie to go off I 
sold mj whiskey, that eoot half a dollar a gallon in 
Orleans, at fifteen drapa for a picayune {2id.) ; and the 
tobacco thai I paid tea eenta for, at fifty eeata a 
pound." 

Tom and the rosl of us opened our eves at this, and 
were rather iucredulouit ; until miuv time after, \>hen 
our passenger wished us gfood bye, telling ho 
had made sevenlj-five per cent profit on his good^, said 
he was off to New Orleans by the steam-boat ^r anutlicr 
caxgo ; we then ooneloded thai it was all tne, and that 
we were gteat Ibola not to have done the same. 

After we had discharared our cargo, wldeh we put 
into an old, tumble-down, high preaaure Mteaui boat iliat 
bad come out here from New Orleans, and which, after 
proceeding teu luilet on it* jo«rney to Corpus Chrii^u, 
got ashore on a mud bank and there .ntopped — the 
people on board ]i1aying canU, and drinking, after they 
nan got there, in perlect indifference— we had a very 
monotawMia tine of it nor (h« two ortluve weeks that we 
laj theta. Aahon than was notbini; to be seen except 
laJEjr soldiers and half-bred Mexicans. Seaward there 
was no variety except the temporary cxeileiuent 
Oecaaioned hy some unfortunate schooner tjcttin!^ 
aahore. Thi.s oeeurred several times during our stay ; 
and, the first event of tlie >orl we figured in, the pilot 
Hchooner got ashore one foggy morning on the other 
side of the neck of sand that formed the lover part of 
the right bank of tbe inlet. She was aboot two mUea 
from wbaio «« Iqr ia a stiriglit Itaa; bvt to wpptwih 
iter bj wiiar, we mnat ham gUM oat to the bar, round 
the point In whteb tbe rtj^ht shore terminated, and back 
aij.iin, the other side. ^^ e had no Ijo.d fit to do IhiK ; 
^ ttuil Die e.iptain, Ihinkin;*: there nil>.'ht be somebody to 
save on board tin.' schooner, over wbieh we saw (he sea 
breakinff, an «c caught a glimpse of her occ-a.^ionally 
through the fug. proposed that WO sboidd land in a 
light l>oai that we bad, and cany it on our shoolden

across fiand into which at every step we Kunk knee deep 
was ni) light work, and when we got there it wan of no 
use, for the crew iiad eomc ashore an houi or iwul'cfore, 
80 all wo could do was to carr^ our boat back again, 
besides getting at by soiaa paopto thave^ Sot oar 
pains. 

Another schooner struck on the bar,aa a ateamer was 
towing her out, and in half an hoar aftofwanla ftllad 
and went down j u^t ontsUe. These aeetdeats, and omhw 

of the same sort, made our captain feel rather alarmed, 
and postpone starting for some time. At length, after 
a month s stay, wc took a few tons of Kaud on board for 
UalloAt, anil prepared to sail the next day. Aecortlingly, 
the next niurning when thcpa--.senger-boat iliai riteamcd 
to New Orleans Iwicf a week came past us, and took 
another achooAsr ia (ov, oar captala doteoaiaed to 
go too.

<nhoot/er sailing, left the "Olivia," resisting all the

be uncertain, no <loubl we enjoy the more the fine days, 
and the occasiomtl fine seasons, when we do get them. 
There \» a feeliaf •beoTtbe spring months, after all, be 
thejr had aa thav maf, whkh ia peoaliar— which an 
n«T«r ba annihilated— and vhidi, thaiafeTC!, ivM all 
shireriay winds, sleet, and mow, and flittlof mnshine, 
haa aomething pleasant in it. Thai in April the 
coiintrj" people often wonder why we have not April 
weather, ami then they explain it very »ati»factorily to 
themselves : — it is still little more tliaii oM Mareh. It 
ii iitill the time of the year which wa.s the March of onr 
aiiecKtorx, during the old Mtylc ; and the April uf the 
\>jieU is but jucib beginning. Others tell u^t that it is 
now Blacktuukv Wimtbr ; that is, the time when the 
blaclithoni ia about to blossom, which, say they, has 
always bean notorious for cold weather, eaateily and 
nerth eaateriy winds, sleet, hail, and sonalliMa anow. 
The bladtthoma, and the plums, too, in our oidtards, 
show themselvcji thickly clustered with hnds which are 
ready tu burHt open, the whitencKH of the blossom half 
revealed, like the wmile of an arch cottage damsel, who 
say*, Kpito of dani^cr^ abroad, " I have half a mind to 
sally out" 

Cold as the winds are, the buds of many trees are

plantatioos, or in your helds, you are struck with the 
large, pale green, gummy buds of the chostout, which 
arc swelling and linntiM foirth impatianUy.and l»ight- 
I cning up the woodilda u araiy paialng gleam af the 
sun.

he had left that morning, and gone to a town 

about nine miles off). The next day I sent the man on 
the road there, to make inquiriea everywhere for the 
poor fellow, and bring him to me. He wrnt all tbe 
Mray there, but could hear nothing of him; and from 
tiuii day to this, I have never heard more of him. 

" Tlii> tict nie thinking on what bccauic of prisonfr- 
wlicn iliev left prison, and perhaps wli\- anxiou- to do 
bellei' : arid I Koi^an to tu know inoru al oiu IIkiii. 

" But it IB no cftay matter to obtain admittance {of 
the kind I wanted) into a prison; and I had to wait, 
and cast about long. One day a man came to try and 
get work at tbe fonndiy ; and on asking him a few 
question^ I found bis mther held a situation in tbo 
New Bailey of tbia town. ' Aye, aye," said I to 
myself, ' you're the man I vant.' So 1 ;t-lici! biin if 
lie could get mc leave to .i;o i<> ufLcmiuQ scrMcc, ai ilie 
prison ( liiipcl ; of < our-»e lie liad toa^k the governor, but 
1 had soon leave granted. Well ! I used to go Buudar 
after Sunday, and 1 sat in the governor's pew ; but still, 
1 could not speak to the prisoners, which was what I 
wanted. I u:icd tu %iaud lu the ai»lc and bow to tbe 
cbaplain,«id be bowed ag^ to m^ bn( be nerer apokn. 
Once be asked tbe clerk who t waa. Bnt I afwaya 
waited for him, and bowed to him, thinking that some 
day perhaps he woulil npeak. I bad atkcd the governor 
what became of pri^ouerii, when their time was up: 

and his answer wa«, * Indeed, Mr. W , I m afraid it 

goes very hard with them. }Iany a one on coming 
back here a second time, tells me they would gladly 
have earned an honest livelihood, but erciyoiw ahnnned

** Well ! one afternoon the cbaplain stooped as be was 
leaving the chapel, and spoke to me. He said he had 
heard that 1 waa manager at a foundry, and that there 
wa^ a iiri.-^oncr alvuu ^v]lom he was much intcre-ird, 
and iJial he btliuvtd w** willinc: to reform, if ho had 
!>ut an opening; could I pnu nn him >\c.rk ' Y- ri n.ay 
l>c sure I answered gladly ; and told him it vsm the 
very thing I had wanted so long to do.

He 
is the messenger they employ (o bear tidingii of them 
to their families. U« ia IJie atvangthener of iheir good 
purposes ; and when tbey leave piiaon be endeaTonra to 
procure tV.< ni ernjdmment; frequently guaranteeing 
them by the deposit of his own money. He does not 
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lose Night of tUcm, employed or aueuiplo.vcd. He «x»r- 
roflpondit with or viniU those who are employed ; while 
his wisdom (from idrave) is displayed to my mind very 
strikingly in his jvdieioun trciitment of those who arc 
ansble at licsi to meet wilb wetk. Ue »|tpoUiU cert^n 
days on which they arc to «OBM and M hiti ; wmc- 
tiinos to render them some small allowance for their

He would i>c 
glad of money help, I twliere, occasionally, iu onler 
that he might support hti poor peaitenta, imtil they 
cooid (drtain irorli. Ha la more ttankfoly however, for 
the oflhr of emplovnent fsr aav one whom ho cut ro- 
commend ; especially if thi' cmploymeni !ii :tt adiatanea 
from the scene of tlitir foriuer templaiiuu-. 

The above will irivc you an idea of the labour* of this 
excellimt man, 1 lUonr-; which h.ive been carried on for 
-H'vcral yi ,-\r-, unknow n to the public,ar;ii nm ii.-ouraged, 
except by their own great ancMas, which was indeed the 
best encouragement Ua naUa and henaralent mind 
coald hope for.

jii-tificd in putting Nature to the question in this 
manner, hy carcfully-dcTi^ed experiments, when there 
seems a fair probability that the results will be of ^rvM 
importance in the iirc-^ervation of human life, or the 
alleviation of <li.-c;i>c. The experiment of which we are | 
about to speak, was one from which any persou of onii- 
uary humaaitjr wmM ehrfnk, If he were not impre«6ed 
with a strong conTiettoo of the probable valne ef ita 
raealte ; being, in phUn tetma^ tlie elarvlttg^ a nomberef 
animaU to death, for the sake of carefully watching the 
phenomena which they presented from time to lime. , 
Vet we think il will presently appear that its results 
were so important as fully to Justify it^ performance ; I 
both by dcmonstniting, in a w.ay which conld not lie 
otherwise brought about, the direct and coostaat de- l 
pendenoe of the i^ife of the warm-blooded animal on Heat ; i 
and by criving a most latlsfactorj confirmation to oar I 
prcviouii viem K^cding the dependence of tbe heat- .

It was found by M. Chosaat, that, when Pigeons were 
entirely doprired of food and water, the duration of ' 
their lives depended upon the amount off.it which their 
liodies contained, and upon the warmth of the atmo- 
sphere in which they were Iccjit :— those living the ' 
longest which had the moat fsA, and which weiv kept in 
the warmest air. The temperature of their bodies 
underwent rtKolar but inconsiderable diminution froaa. 
day to d^ j being kept up nearly to its propM- etandard 
ee leogae anylw remained. But as soon aetUa was 
all eonmmed, fhey began to cool rapidly, the tern- : 
perafitro of their bodies falling from hour to hour, 
until it wa.s about thirty degrees lower than the proper 
standard : when a stale of insensibility and complete 
\(t*.* of jwwer of movement came on, which wa* speedily 
followed by tlio entire cessation of the cireidat ion, or 
fitiUh. Here, llien, wc see that Deuih hu Sinrvatton w I 
in reality. Death from Cold; the immediate cause of 
the stoppege of the heart's action, aod of all tlie actions 1 
of life, being tbe loas of bodily heat, cooieqnent open

If this be tlie true aocount of it, it is obrioiiM that a 
proper f,upply of t itmial heat may m«l>.L- up for a de- 
ficiency in (he ; source of it ; and the correctness 
of thi.s vii'w in borne init by the folloivip^ most remark- 
able f!^ct^. It was found bv M. Chr>ssal, lliat when 
animals thus reducer! by litarTation, ivhn«e death might

NVlieii there ii a largo i<ii>i'ly, h iwcvci. within the 
b.xly, Vifje may bo prolonged for a considerable time at 
the tispetiKO of it. Thus there ia a caiie on record, in 
which a fat pig, OTcnrbelmcd by a fall of earth which 
did not eomptetely exclude the air, lived 160 days 
vtthoqt ftxid: boiiv fimnd tAln at tho end of that 
flvo, dinbilned In weight 100 pounds. Now. in this 
i X-it: the heat of the Iioily would be kept in hy the c.irili 
ajTiunil, by a iliiek cl jthing, and much kvs ili lu u^iiial 
would Ue loBt; yet wo hoe that lO-ltith^ of a iKv.iiid, «.i 
just ten ounce*, must Lave been daily given oil' ia the 
breath. 

It waa further aacertaiued by ClUMMty that when 
animals were intufficiently supplied with fbod, instead 
«r heinc (otalij dented of the veiy mdm chmges 
i, hot Uief took place more alowl j. The bod/ 

more gradually, and itx temperature did not 
beeoB« materially lower from day to day so long as tho 
C»t looted ; but a** s.xm as* ever it was all eonsuiued, tin' 
waniHh of the bixiy dimini.slicd from hour to Lour, just 
as if no food at all had I>ocd taicca in, though somcwiiat 
more «lowly ; and at la«t death took place from cold, 
just aa in complete starvation. 
The praetkal i^pUcatioQi of these principloa to the 
of Hai^ eepaohdlj in tliocA like the present, 
I and importiat.

.Stjuration is really death l<y Cold, so death by Cold 
(except whcQ the intensity oi thti cold i«Dio«t imusual) 
i* generally death by Starvation. 

S. When, by oabl and want of food, the body has 
lacume chilled, and insenaibUity haa oome on, the fim 
thing to be done it to lealofe Ita heat; and thia may 
be aeet eflTectaally aoeonpUabed by the hot-air bath. 
Experienee haa ahown that this treatment U not less 
effleariona In the reetoration of tho Human l>cing to 
eoa-x iyusnc VI ami p<.«i r > { tnoinjii, ^4^lH llic-e liavc 
Lctn «u--('i'u<!i'd 1j\ iIk; eooliui; of tlie Uody, than it h.t'* 
f'ceu jir i>e l to I'C in I.tird- l-y ihi- e\ [ orunentt of 
M. CboesaU in every attempt at restoration after 
divwa&if » tk« mvml of the womth of the bodj la 



one of the mobi iax\wi,%iii poiuls ; and thiH is of the 
more consequence, iu proportiuu to tho coldneuof the 
water in which the body haa been immersed. 

4. In many achnnsdiig Dimue^t the cooling of Ihft 
bodjr aeen» to be the immediate cmue of death; for 
when the whole atom of fat haa been conanmed, and 
food o.innot l>o diKe-ted, the heat can no longer Kc sus- 
tained, fti;d the teiniieraturc falls from hour to hour 
until di.aili takes phwe. It i:i prohaMc that here, too, 
the ai»plii ation of artilii ial heal lo the whole body by 
tho not-air Lath iniLjht ofieu prolong life until the 
dieeaaed condition should have jpaased awa^}*, no tiut 
oomplete neoruj might nUinutelj take pbee.' 



NATIONAL 2DUCATI0N AXD OOTBBNMENT 

EDUC.VTION. 

UV WILLIAM HOWIH. 

Tue Bpirite<l and general resistance on tho part of 
the people and tho DiMonters to the Govoriiwcnt 
scheme of odncatioo, modified as it now is, showa 
plainly that the minUtera hare yet farther to go in the 
work of remodelling. Itiaone of the moat aingnlar 
aspects of go\-emmcDi9 that they are always tho la-si, 
instead of the fir^t, to Icain th_' real «i-licN uf the 
]KMple they postm. Hul iLe Lui^Ii-Ji people will Lake 
rue to tcjih their Government, however slow or 
rciuetaut it may be t<» kam, what is their real mind 
and determination. Tiie people of England, then, are 
as rc»otntely 1j>ent as ever lo have a uatioiml, and not 
a (jovLrn,ii^ut education. There i* a wide and irrc- 
ooncilabie diSerenoe. A Oovermuent education is an 
ednealUm that ahall noald the people to & patient 
acquleaoonee with Government views— which ahall bend 
the twig so that the tree may lean just the way that 

GuVLniuient — (h.il^ ,~hall make a ijulct, c:-. y, ^oul- 
1 ;itul good-fur luil hi n;; natiou, euiivei'tiug meu into 
uiily ho many grazing tloeks aud stupid human herds — 
which shall create and i>en'etu.'ttf Government patron- 
age and influence, and, bej^iuuiug with the j>cdagopue, 
shall from hia bands turn us over, good pliable auimals, 
into the hiada of the priest and the policeman. It is a 
plan toaaro aoTanmenta trouble, by taking tlie stificn- 
ing out of tne human mind at the outlet, and rearing 
up fatted calves of the state that ahall never be worthy of 
calling John Bull their father. It Is a bilekmaikef'a 
scheme ufe;Lsting all the huuukn elay in one nioiild, ami 
Ijakinj; it in one kiln, to luiild up yi national temple lo 
d( -j)oti>in aud creeping ^^r^ i^^ty, in which GovLrninent 
shall sit and— sleep, liut of such stuff Englishmen aie 
not made. They arc none of your political brickmakers 
clay, nor your potter's clay to he made into Govern- 
ment dinn'cr-serrlccs : thqr W the clay that mm are 
made of; they are strong^ tenacious, and resisting staff. 
Depend upon it, they wWiott oat of the mould, thagr will 
flv in the fire ; they wilt comoont of tbdredncittoii. men 
ui t) utlang. Therefore, no OoTemment edncatiOD will 
go down with them — tin y mtiit m\<\ will have a national 
education. .\ud what is a mtioiial education ! It is 
an education which, paid fi'r with the i>ci»ple's u.' n y, 
takes that money as a right, and not a<< a fitvonr \t h eii 
says. We arc the Undlords ; you, minister.*, are I r: sho 
stewards; our money shall I* laid out to educate our 
children, and it shafl be laid out as wc plcauc it i, un 
education which tcachea men that they arc men ; that 
for them the world and all thnt la thenln was made ; 
th.v tocv must Icam the n»tai« of that worid, and of 
il.e e their rights; and. to do that, they muat alio 
Icurn to le honcbt, upright, noble, aud true ; tb.ii they 
muftt acquaint themselves with the laws bv which lito 
good tWBiB* In thia gicat atonhooae of God— the world 
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— aro to lie properly and equally dblribulcd ; ind by 
trhat mcftw Uuat cm bwi love^ ihuik, wut wonUp 
Him «lio to the Cmtor noA OItw of fife, and all tli*t 

I Bustaiiu and adorns it. 

[; To ofTcct all this safely, tlicrc must hi- pcrlVi i froc- 
dom, and no Govcnmu'iil l-ia-. It does not, thLiTfr.rt.', 
iuitUfy the people, un<l it 'Jiii.-ht nut to satiiify tliein, that 
tlio Government aa.v--* " Well, you objected to our 
rc<{iitriQ^ creeds and catcchiams to b« taught; — wo 

• abandon that." The people uawer, "Ym; but you 
must alw •bandon your training of our ckildraa'e 

I teachen, Tou Bint ftbandoD your Dormal wiboola for 
teacheni or >A kH&ymu rij^gr any riglitt to impose

Tx fieUcting a few familiar and favourite fii.wi a'' 
the •ubjoctii of illustration, which wc hope may Rcrve 
at once to extend a knowledge of the true principle* of 
botanical ficienoe, and to cultivate a taste for the 
flttional Mtudj of tlM beautiful objects which aurrouud 
•a «o all aidei|,«e OMUut think of pouing bjr the prim- 
loaa, » flower of the preaent eeaBon, one wUen h wHhin 
•Imoet eveijrbody's reach ; ebiee, wbili^t the hand of 
Vatnre plentilhlly scatters it over the hank.-, and 
thr..iiirli the thieketn, there arc few gardens whieh do 
nf't ci'iitaiii it in its natural state, or in Konie of its 
vari'ti.*; ofton min'_'t'ii, ti'o, ^vith kimlrcil funn-i, 
which may he profilal'iy compared with it; and even 
ia the heart of crowdc«l eitiei*, the demand for this 
miMh-Ioved flower awakens the industry of some rustic 
merchant adrentnrer, who bringa round bis well-ttocked 
beekiA of blooBiog loota, ftom which tlie flowerpots 
aad vfadov^MONe of the poor artlaaii, aa veil aa the 
borden< of tbo little labarbui guden, are cbeaply 
supplied. 

it i«, perhaps, an additional recommendation to our 
notice on the pre»cnt occasion, that the primrose 
differ* widely in «truoture from tlie plants which we 
hare preri Mi^ly examined, and thus givea opportmnty 
for csulainiii;; I ho ippUetttea of tbe priadpua \^ I w 
laid down to fofsia apparently the moat opposed and 
laeoDiirtent, vbldi win be mado to manifest tlieir 
common wblknthip^ and mataaUy to throw U^t on 
eaeh other. 

Afi. r the fundamental differcnecyi whiih divide all 
fiLiwcnrij: plant* into ixngrnouA and ni'lifimoin, the 
mijit obvious ilistinclion consist'* in the ciii'len of whieh 
the flower i* cnmpoecd bcinjr hinplc of each kind, or 
one or more kinds cither omitted or multiplied ; in 
thoaa circles bcinn; Hoparatc, or. adhering one upon 
another; ia the several pieces of eadk drew raaudnin^ 
Bepaiat% or eoberiog hv thoir edges, ao ao to aeem to 
form bat one; and in tao otgana of the aerenl circle* 
Uin;^ e<|tt.injor nneqoally deTclopcd. 

The icmf- r aconite belongs to an order characfcrised 



by the •enantion of all it-« part*, .m<i lil;iw!»o rc^tilar. 
The vioht ha-* it* interior eiielo—iliai -if the e.ir|K;l«, 
united Vty cohercnec into a compound soi<l ve-i-el, 
thoujjh the pre^!«ure i« uot very i lo-o. It :i\> > < xliil>itii 
irrcijularity in its pjt.il-; :in<l ^ta•.nell■'. Tin; ]-ri„n i).« is 
p rlei tly regular, but all the circles have their parts 
!iei ui, and there ia a rin:ar'.:iMe a lhtrcnco ut the 
petals and atamena, including between them an abortive 
outer circle of stamena, of which in general slight 
traoei remain, but attention to vhieh la no««rtbclcAS 
important for giving a true iidm «f tba flower. Tho 
inner or carpeliaiy drde alio eteinu v«iy partlenlar 
attention. 

The primrose has an alir.o-it flcj*hy root, witb luig 
fibrett, numeroun leaves uprin^'ing from the stem imme- 
diat-'ly above tlio ground, of an obovatc oblong fijfurc 
(that is, Momcwhai cLir shaped, with the hirger tnd 
outwards, but di>propuriiucatcly lengthened below), 
irrnolarly toothed, soft^ dow^jr, and wrinkled, tapering 
nadnally into broad kaf-etalke, with the margin nlded 
back in the younger ones. Those leaves decay without 
dropping oil, atid the lower portions of the leaf Mtalk. 
reniuinin- attai licd to the stem, swell into r.-ervuirs of 
noini>hnu ut, convertinij the flcnhy stem into \iliat haa 
hcLii ciilrd a no(.-hcil or j.iiutLd root, the stem .-^inking 
into tlie ground, and sending; forth fiesh fibres from 
above each remnant of a leaf. The flowers proceed, a 
number of them together, from one common rudiment 
of a 8talk, which is aometifliee elerated (especially in 
gardens) ao as to bava tba appearanea of the oxlip or 
polyantana. Sadi flower la lan^, of the plcaalag, pale 
Kulphnr colour which takes the name of primrose, with 
a darker radiating rpot in the middle, and Kwcet- 
.•icented. 

The calyx, or outer circle, has its five .-epaU cohering 
> for .ilioul two-lliinls of their length into a tul ular, tiNc- 
angled cu]>. Tho corolla is salvcr-sbapcd, with the five 

Ectali> cohering into a tutie, separating only in the 
Older. The liTe atamena adhere with the corolla, so 
as to appear to eprlag from iu tube, tbdr iaawtion 
being aometlaua veiy low, ao that tbej are ooneealed 
from Tiew; aometimee eo bigb as to fill tbo montb of 
the tube, which makoa the florist's distiaelion of jmii* 
fi/rd and Ihutntt-rsfnl, but always ojijxtnite to the j>ttal», 
'I'luK iw a characteriiitic pctuliariiy of the trihc; and an 
the irencral law i* for the farl> of the l inlen to alter- 
nate with one another, we are naturally led to seek for 
some explanation. On examination, we perceive that 
the throat of the corolla, al>ove tho insertion of the 
atamena, lias a little border of fire rounded parts placed 
aAema((Yy between the petals and stamens, and a>.qttca. 
tionably representing an intermediate circle of abortive 
stamenii, which by prcMure is amalgamated with the 
corolla. In thi^ pi> in>t primrorc^ the stamens are 
lowest in ihn tul>e, iuul the lu rdcr of iliec_\c i> learnt 
developed: hesice the enlargi-d full thror.t and the 
thumb-eye are approved by floriittit iu all the primrose 
tribe, in the auneula and po^rantbua aavell aa the 
jirimrose it.«clt 

.\». we have here proposed a theory to explain the 
]>eculiar position of the stamens in the primneo tribe, 
we will mention In Jostiftcatlon of It, that in aome 
species of Lyiimadtiti, the Loosc-<>trifc, which belongs to

There ahould be a Repeat of all the Ismi whieh make 
dlAtinctiona between landed and other property ; ho that 
it might be bought, sold, and given away, as i^ any other 
comnioiliiy. 

A Repeal of the whole systeia <il' lea-iiij,'. oi'er.[i:ition, 
and UKc, should be a full and Millii ient till.-, anil when 
those do not exist no title should lie valid. To exolain — 
tlie law, as in all other casee, ahould presume that the 
land ia the property of the possessor, the o<;ctipier, and 
a^y van taking land for the j^urposc of tilloj^e should 
nam be distaroed but with hu own wish anil consent 
BO long as be pay* the rent agreed upon ; there would 
be no injii>tU e in this, for It would sceure to tht? land- 
lord the lull market v;ilue of hi^ kmd. it would only 
prevent liim and his posterity from beitiu: an incubus 
ou the indusiry of the people to all future i^cuerationA. 

A simple enactment should be made tliat any land 
nnoccuttied for a certain number of years, say twcuty-- 
which t believe is the legal number which constitutes 
ownenbin— ahould be aold for the benefit of the people ;

THE EAllLT CLOSI^'Q MOVEMENT. 

Ir viewed simply in ita obvious relations to the phy- 
sical and educational advance of the great staple rlsaana 
of aofiioty, tliia qaeation ia one of immcniw importaaoe ; 
but when looked at for what it really is, as a phase oiPft 

mighty moral revolution, both as regards the circam- 
stances, the character, and the condition of labour, it 
appears at onco grandly significant of true moral 
progretift and ciiligTjtcnmcnt, The Rt4?ps toward-i this 

S>luuc in its present evidence have hccn we^ry one> . 
or nothing hu been so crushed as the right* of labour ; 
nothing omuidered so worthless in itself. It has been 
borne as a matter of neee!4<>itated sufferance by the 
majority ; and ita effects received with the supreme 
iudifiigMnoe of n right by the minoiitj: whereas, till 
labour be taken Ibr what ft really is, the nwet rcligiotu 
and greatest power placed by Divine goodness iu the 
bauds of man, to act upon the itifmitc material and 
causes of nature, no g^reat and tnie moral relations be- 
tween man and man will he established. The primary 
lights of man, Itolh a* onewhoh.as to labour and rceeive 
the productions of labour, do not, as some aasert, iuler- 
mingle and beooDM difficult of solution as social 
relations grow moro varied ; but rather is it, that the 
more enlightenment beam nptm human action, the more 
simplified and obvious are these rclationa } nr tlMB In 
fairly judged the reciprocity of duty, and the great 
moral vud of all duty, happiness, a8 the result of utilitj-. 
It y, therefore, thia rceiproeity of intere-.lj. and duiic*, 
de-jioileil of tyranny on the one hand, and subacrvicQOC 
on the other, that gives character to tlte great a^ tat ion 
for shortened hours, in the more advanced aud aetiv^e 
cla^s of labour , and the more that education sprcada, 
the more obvious, simple, and capable of asscrtioa wUl 
these rights become to tbo gnat daaaea intaraatod. 

For tnia mme right and nilatlon of labour, and tbelr 
action upon mental and moral progrciu, we press again 
this great question of time upon the public, the em- 
ployeis. jind the employed All three, in our view, have 
great duties in respect to it; the more these are actcU 
rpon, the moro licn ;'u'.;\I will be the result.

This I know, that 
I have seen not TOiy keeneightod tourists wrangle on 
which side of UMttnam the mndl vannted CUwirr exisu. 

The Dannhe ia a leaa oompromldng and woU-behaTcd 
streem. There Is no mistaking its terrors. Bat it is 
not very n<^y to doMTihc (h.-m : >o rapid !■< thi^ siic'-i 
aion of pictun-s-pn: objccU— so strong ^al iesial, i found 



it so) the first excitement. Ton have eeamly admired 
Qrein, which standn love^iomely at a bend of the rircr, 
a dean white tempting-looking village!, with that inter- 
mixtnre of foliage amoo^ the honMe I always mka m 

niu h on the Rhine : — when a whirl of the narrowed cur- 
rt'Ut, sweep* you down amonc: rocks, which the King of 
the Kobolds niust have i^haped, to ^how his wondrous 
adroitncsi; — with here a cliape!, and there a crucifix, and 
anon a tower, 1 know not in what order comin;; : — for 
the power of the water, and the power of stmm, acting 
in concert, the sensation of descent is the next thing 
to thai deliciona 4]ring, of which ereiy child hae draamed. 
The beat •eena hardly a hand'e bnadth from the 
rocky barrier, absolutely under the very tower and trees 
which fringe it ; when another tiout of the roaring 
water (it is too abrupt to be called a cour&et flingn cine 
into the nitdst of a caldron yet more piLiuresijucly bor- 
dered, and of a yet more violent wraih. .Vnd tbcu tlie 
lioat— be she even of at* robust a frame as was ours, the 
.Va r ia i Uh— f miMU and staggers, as if about to yield — and 
another aweep of the torrent oomeib You look Into the 
writtilng, boiling whirlpool a nd there are cries of the 

sailors, and ecstacies from evenr one en board 

and it is all gone ! I have partaken of nothing like that 
three niiimtcs' flight. Afterit, though one i)icturc after 
another uf great and varj'ing l>cauly succeeded, I could 
look at no new object till Weidcneck an<l .Molk came in 
sight. The former ui a &ne and inipo«>ing ruin, which 
ai pcarcd, from a distance, to have some affinity to that 
beautiful Moorish castle of Rcichenburg behind Si. 
Ooanshauscn. The latter is one of those mookish 
palaoea which am aa diatinetive of tha Oannba^ aa the 
robber caattee <^ the Bhine stream. 

Arcliitcct Prandauer had assuredly one or twr m.^c-rii 
ficent points in the situation allotted to him lor h:- 
Imilding; and he contentod himself with toak[iiL: tho 
utmttel of theui. Tiius, the ha^tion like froni of the 
Monastory which abuts on the perpendicular rock, 
between wtiicb and the stream there u but a path, it 
beautifully planned ; the two wiaca of the ml l»nildfa(( 
being oonnectcil by a aenen, wlik^ «w«epe the very 
verge of the prccipfoe with a meatgnedU oval, a large 
central arch admitting a fair view of the gorgeoos 
church behind it. 'A u resfe, Molk does not get beyond 
a hospital, or barrack, in architccfnml style ; though 
the ma.ss, spreading outeach wi^r from the aiwve/m/Mre 
into two loQg n^gea of wiU^ be tmpeiiiig^ frnm ila 
extent. 

" The Ox," at MOlk, where the steamer flung as out. 

aia litetaUy i* the poorest inn we have as yet har- 
ured in. Bat the landlord is smiling and jolly ; and 
he haa three beaotUbl children, and one huge dog, after 
the country fashion ; and I Was ailly enough to like boing 
" put n\<" for the night in one of the Pilgrims' cham- 
bers, with a Mailonna above the lookingplaw. More- 
over, there is a sort of garden r ui-n, or pavilion, uii the 
court-yard, very redolent of stable, but with a balcony 
overlooking the river, in which duntier folk than any 
of us might dine well wiUi sneh a view, and under such 
a sun, and with andi a plenteous basket of pea^ea 
bronght to «•» by ^^^^ (sooth to aay, th^ weie 
rather enbbed and jiannf Uy eating). Heie, by the way, 
one has got into a new culinary rone ; — h6ck AaAit, (fried 
chicken,! is the great dish ; but wc had trout, sweet a-s 
May-dew, and a half bottle of Brlauer wine — l>cing, to 
speak metaphorically, now also in the cellar of Hun- 
gary. .\ n<l the coffee is everywhere admirable, guiltlct**; — 
which is much to ereiy cofioe-dhnker — of chicory. 1 
have a wicked pleann m Inflicting these deiaila of oor 
creatoe eomforte upon yon, knowing how they will add 
to year " hankering." 

After dinner it was time to knock at the Monastoiy 
gate. It is proverbially disadvantageoox to have set 
one's ininil niuidi on anything: and I had iii3<lr much of 
.NLolk, for many a day. I should not tirst have seen 
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Bt. Fiorimn's ; for Miilk bas not that air of rttinment 
wlikch the Tuitor admirat, bomoeror the reddent he 
hand tiberebjr. Jf you won lMBioikMeliuloo*w««iId you 
like to b« perebsd olow above » river— «iie of Barope's 
threat bighwajn — and to be tannted every day Ij.v ilwcp.-, 
by from Paru, and London, an<i Frankfort, uiid Berlin, 
frvc to come and go where au<l when they list ' There 
arc vagrant spiriin wlioni isucli a m^dc would irritate 
into cruel diBCont<;nt ; wLerea**, takeavay the tempiaiiun, 
and time and iteady mental aelf-dtacipliuo might calm 
*haa into being rery respectable eremites. But the 
eentlemen at Mulk seem to wear their olerical g»rb rery 
Ugbtly ; they even Uy it adda wh» thef travel : one 
vUb wbon oaa af n« apoke, having expwMbramigncd as 
a raaMB, the deliverance from restraint—" I cannot/' he 
jaiJ, in liU honeBty, "talk to young girls in it." Another 
caine down to The Ox, to sit in thesmok**, and drink his 
beer, and bear news of Sir I'eel, and lonjectiire- ai to 
the chances of vax itad peace ; and if i mistako not, he 
« ould have said, " Ha ! ba !" at the sound of the trum- 
pet, with ibe beat of the fightem wlio ever led a brigade, 
B i M a tat b>»Jif~'I was agun surprised on l>oard the 
ataaiBcr to aaa aaiothar Riaai aporij laadiaK Sbak- 
•pera'a " Vany Wivaa af WindMr." 

For gentlemen of this quality, — who would soem more 
uairly to resemble the Abb^s of France before the 
Ilerolution, tliaii ill- Savonarolajj or Loyolas, uho have 
vindicated m.juaclii.-^ui l>y their livt»si and net)^,- .Molk 
is ihe \ery place. They hare splendid rocniirt, a fine 
library— i doubt not a capital cook and cellar— a bril- 
llaai church, and a renowned organ. VUb Ifltt gave me 
aoeatiaa. too^to peroaiva Ibat ih^ bAva ftinoatsoiffaous 
gardaa. a ad told me to look at iba iiiatniinent ; 

and while waiting for theSchooImaater of the little town, 
who, in the ab.s«noe of the musical Reverend, keeps the 
key, we slrnUe*! into tiiiri paritdi'^e of dainty <levicea 
aad luM-ioiiii fruits. Such pear trees elii)j>ed intupvra- 
mids, with tlualied bacchan:il looking fruit, pu^l]ing 
oui tbeir cbaeka among the glossy leaveii ; such a wall 
thatehed vitli laaded fig trees ! The hot-house, I am 
ionr to Mfi »a» iiled with oaiona in plaoa of pine- 
ap^:— Imt Ikas tba ground raond tba nnit>tiaaB ira>- 
earpetcd with mignonette and coreopsia; aadan open 
door, vbicb let one through into a grove of «aliiiit-tree<« 
' i.-iog a fi;*h tank, ciannued with gold fisli, was 
l«.tjnered on either side by some splendid plants of the 
D'Uuni Arimrrii, and great glowing dahlias of choii e 
sorts. 1 was never in precincts more richly cheerful. 

Your moaical taste does not go the way of the organ ; 
ae ii will ba ommii^ to m;f, that I found the ini^tniment 
af ICiflk at kaakcoiial to tta repuuUon, with a creamy 
MVaatMM of Unw I never (or It ia n futsy) hear in 
logland. Th« Scfaoolnuater vaa not maeh of a pUycr, 
and after cxliil.iting the forty Rtop*, i^eorned glad lo 
cAuApc Si, cMUple of ijuJ'Uu the richer lie wu.* about the 
only man I ever mw, who, having the run of so snperh 
an organ, appeared to car« Itttlo for it. It is all the 
beer : Tbey drink, and drink, and drink, till they 
booome boman aviU-tubs. These eyes saw at Wertheim 
Mt aingie tbieat awallow eight huge glasses ; and if 
■■nrity keep pace with bulk* a«r flrhoolmaator ongbt 
to MM* been good for eighteen. 

Bst Jliilk h*.s iti« men, who are wide awake. The 
rrincipal of the Momutcry is a rcduuhialile mineralogist 
— 1 wiiii not wortliy to see hii cabinet of i|iiarti5 and 
liai«, etc, — but wc fell urton one of hl^ fauiiliarK — a 
qnanrynun, the .Sam Weller of the country side; and 
for tbi«adbaie ganuenia, debt, and sociability, its 
Ricbanl Swiveller too. He, too, came to The Ox, for 
bia gosaip, bia beer, and his aadianea j — well nigb aa 
fbniaatlein bis rags as Edgar la ^'Kln^ Lear." An eld 
lacket. which had been of (be gayest plaid cotton, was 
BOW «hnink, and stained, and patched with every 
O'Kmr. Hii» f'l 1 u. : In Ins haltered suc-ar

EVERYBODY'S DUTY.- 

NAPoiiioM is reported to have said, " However little a 
man cits, he cats too much. ' This obocrrai ;i h li-id 
reference, undoisbtc^lly, to tho»c only who li.ivc a 
sujH-rfluity of fo<Ml always at coinnmnd : it is a wi.sc and 
useful remark ; but like most other startling aphorisms, 
must be received with a qualification.

victims as hwe h- r fell Bi!»t<T»— War and FV^tili nce. 

Of a tni'li, we in our pn<1c have mrl wiili a rclmlce.

W(* in uiecknC'!< of Kpirit, Ijt u* receive the

EviTT man of whatever irrade— (and woman too) 
from the priiu-o at the cIImv,* ,,t the throne, to the uliinly 
bciiiT'ir who Viiw* he "will noi work,"' — every nictnlter 
of the conimiJiiify. wc ro|>oa(, has a solemn duty nuw 
impr-iod upon hiin hy the I'ori'c (if circumstance*, and 
that is, to u<c economy in the consumption of food. 
Tlie reckless will scoff at this, and proUkbly waste the 
more; the aensmliat will demnr; the nnthinkini^ may 
be arrested and indnced to listen to reason ; the good 
will thankfnllr heed ut*, and assist our earnest en- 
deavours to carry out a mrritoridu-t dcsiini, I'V UHini,' 
their influcnfv i>n every one witliin their sphere. To 
all who will listi'U, tiicti, wi; say most iinpres-sivcly, that 
wc each one ought to impose a cheek upon our own 
appetite; and to place a bar in the way of onr incon 
sidcraie dependants, to prerent any extravagant abuse 
of fariaaeeooa food. In one respect, we could wish the 
whole community cathciiciMtd ; a weekly abstinence 
would aehiere considerahlo saving ; and as men. alaa \ 
too often rcquinr a ItiIic, we pronTMc to nil who will 
rottrain thvir lovo of cutinLT, an alMiiuiant increawe of 
health, Rtrenirth. ^rood temper, and selfrospect. 

In order that similar calamities, from which we are 
now suffering, may be averted in future years, we entreat 
those who are connected with agrirnltnro to make the 
best ase of their common sense, and powers of observa- 
tkn; they will see the wide extended mischief that ha« 
oome upon the nations, in conaeqnen«e of thfa mrste- 
rinim dc^inufion of the potato; a destniciion so decided, 
thai it has liocii a-^siinied to fifty difrcreut causes ; thus 
proving that in many way* this ewident h.'is liecn at- 
tacked, and that mati lian hccn in no dcffree liic cause 
One of the snrviving parties of stout discovererx. is con-

In their densely populated country, 
who ever heard of famine I Searcity at times tiiey must 
have, fur (jhina i- not e\<-iiipt from the r;u'iialf iei» of 
the (seasons ; hut si-ari-ily dii' s not exiemi to all the 
productions of a country- : so that if one of two of them 
fail, these thrifty people hav^ many others in reserve;. 
Their industry is proverbial— tbdr economy adBirsblt 
— their ingenuity in turning ertrything to aoeoant 
beyond all praise; and apparently beyond' our apathetie 
natures to imitate. 

In China every inch of pround is made nvailside : in 
onr reihind.Kii Iv peopled kingdom, there arc mile* of 
land lyinc v»asie, (we do not even allude to cttcnsive 
plains, etc) wayside strips, not affording pastn.rure to a 
donkey, a fjoose. or a pig; scraps, corner«, Itanks, wide 
ditches, etc. etc , are to be seen on eveiy side ; when 
not only nothing is grown for the aerviee of Baa or 
beast, bitt much does grow tiMii la 4elrinNatal to both 
the one and the other- cropa of nosUms veedBt thai 
flourifih in rank luxuriance. 

Most iriK' is the oM -aw. " Wilful waste makes woeful 
want ! ■■ to an antioi:^ iu,il ohservHiit wayfarer, the sicht 
of so much valuable soil entirely nstle«s is very t' rrthle. 
Can nothing rouse our law makers. landlords, farmers, 
churchwardens, even overacere of the poor, So that thsj 
may be induced to bestir themaelvea in oar exigMHj, 
and reaeae these portiona of mA\ l«<r (he nn of thoae of 
the poor who tcili work 1 

To retnm to •* Everybody's duty.* It Is impcrattve 
that we abate onr eon'^umpiion of fooil. The error 
(v^immilted liy those who can afl'ord to " indul^re in the 
pie ,sures of the talile," is. that they tax the powers of 
the stomach too severely ; and the result is, tbat mcdi- 
cine-vcndurs, r^fuhu* and irregular, grow rich at our 
expense. It is .i crave mistake, that we require all the 
nourishment which we consnae; half tlic ((uantity 
would he more than sufficient to enson nhoat health. 

ICniiona of hnman beintni in India anh^ on rlee 
alone, and on this spare dirt perform evcrj- needful duty 
with vigour, and endure with eajse the toils of warfare. 
-Millions al«o in Mr ca and .\-ia liu<l ploa»'ure and 
mdieieiiey in datcH and collei- ; their almost incredilde 
fciits of horsemanship, and the bard discipline of the 
<le«ert, are sustained on no more generous fare. Yet 
other millions in South Americnondcnro fatig-ues that 
would annihilate an biglishDan, npoo the dally cation 
of a handful of caeao-nnta, and a eaukbash shell oif water. 

It is true, that these are all natives of southern lati- 
tudcs, and that we who inhabit a colder /one rc<|uire 
more " Miisfying ' food : ^rant'Cd ; we do, hut we do not 
need half as mueh jis «c mistakenly ronsiilt-r to be 
essential; for, t>e it renieml" ii'l. 'fi-e abstemioii.s 
people whom wc have cited taste no animal food, while 
whola beeatomba are daily offere^i up in holocausts, to 
»|iMM0 our insatiate desire for the atimnlaling diet of 
anwml food, in addition to nndne qnantitlfls or flnfnn* 
oeona nonrisbment. 

We are no advocates — Heaven forbid !— for that weak, 
niffpardly, niistuken, unprateful system, vhieh t^-aebes

In venturing, fellow countrymen, to su^rgest such 
rrufdiiK as wo deem necewary in the present state of 
Ireland, wc do not conceal from ourselves the difficultiea 
which stand iu the way of anch being rendered eflbetivoi 
nor do we expect to eicapecenanii^ from presuming on a | 
ta>ik which baa perplexed abler head» But we pal 
forth onr miggeitioniR, in tbe hope of leading yoor , 
mf nda to tbe Tnreattgation of the Mi^eet, so that ere long •

To provide for the pressing vantK of the ]peoplc, the 
landowncni of Ireland, we rct^pcctfully conceive, should 
■t OBOe be made reepmulbU to the cUinwi of jnstice, bj 
the enaetment of a juat and eompr^mrive poor tmc ; a 
Iftw, liv which their i)n>pert> should \xt diroclly ta^ <! 
to meet tlie w;int.-* ami ncec!«si(ii.'s of their respective 
districts, und «hieh law shuuUl bo admiiii^tt-retl in u 
humane and jujit spirit, iostuad of being niudc cxelui^ive 
and degrading.

to the owner*, and iiyurioui* to the country, should l>e 
appr ipriated li v government, and improved and qqtUfld 
by them to meet the wants of the people - 

That thcsuperfluous wealth of the Eatablishcd Church 
of Ireland, a lasting source of national contention, 
ahould be removed, its exislenoe being as anjoai in 
principle, aa it* tithe gleanings and meraileaa exactions 
£kve been anti*r^igioaa and oiminel In ptaetlee; and 
ita land and revenu^ produt^im: an annnal iOMino of 
nesrly £J, '^00,000, should be npi<lied to the fmprore- 
menl of tin; euuuliy : leaving only a suitable iiieonie to 
mch clergy luaa, where there arc actual eou^Te-^itiuns.

she stood for boon and 1:< ir^ to him ; he alwayn talked 
so cheerfully ■when he »a« painting, and her motber 
u-M.'d niosily to sit at her work in the room, and oflcnat 
her I'pinuiug.

Tliev arc generally started by one or two arlive 
young men who gradually attract around them a few individu.>U 
of their clasa, and, without being dismayed by diffieuhirs or 
looking toother* for help, at once hire a room, start elossrn fur 
bstruction, give lectures, establish a reading room, and set aboot 
the formation of a library. Some combine nil these objeru, 
other* are more limited; but being as yet only in their infancy, 
have not yet had tiae fully to develop themselves. We can 
easily perceive that these Mutual Improvement Socirties are yet 
to prove the true Educatioiml Iwtitnles of the working men. 
)lecltanirs' Institute* ha«a ftwi the first failed in acting npun 
the working class. They commenced with a patronising man- 
ner, which was not much relished. They never seited nidd of 
the people, Ijtit were ahnoitexcluvively supported by the middle 
ehsn.

Mosses, and Lichens seem as if they avoided the lurht, 
choosing the mirtfutra rather than the MnntJiTn ^^iden of 
hedges, baildings, etc., for their rcsi'lence ; <io thai the ' 
former often present a luxuriant growt h of Cryptogamio 
vegetation, whilst the latter are cumparatirely bare. It 
moat not K-ipponed. however, that aoeh pteala avoid 
tha Ught altu:,;>jiher ; Oiey obIj iluui vhal la 0 Am 
ao azoamlva degree of it. 

Now when any Fliat raeolvei a emaOer aaoant of 
liight than that which ia natural to it, an unhealthy 
change soon takes place in it« RTstem. Itn leaves no 
longer present a fresh green hue, IhiI look pale and 
pickly : the stalk may in< n an'' in Icnirih, hut. it 
diniinishe* in hrnincss, its peculiar producU. whether 
remarkable for their smell, their taste, or their colour, 
are no longer formed in their usual amount ; and little 
or no firm wooily tfiwne is produced, but the texture 
beeonue dropsicjil, all its cavities being distended with 
water. Daj fay tho weight of tho eolU maU^r of 
the plant dtmlaiahae ra^er than ineraaew, avaa though 
it may have appeared to grow ; because less carbon la 
fixed from the air than is given beck to it by decay in 
the form of carhonic acid ; and bocaune the iucre;t)*e in 
the hulk of the plant is i!ue only to tht3 quantity of 
water which ii ha« imliihcd .siouic plants are speedily 
killed by this process ; wliilst oih- rs live until they are 
quite 6fafl<*Jte(l, and in this sUitte ticcome useful articles 
of food, although too rank to be eateu in their nataral 
state. Such is the eiie, for example, with O eli iy and 
Sea Kak^ which are grown hj gaideaoraaadereoifiv, or 
wUh earth heaped up aroud tlMlr ehoeta. 

It frequently lu^peae ia America, aa in our own 
oonniry, that cioods and rain obscure tho light of the 
sun for many days toilet her ; and that during this time 
tho hod« of entire forests ex[>and them«<'lvfs into 
leaves The-o icavej* present a pale hue until the sun , 
ap|>onr!) : and ihtiQ miv converted, under the iuiiuenoe 
of a clear sky and a bri;<ht sunshine for a few hour* 
only, t^i • beaatifttl green. One writer mentions a 
forest on whieh thaMin had not shone for twenty days.

not le!» real. The moet atrtkiog proof of its afenev it 
drawu from ol^aerratioiiof the processes of early </r^yi«>p 
Pi'-nl, aj* tliey oocur under the two opposiUs coiidiliODS 
of lif,'hi and darkncsji. Thus, if a quantity of Silk- 
worms' eggs be preserred in a dark room, anid an eqoal 
lumber be ezpwed to common daylight, a much larger 
proportion of wonu trill be hatdied from the latter 
tbon fioiB tbo fiMilicr. If iro put any aoft vegoUtble 
matter into a glass jar of water, and keep it moderately 
warm, at the same time exposing it freely to the light, 
it will be foil 11 1 i:: a few day* crowded with vast 
muubers of AnimalculcB (or bcinjpi ho minute as only 
to be .'«ecn through a powerful micro- ■■![ ■ i m coimtant 
and rapid motion. But if we cover the jar m an to 
exclude the light, treating it in every other recpect in 
the same maimer as befMV, the Animalcules do not 
make their appearance for A much longer iimt, wad 
titta ia aaeh leu abnndtaeo. Most of oar pondi^ 
dittos, sod pools, contaiii BnaMvons ninirto nsset- 
looking animal.'^, ju.st vi.«ihle to the eye, and remarkable 
for their Hudck-n and quick -darting moTements, on 
account of which they are popularly known as Water- 
tieas. These crcalurcn come forlii from their eggs in 
a very different Hhupe from that whicli tligy h;ive when 
fnU-grown; and tiiey pas^ from one to tlie other by a 
series of metamorphos'/i, or changes of form and 
wtnetiwrtf losniiihllnfl ihoee by which the grub is con- 
nNfted into nboetlo or butterfly. F.von when full-grown, 
they continue to cast off their outer hotaj casing every 
two or three days, anew one being formen within, just 
aa a Crab or Lohster co.'^ti^ itn xhell once a year ; and this 
change Menu ueccssdary for the continuance of their 
hc;i'i.:i. f ir iflt doeenot take place their hodies liecome 
clothe<l with minute plants, whiuh attach themHclTcs to 
the surface, impeding their motions through the water, 
and preventing them from breathing with freedom. 
Nov it has been found that, if these little animals be 
kept in the dark, they do not pass thmngh the duage* 
by which they atUum their pscfset wnn noaily so 
rapidly a.s when they are freely influenced by light ; nor, 
wllcn their growth ia complete, are they able to renew 
their ahclU so frequently, and thus to free themselveii, 
by ca.'^ting otf the old ones, from their troublesome 
incumbrances. 

The most renmrkabk proof that has STsr been 
obtained, of the influence of Light upon thtgivirth of 
Animals, was given a few yean sines bj sooM •QO'i- 
menU which were conducted at Fsiis by Dr. W. F. 
B4iraidii tot the mtce of sneh of ear lendsn as nay 
not be otherwise aware of the fiict, we mutt premise 
fljiil thi Fr an air-breathing Reptile having four leg* 
liut iiij comes forth from the egg in the condition 
of a Fwb, brcj.'liiiig '•'ater by gills which hang like 
^age« by tlic t^idcs of the head, and luviug a long fin- 
like tall, without the least trace of legs. In this state, 
it is known as the Tadpole. After a time, however, one 
pair of kigi bogins to sprout, and then the other; the 
tallesiMi togrow ; the lungs coma Into ^sjr ; the gills 
lUl inl* dlsose; and by a gradual series of dunges, the 
Tadpole is eonvorled into the Frog. Now it occurred 
to Dr. Edwards to ascertain if Light iia<l any influence 
upon this metamorphosis ; and to make this out, he 
cncloied a numljcr of Tadpole^ in boxes, and sank them 
<tuji in the water of the river Seine. The^e boxe^ 
were perfor^Uni by a gtml number of holes, not liu-gc 
enough to allow tho Tadpoles to eanpe, but capable of 
aUowlng a free passage to a current of water, whioh 
voflld flonstantly renew that which the boxes ttMUbuA,

(finied to grow as Innpe Tuipcit* ; bat lUs i 
condition could not be long kept up ; and if kept ialho 
boxe% instead of changing into Frogs, then died. 

TbcAc fact.H leave no room for doubt a.s to tho influ- 
ence of Light upon the proeeswe* of Animal irmwih ; 
and they »erve, therefore, i/i li r:ii iti:\i nioiL mT 
healthful agency upon the Human frame, to which w« 
hhould be led by a variety of circumstances, snsh of 
them being c^able^ it mast be admitted, of soim other 
ezplaaatloB. Thns it Ium been obserrsd, thai m 
unusual tendency to bodily defbrmity eaiila aisoBf 
children reared in cellaia or mines, or in dark and 
narrow streets ; the body rarely acquires its full develop- 
ment under such circumstances ; and the mind cannot 
be expected tu il' i u its due vigour. ()n the other 
iiand, ail travellers have noticed that a remarkable 
freedom from deformity exists among those nations 
which wear boi reiy litUo doihing; and where 
other cirenauAaaoBi an fcvoaiiM% it ia amoof sa^ 
that tho psnon noal ganenUy aaqviioa iu greatest 
perleelien,— as H la setn. ftr laataaoe, among the 
Marqucsan i.slander*. It id well known that in many 
of tlic deep valley.H of the Alps, into which but very 
little Hunlight finds its way, there are a large number 
of .strangely deformed l>«lng». termed Cretins: most of 
whom arc more or less idiotic, Rome indeed being the 
most degraded specimens of the human race that it is 
possible to coaoahai Soabtless in this case, as ia the 
preceding, other eaasBS art ia aetioa besides the want 
of light ; bat there seems qnltorsaaon enough to believe 
that it is one of tho chief, and proUaUy (in the ease of 
the Cretins) the most important of all. Again it haa 
been noticrd Oi.u I'piflrini-' iIi<»caM;s rage wfth theater 
violence on ilic d^rk aide y[ a etrcel, than un the one 
whose aspect \t sunny. 

The moet saUsfaotory proof of the influeaoe of Light 
upon Human health, is, perhaps, that which ia derived 
from the onorienee of lai|» Wildings, in wfaish the 
oondMoa Of tho dwsUsia fa flM diflinvnt parts la «• the 
arersge teiy moeh the same, axesnt la this ooa parti- 
enlar. Hins it lias been stated by 0r Andrew Wylie 
(wlio was for a long time at the bead of the medical 
staff in the Kuf«i<ian armyi. that the ca«cs of disease on 
the dark side of ancxteii>iv : iMrr.i- k at St. Petersburgh 
hare been uniformly, for many years, in the proportion 
of thrrr to every one of those on the side expoocd to 
strong lighL And in one of the I/ondon liospitals, with 
a long range of frontage looking nearly due north and 
south, it has basa observed that tho patioala aote 
rapidly reeom onthssunny ihaaotttbi ahad|yridoof 
the building. 

A defieieney of Light has probably no alight infln- 
enos, u on>bincd with ii;i[iLt;'i?ct ventilation and 
other c^uMas, in producing a ui.'-eis.-sc which, in its various 
forms, is probably the mout ]>crnicious and H i l -ly spread 
of human maladies. We refer to Scrofula. This oom- 
plaint is well knowato bo more prevalent in crowded 
cities tl»n in the opoi ooantnr, — in dark and narrow 
streets, tluui in thoae wliidi are broad and wall'Toatilated. 
The condition of tho body. In the early st n g e a of tkis 
complaint, has sneb a striking reaemblanee to that of 
the plant which is r -in'.ritd meagre and strV.ly fnr trant 
of light, that wo caii fec*rcely doubt the 4<:Uou tif the 
same cause in both iastaneest. 

Coasiderationa like these ought to be of great weight 
with every one, who is capable of understanding the 
simple facts which have oecn statod. DlU'U||ril^ like 
warmth, is not a Ivxury, but a ae c sssBry df JJUa; for 
the want of it,thongh it dooa aotpindaoaooaMaaoaoss 
as Imnodiatuy destraellvo to Un, hm ntask aaia ia 
occasioning those derangements of health, which not 
only tend to shorten life, but render it miserable wliilst 
it liksts; and which are not oonfined to the individual, 
but are transmitted firom parent to oflbpring throngh 
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Any Ux npon Daylight, Ihcrcforc, i« a direct tax 
upon Fablic U«»ltb and upon National Prospehiy ; aad 
is GOBMqaently impolitic a« rcg^rdfi rorenae, whilst it 
I«mU in eooBtlcM modoi to retard tliat gmA wntk of 
webJ regeiuntion, theprocpeci of which is bwiiuting 
|p cIaMmi Um biMrtR m suMjr who Itwiv loif * Ui 
flutiMM ud in tike diadw tl d««tb."

Btrange I 
that human vanity Rhoutd uprvar ilH paltry crest even 
upon the dcatJi-path — but w it is, and I reuurked that 
as this second funeral passed the one in which I had felt 
so sudden an lntere«t, the driTcn of the two sahlc vehicle.* 
cast a glance that was almost Aconiful upon the little 
band of mourners, and the coffin which they followed.

Let any one try to jiicturc what it The darkly 
g-lowiii£r jHU of Dante has dcI^;ribed it ; but the horrors 
of iiis L'^'ulino's dung<wn Cidc into n' tlungOMi baiOM 
the every day tragedita* of our Irish cabin.'. 

Hundreds, I hare smd, are dying ; they would be 
thousands but for the liberality of our English brethren, 
who thus nobly silence the demagogue's senseless cry, 
and prove that the Saxon is Erin's best friend. Honour, 
too. to the Society of Friends ! well do tbefflMCifc their 
gentle name. L«iga haa baaa their libaiaUty, great and 
untiring their personal exertions. Their peaceful per- 
severing industry, ami laudable attachnient to business, 
which have uften drawn down tiie idle sneer of the 
proud and di&^ipated, now enable thein tosuceour their 
fellow-crealurp<» in the hour of need ; w liile < vcn the 
nccesAftr., calU of that l.itsiuo'-, and the wunled routine 
of that induittiy, are nobly disregarded when the voice 
of charity caUa than to Ttiit tha haagiy and naked la 
their dwellinga.

The 
heroic bouevolence which uapelled hor to tmvel liku a 
ministcriae aii{^) of bmnj tbroagh the length and 
breadth of the land, my amr b« faniul UuobUbig in 
the bosom of manr a ftir WlUnA, lrlio«lMmfallj dwlw 
heraalf all worldly luxadM tlMl die tnagrlM the haagrs 
and clothe the naked.

Iriah peasants ha :in inir.ii1in^ pMnwCAittlU Inflanima- 
toiy diseases. Its effect, howerer, was to cuifert hts 
illness into a raging feTer,wlueli thortlT afl«r ended in 
death. Uia iriMW* Miag tlie weight of eare now 
thrown on her. Ubonred hard with her eldest child, a 
pretty, inlellijrent girl uflwelvi-, to ;i\ert tlie r[ii,- «|jieh 
seemed to thri-atcn them, of ctiit-ring the (Jrc^tled waik- 
house. So the widow roii.' eurly, and lay down late, and 
nerved by the strung at!c\:tiuu» of her heart, wurkcd 
I with such enei^gy, that she managed, as she* Miid, " to 
keep the roof over their heads," and Imd at least two 
IMda a day of potatoes and salt — seldom indeed 
■eeompanied by a bovl of thich milk. The iw^jamme 
eUldran rcgrtilarly iMended eehool, and the elder Boy 
and girl were always busy; sometimes assisting their 
mother in making turf, a small quantity of which she 
had loiive' to cni ill a neiglilHiuring bog; ^uijiefiines 
collecting mannre oti the ri>;id.-i, ami hrinE^in^ it homo to 
•preiiil on the potato g;iriieii Whilst the eldest girl, 
who bad learned to knit very neatly, nuuie some 
profit by selling the gloves and eoeke wUeih ebe manu- 
uctured in the winter evenings. 
I Bat kbia teene of humble peacefU industry was soon 
taietravted. The long bright davs of .Xugust, 1846, 
I were (farlcened through our land by the shadow of 
appronehlng fmniiio. The LHght wliieh liad r;illon ih.- 
preceding year on the potato emp tiad eaii-, d rnueli 
distress and con-tornatioii ; tiut tlipt)Uo\ant tii)]'e!iiliie-..- 
of the irmh nature pn vail d, atul a general niipr«.-H-.iou 
•cemed to exist that the i<ntat<» harvutt of IPtrt would 
be abundant. Accordingly the roots were planted in 
the UHual quantity, and in most places they i^pntng up 
with loxuhant promiie. In the beginning'of July, the 
Mda were green and flourishing, and the pca.<iant's eye, 
as he looked on them, sparkled with joy. Before the 
end of the month, a mysicriouji blight fell on them, in 
some places like asndd* n strolvo the stalks droope*!, the 
leaves were bittokened, and the tuberw cca-iied to grow. 
In An^ust scarcely an uii injured plant was to be Rcen.

No class of pcraona rafi'er mora Kverelj than widows 
and or]>hans ; at all tinea more hdpleee than their 
aeighboon^ thqr were now readj to peiiah, finding j 
themaelTea without their " provider," ae the head ef a 
iiunily is often called in Ireland, to laboar for them on | 
the roads. Poor Jfrs. Sullivan and ber children now i 
often went to bed without having broken their f^i all i 
day.

— Sir,— It may not bcunintmst- 
ing to you to kaow thai wr have in hUbarclian n public libnuy, 
cxintaiuing upwardi of 1500 Tolumcs, among which arc three 
work* of Yuur own, nanielT, Colonization and Christianity, 
History of rriestcraft, and ifowitt'i Book of the S«isoni. I 
think oar library is established on a very eicellent footing ; anr 
person can become n member by paying two nhilling?, which 
gives the privile^ of n \otc in the selection of books, etc. It 
it nprn every Snturday crcniug from seven to uine, when any 
person, (whether u member or not,) by paving one penny, it 
entitlnl to draw t«u volumes. Tliere is also n pretty extensive 
I library in ronnexion with tlic Reliff Church ; 1 may also state, 
that clieap p<Tiodii-;ils of a useful kind arc extensively read -, 
■evernl copiea of your rxrcllrnt Juuniiil come to the villagi-, but I 
cannot just say how many. \Vc have four schools in the village, 
there Ijeing (betidet the parish school) two indeprndrnt schools, 
which arc well attcnihHl, ithe children attending the parish 
■chool are comparatively few,) and a free school (supporti'd by 
a gcutlemnn of the nrighbourhood) for female children, where, 
in udditiuD to reading, they are taught the uaeful art of tewing ; 
we have also two Sundny-tclKKilt. 

Although the people of Kilbarchan are mottly hand-loom 
weavers, a class of workmen who are generally considered the 
worst paid of any, yet, upon a Sunday or holiday, they generally 
manage to make a very respectable appearance. 

Owing to the very nirh price of provisions, lime* have gone 
rather hard with tt« ilnniii; llic l)y-|a>t wii.ler, but wc hone fur 
better days ; and if direct ta\:itiou were luWitutcd for ludirect, 
if trade were thrown entirely free, niid all restrielive laws 
abolished, so as to u'i\e free scope to our iniluittry. pultiu;^ down, 
as it undoubtedly would do, the spint uf war which it abroad 
in the world, I ha\> no doiilit but we ihuuld yet attain l<i a height 
of substantial nn I |>erinanent prospehly (ur above any which 
we have ever yet h<\ ii.

This institution h:t> juM eummenred un(jer the auspices of the 
highest and most iul1urnti:il |H-ople of the place. 

Waifjield MkIuhI Improrentfnt Socifly —This society wiis 
started a few month^ «^), iti founders being anxious to oecupy 
another of the tifimiions mi loiijf oeeupietl by vice and igno- 
rance. It progre-<><-H katisfartorily ; but its inemberti feel that 
it would progress much fM»ter if its exicteui-e were more fiillv 
known. " We h<i|M'," says the writer, "to effect this througb 
your JoHriuit. The society was opene«l by an essay, written and 
delivered bv the irr.uiurer, on I'tility of Knowledge in every 
Branch of Life, which was heard w ith great interest. We have 
now lectures and esviys on the .Monday evening, and graminnr 
and arithmetic c1.t>v i on Thursihiy and Friday e\i-nings. We 
arc attempting to form a libr.iry, hut .as yet with small success, 
owing to the date of our finnneul matters. Wr should, more- 
over, be exccedink'ly glad to receive presents of a few books 
from gentlemen w lio may have any to spare. As it is, in the 
classes especially, i little progress np[iear» to be made ; and we 
have no doubt thni, when the tx)iifu'<ion, etc. attendant u|>on 
making the rule* nml reguUtinns sh:ill have subsided, a great 
increase of members will take place.

N'tHtk GroHd Coitrrrl of the Etiterpeom Sorifty. —Thia Society 
WM founded in \>^'\, entirely by working-men, and has liern 
carried on by their own exertions, and at their own expense, 
never having asked for patronage, or receiving one fartbing 
towards its cxj>en»es from any person but itiown members. The 
committct* and officers act Krotuitouslv, and a chut for teaching 
singing meet every Wednesday at the low charge of 5/. for thirty 
lessons for gentlemen, and 3«. fur thirty lessons for ladies. The 
public concerts have been numerously attended, principally by 
the frientUof the members, wh<i have the privilege of purchasing 
tickets at half price. After an existence of three veart ana 
a half, the Society numbers nearly lOU members ; ana its terms 
of mrmbership are, the payment of 10/. per aunnm for gentle- 
men, ii. per (|iiarter for hulies, with no extra charges for music. 
One great object which the founders of this society had in view, 
was nut only to create a taste for pure and exalted music amongst 



the working-daates, but to draw them off from the indalgciiee, 
cspeciAlly on holiday occasions, of intoxicating liqnors. 

We need not say how im|>ortant we regard such nomMiita 
on the part of the working-classei. Thry are of incalculable 
benefit. We, therefore, attended the ninth grand concert, held 
in the City l>ecture Theatre, Milton-street, on the 6th of tiki* 
month ; and have seldom been more gratified on tuch an occasion. 
With the exception of Miss Sara Flower, and two or three other 
professional singers, the whole of the singing and music was by 
members of the tociety ; and had a degree of excellence aboot 
them which was most creditable. The large orchestra of well- 
dressed musician!, and the singers, Wh young men and young 
women, might have presented themselves on any pnblic occasion, 
sure of high approbation. There was a precision of execution 
in the band peculiarly striking. The selection of the pit 
marked a genuine taste for exoeUenoe, — the Smmm 
llaydii, the overture to Fra Diavolo, with glee*, and ■n.^i. 
from Balfe, Kamet, Donizetti, etc., and Locke's celebrated MnA 
to Macbeth. 

The concert wa« crowded, and the whole miiiadtid mi 
of those mnsical meetiugt of the people in Germaay to wU^ w« 
have to often, and with to aueh pteamre, alluded. We trust that 
such refining pleasures will grow amongst our population ; and if 
there wasone thing more than another tliat strengtkoMdUuKwkh 
on this occasion it was the rontrast of the happy tccM wttUn.

Here waf the artist, in 
ihe midst of nil tlio.se objeclH whi<-h render m irti»t"s 
i -ludio so iiiierettting. W'c entered a large ro*.>m, in 
tvhieli stood the works iu progress, and the origtci&l 
sketches of those which arc completed ; atnon^iit 
I otlicrs were various |H>rtraits painted by him in Iu»ly : 
I a full length of a fiuc looking yonng noble, ia th* 
•-ostuine of the middle agua; and the portrait of na 
irtist, in a masking dre«s. Hut the most attract Ire 
' object of all was the cartoon of his great picture of The 
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Destruction of Jorcualcm, now purchased hy tbs King 
of B«T&ria. His nu^iAoent pictare, domt u Berlin, 
imUciJ ili8 Battio of the Hium, had prepared as for what 
no ini^lit pjtpwt in ihl* M roiifl ^reat woHt. It is of 
v;i-* sizr, itnl the I>'>lil pcTiiuj i»f thi> artist iiJ at once 
riAihle in tho chanicteni and actions which if, coini>re- 
hi-nds. Titus owends into Jerusalem orer its mins; 
tho a)>oniination of doAoIation is in tho tloly Place; 
terror and despair seize the women; frantic fury the 
leaden of the pei^e; *nd demons drive the wan- 
doing Jtw forth on kb lou? pil^rimaj^ through the 
world. Angvls conduct the ChrititianA safely out of tho 
devotod plaoe ; other angels of vengeance dii»cend with 
fiery hwor l^ irntn IIi aTen, to execute the loug-mcnarcd 
wrath ot" God , while the five great prophctn of the Old 
Testament, who have hccn forages thr pruolaiiners of 
this judgment, behold from above thu falfiiment of 
their words. One litde touch in the subordinate part 
of the picture is extremely beautiful. As the angels 
escort the Christians furth, the Christian children, who, 
childlike, in Um inlilai of pnblic calamitj bare been 
playing in thestreeU,«ra oolleeted, as ther go on, from 
the children of tho unbeliever*. One ehilii of lliis class, 
however, pleads powerfully with ! near him to 

be taken with thow of the Christisii-. you see by 
the face of the angcl that he will not plc iit in vain. 

Han.^ Chri!<tian Andersen, speaking of ilii- woniJiTful 
picture, says, " This was the first time, during my 
residence in Manich, that I fult myself really happy 
and penetrated by great and powerful thouglitx ; and it 
wAi iLi> picture which diffused such a sunshine over my 
oool. £ver}-thing which I bed kt«|j eeea, the worki 
of other young painters, appeu«d to mo now aa mera 
sketches in comparison with this work. I had that 
sort of feeling which one has when, afler having been 
occupied with N"tii',' little farce, poc!n,< ir n ivt-1 of ever}'-

In tho inner nwm, on in eaoel th»t n papil might 
copy It, mm hfo pfctore of Anacreon mding bia poems 

to his mistrcsH. The beauty of the figures, and the 
glow of the cidouring, were perfectly astonishing, and 
justly pbce Kaullach in the first rmk of la-. ;irt :ih a 
majitcr of the expression of beautv. ami for cl curing 
which rivals that of Titian. 

In this room were alM pencil skcUrhes of his iulmi- 
tabic illustrations of Reynard the Fox. On a door 
leading into a thini room were paintt;d » boy ao>l girl, 
as if done in the ver%' cxulicmnce of fisncy, of such love- 
Unei* thftt they woald enrich the wlU of any house 
whaterer. In this room we heard one of his pupils 
amusin? a leisure hour with singing uul phljing OH the 
guitar, in a very superior style.

Tub duties and rights of society aa to education will 
peihi^ bo more distinctly perceived from fiiBtadvortiiig 
to the datieo and the rights of parents. A pnrer 

morality has long since taught the world that the child 
is not the absolute property of tho canhly author* of iu 
being; that there is on ihcni ;» r< -iKin-il'.lii.'. ; th:vt 
they hold a trust from U«a1 <^d nature. Tiie> arc 
longer allowed by law to maim tho child, to take it« 
life, or to sell it into slavery ; — privileges once thought 
e^ntial to the parental character. Tho moral scum: of 
humanity has prohibited actions which— once deemed 
perfectly within their rights — would now be justly 
■tiguaUxod as eilmes. Moral rights belong to all 
human boingt : to the ehUd in relation to its paranls, 
^to the rh 111, aii'i tho parents also, in relation to 
society. The very hclpleasness of tho child, its depend- 
ence on those who are iii '^t fitted to njiu.-tcr to it« 
wants, is a source of mor.d <j}iliiration. Asid, accord- 
ingly, it will be gfjin rallv a-iiiiii-c l, that amongst the 
dutic.i of the parental rclatiuu are those of taking 
care that the child shall have intellectual life, as well 
as physical life,— eappliee for the food of tho spirit, 
as well as for the food of the body ;— that what pareti tit 
can dok ^all be done, towards developing iU powers, 
Btnnsrthening its faculties, eherishiog and expanding 
its affections, and forming the complete human being, 
ready, when it arrives at the seaM)a of eclf dcpendeucc, 
to <t.irt u r, iod act well its put upon the vorid's 

,:;riat hlatcc 

.Villi if llie-c arc the datiea of parents i"'f >i'ursc 
there are currcspondrng rights, — rights cr^vcijiial Uj tho 
fulfilment of these duties. They should bo unobi-tmctcd 
in the choice of what they regard as the beat means 
of realiaiog all aoeh advantage There ahould 
bo no iDlorpodnf authority* to teU them Qu^ ahall 
not train the oUld in this way or that; the resaU 
being secured, and Uioy deeming auch mode the fittest, 
in their circumstances, fur arriving at it. With obligation 
and rc-]n/ii-i!)iiity, tluy have also tin; n^'hl .i- all 
have, uiuiur similar circumstances — of pleasing them- 
M Ives ai to the mode in which th((f deem that the 
•luiv will be best disclurged. 

l^ow, hero they come, both with theirrights and their 
duties, into contact with societjr. it is the dutjr of 
the itarcnt to society, not to torn a wild saTSge, a being 
of aatnined mind and nnngulated passion% looaeopoD 
that aoeioty,— a nuisance and a peei, imtead of a useful 
member. It U tho <luty and the interest of tM>cietT to 
enable the parent to realise this desirable object. PoTsrty 
is the euu-e t hat most comiii Illy c< >incs in the way. The 
children uf thousands and million^ present the difficulty 
of finding them bread, as a prcliiiiitiarv V int to ilwtuf 
finding them instruction. But the poor have their rights, 
as members of a community, of a society, of a people, of 
a nation ; an i where the requisite power to discharge 
their dui v fall^ ibcm. and yet the dist-hargc is essential 
to Uie well being of society, there is tho iioiBt for 
society to interpose— to give the hdp withool ioTading 
the rights— to secure what is a OUty to itself— 'to 
exercise what is a right essential to it« own eontinoance 
and prosperou- existence. 

Btit tlur. may bo done, it istaiJ, by society, without 
invokin;: the powi r uf law, tlu! agency of i-'i,'i^l lUon, or 
tlio int«riercnce of government. Leave it Ut UjU iic l)y 
Toluntarv kindness, fiat what says cxpenencet ilou 
is it in the iMst educated oooothesl W tiers do wo find 
tka gnafteat ftvmborof iMiaoiia who IkftTa aoBM hold ttpim 
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the commonest key of ktii>»!c(!irc ? D*i wc find them 
aayrrherc t>ul wlicrc the combined power of society has 
beeu bruuglit to bear upon the liulruclion of society 1 
It is eminreatljr in thii oountnr that voluntary agency 
has bMti tried aa to tiho «diicraon of the people. It is 
now three anuters of • ceatoiy siuoe the benevolent 
Raikes, of Ofoacester, started one of his Sunday -Hchools. 
It i» now within a year of half a century since Joseph 
Lancant^r njioned his dinMliool in the Briroij;^h io;i(l. 
Furty yeai h ag'i), I lieanl that single mindo'l ;iu<i t.anK-^t 
man lecturiug iu difTcrcnt part« of the eoimtry, and 
showing a zeal which waa apeedily matohcd by the 
movement of Dr Bell, in connexion with tb« church 
establishment. The country was excited on tho subject 
thioiigli iii Ungik and bnMtli; tli* Tolttntar> system 
of edaeatton yna set afloat vith erny idvuitagc ; and 
the experiment has been since made umlcr ihe nioni 
favwuralile eircumslanccs. It him l>ccn luailo in con- 
nexion with ;i /,e:ilrnis, nnd, somctimc>», a fierce compe- 
tition l»ctwceii rivivl boUicb of religlonihtM ; the e^tah- 
lishnii nt on the one hand, and liishcnl on the other, 
have been competing aa to which should do the most, — 
which should boast the most hugely of the number of 
its 8ch4M»ls and pupila, tlw rarolta of its plana, and tlM 
mamitonea of ita eontribaticos. It naa bMtt^ t>iad 
under favourable circumstances so far as there is any 
spirit of nationality in us : for we have seen other nations 
attcnii to tlic b ime suljcct, and pass us ; Lot« ilii- 
htandin^ our ancient hou-^t of "teacliing the nations 
hoiv to live," we liave *cen ourselves Ictt only sixth or 
seventh In the scale of educated couutric.H. We have 
been excelled in this matter by all forms of government, 
and in almost all modes of society. Wc hare been 
beaten, as ioatrneloni of tbe people, vith our spontaiieoiis 
charity, by governmental arran^emeots in Evrope, and 
in America, — in large empires, and in little cantons, — 
in military states, and in eoiutitutional states, — in tho#c 
where des[iotisni is the mo-t absolute, and those wlicre 
republicanism is the most frc<". They have all p.ij^f^cd us ; 
and we may look for the Lighest stagt; of education to 
some of the American states, w lie re it is part and parcel 
of Uieir oonstitntion ; we may find there whole districts in 
whldmotaboveoDotaiftTeliandrcd is unable to write his 
name} tmA In oar em eoiiiiti7,witli allitaqpontaaeous 
beneTolenee, we mvj find eotmtlea where one oat of 
every two is unable to write his name. Can there be a 
more clear dcnionstnition than the observation of any 
intelligent member of society will aflord him, that the 
plan of Icavinar education to rest on siuinianeous con- 
tributions is a failure, a dark and micenible failure ? 

And even were it less eo, there are exceptions to he 
taken to it which belong to its very nature. In the 
present condition of society in this «)unli7, education 
by spoDtaneons benerolence is, for the most part,— not 
absolutely to the exdndon of all other, but for the 
most part, — sectarian edneation. There is upon it the 
taint of narrowness and higntry. Tlic great im])ulse 
here to education ha.s not been the sim[de and irnlhCul 
desire of having a universally-instructed pco[ile. I'ro- 
selytism has l>een the mainspring of the voluntary 
educational movement; proselytism the paramount 
object, and education only the secondary consideration. 
Wc may see this fact in the form which the schools 
hare taken; in their Kenoral connexion either with 
pariah ehurdies or dinenting chapels ; in the religious 
conditions nt different times forced upon the goven:- 
ment; in the exclusion of Catholic schools, which still 
exists ; uufi in the limitation of government aid to schools 
w hich have daily reading of tbe Scriptures in the autho- 
rized veisi<in. — a restriction transferred to the treasury 
minutes from the constitution of the British and foreign 
•School Society. The sectarian character spreeda itedf 
over the whole of our roluntaiy educational moTeramt. 
And what ia the foo oommon feeling of religionists? 
With the eaneftioB of here and there an heretical aect» 



scanty in number- and limited in influence, almost all 
believe thai faith in cenaia dogmas is essential to sal- 
vation. Their first object is, not to cherish the reasoning 
faculty, not to enlarge indefinitely (he stores vf know- 
ledge ; but to hammer into the child's mind certain doc- 
trinesi, by the belief of which, according to their notion, 
the child's sonl is to lie tared, and withont the belief in 
which his noul is sure to be (Ian:ncd eternally. Here is 
a power which peivertb uU other powers, and is the 
source of many of the perplexing phenomena exhibit- d 
by our educational history. For it is the fact, that, 
while in one department of rcligionisLs education 
has been extending, in another it hoA been diuii- 
nbhing. And wl^ Because the proselyting spirit, 
which waa the aoaree of the educational exerOon**. 
tiaa more dtreet and more brilliant menu of eriadng 
itself. Look at the immense sums spontaneously con- 
tributed every year to Bible and missionary societie-«, 
to .-ocietics for planting the gosj'el in the East Indies, 
in the West Indies, iu China, among .siv;iges of every 
description, and in the remote Lslauds of the South Sea. 
Why, it is more splendid to baptize a Chiu(>« or a 
Hindoo, than it is to simply teach his letters, reading, 
writing, and arithmetio. to a poor boy out of a atreet in 
our own neigliboarheod; and, aocordingly, these grand 
achiorements hare drawn off the dlaaenting oontribo- 
tions to education towards tbe more direct and con- 
spicuous species of proselytism; for proeeljtiadi fa the 
source whence they originally flowed. , 

Now, I object to sectarianism in education. AVhat is 
called religious — by which is meant, not religiouji, but 
theological, dogmatical — education, is a perversion of 
the oducational power, whether in the hands of pricsu 
episoopally ordained, or not ordained at all, when they 
are thoroqghlj imbued with the pntfoaaienal and priestly 
character. Look at our religfoas sects. They are, at 
this moment, almost all at war with science ; they look: 
askance and bitterly on the progress of geological re- 
search, for the sake of Moses; they are at war with 
charity ; they are aUuo«l all opposed to the intermixture 
of different forms of faith, so far as for boys to sit on the 
same bench, and receive the same lessons. They aro 
opposed to individual iiidcjicudencc ; they call out that 
they belong to tiiis or tliat church or aocte^; they 
repeat tids or that creed. There nna threap their 
whole system that demarcation, broad and deep, so 
long existing, aad so fatal to all union and coope- 
ration iti social institutions. AVilliam llazlitt s.jy», 
he went one day Into a bookjsclkr's shop to a.'^k lor 
"The Excursion,' and the shopman inquin.il. "■ Into 
wiiat county, sirT' so, if you go into any part of 
Great Britain, and ask after the Mucated, the answer 
might be, "In what sect or denomination r The 
comwiwIoneiB of inquiry into the elate of edueatioB 
in the manufacturing districts found persons who 
eonld remember, many years after they left school, 
that they were • Particular Baptists," or some uihcr 
sect, while their confused memories place4 Mo^es 
and Xeliue!iadiie/./-ar ami^ng the a]*o-tles of Christ ; 
in fact, they had forgotten every truth of importance, 
every moral principle of living interest. 

Education from rolantaiy contributions must always 
be felt as almsgivii^;', a charity to the poor. Kow. « 
human being, entering open the eonuoon righta of 
human beings, having a mind expanding for the rc- 
ccjition of knowledge and tnith, from nature and fr.jin 
literature, ought not to have the charity jacket put ii]>._,n 
it, or to px',s under those narrow portals where even the 
lowest child must stoop !(s l)ca«[ and cntwl iu, iu&tcad 
of advancing with the tlignity of a human being. The 
love of knowledge is one of oar natural instincts ; tbe 
right to gratify that love belongs to us as a natural 
heritage. We hare, in oar social anient oar existence 
aa n eMIiaed natloQ, • aolemn pledge IhnI no one ali«ii 
be eowlemned to ipoiid hia deya Jn that daik 
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rkcorless ignonuace, Ibc licUins of which ^opc and 
low their VST in endestwriag to obtain tlie commoneiit 
L fBOtiog OB wlilcli hnm*!! Batnte is able to stand. Let 
' w eome, »l ImwW mxush dlgidly to the supply of 

' mental food, M to that of bodilj food. The law mj-r a 
man shall n«t atarre ; it fnvcn him a supply, by legal 
right, in the time of his mi:iv"iil.ilElr tiecLusity, not on 
I any degrading condition, but as a result of that com- 
munity which the very existence of a nation ini])lio.s 
between the rich and the poor. Bo slioiild it b« with 
Uie acquisition of knowledge. Theri- :iro i crtain things 
MOUBOa to all our countr^nncn : we all have the enjoy- 
MDt of the free air of heaven ; wc all hare the right of 
aatore's lorelincss ; the island U oara; ^'■"g^'' to for 
the English ; priratc property is hot B tmat, Bod that 
tniBt does not ixtcnd to the exclusion of the means of 
phvuical support for all, nor, by analogy, to the exclusion 
vf till' uicin* of intellcctnal and of moral life. People 
arc too apt to look M national ('dni^ationas a thing that 
only concerns the poor, a kiml <if hospital to be set 
op for their mental and moral lutirmilies, as a something 
to be done for thesu ; and not a/< a eonunon, B sodal, h 
j aaAkiBBl ri|^t and bleaiiDf . Wben weeoBtflntplBte our 
iBmanM iwo Bi wi, tlie wonderflil power wlueh IhiA 
nation possesses of springing up by a rebonnd, as it 
w*ro. from the very lowest dcpremion, the trcafurea that 
j »i- have in our <.<Iih ;i1 ionjil cndownnnl^, wliicli ought 
' to I'c rvn<lcro<l uttii ifnt, and in ths loiith of the prf»dMce 
! of the country - whi'-'h, as it lui-' I tvn a-.-icrn<-'vl for the 
j spiritual goud uf the whole nation, ought never to have 
been monopolized by a sect — wc sec in these the weans 
I Bf nBiiooBi wlaeBlion without levying a single tax, 
• iltbaa|rli tlMr» la Bmple power in the oooatr^ to bear 
i>uch taxation, if its le^^ing were needfal. V> e might 
I surely meet a tax as heavy oa the eotit of crimes, which 
srr niiiltiiilied in tlie (■oun try through the grovellinfr 
i condition in which millions are left. Wetniprnt Mipporl 
a taxation as heavy a^ the cost of the sanguinary wars 
which we have no olusn waged against the righta and 
i liberties of other nations. Wo might meet a taxation 
I u heavy as that whieb •opporta unneccMary pomp and 
' splendonr, or that wbteh b abased by the various modes 
w wbieb lagialadoii Ib pemrtod to the intomts of in- 
tivldtHls and of elaaaea. All tbfs wo can bear, and 
»houM I'oar, rather than degrade the moans of 
i developriient for the human min<l into a mere matter of 
charity, a fonii of alin^igivinp. 

it is not tho education of the poor, mer«iy, that u 
wanted ; it is the education of the people, — of the entire 
people. What nonsense it is to graduato instruction 
according to rank lo society; as if it ma ftttJog that, 
' vitli tb« Uadt to B ami'a property, there sh«Qld be a 
Unit to Ua nental eallgbtoinBent ; and, that irith ao 
much more wealth, there shouM l»c a title to so much 
1 more intellect >ial li;,'hl : Why, knowledge in it* own 
nature ha* relation t.> the common powers, principles, 
I snd tendcucteaii of humanity ; not to the conventional 
diiitinctionji which originate in social arrangements, and 
are only upheld by them. A good education for the 
poor, is a good cducatioB for tbo rich. There need be 
no ftar l«Bi y«a giro b nan an odQeation abore bis 
■latieii. Hov can 70a do that, if jm bave anjfbitli In 
the declaration continually made, that every mail ia 
|f the son of Uod, — that every child bom into the world 
I*, or may Ixt. .in li^'ir at the kin^'dnm of heaven? 
You cuinat tntiu hiw »iili an cduc^ltou ;il"jve ihni 
station — at least ashononrable a one as being the child 
of a duke, or a Prince of Wales, heir to the crown of 
<jroat Britain. The prospects, the deatinalioB of the 
baakaa aoul, if we have aiij fitith in laagoage which is 
BnliwJIy enployod. aro Iw too dignllled tor any 
odacatlon to be too much, for aay training to be too 
lofty. That ahonld be done for all, so that the national 

sehfxd* may l~- the l--sf s.1 Is f. ir all, whether rich or 

i| poor; and it would not l>e diificnil to aooompUah that 



object, were the national powar oooe hcMKfar untied 

to its realization. 

There being* then, all these objection;. lo pri%-at« 
charity in the nuttter, what follows, but Umt society, in 
iiH CDinhined charaeier, — in its unity of existence as B 
nation, — should do Juiitice to Itsulf m a nation i

and there need be no fear that we abouM ittie the 
aspirations of the people to an tudoe height, with 
regard to tUa glorious intolleetnat heritage. It would 
sufficiently ta^k th e j>ower of the nation to do a>i much I 
a« ought to he done nudcr such cm-uin^tanees ; and 
only hy fimd^ so ample as those which the rtate pos- 
can the apjin priale buildings be mit^d, the re- 
quisite ajiparatu.s fumifhed, and all the means and 
«ppliftn<"e'i taken care for, which should act »» ttie 
rnaierial for whulesomc, complete, and ever extending 
and rising Itutruction. Only the alBlo can taka earn 
that there is the gndatlon advance from Inferior 
sehoola to higher, and from these to coUcircs ami uni 
vwnrities, iriiose honours oui^ht to be op* 11 to univerNil 
competition, where the child of the poon^t iniirhi :i->ort 
his mentiil nobility, and ohtuin hit* pateni, if he wiMiied, 
f<jr intelleetual and learned dignity. Only the state 
can overcome the monopolies of cla«sc>>, and that con- 
sequent grasping on the part of wealth, which is, at 
this very moment, appropriating to itself moei of the 
sptendid educational charities tb*t have been handed 
down to us from our forefathers. Only the state can 
ensure a supply of competent teachen — of teachers 
well trained and pr,iciij.cd in their art — of teachers 
who have proved tln-ir efh. iency in raimntr the intel- 
lectual character of the pupils eutrii>)ed to ihcir charge, 
tiniy national acts and national authority can put down 
quackery in education ; and in no dep.irtmcnt of .society 
whatever, perhaps, is there anything like the amooni 
of quackefv which «zista at this timennder the name— 
the much-Bbosed naaie— of edneation. We do not tole- 
rate quacka in other things; people will not entrust 
the titlc-deedfi of tiuir estates to lawyers who cannot 
produce certificate* of their coiniietency. In niedicino, 
we endeavour, hy various preoautions, to uh-iruct ' 
tiiose who tiave not the rc-^uisiU; knowledge of the I 
nieanii of dealing with the human frame, and of restor- 
ing it from a sUte of sicknees to a stato of health. 
But, in that which ia of man Importance than the 
practice nf either law or amtidBB, w« toteiato the 
viiiTenBl aeeeat of nnqmHSod practitioners. 

In what way do not schools and teachers succeed I 
In the majority of cases, what connexion is there be- 
tween the rc]iutation of a x-hool. and tli*^ rciui^ite 
qualificntioiH of tho«c who uudi rtakc to t< a< h i i»omc- 
linic^ a charity school i" r.iised, in order that a gentle- 
man may provide for a worn-out servant, whom he does 
not know what in the world to do with, ko he mokes | 
him a scboolnuwter ; the parishionenare indoeed to anb- i 
scribe, the school is estobliihed. In other eases, aehoola ; 
succeed— aa had goods arc got rid of— by a good deal of 
puffing and adwrtising in the newspapers. I have heard 
of one instance there arc |iroli;ibly a L'rent ni.iiiy such 
— where a most flouri>hing school was lornieii I'v the in- 
fluence i.'f t lie very cajiital chanipairuc fi tlr; -rhi.wjl- 
ma<4ter gave, at his dinners, lo the paireiit» wiiu»c ehiiiirrn 
be whibed to get into his establishment. Schools have 
been preferred sometimes for the sake of "connexion." 
There are those who boast in their announcements that i 
no child of a tradesman is admittod into their establixh- | 
meat ; and thns they lay bold of those who aspire to 
have their children the early friends and as-o<-;atts 
I of members of the aristoi. racy. Uthcrii rta«t upon a 
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cheapness which can scarcely aflTonl a cat's meat dietary, 
to sAj nothing of int«llectuttl food. 

Ntn^ the world really needs eome check upon all 
ibb. Tliow who aspire to teach should bo called on, 
beftm KNtm impartial trihonal,— m thtj are in moat 
continental wtioriji, with the voiylwatmalta,— toproro 
that they iinve the uliilily to loa<'h ; and only on that 
condition should thoy be allowed to exercise tbcir 
Tocation. Thi>, aqain, roiiuirc-* the infcrp<>-ition of 
aiithiirity. I do not mean that a cabinet council should 
be held on (he abilitie;* of a sclioohnju-ter ; but there arc 
bodies^ such as the lately formed Loudon Uuivcreily, 
whieb, being invested with the diatribution of literary 
honours, might, bcgrond all qoeailoii m to i m pa r tia U ty 
or competency, be worthily tniated with the deeiiion of 
such inattera. Then the rigfata of individuals and 
localities would come into operation. There being only 
properly qualifn il teachers in the marlict, c.itli place 
might be allowed, and should be eucouragcd, to cliooftc 
it»* own teacher,-- to liave the man of their heart at the 
Bchool dcak, if they cannot have him in the parish 
pnlpit, — and ao place tbcir children under the care of 
one whom they are thoroughly convinced is honest, 
truthful, and upright in life, and competent to (he high 
task to which he U appolnt^L 

Tn discharging thus its duties to Itself, tt becomes, I 
apprehend, one of the rights of pnoirty ]cr, ]i it^. If 
pure from the intrunion of i^'iKiruucc, iUi>\ i l iluil liru 
tality which ia counci leil "ith the want of :ill iho uiunt 
ordinary means of knowledge. 1 know there is a word 
at which it u English to atart l>uck in abhorrence, and 
to be in a great passion; and that is " oonifwMofi." 
" Wonld you com/K/ the children to M^oolt'' la asked 
as a question tbt enl^ admits of one answer; and 
ima^ arise to the mind of a corporal s K^ard, and 
soldiers with b.iyoni !:-; fix- 'I, i-o;iiiiig fo the l ottagc, 
seizins 'be child, and ijuik Ling him oU' like a dcRert^r 
to his punishment, ajj-.iiiiht the remonstranccH of the 
parent, besides his ovu kicking and crying. I do not 
think oompnlrion la at all necessary ; but in providing 
the meana of education, society lias oertainly a right to 
expect from the parent that the child ihall be actually 
taoghl. Let the parent* if be pleaaea or prcren, send 
his child to a private sehool, instead of the school pro- 
Tidi m! liv flir nation; or, Icthim employ adiily-qualilied 
pi iv ate tc iclicr in his own liuu.-e ; or, let the father or 
mother, or both, undertake the t:L-k themselves, and I>c 
the authors of the spiritual, as well aa of the physical 
life of their offspring. To all the*o, efBcieiiily per 
formed, the rights of parentage extend ; but the rights 
of society require that the result shall bo anired at, by 
whaterer mode; and that, allowing tat exoeptiooiU 
cases, arising horn ill hsalUi, or montal hieompeteney, 
the child sliali hsTO attained, by a certain age. t hat de- 
gree of knowletlge, that point of ability, which will 
satisfy the common requirements, ami will ensure »o 
ci< ty that it is not about to Ik- overwhelmed by a ilelugc 
of ignorance and ilarkness. 

Sueh are the views of the rights and duties of society, 
which I have very often pro|K)unded on former occa- 
sioUL Itoth in ttiis place and throttgh the pres^ of 
which I eertdnly am not about to modify one iota on 
the present eeeaMom. It will be expeeted that I ahoidd 
say something of the existing controTersyon this matter; 
and I have no di^porition to tlincb from bo doing ; but. 
I think 1 have sjiid something upon it alrcidy, — some 
thing thai bears uj>on it pretty clearly and strongly,-— 
which, though often said befor^yetmavaiivanlageouiily 
now be Mkid again ; or which, ii I had not repeated it, 
would have famished ntjcontrilHiUon towards the com* I 
mon stock of Ihsls and opiiiiott% to bo eonsidend In 
this public dlaonnuon. 

But, to come to particulars. The minutes of the 
Committee of Privy C .uu' il on E>hicativn, which have 
occasioned the present outbreak, seem to me chiefly 



objectionable because they arc so poor and petty, so 
narrow and confined. They are a mixture, — a mixture 
of the good and the bad, of the useful and of the objec- , 
tionable. In the good, I should rank tliO qnt^m of 
inspection and its extension. That this waa a good, 
might hvfe been inferred from the bostilltj which waa 
evinced against it when it waa introduced. There are 
patrons of schools who do not wish them to be iniipccted 
very critically; and it in for tliat verv' reason thai in 
specters should be nent, to see what they arc doing, 
and to tell what they arc doing, -that it may lie 
known where ia reality and where mere pretence, where 
clficiency, and where only inefficiency. And here, I 
think, is one great Idunder, in Uie w^ in whkk the 
inspectois are dueen. The dnrdi of Kngland ia 
indulged wiUi inspectors only of its own community; 
the schools of Uie Britixih and Foreign s^obool Society 
are only tn have inspectors approvc-l h\ the committee 
of that j^>ciety ; the .Methodistji are onlj- to have in«pec- j 
tors who are Metho<lihti» ; tlic (. liurch of Scotland only I 
Presbyterian iu-speci'irs ; ami so on. that, in every 
caKC, there is a sector u. Minity with the inspector. 1 
would rather have changed them over from one sect to 
another; and then we should Iutc known all their 
faults. I would send tlie Methodist inspcetor to the 
Roman Catholic schools, a Catholic inspector to the 
Cli'iiih iif F,ii:rland schools, an I'pi-.^i ipri',i.in in.-{iector 
to I he hulcjii iiili III schools ; ami tlu:n vi c ^huulli hear 
of all their >liort-CLimiiigs, and shMuld see what a wide 
held of improvement yet remained to be cultivated. 
However, under any circumstances, this tiysitcm of in- 
spection is in itaell good; it haa woritcd wdl ; and fdtj 
H i% that it is not more ftoqoent and geneial than is 
contemplated bv the plan. 

The next good Is the training of apprcntieed teachers. 
Education is not only a -e'riicc, but an ar^, an art for 
which many, wli<ise karning i.H very extensive, are vorj' 
little titled. As a i-raetii-al art, it reiniire-* dexterity, 
like any otlier art, which should be cultivated eariy in 
life; and for this, there will bo abundant opportnr.i- 
ties and advantagies. So lar, the trcssoiy minutes, in 
this matter, promise to the world, in a few years, a 
better supply of competent sehooimaiiters than thb 
country iias ever yet enjoyed. A third good in these 
minut«8 is the addition to the salary of school masten>, 
and the provision, in certain canes, of a small pension 
for them when they are worn out. The indeivendencc I 
of schoolmasters is what the state alone, .as yet, is Aide | 
to secure ; — independence of individual inu;r1eronce and ' 
caprice, — independence of the browbeating or the bribes I 
of local patronage. The aehoolmaslor ahonld not be at I 
the merqr of the aqaire or panoa of the parish ; he j 
shoald not be the tool of the deaeons of a dissenting 
congr^ation. He should be a man knowing what is 
right and just in his own department, and able to fulfil 
it t.i tiie uiiuost extent of his ability, wiihoui the inter ' 
ruj'tion of local tyrant.s, who, in m many c.-».«es, would 
bring down humanity to a mere subservient an<l cradl- 
ing creature. The evil will bo avoided which is sc^u, 
and glaringly seen Tcry often, in the rase of diKs^niLng 
ministers. There will be no fear of ofTendiag those wlio 
Uve in the large hooio; there win be BO fear of adopting i 
a eoniN which is not smiled open by those whose pecu- I 
niary condition renders them very important where a 
s< hMol is sn|iporte<l by voluntary eflort'« alone. Everj- 
steji toward* the indei>endence of the w.lu«>lma.st<'r, — 
re-ervinir his re-pnn-il'ility, — is an advance to the eau*e i 
of education of inestimable worth. These three points, 
—the inspection, the training of apprcntieed teachers, i 
and the raising of the condition of tlM schoolmaster,— 1 |

Tat tluWcr to wiiich we>hiill u< \t imile alt eot iuii, is 
not onlj' beautiful and iri:.;r;ui;, it is ;t domestic pet, 
a-H well as a flori6t°« favourite and a garden ornamcnC 
Hyacinth glamw are a part of the furniture of our 
parlours. Tbe gradual development of the root, leavc«, 
and flowen» and ilic little attention* necewsary for com- 
plete fucet-s^ aflord flMOftiliar lesaona in * vegetable 
physiology ; wbikttheor ental Hplendonrof the goffoona 
colours, and the ri It i- rtume which breathe* around, 
adorn and enliven ihe hambletit home, ua well ax tbo 
luxurious balls of grandeur and »e:<iili 

The plaiiUn we have hitherlo e&auiiuvd all l>eiuuji; U> 
the greul K-ro'if now ela-'s. «j that with the hyacinth 
we cuur on a new field, and are led to the eoutemplar 
tion of plants dillcring. iu ibe i«tructure of tin- KH-d, of 
the stem, of tbe leaf, and of the fluwcr, aa trell aa in 
their general aspect and babit^ from any that have }«t 
couie before ui>. We enter on the Jtltdaamom dlvlsloa 
of the Tc^eUble kingdom. cbarafllaclM bf the single 
■eed'leaC the abesnea of aajr difltiBcUmi betwem bark 
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and wood, the ptralleliam of the venatioaof the luaves, 
and the tendency to the number three in the circie« of 
parts forming toe floVMr. In the hyacinth the true 
atflin b ndneod tot iMmpl«te{,fromwUdi, nndcmeath, 
tbo Booto proooMl, ftiki vau» upper nuiSm of which is 
a bad* known aa the balK ana popularly, thoagh very 
erroneonaly, regarded as the root. The coatings of the 
bulb are transformed Icavet. Whou <luly stimulated 
by moisture and wwrmili, it 8cnd»« fonh leaves, and a 
flowcr-sUilk. F„n-h sej>anitc flower is, properly spisakinc:, 
produced ill the axil of a leivf, but the leaves accom- 
panyiii^c flowef^ are commonly reiliited to a very small 
size, and trauaformed in appearance, tiotaaiata give 
Cbe name of bractes to ttMM suit all other laana vmeh 
an changed in form or i^pwtMMe bj tJiflU ooanexion 
Iritit the flower, but do not fom .paila of the floral 
drelcR. The hyacinth flower Rccnu to be a bell, con- 
sisting of one piece divided into six radiating and 
reflcxod parts towards the extremity, nix »>t:imen? 
growing out of the interior of the bell, and a se ed v essel 
a anding in the midst. Careful in.s|>eeti(>u will, how- 
ever, make it manifest that three of the divisions of the 
flower lie within the other three ; and a eoniparison with 
other flowcnt of similar structure sbon'H tlial we 
have here, in fact, five successive circles of three part« 
aaeh, of vhick, tha four oatennoat ara eombiaed to- 
gatlMr. Tha aslarioratNlamaj be reoogidaed bv ita 
teademaf to ftoSam nectariferous taila, aonauiiac 
ffetemUniff that of a riolet, which may be aeen Id 
strongly grown hyacinths. This is, properly spcakinp;. 
a calyx of three united 8e pais. Alternating witi) them, 
are the three petals of the corolla, -lo combined with the 
outer circle a.s to form with it Imt one bell. Then 
f.illow two circles of sUjmen.s. alternaiinj,' with each 
other, hut forced by pressure into a complete union 
with the pHtaataMdj described. Yecy little ob»cn-a- 
ttoD is neoBOTuy to aaoertain that tho seed-TiaMl is 
Jbnned by the anion ai three carpcUaiy leaTee, whoM 
edgeineatfaithaBxI^aiidvhose mid ribs are as strongly 
marked as the lines m Jmietion , pro<liicing tho appcar- 
anee of .six parts. On the young Bced-vessel are i<ai<i to 
be found ttectarlfsrous pores, tlie presence of which is 
part of Linna.'us'(< technicAl character of llyacinthus, 
but which nevertheless are not often found in the plant 
we ai-e describing, and not at all, we believe, in the 
other gp^GiM whicli l.,innii.Mi>« included in tho family ; so 
that the mention of thctn is ouly an embamusment to 
the stadent. The naiunl colour of tho hvacinth is the 
riobdaifcUvenUoblaioqAetteeen in it; but numcroas 
rarietleo in eonuiMm* aa taiiona aliiidei of blue, from 
alnoat IXtA to rtrf nde, plnlt and ieih colour, pale 
yellow, and white. Each colour is also occasionally 
produced double. Florists vaUio the flowers for the 
oleamees and brilliancy of their colours, the number, 
size, and regularity of the l>eH«. The double ones are 
very rich ami i«i<lendid : yet the single, if good in colour, 
alse, and growth, are not accounted much inferior. The 
numlier of disiiuci named varieties which are increased \ mediate 
by offsets from the biilh% and retain their aeparate cba- 1 with new 
racteristirs, is verv cwt; bolVMiijof tlMmare Bcandy 
difienmt) being iiinilar wodillinii rafand and uuned by 
diflerent penona, and a eoUectton of tirenty^re or 
thirty sorts would exhibit all that arc really w. rtli 
notice. The hyacinth is very suecearfuliy culli«atc(l 
in iiolland, from whi<'h cotmtry the bolba are taported 
to s.itisfy the demand anioncrnt us. 

The hyacinth of the aiicictif f.\liulists appears to hare 
been the cornfljur, {GUidwius communts of botanisls,) 
but the name \ras applied vaguely, and had been early 
referred both to the great larkspur, {Dflphinium A ytci',) 
on aeeeoBt of the similar »pots on the pctaU, suppo^d 
to TO|>r«nnt Um Qre^ eaelaoiatien of lanentaiion. 
At, at, and to the hjadnth of modem tinea. To the 
latter it was in the progreM of time exclusively appro- 
priated. The hyacinth wns already in our gardeujt in 



old Qerarde's time, and ha.<^ continued ever since to 
eiyoy the highest favour, unr does it scaiP cxpowd to 
much risk of being t^u perse Jed, many as arc the 
attiietiTe oovelties which solicit our attention. In 
Older to tnce It to Ita pUee iu a general system, wc 
will flrst set aside from the rest at 'tb« AnweiMi all 
tho glumaeeous planu, which bare alternate leaiy 
br.icte.s, iusleid of proper flowers, and which are known 
as (he grasses and sedges. We may next separate all 
thoaewith the flowers attaclicd to a poouliarorgan.terined 
a spadix ; the palm tribe, and the endogenous wat<r- 
plants. The rest may be divided acc*jrding xs llic 
calyx adhere^ upon the seed-vessel so aa to place it 
nnder the flower, or is free lio as to enclose too aeod* 
vessel within tho flower, to which latter diruioa oar 
pUnt belonga. ftrdadlngaBoaeaaively all the tripttaloid 
flowera in which thei^pearaMe ef toa caljz la distinct 
from that of the petals, all tboaewitb oepante carpels, 
and those who^e flowers have the green herbaceous 
character of the ruhhcs, we have only left the group 
which forms Dr. Lindley's alliance of JJUaf- y, which 
eoutaioii four natural onlers. One is characterized by 
additional exterior circles of parts. Another may be 
known by the anthers opening outwards, or being 
turned from, instead of towards, the centre of the 
flower. Anirthar, easily known by its habit, but which 
we hava not modi opportunity of bringing into com- 
parison, is distiDgniahcd by the lading pieeaa of tbo 
flower rolling themselves up something in the mamier 
of a young fern bn", In - ad of hingflif. and the 
albuiuen of the .-vcd l>c;;ip uicaly.

Aui^n!: ibi' 
numerous sections of ibisc.\ien.'ive order,8ome of ^viinh 
have been, and probably may again be, raUed to the rank 
of orders, but whose true limits arc aa yet verj- little 
undentood, we caaily fix on the SciUete of Lindley as 
the immiBinate connexions of Hnclnthni, and among 
these the generic character la antfoiMll to guide oa. 

Our wild hj-aclnth, which eontitbotea ao moch to ibe 
beauty of our wo sllami scenery during tho spring, may 
be regarded as a traitsitjuu i-pccic<* between SciUa and 
Ilydrudhm : the form and drooping habit of its flower 
connecting it with the latter, whiUi the six pieces that 
form tho two outer circles* being separate to the base, 
gives it the technical character of the former. It i« 
still called by some Hgneinthu» i(o»-/)cri;>/t<4— hyaciuth 
without Uiosa xatAM on the petals which the {abU 
represents as tho lamentatlona of ApoUu. Since, bow* 
ever, tho true hyacinth equally wanta the iMcriftio^ 
this name is singularly inappropriate ; and ainoe (be 
coherence of the jmris of the flower is strictly the dis- 
tinctive pi'culianty uf the hyacinth u'cini*, Sir James 
K. Smith was right in referring the wild )>lant to S<il!ti, 
and calling it iX'iUa uui'uis, to e\[)ru»i* the graorful 
Itend of the flower-stalU, which Ik one of its diittluclions. 
Mr. Babington adopU the genus Jyni^ii for the inter- 
na; Mi this plan of hardening science 
iMi Ibir nam tianaition «t>ccicfl is highly 
ohjeetlonable, and it will hardly l>e pretended (hat 
Agraphia Is in itself a natural geuus. While acknow- 
ledging, then, that the Knglieh name, wild hyacinth, is 
f.jiihded on a very cIo>e real .iltinity, we rnunt decide in 
fu\our of aa Ujc systematic n;ime for this sw^et 

and lovely flower. 

The grape, or starch hyacinthn, nyw form th** c^nns 
ilturari, distinguished by the nix piece* of ihc two 
oxterior circles cohering almost to (heir extremity into a 
glohalar or cylindrical flower, contracted at the mouih, 
witlt the poinU like toeth.

When tlie iudepeadeooe of Greece was recognized, 
and " the Urcat Towers," as they called thewehes, 
prewntcd % king to the Gneke, th«r nutde a most 
unhappy choiee. Defonned In body, Otbo was seat to 
govern a land in vbleb, more tlun any other, the 
influence of personal oomeUness Is uniTersally felt and 
recognized— a most nattiml static of tilings among a 
people distingnbhed for physical beauty. There stood 
the sovereii^n, s^ingularly ill featured, in the midst of 
a nobly-bshtoned hmm. A man of intollectnal sagacity 
wm wanting, to exercise a boooming authority in 
a nation of wonderful quickneas; but Otho came, 
endowed witti • mean capacity, and wholly tUMible to 
scenre the esteem of the thoughtful, or the nepert of 
the obaerrant. A soTcreign was required woo, if 
trained by c.irly education to a rciiiL^ioa other than that 
of Greece, tJioulJ have had the wisdom to mould hi« 
prejudices to the opinions, or even the prejudieefi, that 
were to surround him ; but Otho, de«tinc<l to an ccele 
siastical career, and fillctl with the narrow view.s of an 
almost monastic edaeelion, was specially unfitted for 
the task he was called on to fulfil, and for the discbai^ge 
of the dntiee impoeed upon him. Bat, laet end vent 
of all, Otho irae not n Qreak, bat e Beviriin. The 
I place of his birth, indeed, mattered little, would he 
liavc identified himself with the interests, and the 
fc Hni^s, and the lilierties of Greece- had he consented 
that (Jrcecc .•diould be fur the Greeks, and bis frovorn- 
ment a truly Greek trovcrnment.

notwithstanding lli^l resistance to the progref» of her 
institutions, — that hankering after every thing despotic | 
which has characterised tlic rule uf King Otho, — i 
Greece has prugre?>xcd. Her trade has brought with i 
it much prosperity; and the advanc<>ment of that 
prosperity, under efainmstancefl so unfavourable, shows j 
that, under the generous impulse of Uberal institationSy 
a bright futurity may still await her. ICany of her 
treavurea remain yet to be explored ; there is no rca.-M>n 
to believe that her ancient mines of the richest metals 
arc exhausted. Lead, copjier, manganese, suljihur, and 
asphalte, iii.ay he found in abundance.

The monarchy of Otho has undone modi | 
that WM sonnd and Ubeml» which had been effected by 
t h e provirienal fovemment of Oreeee. The officers, too, j 
of the administration have been as bad a.s the syst. sn 
they administer. They liave belpc<l to strengthen the 
natural antipathies ai:cainst the tax-gatherer, and the ' 
custom-bouse ofiiccr. They have aasociated the puldic 
treasury with ideas of exaction, oppression, and cormj- 
tion. It is thu.s that eovcnimenta come to be regarded \ 
not as the ]jrotecton^, but the dcspoilsM of nations, — 
not tiie fri^8» hut the ioee of the conwnmi weal.

At other timet it ha^Ba,lha( they arc appointed to their odlce, 
and maintained m it, through the personal flrvonr of aome 
leading committee-man ; or they will, by a ronne of intanei^ 
tncoeed in evtoiting the snp|)ort of a majority of tlw ahatn* 
holders ; the other imrtion, drdk diipleaaed, ny all manner of 
evil things against him, and plot Us rrmoral, ui ofder to make 
mom for a fovoBfite of their own. Under eoeb cinmitttaaen, 
the hnrmoaiove wolking of the eoMen alglit ««Q he deemed 
miraculooB. 

In opposition to this pictnre of unworthy salesmen, another 
and better one as often presents itself, of men who take a heart* 
\ felt interest in the prosperity of the undertaking, and labovr 
nio»t sedulously to accomplish it ; but whose endeavours am 
frustrated by the inconsiderate foUy of those whom they have 
to serve, who, instead of ascribing want of succesa to ila true 
cause, rail at them, a* il^ cnunped and fettered as thqr mnlly 
are, it was in their power (rreatly to mend matters. 

In manufacturing establishments, started by companies of 
operative shoemakera, taikm, carpenter*, .-md other bandirnft- 
men, failure has reaalted prindpnll . lr<>m l:i> k of Mit!>c:tnt 
capital, and from the iatenaeiata asi^ luistr^td) babits of many 
of them, which nnaad UaMfhuiHd strife, and ended in a 
speedy break up. In many of oeie vndrrlaLiugs, I am per- 
suaded, that, could the men have^neoo laixmnni; steadily, and 
indiislriou»!y, for a length of tune — cheerfully submitting to 
soiitr (lit<irulties and priratiooiL for the sake of the priaaple 
involved— ult imatc success would in all probability have accracd. 
Bnt not findiiii,' the advantages immediate, and tangible, — to use

He w.-)^ fond 
of drawing, with sucii rude colours a>» lie cv.nild pick up, 
Fuch aa different eoli ureJ .hIouch, which be <hi,t out of 
the l>eaeh when the tidt- wa- uiit, aud groiuiii down 80 
a« to produce the colours he required: and with these he 
cseculed drawings of birds, flowers, etc., ntber mora 
biillfani tlian oatunl, which met with a mdy sale 



among the lislicra' wives, whoMj walls they were used to 
ornament, and way do to this <lay. lie alta bceaxno an 
adept in the making of birdc.iges, bi)xcs, and, as his 
grandmother dcsit^uated theu), " gimcmcks of every 
kind."

Towards the expiration of hia apprcnticos^htp, the 
trade of rope-making had become so bad, in ron«e<]Mcnee 
uf the introduction of chain as a substitute for ri^pe, 
that Lovett found great dUBealty is obtaining employ- 
ment in bis native villsge, onless it were oeea^onally 
in tlic Mintcr mon'!.'? v.Sicn vo»>sels sometinu.s came 
iii(o the bay disableti. lie, therefore, sought out ft^r 
.-ouie other employment, and tumc<l bi^ attention to 
the ti.^hery as a moans of ftubsistcncc for himself and 
grandmother, with whom ho had been keeping housf 
during Ihc last years of bis apprentiee«Lip (bis mother 
hav;ug married),— and this on iJiu ecanlj pittance «f 
from five to eight s}tiHing^i a weak. Thia new ooeupa- 
tloli of afiaberman be pursued for aoma months, and 
in all probability would have continued at it. ha>i be 
not been afflicted with vi<dcut scasickncfs when the 
weather wui in the lea«t rough. At the end of the 
hfhiug iK,-.».Hon, therefore, he cawt about for some other 
occupation. IHb previous knowlcilge of carpentry sug- 
t.'L-!ed to iiim that trade, and he t^oon found norL.

.^11 l id nav.-.l uftker, whom he by ehanee met at tbo 
1: ;. hfcr's shi4p, adrii»ed liiia to go up to London and 
try his chauccs there, suggesliv.g that if be fai<ed in 
finding employment in a rope-yard, there would bo 
abundant o; [>-.>rtuniticaof gettingalMcrtb na ropemakcr 
on board a sia|>. I^rctt acted on tbe advice, aud at 
oii'.e scntjKil lo'^roilicr wu:it means he could for the pur- 
pose lit underiaking the journey. He cx[>endcd the 
tew shillings he had in niaho^.r.iny veneers and other 
rci[uisites for makiui^ a ladies' \»o:k-bo.\ and a j-uir of 
tea caiidies.

With a Rtout heart, and bfgwith hope, he R<?t out 
next morning to deliver hix letters. But tlio rope- 
making trade wa* a* bad in London iti •! ■ tvuntry ; 
and for two wwk« he oanriuised aBnniL,'^ ull tl.o ropo- 
yardw in i. mil u n '*hout sueccsn, but Mill lir did not 
despair. Hik tlci:tler knowledge of carpentry now 
cood him in good stead. On returning to hiti humble 
lodgingH one cvcning.hc found three of bia couatiynioo, 
nri>cnt«r8 by tnide, who, on entering into eonvenia- 
tion with hus, foaad him poiMued of eome flight 
acqu.alntanc« with their bmiBem, and that he was out 
of work like thcmeelvc^.

Tiro out of (b* 
flnar got woilc in a few daye ; bot It wu aome Week* 
h r.' !,:iTc" M- v -:ii;i nion guccceik'd, by which 
liLaj he ttd. rtdticjd aliu'jfti lu an empty piirvo, — lnving 
lived on a penny loaf a day, and a drink from the 
nearest pump, for several week.s in pucccssIju. 

At last, one day, going down Drurj'-lanc, they saw 
some carpenters at work in a building; and Lovctt, 
entering and going up to the person who seemed to Ihj 
foreman, aaked for a job, and to bii great ioj waa 
tnfonaed that aa teme flooring reqturvd to be laid 
in a hunj, he would employ him for the purpose. His 
companion, however, on being introduced, seemed such 
a str j iiL', that lii. i in iuan rcfuse<l to employ him; 
and LMV»;ts, wLu h td iitncr seen any flooring laid, and 
knew nothing about the procejis, felt in a very uneom- 
f.>rtable dilemma. Hut a low pur«c, nnd the near pro- 
spect of want, urged him on ; and ho tb i.^nnincd to try 
his hand. Borrowing a few of the requisite tools, ho 
proceeded oext morning, with « flattering heart, to bia 
work , and bj dilii of eloeely ob^erring ail the m>>re- 
meatu of hli partner, and following hi* example, he

itpcet of such » -11 • ; ' aed to him, in an ludiaiuan ; but, 
hcforc going final! V to engage himself a sailor, he p:iid 
a vidit to two or his countrymen, then working for 
a cabinet-maker, who diskuaded iiim, by all the ari;u- 
mentit they could um, against going to tea. The mit.-<ter 
of the ahop, orerlMaring their eonvemtion, and aaeer- 



(aloing that Lovctt knew sometbing of cahtnct^work, 
offered him employment in his shop, which wam at once 
accepted ; and frvu that happy turning-point in hia 
I fortune seeininirly when cverythinj? was at the darkeft, 
f<>\ri!'- [iroLTC'is wui* steady. It i.-i true, when work 
failed him at this place, wbtcb it did throu;;b tho 
in-^olvcney of his roaster, he was a^ain reduced to great 
want : but he had a good trade at bia fingera' enda« and 
was leu dependent on fortuttoot drenmataneee then 
l)cfore. ilo had seriotia obatades to encounter from the 
working men iu the trade, in eunsequencc of not having 
Fervi'd a regular apprenticeship to fl.r Im^itu-*. IIcwas 
mulct"! in heavy penalties l>y his foIUnN workmen, 
exacted (liiiily in contribution- fi r drink, i]nc<. nnd 
shopscoruji, which would have di-Hheatttric*! nnd de- 
niorulizcd any character le» courageous .md manly than 
Ilia. But he ultimately overeamc these difficulties, and, 
after harlng worked the required time at the trade, was 
enabled to enter the Cabinet Uakera' Sodetjr, bj the 
payment of an extra admiaalon Im ; and thcNtTter took 
ill' -^tiindingas oaeof IhemortcxplntUMlaklllUwiork- 
iiita of hi<» c!aj*«. 

1 urhi ' the i\r\y yart of William Lovctfs career, he 
had betu no exclu»ivcly occupied In providing for him- 
self liic merest indispensable of daily bread, that ho had 
neither time uor deaire to appiv himself to the cultiva- 
tion of bin mental fitculticx. liow large a part of the 
time of the great mam of the labounng claaa ie so 
abeorbed; rendering their moral and intelleetrnJ cul- 
ture. In a largo m.^Jority of cases, almost a ujond and 
intolleefual impossibility I They arc so engros'cd with 
anxietioK as to the means of a bare Kub^i^tence- no cm- 
stantly Inifici by those carkln^- care» and miseries which 
tread so clo-iely upon the Li ul-- vf [mvirty tl; tt ibo 

f>roGtahle culture of the mind, which rtqulrcc ret, 
etenre, and means, is scarcely to be expected. The 
greM wonder is, not that the wmisg elass arc ignorant, 
Dot tlwt ao hug* n number of them abould rise above, 
and conqaer, the adverse drcnmatances of tlieir con- 
dition, and exhibit evidences of a nobility of cbanctcr, 
and strength and cultivation of miml, «hi -h would do 
honour to men in the rcrj- highest !<[ hcrcs of life. Hut 
when i h anxieties as to -i n ( in- nf iKMlily sua- 
tcnauev were wcH nigh at rest, aud be waa in the receipt 
of a gwi\ weekly wage, hie mind bccaa (o lei np it* 
claims for 8atit«fac(ion. 

Politics wcro then s'lrrlng up all th!nking men to j 
active cfl'uru in tl»e eanae of progrem. lieralofore. | 
in England, all (lolitlea] movemcnbibad been coodneted 
by the middle and the upj'cr clas'scw ; for, throughout i 
the lon^ war, brought lo a cIt»<o in l!<15, the norling | 
clajisci* had «icarccly ever made any politi«*al ap|K-aniuco, 
cs -f pt !»» loyal Uioba. huzxatnsr ff>r '. horfh and Kin;.', 
and tl.o jlorious victorie.H jtiHk d <.v r ■ U- iicy" at rca 
ai:d i ll the continent. Hut i it: jt.\< }: 1 f ught sober 
thoughtH with it ; and the nation kit < !-.<.;hir;g like a 
drunken man after a night's debauch. The reckoning 
was now to come; and tbe goTeraing ela.*«es were to he 
t r - ight lobook. These long wars and gloriouarlctorics 
Lad i^-ii:ed in rags and misery, low wages and scanty 
emploYUient, for the maK.* of the people. The aristocrat y 
had triumphed ; but the indti.-'triouM classes felt in tbe 
condition of a routed and discomfited ho!«i. Tbirp* 
were felt to be »ro:i(? somewhere; the working prc.j'lc 
found themselves living in tbe midnt of civiliraiicn aiid 
wealth a degraded and opprCMe<l cl.iss. Dim vi.-ions <,{ 
political ri^ht floated through their minds. And they 
began to a»k tbemselTea qncstiona^why theee tLin^a 
shonld be. Tbe fnm spninf, at this time, Into renewed 
artlvitv. Topic* of engro-sing |>tiblle interest were 
freely discussed. Colbctt, with his hearty English 
hatred of opprcf sion, was workin - sway In his Rrrji^- r, 
and, with a pen of fire, »»» exposing the manifidd 
iniquities of our fvolitical Rystem. There hn* I *' ti 
more tborough and euccesKful educator of the English 
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people, during^ ihc In^t ccntmy, than that ttrang- 
minded, earnest, uii l honest, though often vehement 
pvqodioed man, William Oobbett. WriUogs such as 
theaa irarft dmiteted bj nillioni, tod were grcediiy 
dovourcd by the working; classes, and indeed by all who 
could read. Society was stirred as from a long death- 
sleep. Then mm I rCL,;in to combine, and to plan, and to 
deli's measnrt'-i of i-iosrc**. They mvl in clubs, in 
gocit't ill I'Lift-icf, — ri-'ad liookn, ncwsinipLin*. ;uul 
pamphlets; and probed all que- 1 ion h alike, hoMlv and 
fearlessly discussing them. 

One «f these working men's clubs, called "The 
LiberalB*" William Lorati joined ; and this drenm- 
stance it was, as ho himself states, vhioh first stimnlated 
him to anything like intcllccturi Inqniry, and ljud the 
foundfttions o( « h;i( knowleiU-olicnowpoaw-'iscs. A small 
library uf ^< lci-t work-, w.is attai-liod to the tlult, which 
he read willi uuuli iuttro-t, stiuiuliilcl by the discus- 
sions which the members held amoug themselves, some 
two or throe timen a week. It was hero that t^orctt 
heard impromptu speakin;^ for the first time out of the 
pulpit. He was no Ic&k nuqtrised than delighted at the 
powir vlucb H eonftrred: and he, too, hj and bjr, 
joined in ibe debates. His mfatd was awaicened to a 
sense of existence, as it were, for the first time Now 
feelings and desires sprang u^* ; anii i'\ i. ry siiari- laouitut 
was devoted to the acquisition of some kiml of useful 
knowledge. He bIao studied grammar and the art of 
composition ; and several pieces of his appeared in the 
small periodicals and pajtcrs of the day. la the midst 
of these pursuits, be was arrested hf a nev and In* 
tcfestiqg object— the penon of tlie woman who was 
aflerwards vuted to nim for life, and wbo baa eioce 
cheered and sokced him in all his strugglea. As soon 
as they were married, they started together a eoorse of 
sclf-infitruriiriii : L.iviMi di vo'ing liis t-MTiings to the 
purpose, rcidi:!;:; and eonver~ing on such >iiV<ject8 as he 
felt an interest in, ami thus nujiiini,' in Lor mind an 
appreciation of his iitcrury and politii-al pursuits 

11 would occupy too much space to detail the luuuc- 
rona political movements of the working classes in 
whicb William Loreti baa during the la^t twenty years 
been eanged. veiy often aa a leader, alwaja aa an ar- 
dent and se&loiM coadjutor. Tbe first polftfeal society 
to which lie liclnnc^cil, was one cstaMi-liod lij- flie 
friends of Mr. liuni, in the year 1^-7, aiul he «.is 
nnitcd with tliat guutlcm.an and i/ther- in ^'ettin^; up 
the great public itievtinsf which was held in thu i^iglt- 
gardcns, City-road, in the year 1S,30, when Mr. O'Con- 
ncU for the fimt time addre^ed the Kuglish Itadicals. 
He was also elected ono of the Counell of the Society, 
formed at that meeting, entitled " The Metropolitan 
Political UnUm," for tiia reooverx and protection of 
public rights. About the same period, ho took a very 
actire part among the " Co-operative Trading Aasocia- 
tion," intended to bcnelif the wr.rkiiit: el i-seri hy a >\s 
tern of trading and manufaeturinij f<ir and l>y tht ni- 
Bclves for their mutual benefit. Many of (iie-ie u--i>i la- 
tions were then formed, aud began maiiut»c(ureii on a 
small scale ; but they were most of them broken up in 
a few yean, chiefly because of tbe want of some legal 
Bccurilj to protect small capital— on obstacle now 
happily rcmove<l. A aocietj was fimned in London for 
diflfusing knowledge on the sulgect of co-operative pro- 
duction, of which Lovett wa** the secretary. He al-.,i 
look an active part in "The National L'niuu of ih^: 
Working Clashes," whli h iva* h t nie ', in 1831; and was 
one of the chief dlre;iors uf ibc »ociety during its 
existence. 

About this time a circumstance occurrc<l which 
strikingly exemplifies Lorett'a moral courage and con- 
scientious fiminoss of poipose; and it is, in all respects^ 
so thoroughly charaeteriaUe of tlie man, that we shall 
briefljr detail it. A penon of his acquaintance having . 
been dtftwa for the Militia, the authorities refused j 
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to take a very able substitute who was willing to nerve 
for him ; thc^ insisted on his paying a snm of money 
instead. This cireamatanee directed Lovett'a attention 
to the monitrouB ii^astioe of those eonstant dimwlnga 

for the militia, by which a number of poor men were 
periodically fleeced, frightened, and in many ways pot 
to gri. :i'. ineuuv euieiiee. ^Vll.•ll, therefore, he he;ird of 
the next selie<ltiles lieiu:; ilisjributed, he >*cat a Icii«r to 
C<ir]u:ttt, r't; I'u'itir.,/ i.% snggcstiug that the fillinr 
up of those papers atfordcd the people of England a good 
opportunity for recording their pn»tcst against the 
present system of uiuost representation;— that th^ 
should assign as gformds for exemption, "that th^ 
had neither voice nor vote in the making of the lawj*, — 
that, as their labour, their only property, was not pro- 
tected, they should not be callea upon to .•>nii f-.r the 
protection of other property, — and, iLey h .d no 
encmie-i hut tli i«e who enslaved them, they -^vi n- lut 
dispo4e<l to take up arms against their friends and 
brothers." A number of persons filled up their miliiia 
.ipers as suggested, and, whether fairly or nnfkirij, 
ovett was among tbo Anmber of those who vwe 
draws. He refined to Mrre, and when anmnwned 
hefine two dlflbrent magistrates, be assigned iwsosa 
for his refnsil similar l>i tho-e staled : vihieh, a- might 
be supposed, lv;id lUtk tU'Lei witk ihtiu. A iminbfr of 
constables were then sent to his house, and ^trii j ed 
him of all hisgood.s to the value of nearly forty poundsi. 
Public feeling, howocr, prevented them from l>ciug 
then exposed for public sale ; but they were kept for 
Eome months, and then sold at Foster's auction mart as 
goods seised for taxea. This aeriooa loss to Lorett and 
bis wife, who bore the affliction Teeolutely, (and the 
furniture was the more prized, as it Mas, for the most 
part, of his own manufacture previous to their marriajje.) 
was, ncverlhclc'^i, of much .tdvHntage to the |>iil ;'<•. 
Lovett petitioned Parliament on the pubjeot; i^pe<.thc» 
were made there strongly condemnatory of the militia 
s^ystem ; public opinion was thus directed to the subject ; 
and no dntwing wr the militia baa taken place aiaee 
that period. 

Another arduous and boneoraUe enterprise in whoA 

LoTctt engaged about the same time, was thcwar which 

the unstamped periodicals carried on again.>st the hearr 
St. imp doty • n iie-'rspapers ; and which was justly con- 
eei\ed to operate as a mont injurious restriction on the 
fi- ' eireulation of knowledge. Wbin lletbei la. t r», 
llie publisher of the Poor Man's O'ntiniutn, w.ts thrown 
into prison, Lovett organized the "Victim Fund," for 
the purpose of asHiHting all who mi;;ht be prosecuted for 
sellin;; the Guardian ; and he forme<l one of a ItTgt 
committee to snpply the public witJi tbe paper at tlieir 
own houses. Tne warikre lasted foor years, during 
whii'li Hsil fe'-.er ilian r>'''<^ persons were imji'^Lsoiu' 1 t tr 
sellin;; unsiamped peririlie.ila. But, in the end. j'uMic 
opiniiiu ]itrvai!i-d ; i'.]n\ I.^rd lironeh.ini in the I. r>U, 
and .Mr. Koebuck and others in the Commons, taking up 
the question with spirit, government was ultimately 
compelled to eobstilutc the penny in place of the four- 
penny stamp. Few can adequately estimate t he amotint 
of good that ^nag out of that stnumle ; for the hoat of 
cheap publications that now weeUy teem fmm tlm 
press, and the number of which incrca.*^ fr in day to 
day, may be said to date their origin from th:.' ._\ out. 

Thu next great puMie nio\eiiient in eunr.eM ■!! with 
which Mr. Lovett appearetl, acd of wliieh he waji the 
originator, in 18S(5, was the " Working Men's Afisocia- 
tion," which i.ssucd in tbe still more extensive move- 
ment for what is known by the name of tbe " People's 
Charter." Lovett waa from the first the active apint of 
the Association ; he drew up its nomenma admird>le 
and truly eloquent addresses, which were circulated in 
immenite nnmbers throoKbout the conntrv. A few of

LovcU ably con- 
ducted tlio am ou the part oC the Tnide«, tfucce«8fully 
rebutted the charges made ngainut the aocietiei*, and 
the cxaminatioa WM ipeediiy brought to a clow. 

It would bo Ibvrigm to our purpose, in Ibis baaty

nexion with thai great and abaorbing moremeut of the 
working chMeet of EaghuMl and SooWnad. known tu tho 
Chartist agitation.

"alave cla'^s." tiny had no rea^i-n to i\])ect those 
practical benefits from p:iivvrnuifcul, ur tkikl amount of 1 
protection ;ind cniDVincni uf the frtiil* of their labour, 
which they considered themselves entitled to, in 
common with the men of every other claas. 

The National Convention of the Work ina" Classes met 
in liondon, in 1839, to watch over the Xaliunal I'etition, 
(dnwn up to Mc Donciaak of BimingbMiy and to 
ohtola bj on knl and eouutatianol aoeoni the enact- 
ment of the ''I'coplo's Charter." Lovett was elected 
their sccretar}'. This Convention sat in London for 
some months, duriEi'.r the I'.irliameiitary Sc-^ion ; and 
then, at the instisration nf oue of the lemlinic meml»ers>, 
went liown to l{iniiin-.;haiu to liohl their sittintr-'. Tlie 
worlkiu^f cliw*e8 gf Ihu lowu and the puhlie ^iuth-iritics 
having disputed about the right of puhliely ii.octiii\' in 
tho Bull ring, the latter leat to London for a stroo'^ 
posse of police, who, oa (heir arrival, made an indiscri- 
minate ooohtaghl on mu^ wvwmt, Md ehUdten. The 
people of BUnln^Min wuhod tho OdnTonttoa to put 
forth Uicir opinion of this ooniscL Lovott^ao eecrc- 
t:iry, wrote three resolutioitt, which were poblUhod. 
Tliev were deol.ired a lihel on (lie p-din-, and lie tta-i 
arrcated for llic -iflenee of writiiiLT and j;uMi-hin^ iliem, 
John('olliii.>^ I'cini,' arretted at thr -ame time ft.i lalvin^,' 
them to the printer. They were both sent to Warwick 
gad on July 7th, 1839 — stripped naked by tbc turn- 
keys, to Me the marks 00 their I>odic«— had their hair 
cnq>ped by a commea fdoB-— were made to hotho in the 
■HM hoth with a namhor of the priooaoio together 
with other Ind^tioa,— oad ill thia bofim thogr wore 
fotmd guilty I They petitioned againit thio treatment, 
and were allowed to go out on a bail of 1,000f. eaeh — an 
iuiinen>e ...nm for workinj: ineii. Their trial came on 
at tht! V\ itrwick Summer Se-'ioiiH, when Lovett de- 
fended himself with an ability which l onimanded i^eiie 
tat admixatioo. Bat tho result was, that tbey were both 
ooBidwanad to bo iraMisonod for one jear in the 



Dion gaoL Their treatment in prieon was moot horriblo, 

and produced a diswc which redoewl Ixrvelt to death's 
door, from lie Wii,-* rescued by the Mcmlier fur 

W arw iek, wha iui4,TiK>iij;d to bdvc him, and «ueef cdod in 
rend'Tiiia: his treatment Ic^'^ cruel and injunou.-. Wliilo 
in Warntck gaol, Lovett and Colline wrote their mcuo- 
rablo work, entitled "Charti«m; a Plan for the Edu- 
cation and Iniprorcmcnt of the People." This li^ an 
excee<lingly able and compruhcmiive plan of education 
and in&nt training, embodviag the best and most 
oniii^teaed viowa on the aaliject It also includes a 
plan tgt the omnlaation of the people, in order to the 
nnmolloB of their nodal and political improvement. 
This work hrea'hes (liroH^^hoiit the nion irnthf'il and 
eBuublinir i-entimciiU , and there i» iiu reader but will 
rifie from its ]h ruital with a griMtly incnaiod IMifligof 
respect for iu* true-hearted atithors. 

Ijovett was at length liberated from j rinon, with an 
injured conxtitution, but with a heart iltM !>enting 
warmly f«r ht« kind He cxertc<l himself to set on foot 
a "National Awiociation" for tho advancement of the 
working claanes, according to the plan de«cribed in his 
" Cbarttamr and, in oonBoaioB with tho AaHMhttlon, 
wrote and pobUdwd Mveral adnlraMe addreaeee, in 
which the great doctrine of Peace wai eloquently 
enforce*!. He 8ucce<'de<l in creetini; n Mall for the use 
of tlie London workiiiir ela.-<-e- in llolhorn, which in 
now iti almost daily use tor many exceUent ptirpio-ics. 
lie al-o took part in the ("onipletc Sutl'ratre niovcnienl, 
which mm «ct on fool by Joseph Sturge in 1642; but 
he has since that period appeared less frequently in 
ptildtc than formerly, though he feels no less warmly 
t :>r the cause of human progress and improvement 
Though neoooritoted lij a ahaUorod fraoio to abandon 
hie Ibnnor toda, he la no leae hooonrably than noefollr 
employed, as an agent of that weekly Uterntiire which 
his Ntrcnuoiis cITorts mainly contributed to c hearten, 
and liring within the rcarh of all (dasses. As ilic pub- 
lisher of ffotri'if'/i JoviiKil, William Lovcit is iu his 
true place, as the tiist riKulcr of fp>e thoughts, which 
carry abroad with them joy, and hope, and mtelloctaal 
life to tens of thooaands and aio Iho haiMl^fait of Ibtt^ 
dom and emandpation to alL 



CASPAB H.vrSKR, THE HEREI^ITAJtY 

PRINCK OF BADEN. 

Seen in th ' sLartling title of a little l>ook, professinar 
to he puldi-hcd at pjiriK, hut supposed to he printed in 
Swilaerlaud, and tu thin hour Qi<j«t rigorously ]iroscriI>e«l 
in Baden. Thereby hangs a tale, and a most s<r.-uige 1 
tale, yet little known, and never published in Kngiand. 

Ourreaders will well recollect the Life of Caspar Hauser, ! 

f uUidiiod in London b/Simpkin and Marshall in 18S3. 
t waa a tnaihrtioiior tho aoeoont drawn op flrom legal 
doc 11 menu by AnaoUa Ton Fonerbach, tko erlsainal 
judK'e. and one of the very commissioner* appointed tn 
H ivaria to inquire into tlic f.ict* connected with tho 
life, the discovery, and tho muider of llaux 1. There 
was also II liitle hook piiidi..>hcd about him by the Earl 
Stanhope, uho patromxed and adopted liau^r while 
alive, but after his death, having been on a vi^it to tho 
ooort of Baden, profesMd to have di>>covcred that Hauser 
was an impoater. 80 far, however, from Hauser having 
been diacorerod to be an impostor, all the circumstances 
of hia life are nttcrly opposed to such a possibilitj ; and 
the circumstances of both his lift and aeath, tho more 
they arc reflected upon by titeOennan pnblk, the mora 
tirmly do they fix themselves in iu mind, as connected 
with some great stale mystery and crime. Tho very 
ftelt tfaaA tUa joutb waa {mraoTianlaett jaaiaahnini^ la 
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ft hiililen cell ; that lie was tcinkMl l.y a man in dia^iae ; 
tlut whiMi h'j w;is Ha[i|ioM.-ii tobavo lo-t M roi: oil ret ion of 
hisorigiu.aud all power of cominuiueatin^' aught rcxpcct- 
ioghift lifo except 0D« long tnd f^rcut blank, he was i«ont 
oatinto v«rld, with » leUor in Lis band, purporting 
Um to be ilM ton of apoor but, whca it wtw found 
that, haviiif teqnlnd the powir of qweeh, be began to 
put one thInR to another, and to diav forth fhim the 
•trangc nivHtcry of ]\\n lifo imlicationi! which mis^ht 
cventuiilly furni*h :i t-luo to hii* real origin, that then 
" Tho M;in, " !i- lLii>tr tilwiiys called him ilio man in 
diegaise who had kept him prisoner, should Hijddenly I 
appear, and attempt hiH life: should again appcur, uiul 
atab him to deatk Tbeae eircanistances were to the 
Gorman public oonvineing proofit that no poor girl was 
the mother, ao priMtr as aaaerted, the; father, of thia 
youth ; but that mora waalthy, more powerful, and mora 
worldly cxalN-d pcrxunucrcs were implicated in the 
parentage, au l iu the Lrimt> pcrpctralcd on thin unfor- 
tonatc pcrsi^'ii. 

These things have made CaKpar Ilauscr the very 
Perkin Warbcck of Gcmany. That ho liad, however, 
a more real claim to a lofty origin i* strongly attested 
by the •ccrot firmness which the faith in his right to 
the titia indkntod in the heading of our article, is held 
by a Tiat body, nolronly of the people, bat of the moat 
intcll tp'cnt elassei in Qermany; and still more so by the 
uo'ivcuiid rigid vigilance with which all publications, 
nil t ilk. :>iid even all whispers of this faitli in Uadun 
are Rupprc^ised. Let but a copy of tlic book or pamphlet 
he Bcni in the ino*\ t-et rct manner into any town of 
I5aden, and the police if iiiRtamly on tho track of it; 
lattmam latmMptcd in iin y,..i Uiat mention it, and 
qawtioiia ea ib« ialyect in ordinary eonvenatioa an 
tooebed vith alann. 

Befora going into the lUngolar dataila wbidiira auaa 
now to give, i n order to pot the reader on tbe trne ground 
for fully coniprehondint' their bcarinpTR. it will be as well 
to irtva a conciM) hiotory of Caspar Hausor, from the 
puhiicationa alnadj latend to, and wall known in 
Mgland. 

KnpafffOr Caspar HaoMT, the Nuremberg foundlin!;, 
waa obaerred in tho evening of Whit Monday, the 26tii 
of May, 1828, atanding against the wall in the Cnschlitt 
market-place. Tbedtisen, an inhabitant of the market- 
place, who firat obeerred him, waa atmck by his An- 
gular appearance. It waa that of a peasant youth, clad 
in the peasant costume, and hoMinp in his hand ii letter 
addressed to the eaiUain of the fourth nqufidroii of tho 
sixth regiment of light horse, lying tlnrc. Being eon- 
ducted to him bv thi- f: HKl citi/cn, :uid (iin -tioncd by 
him who and what ho was it became eviaent that ho 
waa ijmoat wholly ineapable of speech, was thoroughly 
Ignonial of ovaijtliiQg in lift^ and atranga in his beha- 
Tiottr TioanqaflaUonalMamwmd,'*PraoiRq:rnsbnrg,'' 
or " Joh iro<n> nil," in the dialect of Bavaria. " I don't 
know :" and yet on pen and Ink bcinfr put before him, ho 
I w rote in a tolerably legible hand, lii« name, " Ka'^jiar 
1 Hauncr." All endeavours to dniw from him, however, 
I whence he f^in'\ \vhi"i' lie lind livid, nr any ntiur 
; matter connected with himself, were vain. He aj»pcarcd 
to lie from pixlecn to seventeen years of aijc. He wm 
of middle slxe, broad shouldered, and of a perfect r^u- 
liirity of build. His skin was white and fine, his limbs 
were delicately moulded, hia handa amall and beauti- 
I fully formed : and his feet, which wen as soft In texture 
I and' finely i>h.iiird as hi» hand", bore not the sliirlitest 
i trace of havi II tr been comprciiM'd in ^hoo-i. Ho t>hinvi (l 
the utmost nbhorren'-f "f f'> 'd or diiuk, < x<T])t dry 
brcid and water. HIk fp,:ieh eontino<l to a very 
few word* or sentences in the old B.ivarian dialect, as 
" BcKta vdhn, me mn Votla Wahn is :" " I wish to be 
a trooper, as ny Ihlber was." He asblbited the most 
utter nnacqnaintanea with the eommonest obiocia and 
moat daily appeaianeea ef natnn, and a total indiA^ 



ence to tho comfort* .m l inicctwitic^ of life. In hi* 
wretched dress wjisfouud a liandkorchiLf marked K. H. ; 
and he had aluo in his pockei a nianu^cript t'aiholic 

tir.iycr-botik. The writer of the letter which he had 
trough! in his hand professed to be a poor laliourer, and 
the father of ten children, and said that the boy had 
been left by liia onknowa aMtber at Ua door; that he 
had taken him in, and brooght him «p seeratly, taaehing 
him reading, writing, and Christianity. The letter was 
dated 1828, from the Bavarian frontiers, but the place 
not named. Within it w is unother letter, juirporting 
to be from the mother, and ritlen in Koman chnractpr?, 
saying that the boy w.vs born on the '.ioih of Ajiril. 1M2 ; 
that his mother was a poor maiden, who could not 
support him, and hit ftthor a soldier in the 6th regi- 
ment of light liorM, nowdead. That she raqoostod Uie 
labourer to keep htm till ha vaa aorantaa, and than 
send him to the regiment 

The whole of the story wai soon felt to lumg rery 
badly together. It was not likely that a ni .ther, 
determining to expo«c her child, would Isy it at the 
door of a poiT l.ibuurer with ton childrvn, and expect 
him to keep it seventeen year>.. U waa leas likely that 
any poor labourer in buch circuinstaneesoonid or wonld 
so faithfully support a burden of this lund for so many 
years, and then so pnnetoally eonrqr him to the place 
appointed. Beaidos, what moltfo oonU the man ram 
for eoneeahnentt The mother mlitht hart, hot what 
could the poor labourer have 1 If b .' ]::\d received the [ 
child, he Would most likely have lei Uiui run about wiih 
hiH own ten. Hut t<> shut him up in a dark den, and 
there for scventeon years feed and visit bim, was a piece 
of lalxturand mystery which no common labourer would 
sobjcct himself to. There was evidontly a nobler patent* 
age, and another atoiy, ibr vhidi thia waa hok n dnmv

He was handed orer by tho eaptain of hone to the 

police the very evening that he was found, »nd he wa< 
treated by them ai a helpless person from some 
unknoirn place. The greatest curiosity was cicited 
rcu'arding him, a-* poon as the ease was known, and the 
BUrgenr.oi~fer Binder c«pccially exericd himvcif to 
penetrate the uiyitiery which surrounded him. The 
result of much inquiry, partly from bimsall^ and partly 
from oireamatantial evidence, was^ that ho liad been 
kept from his ohildhood in a dafk, sobtermnean iriace, 
where he could not once fttratch himfclf properly, it wu 
so small, and there he had remained, clad only in a shirt 
and trow.-icrr., .'.nd f^d on bread and waitr ticcoaionally 
ho found biiii-. lf aHackod «iih very hea^y sleep, and 
on awakiii-T from t!u so pcfr-iliar sleep* he found li.at ins 
clothes had I con changed, his nails cut. and the pla^-c 
bad been cleariod tnxt. His only amusement was playing 
with two wooden honea. For soma time^ liowovor, 
before he waa earned off to Nniembeif , the man who 
tended him, but who've face he never saw, had come 
frequently into bis cell, had guided his hand in writing 
with a pcnril on i> ip r. which had delighted him very 
much, and had fau^dil i.im to fcty he would l>c a ti^ibiier 
us hii* f.i'hcr had been ; tiiat ho v ab from Kcgenjiburg ; 
and " 1 don't know." At length " the man," as he 
always called bim, came ono night, carried him out of 
his dungeon, made him try to walk, on which he fainted, 
and at last brought bim to the gate of Nuremberg. 

£veiy cironnwtanee taatified to tho tmth of these 
facts. He slamblcd slowly forward in attempting to 
w;ilk. He appeared to have no guidance or c-ouinil 
of his limbs. His feet, which had never bot i> uwd to 
iiodt.;, woro now (iinisi into them, and cvidtiitly gave 
liiin the greatest torture. Walking occiwioncd him to 
groan and weep. Hi* eyes could not boar the light, but 
became inflamed ; and the formation of the bones and 
muscle* of bis legs demonstrated that he had MMo all 
his lids long. At fiiat ha had no idea wlutfavar of the 
qoalitieaof thlnga; norcf distaaeaa. Ha vaa ddightad 
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wiUi the flame of a (uudlc, and put his fmcrcr into it 
At the ji liii. j i>i]\ c lij i n'j syniptoms of 

ititcreit in iiuv ili^ii^f, uiiiontu?! 'H. .ii i>f nUnu. Foi<;neil 
cnltt were made at him, and ilm^- s, hut he <lirl not 
even wink in consequence. The »auud of h«iU made 
nu iiuprcH^tun ou him ; hut oadriuiui benlilif UMlt bim 
ho vTAa ihrovvu iii'.u coavolaioQB. 

I'rom the iHiHoi^-otiioo ha va^ removed to tbo prisoa 
for v«gaboou« uad bqggara. Hero tbo kooper Ai Mnt 
ngarded bim as an impostor, but toon nund btm 
dctuallj t^bcinthc8tu(oof ulitilcchiM : and the j tilur's 
childn-n phaed with liim, and laui;ht hiui to iij>'.-ak. 

I V ii u u ill.-; li in and hi« story 
gww, and nuii]. l.^ ULH-i^cd fioiti uli nuin* in fco hiui. 
, They hrotight him ioy>i. \'oii Feuerbiieh vi*itcd him

On the Icih of July he wa;* rclca^-ed from the prison, 
and >,'iven into the care of l'rofes<H>r I):iiin)er, who 
undertook to brinir him up and c<iuc;i(e him ; and an 
onlor wa* is«,ued by the imif^i.-itrales tliut hi' Khouid nol 
I bo interrupted by any nioio vUilorH. Here beitiy 
shown a beautiful piospcei from n window, he drtiv 
bftok in terror ; and vhen .■ifterwards he luul l. urticd lo 
spealt, And «m jwkcd mhy be did so, be taid il> vex 
LecwiM » wooden ehutter eeenied t« bare been pnl 
«lo«c before bi* eje«, »]«ttorcd all over with tlitfcrei); 
coluurii. IIiH fteni>e of amcll wa.'^ moat neute, and i>.t< n i 
I' fc'4\e hi ii ; : agony. He etjuld not licir to pa.-s 
tliroiigh ui uvar a churchyaril, becau'*«; the tllbivia, 
unjicreeived by others, affected him with horror. He 
wx-i cxtreiDcly amiable, and alt.iched him<-<-li wiih the 
ntn'.ONt aflcction to Professor and Mis.

(hi tlie ITtbof Uetobcr ho wa« founii bUeilii^^', ,ind 
inwnsiblo, from » dreadful wound in liie furJiead, in a 
ccllai. He WW ciipmMod to be deed; but bo finally 
rceovercd. and ■Uted tbai " the matt" bad enlered the 
bouae in the ab«i«nce of the family, havim; hii faeo 
btacked. and had wonnde<i bim; how he )i> l into the 
eeiiar he could not tell. In hi* delirium he h;ul oi'm 
Kaid, " .Man come — duu't kill m«. 1 love ail luea— do 
no one aiiytldiig. Man, I lore you too. Don't kill-

Si riot oltiei.tl inquiry was made into the eiietim- 
htimce*, hut no further tight was tiuttwn apoo thorn. 1 1 
WM erldent. however, that eoiBe diabolical mjatcry 
hang over bis. Tbera were powarfa) oneaiiea eomc- 
where, and it waa now evident tlut they bad taken 
alarm. Tbe public curiosity Imd rprcad far and wide 
the fame of thi* »lnnigo youib, and it wu-" evident (hut 
l»e raivlit yet reeolleei thing's whieh niiudit b ad to a 
dL-teet»<in of lii^ orikjin. Anuinjf.-il Ibo^c who now 
boeimc deeply in tert-Kied in him w.-wi l.,ord Stnnliope. 
v.jui ut.deriook the wbdlc charv"? of hi* education, and 
] rci:ioved bim to Anupjuh. Here he wa^ pliucd for 
awhile as clerk in the regiairar'a olhco of tiie Court of 
At>] 'oa1 ; and he quietly performing hia dntiea when 
Lord Stanhope began to talk of adopting bin and 
hrini:ini; him to England. Tfata moet pruMtbly ecaled 
hi^/ate; for one evcnitiLf. Dccei:ibcr 14, a» he »aa 
returning from the othLC. a «trin;;er accosted him in the 
Btn el, and on prelcuco ef Riving' him news from Ijord 
I St-inhojw. jiud inttlliemeo reganlinj? bin oripin, induec<! 
biiu to a<voii)p:my bim into the cai-tle gardeni", where

Of all the baby children in a far off country village, 
none was ruddier, or had n braver heart, than little Joe 
Beech, the child of a poor * lod-hoppinBr plonphman. In 
fact all were clod-hoppers in thi.s dihtrirt, whiLh wa.s a 

Enuine Eogiijih agricultural one, made up of a few 
rge farms, one great estate lK.loii;;ing to an absent 
country squire, and ^nt five huniired aerea of the 
richest arable land in the eonn^, ealled the "ediool* 
gill»" givMi years before by some old yeoman, that the 
children of this, bis parish, should be taught grace 
towards God and man ; and the residue, if there were 
any, to become the right of a certain srreat college, as a 
reward for "their clerkly care and trusteeship of this 
land.^ But by some odd sort of management or 
another, these five hundred broad acres, though they 
now produced tenfold what they did in the days of the

Many a summer morning, whiUtthe ploughman trod 
the " school acres," tbiuking of the large harvctits they 
yielded Hor that great " phice of learning" far away, there 
would be aaie to eome np some thought about little 
Joe as well. So as NOon as the next little lad wan able 
to herd tbe cow, and fill the Iwg. Joe was pat down tn 
the cbuK'hwaiden'R books, ami sent to pohool. For the 
fir^t week he did not like s-chool a bit; aJl wa.-; <o dull 
and irk«ome there ; but by chance hearing a travelling 
pedlar read some scrap of news out of an old newspaper 
to his father, he took to the old ihunilicd schoolbook, 
and in a week waa up at tbe top of the A B C class.

T11F. middle class is a term representing so large a 
number in thu country, that it is difliealt to define its 
meaning, so great a variety of dieaniatanoeB and con- 
ditioos are included in it, whidt beeene oonfoondcd 
with the arlrtoeracy at one end, and with the ««riilng 
class at the other. The majority of those who belong 
to it are indeed hard Morkcrs, with whom the ^t^uggle 
for the means to live i^ so great, that they cannot main- 
tain their position without a degree of toll which tC'O 
often embitters life. Even among those whoBe h>t is 
more fortunate, the pressure of the cost of living 
on the means of living is bO heavy, and the standard of 
oomGitti is plaeod ao l^gbt •Q'l reqniroe enob an outlaj 
to m a in tai n that ftnr are onmpt from anxiety, and 
overwork. Few merchants can spend an hour of any 
day, except Sunday, with their families. Thej go to 
their counting4touAC.-< early, and remain till late. Medical 
men scarcely know bow to be sure of a leinnre hour day 
or night. Artists work al their easelK during ever)' 
minute of daylight, and it is very common to see their 
windows lighted up by their lamps at night. To bum 
the " midnight oil'' is so usoal, as to have beeome pn»> 
Tcrbial among literary men. It is the same with the 
nuijoclty of the membeia of all trades, bosiaesiei, or 
prateions. A eertun nnmber attain the higbest 
places in all, and these form what i* called the " aris- 
tocracy of wealth i" all the rest have Ijocu properly 
designated " the uneasy classes :" w orking hanl and 
long ; seldom free from catc ; ciyoyiug little ieifrure, 
and, in short, wasting life in acquiring the means to live. 

In tliis deseriptUHi, the money-makers only arc 
included, and thON are generally men, though not 
alwi^a. Many weaten of the middle class week haid 
to mwe money. Stltl the miyority are men ; heslNUids 
and fathers of fami!!! I'.ul Ihc-^e do not snfTcr atone. 
They curry two othc; cUiies along with iLcm in their 
drudgery. These are the clerk.s or other asei'tants 
required in their businm, trade, or profeK<<inn, and tlicir 
own wives and daughters. The ca^e of the fonucr of 
^thcsc is too obvious to require comment, and ia also 
attracting much public attention at pwen^ but that of 
the tetter hi too Jittlo thought o£ 

Vb» flitigneiand eares of women of the middie etaasan 
not understood or appreciated a.-» they ought to be. The 
mother of a fa^mily, witha scanty income, has frequently 
ciiiiat bbuur and anxiety iu the t^i^k of "making it do * 
M> the father has in cnming it ; and if it is pr^arioos, 
or if the domestic economy ha.* been Ixgun on loo ex- 
pensive a scale, so thai debts and arrears press on her, 
the fituatlon beoomes one of wretched diMomfort, 
Scarcely any women have been trained to manege welL 
Neailj all hafe to lean, after marrian, how to eedir a 
whole set of circumstances into which they are thrown 
unprepared, together with the delicate health attendant 
on tlie fact of becoming mothers. Many a mitrtiage 
that began in love has cndc<l in discord, In^cau^e the 
hujiband could not nndcr.-t;ind nor forgive tlie ch.mgc 
which all this has made on the woman lie had chosen. 
Added to all, theM Is in their life no time for reading 
or mental impeoifement, while in the oontact widi 
the wecld men Mam and prognsi in tha midst of their 
baainess and struggle for meiMpr. WooMB, therefore, 
become narrow-minded, and nnU fiempanlona fbr their 
husbands, and in thc^o details «e have tha aeent of 
many an unhappy marriage. 

There i.s such an appearance of wealth and comfort 
about the middle class of England, thai at h»t view it 
appears an anomaly to assert the existence of these 
evilfc YeithoBnadavttaldbearvitaemtotheapVen 
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Uiey qo CT tknad on the sabject Th* ooti of living in 
thla higk|y4nnd countiy U M graU» thai care and 
ilniiKl* an maily uniTMnL anipt aDoaf tiv 
tidi; tad «TMi aaMnffUiemitlsfisiycoBBfliitoflBa 

thfl inoome exceeded by the expenditurt, bo ^reat ia the 
taftte for Inxaiy, and so heavj the exponfle«> it entails. 

In sach a state of thingM ii h mo^t desirable to find 
out how to lire at less cost, wlthmii lowerinj? the esla- 
bli«hed standard of comfort; ami the clubs already in 
existence clearly indicate the way to this end. A 
judicious combination of the clul>-Hy8tem with the plan 
•f iaclnding aapaat* Mta of ebainben in tlia mat 
balldlng, wtnild, ander proper arrangamenti^ pradnoe a 
moat benefldal alteration in oor toaartte •MMngr, aad 
la all oor aodal arraogementa. 

WImb anything rciiemhiin? A«»oclaUNl TTnmcA is 
BMBtioned, the idea of living in puhlic in apt to ocmir : 
bot this is quite erroneous. Wore it otIiLTwisc, it would 
be &tal to the attempt to introduce them, for Hoglish 
babita are formed on the very contrary basis. The 
English enjoy the fiunily circle, the power of 'priTacy, 
quiet, and seclusion; and any scheme of tiring that 
mlad ia aaoaiiof Umio would aioaaa Iril to IIm nooad. 
daaoaiaUwl Ronei* bowavar, aead iatofera vitti none 
af thaaa habits. The outer walls of the building;, the 
kitdieos, Btore-rooms, and other officeii, arc all that 
need lie in common. Every man'n house uuKht be as 
cxcluMvcly hid own, as completely " hi« castle," though 
under the same roof with fifty others, a* if it ntood on one 
side of a street, in a row with fifty others. In truth, it 
vookl prolialtly he much more secluded In the former 
thaaia Iba latter eaae. In a street, the <^poaite houses 
avaiAoak aaeh athar la fW>nt, and the garaeaa or yards 
•t ttie back are overlooked by the whole rov. Tha valla 
alao of the common description of houms are thin enough 
to transmit noises, the sound of musical innt rumen ts, 
etc., .tnd much annoyance is frequently suffered liy one 
noighlvonr from another in conwquenee. All lhi'< 
might \>e avoided by proper architectural plaus and 
aabtUatial building. It ia doalred, tteo, aameatly to 
laaaamead to the middle cla>«ses a combination to 
fiina Aaaociated Homes; each home l)eing separate and 
aoa^Ma la itaalf, but contained within one building, 
ar aaHMdatad in a range of bnildinga, baring a common 
kitchen and other ofTt. t ^, a common store nf .ill kinds 
' of prorision*. and other articles essential to housekeep- 
I inp, and an e*tabU.shment of the needful number of 
domestic scfA'anU ; the whole under the control of n 
! certain ap{><>inted iKxly, or of a capiL-illAt who may 
I choose to embark in i*uch an underlakinj,'; and orer^- 
dmartment under elfielent superintendence. 
Tha advaatagaa «f such a piaa would ba beat under 
I alaad hf alManriBf tha nalana daHrtiilai of our pre- 
Mt arrangementa. Let os pietaM to aanaWct a street 
I eontaining fifty homes, rented al abont fifty (tonndu a 
1 year. Here is a rent.il of 2,500/. a year, for « hii li llie«e 
I fifty familic.') have each a house, which, with all it» i.'oia 
forts, has many faults. The drainage is very cimimotily 
defective, and there is a bad smell at times ; the water 
is not conveyed above the ground-floor; the sunk story 
ia damp and nahaalthy for the ■erraato; Um raaou an 
Mall ; they gaaaiaUy admit dntni^ vhaa daaca are 
afaned, and are akaa lAaa ahvt np: aai Iha walk 
Mag thin, they are aoU ia winter, and bot la aoanMr. 
Lew than kui h a rental as thiit would command the 
erection of fifty houses of much i«upcrior description 
;irid l ou'. cnii ni'r. if built in cotutdn.ilion. 

Thc»c houHM have each their kitchen ran '.re. Fifty 
kitchen ranges, each of which, with the neccKsarv- uten- 
iila for cooking, mnit hare CMlk aa a moderate compu- 
totioo, twmty pofloda. BtMlaaBMllw ofa thoniand 
faaadai Tha aaai aaa^Ma and aaaaOaai appaiatoa» 
at|iaMa of eodkfaif ia a ftr aapatlar naaaar for tlia 
•amc numl>erof indiridnals, might be bad for a fraction 
of such a sum. In these ranges are fifty kitchen fires, 



burning away tael in a wijy ao waatafel, that it would 
be very difficult to ealeuUte to how great a degree the 
haat thna prodnead might be economllwd. Then there 
are ftlty aeak% each parlbrming her office very imper- 
fectly, with imperfect knowledge and defocfive utensils, 
so that the waste in cooking is verj- great ; while their 
wages and co»t In living cannot be computed at a lower 
«um than seventeen hundred and fifty pouu<t-i,— they 
arc probably nearly two thousand. An accomplij'hed 
"artist," with a full stalf of undercooks, might be main- 
tained for much less ; but no such expensire serviOB ia 
reqnired. A well inatmeted nppareook« with tlia pnopar 
number of amlataata, woald peHbrai all Iha dattM af 
Iha Utehen ia a way which no private fiimily of the 
adddla elass can now command, at a wonderfully re- 
duced cost. L.-mtly, (here arc fifty housekeepers, many 
of iheiu inexperienced, some earelem, a few expert, but 
nearly all "careful and troubled aliout many things." 
The cxneoditura of these home* is in general supplied 
by much bodily and mental exertion ; It is hard, there- 
fore, that it should not be oeonomlsed and managed to 
the best advantage. But with the best intentions, and 
avaa tha haat akill, this is impoasibla. Thaaiagtoitam 
of fbel, alroady aotlaad, ia a type of alt Am natk IW 
who have not tried it are aware of the extraordinary 
diflcrcnce in the price of nearly all iirovisions bon^ht 
wholesale, and in small quantities. It is a fact within 
the experience of the writer, that the cost of the bread 
for a family is dimininhi d one-third by buyinif flour by ! 
the sack, and baking at home; and thix diflfcrenee 
would l>e increased if the ovens and other conrenienres 
were well oonstmetad. As to tha kM lity watto, igno- 
ranc«,aad impatftet apparatai la aoaUag , lat aay one 
oaly aaaadiajMr prepared in a common kitchen, and 
than in tin kltdiea of tha Bafom Clab, or tha fntmra 
kitchen of tha WUtUaglattOlahbaadaaBMMa aaadba

A combination then to form Asoociatod llome-^, would, 
if AuecciMful, obtain for the middle chtAKCft udvantatres 
so great that it is difficult to understand why it has 
bben so long delayed. It is not enough to Ksy that 
every family living in tham would find tbeir expen< 
diton diminiihad fagr aaa4hird, and their comfort 
iaereaaed by two^hlida; bat if thia pnvad all, the 
anticipation sluKtId ba aaHdaat to rooae than to audta 

the cflort. ' 

The jdan is not new. It li:i- bc^n fre<iMently pro- 
posed, and it was ably ndviwatcd in the "Monthly 
Hcpositor}-" nearly thirteen years ago, in a paper en- 
titled " Housebuilding and Housekeepinf," which 
appeurcd in the numl>er for Ang^st, 1834.

As 
to the mode of anmnging the mcaU of the families in 
aaoh house, it might be done fome thing on the plan of 
vUeh we hear in I'aris, where carta drira up to people's 
doom and leave a dinaar laady cooked and npt hot on 
the way,byaateivaoriitflainlngapparatiia. The difHctilty 
in ihc cslalilisbtiuTits in iiuohtioli would bo nnn h 
dimiiiiiihcd by tli<j nliort di>t,'ini-i' to jfo troui the 
kitcheu-( to the dwcliiuirv; aud if thero w a.-) a steam- 
engine on the preutitttM it would be quite eai<y to work 
small covcretl carts along the gallery on rails, accom- 
panied by a servant to stop them at (be doon when 
tlicy were wanted, and carry in their caiKO of bltddaat, 
diuuer, or whatever it might be. A AxM lata of charge 
might be made for every individnal anppOed, aoeording 
to the kind of living, whether plain or luxurious, ot 
each, and the dishes choocn. There would tbereforo li< 
no difficulty about inviting company. In sliort, in this 
matter the clube furui^ cxamplct« of tlic uay to ar- 
raii:,'c. A htll of fare mi^ht be [i.j-(cd - very day, 
and each huuseholder would then simply have to order 
whatever wu« agreeable to him or her, and to give 
directions as to time, number* to heaanred, etc. The 
servants would all belong to the eatabUabmaat ; bat If 
aojr laaUbate wiabad to kam a private aervant it might 
be done. It nraat bo evMent that the drudgery of 
houiiohold service would 1>c very miicli diniini-hed hy 
all the conveniences of >vii^h a jdau xs tlii.-i, and hv the

The poirar to Ut* 
wttUii oor ineomci in aaeh a mode at oar babtta mid«r 
Wreeable to us, eon-ilitutcs u* rich ; and if a mr,;i wirh 
a ntindivd a year can manage this, he is richer ikaii 
one who ha.« a thout^nd, and is niimin;; into debt. 

The spirit of the time fends more and more to com 
binatioii Tin mude of upj>lylng this principle here 
rceotiimended i* eanicmly j)P.ssc<1 on public attention, 
in the belief that there is none which oflcn* fewer diffl- 
eniUes, or giree a lUrcr prospect of good rcsoHa.

PBIXCE OF BADEIf. 
(OSaMwstf >sai ^ Sn.) 

Tub heir apparent to tbe Hutm, naioely. tha eMest 
son of tbe Mat^gnve Fredeiidc. died (dnrin? the lifetime 
of hie flitber) a violent d«ath. while on a journey to tbe 
north, ill the year 1801. The carriageway u{)eet. and 
his neeJc was broken, lie left, however, a son, Karl, 
who suecccdod on the death 0; ln-^ L-tui^iil itli. r in 1.- . 1. 
This was the husband of Stepimuie, whom lio i»4init!d 
in 1 ^ii-; Stephanie, now in advanced age. is esteemed 
a lady of fascinatiuir manners, full of intellect and 
goodnesn tif heart ; but in the Howcr of her youth she 
unitcil in hc>nidf all which constitutes the perfe<!t charm 
of a young Freoehwoniaa. Ifotwithstanding, for a long 
tiaM dw deigned not to confer on her haiMod a wora 
or loeik. An evil demon appeared to itaod between 
them, and it did stand lxlwe«n them ; who it was we 
shall anon acc. Sound .scn.sc and natural goodnese, 
however, finally triuuij.hed ; the married pair dis- 
covered the truth, ati'l l>ccauie at»afh«-d to each other. 
Til' ir clii' -t <hild »;is th'' I'niu-'^- 1.- ui-u. who Was 
bom in ISll. Their marriage »c«iued to promise to 
become one of the happie^tt in the world, but the eril 
dctuon again prosentol itoclf. Karl was amiable, but 
weak : a knot ef diaripated }>c<iple acquired an influence 
over hi m ; h a wa« regnur^y rnlaed, and died of oxhaaetioD 
in the thirtieth year of bb life. Ho bad IumI la tbe whole 
five children : three prince^'^s, who still lira • and two 
princes, one iiom in 8cptenil>cr, 1812, who died f?) in a 
n.-vkn : tli.- ..t!nT !■ ni in 181»>, who died in the fol 
l<J»lllg }wir K irl. thrrefore, left, no male lutir; and, 
at his <lc»th, wti^v sinrcc'i' il ti. tin- tlifini'l Tiio evil 
genius of his iitthc-r — hi^ tatlier» broib«r Ludvig, and 
that after the next elder brother, the Margrave Fre- 
derick, iiad died in tbe prr epflinsr year 1S17, and died, 
too. of a sudden death. 

8lne«, th(.<n, this 6rand-Dak« Ludwig, the predeceaoor 
of the present reignhig gruid-dtike^ ia tbe prindpal 
figure in the infernal picture that we now unroll, it 
is nect-'sary in a few wimls to denote bis cbwaetcr. 
IVwjWHsing a powerful constitution, lie wa.s full of vche- 
luent and contradictory passlonn. He wnn dissolote to 
the highest tii.L'rec. irrt-''<ni 'i l.iMr> in lii- ii;>'!r<l, con- 
stant in friendship— or more itn->}><.Tly, t-mtciul imp 
personal services renjierod him, which " re truly of a 
very diilHolU kind, consisting in procuration and base 
adulation— arbitiafy and decti«li<vand yet, so abli^ thai 
pcriiaps nev«T wat than a pnnao who ooold reiy ao oa- 
ei>nditional!y on tbe devotion of hla sol4lCis;alfti|gMl 
from him they would have fired oB flUiar and moiboR 
ffe was, moreover, persevering end determined In his 
resolves and opinions, and, fm uly. not wanting in per- 
sonal courasre, to which he ;iiliiLd tolerable knowledge 
of militarv ,!1 lirs. 

Let ns now litkc a retrosjH:». t ivc review of th - whide 
s«ci-cs.<ion of deaths which mii t li.ipprn, i< : I r to 
open to him the way to the throne ; and we Lud bis 
eldest brother, who w'a.< kllU'd by the ovcHomlngof hi* 
earriagc; bianezt elder brother, who also died a sudden 
death; his brother a eon, who died in the bloom of his 
years ; and tbe two male chUdren of this d^1mv» who 
iKifh perished in their infancy. 

Without allowing ourselves to speculate how fiw these 
circumstances were ordered or eflected by a human 
hand, since the inquirj* i-* iiii]"-~il'lc, ni';.-li i- 
ccrtain, ho was the murderer of his u. ^ hew, tbe 
murderer of Karl. 

At the lime of the Congress of Vienna, a rumour waa 
abroad that ho tiad procured poison to be gircn him in 
Yiannaiaod thesuiddeof KarTs valat which took phM»e 
in that dlgr« a&d tha MM* of whldk atrcr oodd b« 
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diaoororcd, wu soon connected with it in the public 
mind, and rqp&rdod an tlio con.*cqucnce of the ht'ingf of 
eooBcioncc. Vet Knrl (lii;<l not till 1818 : it did, 
indot^l, appear a^ if hi.-* licallli had suffered a shock tiiice 
his Rojourn in Vienoa ; yet we willtogljr admit that 
Karl died in direct conitequonce of ha 4aibtncherics ; 
bu^ if m eMt » claaoo at tlie Ioom oompaoioD* who 
sediiood htm tAto flwae dtegiaaelbl ezeeaM^ ws at once 
discover none bot people who, after the oaaih of the 
nephew, became the particular CaTimritea of the uncle. 

Due of tho-c, ^ (III i renaau, colonel of the guards, led 
a life of comiant n.vtudal, contract«d false debt*, embez- 
zk-d vwn foi'H liijlongin^ to the vrar ofHco, for which a 
poor devil of the name of Ucmauer, who serred both gen- 
tlemen an aecrotary, won after the acce&iion of the present 
giand-dukc, w»s arrested, and for two years continued 
under trial at Carlsruhe. But Lodwig was too shrewd, 
and too aaakHu an obaenrer— for be aBgaainteA himeelf 
with lh« whole go^aip of the city, and knew It all— for 
the debaucheries of hi» colonel ofguunl'* to o-^capo htm, 
which the very children in the strocis wire fiimiliar 
with, and yet he u- vxr tirought him to aocounl fur them. 
Was there a criminal t^ccret belwe«!n tlio tno—the 
cement of thi« enduriu^ counoxion ' The rewani for 
having ministered diligently to the ezoeHOS of the 
nephew, which exhausted his strengUlt Waa there a 
■ocret between thomt Frobabljr tMfa maiiiQira than 
one I 

Another favourite of the Grand-Duke Ludwig was 
the Major Hcnnohofer, in whom many believe that they 
sec the miirdcror of CVsiisr Hauser. This m.-in lias, 
Indeed, ijikul, but unrestniined by principle, auJ c.ipa- 
ble of unylhiiiK. He made u stnlciujrly ra]>id carter in 
Gerrnauy. The war of iBia found iiim a commisisary, 
if I mistake not, at Ocmsboch. lie vrm about tlic 
person of Karl, as a ranger ; bot under Ludwig Im roie 
speedily to the rank of Miniatar of Foieini Affitin. 
Thoee most have been important aarrloaa wUeh were 
imnrdad with to npid aa adTaaeement. Waa he also 
in the secret ? 

The icrrand-duke openly took from tlie theatre ft 
dancer, Mademuiselle Werner; lie had two children by 
her, and alter ward - created her Couiii<jsiii of Laugeiulciu. 
Ext<2U3ive and various as were his intrigues, to this lady 
he showed an unvarying constancy : he visited ber every 
day, reposed in her the most unbounded oonfidenee, and 
lea her at hia death the bulk of hia private niOBerty, 
which was oonaldatahlei. uraartheTeefdeneeof tUaMa- 
demoiaeUo Werner waa that of the park -ranger Halkscr, 
who had earlier been cbamberlaili to Ludwig of Radcn, 
still stood in hii,'li favour with him, and wIr.sq daughter 
daily visited her neighbour, where she often saw the 
grand-duke too. lioth Madciuoi»elk Werner and tlie 
I dau^iiler of the pM'k-ratiger are good, pkiu, unpre- 
tending women, of the middle claas, to whom people 
wiliiqgljr lietea when they talk oat of their own beads, 
or haeome thoechoes of pcraou of ftabioii. In thin waj, 
on one occasion eama fljiog to no a featliar, whidt oneo 
hung in the pinion of one oftiio Hallaer funilj. 

The couvurittttion was of Hennciioft - : : f his brilliant 
career; and whether, in c;u.e of a chjiaK<^ ui the govcru- 
ment, he might not W' a loser. " By no me.ini-," was 
the answer, "heknoun u,» much." That much could 
not Iwvc gro«-n in her trarden ; it was evidently the 
observation of the ruler, who luid let it (all in confiden- 
tial talk with hismistress. I could well compiahendou 
what occasion the grand-duko might hare drappad thia 
expression. Major HenDahoftratood in eoniiezioii with 
J liademoiaoUe Werner, he was even about to marry her 
' abler; he had no priTate property; nothing but his 
I pay. In the intinialo conversations concerning this 
I iiwrriago, in which the grand-duke tof-k a lively in- 
; t. anJwhji li he ii:irt u-ulnrly dc-Hired, it «a-i quite in 
ciiar:i;Ui that the princely iavourite or her (-istcr, who 
waa lookioff for aaeeimpmiaioii, ihoaldobBenroto lh« 



duke that the fhtoro bridegrroom depended entirely on 
his pay, and might lose it under asaere.'^sor. To ivh'ok 
the reply was iho requisite consolation, " lie is indis- 
penMblc to the BiicoiBioii fa hUHBt fOO «Uoh." Bni 
what did he know ? 

Perhaps it was how both the heirs male had perished 
•0 speedilj while the aiaters all remained alive. The { 
people fifom the fini regarded Um affair as very 
Btrikiog, and iaid all aorta of thinga about it : tlM 
deaths were also attended with tmly extraordinary cir- 
cum-itiuiccs. 

Hrtore the death of each of the princes? appeared the 
while laily. This white lady, a" every one knows, 
licjitowed iormerly, and for ages, her vi»ii« on many of | 
the great families of Germany, and each appearance : 
was the herald of death. In the Castle of BUnkenburg I 
in the Harta eoontiy, you may nee a very striking full- | 
longth ponndi Of her. The white buljr wpeared at the ] 
cnMie of the nnneea mieeeirively, bowed iataelf In grief j 
over it, and the terrified nur-e-i fled away. 

1 have read v ith mucli pleasure the stories of the 
white lady and of the banshee, in liic Iri^-h p.-pular 
legencia ; but as all these bore an aucient dale, 1 had 
drawn the conclusion that the « hite bdy had long since 
vanished, and appeared no more. I deduce, therefore, 
from this present fact, another medning, one which cer- 
tain peraona in Carlarahe adopted, tha white l«lj 
waa no other than the RaleiuBiflu, fwimrily maid of 
honour, Geyer von Gctyerabeig, the mother of tho pNoant 
grand-duke, and that she destroyed the children. 

Thi'^ «oman must have been an unna'ur.il iiioui'or 
towards her own ihlldron. She wa.-< reckle-sly extniva- 
irniit and irretriilar in lier life : eri-dit, she had iioue I 
amongst the rich, to whom she was too well known; I 
her agents wont OOKtlnually about amongst the dwell- 
ing* of the poor, and exacted from them, under , 
menaces and tae moat deodtfol promises, their little i 
aavings for their own neoewdties.— She is dead, bat cnraea j 
and imprecations on her memory daily rcMmnd aronnd 
her i!:i.ive, from thouK.mds of whose familic- she 

rediu eii to poverty, or whose po\ er!y nhe aL;irravateil to 
ruin, liereldeii tr^nis now tinitid l)iike ol Uadeu ; her 
two other sons arc Margraves of iiiuleu, iiud all three 
arc vcr)' rich ; yet it ha» occurred to none of tlieui to 
rescue tho memory of their mother! Thej left ber, 
during the latter yean of her life, in a OODdltlMl of 
digcncc and destitution, which aha endeavottred to 
escape by compelling from widows and orphana th«r . 
\wl mitc-s : and now that she ii^ in her grave, th-y wtil 
not, byasuuU piirlol their su])erfluous wcaJth, pitr. l,;ise 
her an exemption from the curses of these imhaffpy ' 
onc»! When the mother ajjpeais so infamou* to her ' 
own cliihlren, M hal shall kv think of lier ! We must 
bulicve everything, the moment that we can be ahown 
what interest she oould have to boeooM the aeeonad 
work-tool of the murder in qneotion. 

We bate already said, that tbo XaMiaf Kail Ind* 
erick, at an advanced aijt, ooatiMted a lefMumded 
marriage with the maid of honour, Madenoiaelle Ooyer 
von Geyenberg, who was venj >jo>nt'_i, uud ^lic bore the 
mar^raf particularly ulroo!? and healthy cliildien, The 
courtiers made leuiarks iherciin, and plenty of po. ; .a , 
set it down to their own s.aistacrion. that the reai tktiier 
of llicse eluldrenwa.s no other than tlu-ir own half-brother, | 
tho evil demon of our h istoiy , Ludw ig of Baden ; and ccr- h 
tainly he who could seduce his father'a wife to a crime of [i 
thia kind, could eaailylcad her to the infinitely loMrrina |' 
oTetealing or smothering other peopleliddltUMi. Bot if, < 
indeed, these partly worn out rumours were ba.'ie<! on j 
fact, there are other inygtcriouH circum8tanfL-i< in the J 
hititury of Ludwi;,', which can only be explained by tlie , 
intimate relation between father and son, bctMifpn a i 
man and his successor. | 

When Ludwig lacended the thron(^ he waa jet a 
Tigonmaman. He had two healthy and atnogdiiidiai I 
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by his mi»tr«£iii the tiriUtu I^ugcnwlciD ; ho wm not a 
BAO to b« dreaming of dying soud ; he van imbiliotiit to 
tac highcftt dcjin^c ; why then did it never occur to him 
t* wmrrY, tlial he might bo able to leave h'\» throne to 
his own children— that throne, which, ■eoordiog to «U 
appearaaco, he had gnupcd only by a whola Milw of 
crimes! The njo«t puwfifjl irx-nn^ of gtato moiit 
indeed urge npou l>iiii the [>olirv ct hastening auch a 
marri.i^i-. 

Between the oourts of ISavarLi and H.vlcn, thcr« cx- 
iatod and atill exist the must scrioii'^ and canic-^tly con- 
tested claima to the poMCMion of the Pfalx, the ricbcHt 
and moftt beautiful portion of Baden. After tlie death 
of tbeOtaBidpOalnLadwl^Uiei»t«nMiMilM»e of the 
finoil^ of tlM JUrgrvn Kul Fioderiek, ea^ept the 
children of the Rcicht^^/ifin von Hochberg, i. e. Madam 
Ocyer von OcycmU^rj,', who had been so created. 
l)ut tlic-H? were Iho I'niit of a left h;inilcd iiianiapi, 
t, f. <ji a marriage in which the chililrLii inhLriicd 
the quality, not of the father, liul of the mother 
oaiy. Thiu the ruling family legally cx^tirtHl with 
I^iudwig of Badca; and Bavaria might now moltc good 
its daima on Ihe F&l/-, and Austria its elaima on the 
Brebgia, wUd^ itt oocucquence of tlio Fnaeb Bevolu- 
tion, had boon ghm to Baden, ai tlw ezpeiMe of 
Bavaria. It became doubtful eren whether the Beleha- 
gnidn Hi-H-hlKT_' c.Mihl e--(A!il! li tlie (.•laiius uf !ier i 
dr**!) t.. till- <ild htrtJitary jicrliun <if ]5ad(.u whiih iiad

Tiicre were Btupcudoux difflcultie* in thoic rcspecUt 
to Hurmount. The congrcH of Aix-Li-Chapellc mu»t 
declare the Graf Ton Hochbcrg csnnble of ancoeeding ; 
end the vfaole infloenee of Alcxiinder, tke JCnperor of 
floede, wbo had nuunried a luriaeeee of BedcD, vae 
MMMary to elicit this dedaimttott; vhleh. however, 
after all, could not bo elicited further than that the 
lli^ lilK:r'» family, if entitled to succeed at all, was 
fniiilcd l.< H;jLifv<l only to the original hcrv<Ii I :ivy lajjd:* 
ihe M&i^rave itl iiaden. It became nevcmary to 
malcc many journeys to all the courts of Europe ; the 
Margrave Wilhelm,' brother of the proticnt grand-dulce, 
engaged in the time of CharlM X. to (support the 
Preadi eoarl» «ad eontinned eooie months in Pari^. 
Thn« was a maai of memoriale wriUra aad dispersed 
:imoti:,%i the rulin? powers. The Baden Chamber <rf 
Ikj. lilies was cM&.i oa time after time to declare 
th.it the whole Grand Duchy of Had in wa.i oce 
aod iailivi>iUlo. A thousand other thiuirg wrro done 
and attempted ; and yet, notwithstatid nv: dl thi-:, the 
Court of Bavaria haa never resigned ita claiios to the 
Pblx, and these a&in at the pnecnt honr are by no 
Beaae decided. 

Kow all tiieie difflenltice wei« at «ooe at an end, had 
Lodwig early married, and liad legitimate male hcira. 
Why then did he not marry immediatety on oomiug to 
the throne I Why did lie not marry loii^' Lefore, a.i the 
creeping tli»oaj4e of hif« iie]diLW liad fur year^^ jiUiuly 
opened to his \iew the ciTiainty of his sui cc^'ii'D f 

Could it be that he h^ brought the iUiicii»^kfm to 
act the while lady, and to the pitch of infanticide, l>y 
the promiM of setting her own children — hi* ovn 
dtiUirrn—on the throne! If he gave BOell a promise, 
be was the man to luep it. But if ha gmw no eoch 
promise, or were no such man, was he not in the bands 
of the i'^ti<'ipi«tor of his . riiiie, uwl eoulJ i^he not come 
forward with this nn.na< e " lo iiK iiilM r the DohcniLan 
I-\>rr»' liecp fui'-h w.ih or nr w ill dl>eoVi;r all ' "' 
bhoaidhefrte himsilf frutn thi* liy frc-h iiiurdin»t lie 
was weary of n;iir>lor, and in Li.-^ wild doings towards 
the end of his life, many saw only his violent efibrts to 
drown the irreprosaible reproaches of his conwicncc 

Bai if lie did not revolt from recent murder, were not 
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the oonfidanls perhaps i<io many ) Could not these Uoiii, 
in preparation for the worst cluince, a written disclo(>uio 
for foreign countrii s ? it is certainly true tliat Ladwig 
of Baden never u|>^>carcd to regard Ida heirto the throne 
bnt with a degree of aversion : bat the caae ia veiy 
common, that the reigning father does not love hu 
successor, who seems to await his end, and every day 
to pray for his life to be Bborlcned. L<ulw ii; was, more- 
ovur, sitfaciuus, and mu^t tliorou-!tI\ pencivo the 
puil'ul waul of character and lL« iutcilcctuiii lu^igui- 
ficance of his successor, who was not the man for 
him. Or was there engraven In hia ezpre^onless 
eonntenancc, palpable to his eye, a train of erimee 
which nude Itis hair stand on end, hie biooid ma ice- 
cold I 

Bat did he really feel the pangs of an evil conscience ! 
In his last years ho ha<l about him a diiiKulute, but 
ii the t^aiiie lime liii,'oti(l and i^uoraut priL-it of the 
I ii;4Uic of i;nL;ens<.r, who pursued an unlimited iuflu- 
, cnce over him, ;»n influence which he shared only with 
the aforcmid Hennehofcr. These two understood each 
other admirably. Kngcwcr, at tho time that he con- 
trived to attract the eye of Lodwig, waasintpl|r a parish 
pricsL In little more than the spec* of a year, ho rase 
to be the head of a miniaterial dMattment; bat, in f.i r, 
he was prime minister, at whese nod evor}lhi^^' 
gave way. iSi ^ider tliu, llic trrand iluke, who wax 
otherwise avanciuu*. Ijiv i>-.liod uj.on him houN(.'.-i and 
ntoiu-y. Did tho Protci»tant Imt ajjcd i.rinec feel a 
itcc^Bi^ty to shrive himself lH;turc the Catholic priostt 
Spile of his stupidity he was Jesuit enough to appease 
the conscience of the raler with CatiioUc gronnda of 
conaeiatioB. The priest still Uvee, and la beeom« a 
rich man. 

To all these tamenm there le a eoiuldemtion on the 

other side to be weighed, and it is imporl;.nt. If tlitse 
rumours could spreatl thcmsclvco, and ruaint^un th._m- 
clv.- till now, had it been only in a confined circle, lion- 
did it iupjicn thalKurl of lladcn.and his intoUoclual wife, 
against whom, and whoso children, these hellish plana 
were directed, bad no suspicion of them 1 Who luows I 
perhaps they bad more — perhaps they bad oertainly.

An iaefNN 111 111* onall qnmliigr of Carbonic Acid 
which the stm«9lwi9 eontalna, aiighi take place 
wHhont any detriment to Vegetable life, ao long aa thia 

y carried on uii lrr the influence of Light. It ha» Wn 
fouud by expcriuieut tliiit I'Liiit-* surrounded by an 
atmoitphere containini; from fi>iir to six parts of Car- 
bonic Acid in every hunrfru/, (iuHt^ad of <'very leu 
tiioiisand,) grew willi rajudity, anJ miiiiituiiicti a 
flourishing a«peet, so long as they enjoyed a con- 
tinuanee of aonshine : and in cUnatai vbere thix influ- 
ence ia flUMre eoMtani than la onr ovb, there ia proof 
that aueh may ocenr ttwa natnial eanaee. Thv», the 
lake SoUatara in Italy, whone water eontaina a largt- 
qnantity of carbonic acid tbatiA constantly bubblinc: up 
through chinks in iu lioltoiii. is roinarkalile for the 
floiUiinj iditiiiU wliicli ;ire fouiul iiiion iti» siirfa(>e, and 
which arc continually bcin^ furiued afrc-^li. These ;irc 
chiefly composed of a sort of maiiiug of (.'uufcr\ ie and 
other aquatic plants, which grow with tlio ^^reateet 
luxuriance in tbi^ water, owing to the copioua supply of 
nonrinhment wliich liiey arc constantly receiving, and 
«f which the brilliaaqr of the Italian climate allowa 
fhem to make foil nte. It haa been obeerved, too, that 
the vogetati<iii around the springs in the valley of Oiit- 
tingen, which ubound in carbonic acid, and ^ve it out 
to the atmosphere. Is very m h and luxuriant ; appear- 
ing several .weeks earlier iu i«i>rini;, und conlinHing 
j much later in autumn, than at other sjxiU in tlic -ntiie 
I diistrict. Such facta as these lend inueli weight to the 
idea entertained by many Oooloiji>t', ilut at the time 

I when thoie primeval fonata flouriidicd, which aupplied 
the mateiiala of onr TaatCoal-bodi^ the atmoaoheie was 
mor« UgUychaigod with cathonto add, aa well aa with 
moisture, than at prc^ 'nt; wh!t«t the higher tempera- 
ture, deritcd from llie interior «f the earth, Jire.'-ervc 1 it 
free from mislsand cloudB, and cnaldcd the sun to exL-ri 
its full influeiu'o on the processea of Ve;,a'tation, to 
which the internal h<sat would give nn nddilional 
stimulus. In thia way it hin decn supposed that those 
gigantic Ferm, Club-mosses, £qui.seiuni-, and Pines 
were pfodueedf of which even the large-it tropical 
apeidee et pMwni eziating ace bat inaifaiftcant repro- 
aentatina. And H la fhrlher fanaginad tihat^ by the 
growth of successive generationa of theie forests, and 
by the progressive fixation of the carbon which they 
drew from the ;ii umsphere— v hicli carbon now foniis .1 
portion of llic enisi of ilie eai ih, that probably exceeds 
in amount by many times the ([uantity contained in all 
the living beini^ now cxii>ling upon iUt surface — the 
proportion of carbonic acid in the air became gradually 
redncod to an amount coaaiatent with the existence of 
the Mgher races of anintal% whkit eaa be fully provc<l 
not to have made their appewiw oft the cwth until 
after the cpixh of the grreat (AwMbmation. The specu- 
lation is too interesting to be passed over, in any 
inquiry into the comparative eO'eeU of Plants aud 
Animals upon the Atmosphere ; although we are now, 
it must bo atlmiueil, entirely shut off from obtaining^ 
I the e\ idcii. e ncccMAry either to prove or disprove it. 
r But uotwithxtanding tliat the principal change 
which Plants exert upon the atmosphere i^ the with- 
dxawal of ita carbon, by the acpaiation of that element 
I from die carbonie add diflbsad throagh it, they are not 
I without an influence of the opposite kind ; for, in 
common with Animals, they arc continually restoring to 
the air a portion of the carltou which tiicy have derived 
' from it. When a plant dies and dc<ay!«, the chief part 
I of it,s carlion ^;r.i(lually unitc^f willi the oxygen of the 
air, aiid i* ciirried oil' in the form of carbonic acid. 
* This change is alowly taking place in the vegetable 
mntter which forma part of (HnUnaiy mould or Mil; and

111 IN r^convortod into carbonic acid, that it can aid in | 
the i^rowth of the plants which grow in it. In all 
forma of vegetable maoore, too, thia change ia tlw daief 
source of tlid fertUixIng b^uenoa. It ia not <mlj bj tfae 
death and damj of eotira plaat^ lunravMr* that a poi^ 
(ion of the earoon drawn mm Um atmea|^ei« hf the 
vegetable kingdom is restored to it again. The life of ' 
every fabric as a whole can only be long maintained by 1 
the death of eert.'iin parts of it. The leave*, which are ' 
the or^ns most eonctrucd in preparing the nntriment 
fur the more permanent p<irtion.->. have only a very 
limited term of existence : cither falling oil and being , 
renewed together, as in most of the trees of our own r 
climate; or being aabjeet to aocceauve death and 
rcphMsement, aa in what are commonly termed evrrgrttn I 
trees and ahnbe, whoee old leaves are retained until 
after the new hare appeared, and are cast off at rarioua I 
times. In this manner, during the lon;^ life of a forcat- 
troc, numerous annual ero[m of leaves are produced ' 1 
and .shed ; whose solnl portion;*, if they could he all col- | 
lcct«d togctlier, would probably be found to excsecd 
considerably the quantity containc<l in the woody stem 
with its roots and bmncbca. With every "fall of the 
leaf," however, a large proportion undergoes immediate 
decajr« and ia reatored to tna atmoaphara ia the form of 
carbonie add, whilat the remainder beoomea minted 
with the soil, to undergo a slower tnmsform.ttirm, the 
eflfect of which, however, is ultimately the tci ne. Thus ' 
the continued life of the ]M,'rimii;<;nl part of tlte Vege- 
table fabric cati only 1>c uiamtatned by the continoal 
death and roiiroductiou of its more transitory jiorii<>n.s — | 
a fact which we siiall hereafter sec to l>e true of the 
Animal also; and thia continual death and decay re-

Hut even without any evident decaj-4ii foct» in the 
niidf<t of health and activity — Plants are constantly 
L,'i^ int^ back to the atmosphere a ])oi tion of the imrbun 
till. y have derived from it. This l>eeotne-s most t\ident | 
when the influence of li^,'lit is withdrawn. If plant* 1^ 
kept during the night under Juri« cootmning a limited 
quantity of pore air, that air will be found in the 
moming to contain a sensible quantity of carbonic acid ; 
for if it be shaken up with clear lime-water, tbe liqnid 
will be rendered milky by the union of the c&rbonie 
add with tbe lime, ao as to tonu chalk or whiting, ft 
may be further shown that carbonic acid is produced, 1 
even during sunshine, Oitpccially from the dark sarfaces 
of Plantit : but the quantity of carbon thus set free, 
durin;^ the whole twenJ v-fonr houm, is much lesss, in a ■'■ 
healthy jdaiit at least, than that which is fixed fri.tn 
the atmo«phcre daring dayli^-ht. If a plant be confined 1 
in a close vessel, however, until it tiecomes unhealthy, 
and especially if it be not sufliciently expoeed to the 
inflncnoe of Ught^ the qnantity of ou-bon which it I 
girea out ia mnen greater than that which it takes in ; 
and the wdght of !t« solid matter is thus gradoally 
diminished, by a sort of slow decay ; the t Ifecl of which 
is to increase the <|ii:iiitity of i-.irbouie acid in the 
atmosphere.

Tbia heat doi.-> not become een«iblc, hi'»L'vcr, 
uaUM a ntunber of germinatiiig aeoda be collected 
together, or eereral wwm be dowly eluaterod together 
upon one h«kd. A thamoiMter plaiifed into a heap of 
germinating malt, baa been wen to riw to 110* : and 
the flowtTs »f tlic Arum, which arc ixxuiliarly well eir- 
cumiitauccd for reUiiting their heat, liave tthuwn a 
temperature as high m 1-1'^, when that of the ourround- 
ing air was only •lii''. For the development of thia 
heat, il lias l"cn found by experiment*, that the 
presence ol osygiii in the .surrountling air, so a« to 
cany on the combuBlion pnx-e-iM, is absolutely ntecmuy.

•So great wan the jealousy of nny ili^coTCJy of an in- 
terest in the story of Caspar Huuser, that m never 
could procure a sight of tho book wo have HOW quoted 
from more than one person In Oemany; andaaeeond 
loan o( it waa declined, lest do good might eomo of it. 
We tried Hnnharig and other largo citien. but in vain. 
On our n ttirti to I'ngland, hearing that il i' work was 
publifeiicil ill I'ariH, we commissioned a < !tMii;iii i hysicinn 
there, a wurm friend nf uur-, lo ]irin;inL' a c'lpy. lie 
icnt M word that all lti«t exertioiij* to that end had Ivecn 
in vain. Tlio chop wa* speedily shut up after ihc 
publication t)icrv; tlir> pnMlt^her lud diaappearcd ; and 
Uwas bclievcil ih:'.t ihc HuJcn govemueut bad taken 
caro both of bim and bu dannrooii ntock. 

Wo learned, however, that the antbor of the book wa.M 
living in Knglund. He had been obliged to nuke a 
rapid retreat not only from (icrniany, but froni the con- 
liin iu, in conwquencc of ihi» piiblitalion, and bn-s c<>n- 
liinii (1 to rc<*!ile in Knelandever since, aa biK only «il'o 
retrtai. Tin: atiili'T. iifwcvcr, did not po.v!>Cf<s nc(>i>y of 
h'u own book ; and il ha.n not been without a wo-i un- 
renulting research that we have at Icn^'ih pm-urcd it. 

Some time ago we receired from tbe author the 
following letter, which will open up a new and nn- 
ezpeeted oonnexion of the biotory of Caspar Hauser 
with the poUticit of the oontinenL It i» lull of matter 
of cingidar imporlaaee.

' lishcd four numbers here in 1S34. (I can pel it.) 

These two proiluctions of mine must ho translated 
and ^'iven ia whole, bccaasethqr had their history;

A new matter of iuiporUnec, the dispatO of DldsB with 
Bavaria about tlio I'alatinatc. 

Though this matter belongs to dctail.s farther on, 1 
will slate it here as showing you at once how the alTairs 
of Hauler cnt«r into the intliUc'* of Europe. 

Tbe I'alatinale foniierljr beluuged to Uaviri^Mid the 
Rreifguu, or Soatb of BMen, to Auatrift. In 18I3iw1wb 
Baden had not jrt mputlai from StftSitva, Ihe two 
pon-en coneluded » inMij nt BM, In virtue of which 
Bavaria cciled to Aiislri i i'lr Tvr ,1. r.n l.r i proniiae of : 
indemnification by Ihu raLu iujitc, auda jieai ly pa^'mcnt ! 
of 100,000 pnlders by Austria until Bavaria sli iuUl l 
in jKkf^-itssion, paid to the present day — whilAi on ili - 
otiu r !i:iod Austria coveted the Brcis^au. Thes" <lr 
signs were, however, frustrated by tlio accc*.^ion of j 
liadon to tho allic^l army and the proteetiitn of Itussia. 
There remained onljr one obMlce: tboOnuid-Dako Karl, 
husband to Stephuio, bad at thai moment no male 
children ; and the SROM was tho caM with tho wly two 
remaining hcini, his two iiaelea. If be. tberefoi«, died 
without ro:de iwue, the reigning family l>ceauie extinct, 
and then both Austria and Bjvaria could renew their 
pretensions. Thus both (wwan wen Intanited in the 
cxl inetion of tho family. 

<»r tlisise two uncle-", the yoiu.^. r. Ludwig, grand- 
duke (181S— 1830), who waii vcrv ambiUoos, had likc- 
wiHC no cQauce of roiv^ning niuas Us nephew die<l 
without maJe issue. lie wa^, moreover, much in want 
of money, and had a personal spite aguiiwi Stephanie, 
lie it was wbo^ thtongh the Jxei^tsn^n, Qejer von 
Qoyersbcrg, the mother of the marginvea and the reign- 
ing duke, put the two male children of Stephanie out of 
tho w.'iy. This was long known in iho country; but 
till- cl'ler cine, 3[:iii-i r, wIid boiirvcil to have been 
munli n il like- In; Iri. iUcr, waa saved at * «tmn;re way. 
It i<* « . iLiiu that thi.'« »ra« not done with the 

know'n (l'j:a of Lud»i;.r. but rather by his coufcderatcii, 
w tii> ill the child wished to preserve a weapon wherewith 
to frighten Ludwig, when on the throne, into a com- 
pliance with tluir wishes. Heffe Austria got in by 
obtaining knowledge of the aeeni, and forced Ludwig 
to a great extent to reign according to her own widiea. 
The s!\mc (brcat of exposing him was also employed 
again!<t the relgtuni; gmnd duke. For this 1 can quote 
now an Lnglioh authority for yon, u Mn ly, extr.u:t« :.o,ii 
the French paper*, with the cd .<>aai obwrvation:^ ni 
tho ' ' , f.

Papers Toferring to Hauserand the crimes committed 
againsthi.-i: v. re deposited with llothsciuldundtheOaden 
■ rah a wad or at tlie Oi»i ; Ton Bllttendorf, a creature of 
Metternieb, had tho impndenco to tell the grand-duke 
cither to I>uy off tho papers with two million!* of 

f:uilderr«, or ta run the risk of haTinc: the thing pub- 
ishcd. 

Tho grand duke, frichtensd, laid the alTuir before 
thij (■■jiiucil <•( :-':iic, ;id',i i:d liiiii not U) pay ; but 
he wa* so full of tear that he pai<l tlic money from his 
private purse. Not mttsfic l with that, ho was forced 
al«o to make UUttendorf hia miuistcr of foreign aflairs, 
— {it W1U the ported of tbe Bjrian question, wbon a war 
agalnafc Fnnee was pOMtble, and Auatria» eonee^entl j, 
ktteMeted to hatro » ersatvre of her own nuRter of the 
poUejr and armjr of Daden). The grand-iluchcA.H, aware 
of tho dinappcarance of tho nioncy, and the pnrt Blit 
f. T-.l'jrf ]::-><] Irv^-fn in IIp: ( r;iii^;i,.u. ,r>, (.p, n'_v -.liowed him 

her iadignatton. Then thoy took iin« rcvoage ; the 



Jewish banker von Halwr, v.h<j lind uud as the agent 
of Austria, near Don Carlos, slandered her, openljr 
boasting of having enjoyed her iaTOoni. Jnllvs von 
Goclcr then reproved him, and denounced him lo the 
magi.'^tratc (vor Amt), but the thing was qua^ihed. It 
wd^ tiiL- ^mc Goclcr in 1 1:1 (Ui lol/i.-rj refused 
to admit Habcr at tli<" I'.ill ^'Ivcn in lioimnr nf 
the PriL'j^i.ni tri^nd dm lir ^s, lfi l( ii;i, at liudcii- 
Baden, for tho r<.nM>u lutaigucd, and thu« gave rise 
to Ihof^ two I'tmoua duels: in tho first of which 
both Goclcr and his antagonist, a Russian officer, 
were killed ; and in the second, tho Baden artil- 
leiy officer, Dun Sarrahaga, by the liands of llaber. 
But to the Ooelers, whom I know intimately, bclone- 
iug to tbe highest nobility of fiaden. tho niai leaalt 
was, that the Austrian party was overthrown, and Blft> 
tcrsdorf ilihin nut ^i{ ibc ministry. Tbu lliiii^'. lioiv- 
ever, L.ul fi-M'.cd f.nh a scandal, timt tiio >:r;ind duke 
il • r. 1 uli.ifud l is wife, a daughter of tho o\ king of 
SiiLdLn, linNiavufii, as blaiited in her repnt.itiun. This 
riL:a;n aniiwercd by her brnthur, tlu I'rincc of 

.Svkc Icn, in tlic service of Austria, who had married a 
daughter of Slephauio, now hero in Kngland, from 
whom he albo si'paratcd as being a prince&s of Baden. 
Tbera ia already plenty of other scandal, hut what 1 
caanoi eupbdn bem; tbnragb AwUin, aho^ tbe Jeanita 
were Introdticed into tbe boaineai of Banier.

F 0- '.ho inomcut I could not nii;k.': ii-o .i: ilie du^iivoriis, 
valuable as they had been. But in the same yt'.ir. 1 1 M, 
towanls the end of it, whoi arrived here, 1 publi-ln d tlie 
above mentioned QttDun pRper. Sailer was at that 
moai€QtatStnabnig;aadnowHennehofer, bypay, and 
under tbe giwtart praniao^ an c ceedod in peiawading 
liim to Buppresa the nnmben (bit wei« sent to 8tna- 
burg, and prevent their circulation in Germany.

already atatctl. He is a nicnibir of the Soeiety of 
Friendly • gentleman in the very priioc ol life ; ami hiit 
«ife^ aa InteUigcnt lady, is of a lamily of Friends in 
Carlialo. They have acveial }'otmg children. This very 
respectable and well-informed fimi^, halnnglng to a 
sect which of all others is most aemurtomed to control, 

to regulate, and to put down even the imagination — the 
huit jH'ople in the world, ;i.s it would apjicar, in fact, to 
lie afleeied by any mere imaginary terrors or impressions, 
— have for yean* been persecuted by the nao«t extra- 
onlinary noises and apparitions. 

Tho house is not an old honac, as will appear ; it was 
built about the year 1800. It haa no parUealariy 
spectral look abont it Baaiag It in paaaiag^ or within, 
ignorant of its real character, one ahoald Iqr no means say 
that it was a place likely to have the rcputatinn of l i in ' 
haunted. Yet looking down froni the railway, and 
seeini^ it and the mill lying in a deep hole, one might 
imagine various strange noi-es likely to be heard in 
such a place in the niglit.from vessel-, on the river, from 
winds sweeping and liowlinj; down the gulley in which 
it stands, from engines in the neighbourhood connected 
with coal minai^ one of whidi — icoold not tell where— 
vi^ ni.-\kiug,att]ietiflMl waathei«,a irildaigliing noise, 
ax I i<t< Oil on the hill above. There is not any paaBa£,'e, 
however, known of under the house, by which subterra- 
nean noises could be heard, nor are they merely noises 
that arc hcani ; distinct apparitions arc dc lared to 
be seen. 

Spite of tho unwiUinguei>s of Mr. Procter that these 
atyatarious circumstances should become public, and 
aveiaa aa ho la to make known himself these atrange 
risitationa, they vera of aaeb a nature that they aoon 
l»ecame rumoured over llw wbola neighbourhood. 
Numbers of people hurried to the plaee to inquire into 
the truth of tln io, and at length a remark.ible o«cur- 
renee l.ro ,,'lit ihem into jirint. AYhat thi^ <M« iirrenoe 
was, tlie pamphlet wliieh appeared, and i\iiich wjw 
aften»ards reprinted in'" The Local Historians Tabk- 
Book," published by Mr. M. A. Hichanlson, of New 
castle, and wliieh 1 here ropy, will explain. It will l>e 
teen that the writer of this article has the fullest faith 
in tba rcalltj of what ha niaiei^ aa» indoed, vast aamberi 
of tbabMilnCMBad InliaWtwrta of tha naighbonriioad 
hava.

That 
the air which we draw into tha Iwipi aaiuiot prixiuce the 
aame effect,— until, at leairt^ * vaqf iMge quantity haa 
been sent through tha toa^iwtar^ lay ha dhown by 
simply inaertiag tha noxxle af a pair af liallaim In the 
lime water, aad m.akin;; it« bbuit ritie in bubbles to the 
<»urfa<X" : this operation might l>e carried on for a lontr 
time wiilioii' call^tn(? tho lca«t milkinem in the litjuid : 
although It would produce it at laMt, on account of the 
anaaU quantity of carbonic acid which exinlA even 
in para Atmoapberic air A^in, if we breathe a nmall 
(|liaBtity of air over and over again, — aH by confining 
■OBM air itt a bbddar. and breathing in and oat thraoih 
Ito sack,— or by patting a jar wilh ita mouth downwMwi 
over water, and breathing the air eontained in it thron^rh 
n bent tube, — we shall find that in ashort time wo b^in 
tolitel aaif w« wanaltogatherpravaatadftaaiTaBplriaf ; 



tba s— n kind of distress being experienced, aa if we 
wwe eoBtinning to hold the bee beneath water. If we 
earry on the prooeas as long aa we can, we shall ted that 

a taper plunpcd into the air which has thus been 
breathed over and over again, will be at once extin 
guithcd ; and if we shake up a little clear linic water 
with it, the liquid will ininicdiatcly b-comc of an 
opaque white. Both thi'se te-ts in<licate the Urge 
quantity of Carbonic Acid which it now contains. 

It may be shown by accurate chemical examination, 
that, in ordiaaiyfipee breathingi where freah air is taken 
in at each tnapinrtlan, <ba Am dimwn into tha diest 
loseo from 4 to B paria oat of the 21 of Oxygen which 
every IdO measures of it contain ; and that it rcceivos 
in~tca<l nearly the ^^anio ['rojiMrtiou ef Carbonic Acid, 
wlii.-li i« found ia the Air cilk-.-t' d after Ixdnp expired 
<ir lirealhi-d ((lit. The entile ijiinntity of tlii^ ('arhonic 
Aeid given otl from the Luniri* aiid from the Skin (the 
surface of which partaken with the longs in this change) 
of a healthy adult man, in the course of twenty-four 
hours, appean to be no less tiun 37,tM>0 cubic inches, or 
WW* than SI cnUe ftet;— tiiai ia, it would flU a spare 
il feet long and a foot sqaan. The qnantity of Solid 
i-nrfmn which this amount of Carbonic Aeid would 
contain is not less than grain^t, or 10 ounces Troy ; 

in other words, there is a claily conibuxtion, or burning- 
up, of in ounce* of solid carbon within tho Human 
Unly ; this combustion being effected by the un-on of 
the oxygen of the air with a part of it« solid sulMtancc. 
What are the purposes of this remarkable proce<w1 

In tho first plaoe, the peculiar node in which the 
el— ants of ocganiaad bodies are nnlted, is of itaelf a 
cause of their tendency to decay. The several tissues 
of the Animal and Vegetable Ihbric exhibit this ten- 
dency iu very different degrees. Thus the solid "heart 
of oak," of w hich the roof of some ancient edifice Is eon- 
strueted, or the d- HM' tll^k•* nf the Mammoth, which 
are dug up in abundance front the soil of Siberia, and 
serve the purposes of the mannfaetar er a fter having 
been buried probably for many thousand years— as wcU 
as if ther had been the growth of yesterday, would 
aaaM abnoat imporiahahla; whilst the softer portioBS of 
tha atmctares of which they flmned part, the leaves, 
the twigs, the sap wood, and the bark, of the Oak, — 
tho muscles, the ner\cs, the skin, the blood vessels, tho 
iuemt>ranes, the ligaments, of tho .Mammoth, — nave 
long since de»-ayed. Now, the decay of an organized 
body rcMilts simply fh)m the fact that its elements have 
a teudency to amnga themselves into new combina- 
tions; but of this aaw ainuigcment, the presence of 
OxMan ia oaoalty n naceaiaiycondition ; and another 
eonditioa loqalKd ia Heat. Thoa w« find that, by the 
exduaion of oxygen, the flesh of Animals and the softest 
Vegetable matters nuy be preserved without change 
for any length of time; articles of food, ineloncd in 
tin cases carefully soldered nn, being thus kejit fresh 
during many years, even whilst p;t-vsiii^ thrMiigh the 
widest extrcmea of climate. And the influence of cold 
in preventing decay was most strikingly exemplified in 
the prooervation of the Hfnh of the ilammoth, which 
was found imbedded in the ice near the mouth of the 
river Lena, in Sibaiia; thia lloah helng ao littla 
changed, aithongh It had probably been dead aona 
thousands of years, that the fisherman who first dia- 
coven-d llic carcass fe<l his dogs upon it. The wcU- 
knn>vn fact iiiat the feniirntatiiui of a liquid (which is 
a new Arrangement of tlie elements of its dis.^olvcd 
siigari cannot lake place without a certain amount of 
wannth and without the access of air, is another illus- 
tration of the lafiMBoe of thc«e conditions nponthe 
ehenieal eiiaagat on which derafi depends. 

Vow. It is a nslataken notion, which has eomo down 
to us from the older Phvslologista, that the state 6t Life 
is incompatible with dtaty; so that in a living body 
•U daeoMptialtlaft fa lasktad. This ia oortainlj not

tlic case. There U no such rcsiaLing poncr in a living 
bovly. The pari* of whicii it U composed arc as much 
subject to decay durinur ii& life, iis the.v arc after its 
death. Bat tlieia is this reiy imporliMit difl«i«iioe, 
Hut, daring tlie lift of » body, every partido vUch is 
tuidei:^ing decay is at oucc cirricd forth, and is not 
suflered to rciuiiiii for the infection of others; and 
whikt the products of dccompoaition arc thu- rapidly 
set free from tiic syatcni, they aiv conliuuaily l>cini; 
replaced by new and fresh uiatcrial-^ On the oiIri 
hand, when tho circulation of the Lluod and all the 
processes dependent upon it are brought to a RtaQd, ai 
6oon as decay l)egin» it proceeds at an increasing rate, 
each particle of decaying matter wrrving as the ferment 
wluca exdics tiio comspoading proeevs la otikam; and 
M them Is no pravislott for carrying it8 prodnets oat of 
the body, n.kinr is there any mc;uiH of repairing' it* 
<levaatatioQ> ; aud the entire strui ture i« soon brolseu 
down, the more »fK;cilily as the teini cniiiuc is higher. 
One of the earliest products of this liceay of a dead 
tiaguc, whether Vegetable or Animal, iA Carbonic Acid; 
the CsrboQ of the organic Fub!ttdncc having gradually 
onteradildOft new combination with the Oxygen of the 
AtiBO^Mn» ood bc>D(( thus detacbod from tho oUwr 
^ubstMioeB witli vhi<A it was proTioosly iiiiitod. A 
mmilar change takes place during the tcholr life of the 
Plant and Animal ; the extrication or setting free of 
t'urlioii'u- Aril! b<.inu' u fa'' runiniiui l<> every living 
urgiiaized \nAy ; .;Uli<uig:i (.i- >hown by ihe javcciiiirr 
paper) its clil'cis .-uli iivei'liiihiiiccd in i'l.iiil;- Ipv tlir 
decomposition of the Carbonic Acid of the Aiuioitpbcre 
in tho process by which food is obtaincil. Here, then, 
one of tbo aonnes of tho lucoistlj for the Bc<>piratory 
process ; a SOVRO OomiDMl to sll lirblg licingK. The 
l>o4y is in a itate of incetssnl deci^; and its health 
cannot be preserved, unless the prodnets of tbat decay

fixed standard, than in cold-blooded, in which it is 
liable to depression ; and it will be the greater in cold- 
Idooded animal.^ when tho temperature of the l)ody is 
raiaod to a high standard by the warmth of tho snr- 
nniodinif medram, than when ft is loworad by the 
external cold. Hence we find that a Frog can live in 
water during a great part of tho winter, without coming 
to the 8ur&ce to breathe; the neiion of ilu; uir con- 
tained in tho water being suflii lmt, to iir.Mlu. e the 
nei (lc(l interchange of oxygen .-in l <-:ii;ir>ni>- acid J 
through the mclimn of the nkin. liui with the return ' 
of the genial warmih of spring, a more rapid decay of 
it« body takes place ; and it requirea to taico in air I 
ocouionally through iu* mouth, at the snrflwe of the I 
water. And daring tho host of summer, the nccctixity { 
for refl|itniGon Is so ntich incrcai>«d, that the auimaU ' 
arc forced to quit th ■ «:i!i.r. in (inlt-r iluit iho air n\i\\ 
11 l upon th^ir blnul liirou'-h <li<Mr skin, aa weli as 
tliiouj'li tlirir hiiu'.-. On tlic otln r hand, when they 
a-c ritiiiered ii.n'cetly torpid by cold, no decay takes 
place in (heir bodies, and no carl>onic acid is excreted. 
Th i - • «nnu blooded animals which can be reduced to a 
. 1. almo<t |>crfeOt torpidity in /<^^rn'i/K;n, lihow 

with liow small an amonnt of reapiiation life myr l»e 
mainlainod, when the tempemtore of tbo body is so 

reduced that searooly any decay can take place in it. 
Instead of breathing twenty or thirty limes in a 
minute, they do not cxcb ihl: ' thr air in tlKtr lungs as 
many times in nn ho'ir; aiul this state of tbiogs last* 
until tho v;irnit!t of th: air ^o'OOnd etllf the bodily 
functions into rtnLncl ;u;iivity. 

I)ut it u not meitjly by the continual decay of the 
softer liasoes of the fabric la fOBSt»l> titat a production 
of caibonie add takos plaoo te the Animal bo<ly. 
Tboo an two sidwUMca^thai of whidi tbo Mosealar 



flesh is e jiu;>oie«l, and that of which the Uraiii unci 
Nerves are made up — whooo decay eeeuis to depend 
chiofly opon the u>e tbat Is made of them. There is 
strong reason to beliere Uiat eveiy exertion of muscular 
or nerrous foroe, however triflhag, involTos iho death 
and chimge of competition of a oertain amoant of the 
muscular or nervous tissue; just as the prodaeOott of 
licat from a combu-liljle Mih^Lance, .;r the Kcnoralion .-»f 
electricity in the vollaii' battery, em only bo cll'ecte«l by 
cheniiral chaiiirc-i, tlic combustilile uniting with tlic 
oxygen of the air to form water and carbonic acid, and 
one of the m^ls of the voltaic pile being oxidized by 
decomposing water. It is quite certain that the 
greater the aeUvUgr of the Animal powcrn ncniatioB, 
tbooghlt emotira» naion, will, muicaiar fore^ ete. ote^— 
the more oxTgen Is roqairea to be taken in by the 
blood in the luti^^s, ."knd tho itn.ie e.irbcin:.' ai id is given 
off irum tliat \t liic!i has circtiluivd throuLrli tlic sy.-lnn. 
We know, tori, tint tho greater ihe activity ol thc-c 
powers, the gixat jr i* tho demand ior ; and if this 
demand bo un^iii-'ri 1, the more rapid is the wasting 
of the body. Thus it appears that the rcspiratoty 
process Ix-jjfi a oceoud mu.-it e.>^atial connexion with the 
aetiTity of the proper Animal funetions. The fowesa 
of tho maieabur and nervoos iTatems cannot be oxor- 
ciscd without a supply of Oxygen ; and (ho Carbonic 
Acid, which is one of the products of the exercise of 
there powers, must be iininediatcly carried out of the 
body, otUcn-tw it woulcl sfMiu lici-oni'' a fatil poison, 
ll'.ine we lind an LXtraonliiuiry dil'.rrcnoi- in the 
aiuouufc of CiirtH»uic Acid set free in a given time, 
according as tbo animal is in a state of activity or of 
repose. There is no clasa in which tiiis differBoee is 
more remarkable than in thai of Insects. When in 
repose, like other cold blooded animals^ thqF nqnire 
but Uttle oxygen, and produce but little earbonle acid ; 
1)ut when in a stato of activiiy. they convert more 
(ixyi^eu into carbonic acid, in iiroi>i)i-tion to their size, 
than any nthcr animals ivh.it'- vor. Tliu^ .i I luniblc-liee, 
buiczing vioieatiy under a gla««i, kua been foun«l to 
produce in a single hour one-third of a cubic inch of 
carbonic acid; whilst in the whole twenty-four hours 
of tho next dlOr» 1fbi<!b it passed in a state of compara- 
tive laposOj tho qoantitf of oarbonie acid pndaoed did 
not reaeb the same smonnl 

AVo have ftill to niuise a third founeof the production 
of Carb'inie .\eiil at, the cxpcuse of the Oxygicn of the 
air, whit li is p«xnliar to warm blooded animal", — Hird^ 
and Mauuuak. It has hccD shown in former papers 
that, in order tbat their temperature may bo kept up to 
a fixed standard, a certain amount of combustible 
matter must bo bumed-oflT within their bodies ; this 
amount >-arying with the qaaatiiy of heat which it Is 
required to proidaoe. ThaswhoBWtemperatare of the 
surrounding air or water is nearly cqiul to that which 
is proper to the body, very little additional heat it 
rp<|iKri.d, and a small conr.nn.]>lion of the ini<-rn:il 1 
iis hufhcicnt to keep it up. Dut when Ui<* Bum.nnding 
medium is old, a larger quantity of beat must l-u pro- 
duced to keep that of the body op to its standard, mora 
fuel will be eoit'^umcd, and eonaeqnantlj mora eacbo^ 
acid will be generated. 

Thus of tho three =ourees of the production of Car- 
bonic Acid in tho bodiea of the higlMtr Animals, the 
first la eommen to all Otitanlaed beings, dead or living ; 
the second exists in all Animals, though chiefly notice- 
able in those reumrkablo fur Nervous activity and Mu»- 
cular f >nrr ; whilst titc tliird la poonliar to th« hlflMr 
or Warm Blooded Animals.

The profusion of its gay and 
fWigraot flowers attneta erery one'a attention; and 
whilst in its blonoming .<>e:i.<>on it pvrfiitnet the vernal 
air, and cnHTcnn the >lay day garland, Ita roaybuda 
are amongst the f>r»t -\ !i;]»toT:is of reviving n:ittirc; 
and Ur^ berries look < hee ' jl .^ven during the desolation 
of win'' r, Mir i lyiir- m l;it_r ; • i n <if their food to 
th<f»e ot tlie liiiiiheixHi tribe wiio do not desert during 
flic dreary w.%*on. Allowed In reach it* full »i7,c a^ a 
tree, the hawthorn richlv ndonio many of our old parkt, 
and many a doll and {lollow in our w>uthern downn. 
where ita' gnarled atom and wide-«pread branchca add 
to ita dRct ; and the abundance and aweetneai of ila 
flowi-ri, colleeted together In tsuch m.%<«tes, and »eemiug 
to cover the whole tree, make it an object that cannot

We will endeavonr to five a tiomct idea of ila 
Mrtielurc, and to explain ita alllnltlee. ao axtoereate 
fre«h interest in . ^ • ning and studying it. Wc find 
in the hawthorn tlu four circles of |>arts l^clonging 
to llie fl'iw.-r ; th-- -''j ril- :iiid p./tjiU, e.lrh (ive in 

number, the atamena numcroui, and the carpels from 
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OB* lo tltns. The Mptls oobsra in tbe loirar poHion, 

and (he utiituJ jnirt is linol by f^ ? ^ j'^, or commoa 
ba.ie of the petals and stamens, so tUat Ihes^i parts seem 
to grow out of the calyx. The carp<;lB, which are 
uncertain in number — only one being often found, fro- 
qacntly two, and occasionally three— are enclosed by 
the oooeiiag aeptU wluch adhem upon tlwm,pndacing 
an UiftfforiraiCb Th^ beeeme hara mimI bony, forming 
the stone of the haw. The stamens arc twenty in 
number, being five complete circles pressed closely 
together; the awl f^haped filaments bent inward-?, the 
roandish two-iolcd anthem at first pink, Km growing 
nearly black bcfoic the fh>wer fade». The fruit is 
mealy and insipid ; dark red, ox occasionally yellow. 

The tree is Imrd-woodedf tlie bnmobes having httcral, 
■harp (horns. The leaves are anooUi, dark green, 
wedge shaped below, three or five-lobed. and eat above ; 
the stipulcji or auxtliani' leaves c-n. -cent-shaped, cut. 
The flowers are curymhose. on snuxilh i>lalkii, white, 
with a pinkish ca'^t when fading; produced in great 
abundauo:. The botauieal uauie uuw generally received 
is Cratagus oryacnnUut, Uxyacautha is a Dame used 
by Theophrastus and Dloecorides for Bome plant of 
too kind, it is now bdioved for the Cntttgus Pyra- 
cantha, (a well-known shrub commonly trained on 
walls,) bat which by the earlier modem botanists was 
supposed to "I'ply to the hawthorn ; hence Ijiiinanis 
adopted it as a specific imue. Vratmju« is al«o an 
ancient name found in Thcopbrastus. It is explained 
as referring to the strength of the wood of the plant 
which bore it ; but perhaps tiM more probable interpre- 
tfttion is s^tafs head, from sone £uiciful resemblance 
wbteb tre eonld not now undertake to justify. It is 

prohaMe the name hcdon;;cd to a kind uf thoru tree, and 
it wa3 adojiled by Linnaus as a generic name for a 
family nearly allied to the apjilc and pear, and which 
includes the bawtburu. All those plautii which liavc 
the fire sepals united into a tube, embracing and 
adhering: to the carpels, which do not exceed fire in 
irambsr^the common baaSs of the stamens and petals 
spreading over the calyx beyond Its nnkn witn the 
carpels, and usually appearing as a flediy disk, from 
the border of which five petals and about twentystamens 
grow, the plants being shrubs or trees not unfrequently 
thorny— form the natural order of Pf<H'"'V'r, l)y many 
regarded only as a seetinn of Rowutae, to which it is 
closely allied. The di-tiactions of the genera are 
chiefly (bonded on the fmiL Cratayus has the carpels 
Indonted, closely proised together, completely im- 
bedded in the calj-x tube and concealed l>y it, the 
whole forming an oval berry. The Hp^eies, which are 
numerous, are jirctty constantly thorny. Mf.-jii'ii.^, 
the medlar, is known by the five indurated carptl- 
bein^' imperfectly covered by the calyx, producing a 
top-dtwped fruit, the flat open summit being bordered 
bj-the vsmains of the sepsis. 

P01CS, (be apple, pear, and eerricc, lias the carpele 
(five In nunber) cartilaginous, instead of indurated, 
completely encloicd in the caly.x tube, and each pro- 
dueiu;jr not more than two seeds, whose ctivering is nl»-o 
cartilaginous; whil-t Ci/duiiia, the t>uince, h;Ls the 
carpels, which iu other respects resemble those of 
Pjlfriii, many-seeded, each seed being covered by a 
mndlsiginoos pulp. We hare hers only eontmated a 
ftw of the principal genera of PlinnMies», of which the 
distinctions may be readily undemtood. It will be 
seen at once how the various sorts of thoni trees, of 
which many are seen in our shrubberies, are known 
frcni (he medlars ; why the genus Pyrus, as botauically 
defmcd, includes the service tixe and the mountain-ash, 
OS «cn ns the apple and pear; and why the beautiful 
early I' u vering tree, who->e crimson blossoms adorn our 
walls^and which has been introduced from Japan, is 
rightly named Cfydonia Jnponku, not, as it is Tolgarly 
cilIodfPjirtw/qmK'en. AsUsfmitoftisngiowitongDod 



sise. His easy fbr any otM to olssrra fbr Unself that 

the plant is a tmc quince. Indeed, the fruit may be 
ripened w ili ,i little care, and might be nsed as a sob- 
Htitute for the quince. The mountain ash Iteing so 
nearly allied to the apple as to bo ui>uaU|' placed in the 
same genus with it^ those who arc acquainted with this 
fact will be prepspred to dismiss the common notion, 
which is but a vnlgar error, of its berries being poisoB- 
ous. It has originated, without donbt> from ignorsat)y 
classing them with other red berries which are p^ion- 
ous ; Itut there is no fruit of the pomavcoux tribe which 
is pernicious. Some are insipid and wortiiless : even 
the wild apple, known as the crab, is too austere t(> be 
agreeable. The acid of tlic mountain ash is mingled 
with bitter, ami is not vcrj- plea.«!ant to most people; 
but it is often found lefteihing, and in Scotland the 
berries ars deemsd worthy of befai; made into a een- 
scn'o. Common plants winch are really dangerous 
ought to be familiarly known, that they may Ijc eradi- 
cated where it is possible, and that children may be pot 
on their guard again.<«t ihem; but prejudices agaiikst 
luumlcss plants ought to be removed. We might 
almost as well imagine the liaw poisonous as the 
mountain ash beny. Neither poaNsses much value as 
a fruit, hut they at least need excite no appnhenaion. 

If wo ever take a rose as our subject, we may luTS 
an opportunity of connecting the structure' of Pomaces 
with that of lio»accec, and of the whole rosal alliance. 
At present we return to the hawthorn, to observe that 
the tree bears cutting remarkaldy well, and is only 
induced by it to throw out a frchh m altitude of 
liranches, wlu«^ qualify eminently fits it for ita old 
English use in eonstmeting hedges. Our modem 
a-rinilturisls Hccni disposed to grudtTC the space and 
tin- nourihhmcnt required for them : I'Ut when they .trc 
well kept, the wa^-te is not great, :ind ii is abundantly 
overpaid by their beauty. The gratiliealiou of our 
taste for beauty and fragrance is a real good obtained, 
and it is a blss estimate of utility which only eonnts 
the food and dotUngr wUdi the eonntay nay M made 
to yield. 

Far distant be (he day when our sweet hawthorn 
hedges, marking the picturesque forms of our old 
fields, breaking the dull uniformity which chamclerises 
an unenclosed country, and producing: every returning 
spring a fredi harvest of delight to old and youn::, rich 
and poor, among tlie people, as well feeding our 
feathered songsters dnnoig the severity of wintor, and 
usefully marking the boondaries of hmd, and prnteet* 
ing encKpsures — must give place (o the inroads of a t«>i> 
encroaching eullivation, and be superseded by dead 
I'artitions, wliich will occupy less space, and neither 
abstract nourishment from the soil, nor so much iuter- 
rui>t the pasnge of ligjhtaad air to the produce of (he 
field. A proBperens psqtls is always willing and 
anxioos to pay something fbr ornament ; and if we lost 
our hawthorn hedges, we should find their raloe toe 
late, and wish for them again at any price. I.*t OS 
keep theai, and ralue them as a part of the nr-d 
licauty of our couDtry, to which ve have a national 
attachment; and let those who would destroy thorn fur 
the sake of a few feet of land be made sensible that 
they are hurting the feelings and forfeiting the good 
will of their neighboun for a paltiy gain. Our haw* 
thorn hedges are a national taste; and as (he fiagrsaC 

bloom biirst.s out upon them in (he sweet month of 
May, which gives to it a jioj.ular name, our whole 
population|hastcns to j^ither its portion lor the bonqutt. 
or the garland, deiightinpr to select amongst iho clus- 
tered branches, and to breathe the perfumed air. The 
hawthorn is a part of our national conception of the 
loveliness of May; and it would bo a sad change 
which should leave us to depend on what may siiU find 
a place in the park or the shrubbery, instead of me e f 
it ereiTwhsn^ by the wajsida and around the fiaUs. 
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THE YOUNQ TURTLE-DOVE OF CARMEL.

A OKKAT manj tarile-doves lived aboat Mount CAirnoI.

He played the most wonderful tbini^Hon bi^ violin that 
ever were heard, and every body who heard him Aaid that 
be waa a great muaician. In the winters he suffered very 
much from the cold and the fogn of Engknd ; so lawt 
■ummer he saved a little money, and act off with bis violin 
to Syria ; and all last winter be lived in the monaster)- 
on Mount Carmel, among the grave old monkii. There 
was one little old monk, a very, very old man, who i^oon 
grew very fond of him ; be too had been a musician, 
but he waa now almost cbildiah, and bad forgotten how to 
play ; so the monks took from him bis old violin, because 
they said be made such a noUe with it Ho cried to 
part with it like a child, poor old man ! 

The young mufifian na<l a little chamber in Iho 
mooaatery, which overlooked the Kca ; nobody can think 
what a beautiful view it had I The sun shone in «o warm 
and pleasant, and a lilUe group of cyprcMca grew juist 
below the window. The young man often and often 
stood at the window, and looked out on the sea, and 



down into the cyi)re«>H trees, among the thick brancbea 
of which he beard the turtle-doves cooing. He loved to 
bear those turtle dovcn — and so did the little old monk. 
One day early in January he saw that the turtlc-dorea 
had built a nest just in sight ; he watched the birda 
taking it by turns to sit on the eggs, and bis heart waa 
full of love to them ; they turned up their gentle eyea 
to him, but they never flew away, for Uiey taw in bis 
mild and sorrowful countenance, that he would not 
hurt them. 

Beautiful and melancholy music sounded for half the 
day down from bis window to where the birds sate ; it 
had a strange charm to the doves ; they thought it waa 
some grand, new kind of nightingale come down from 
heaven. The little old monk sate in his long Carmelite 
frock, with his hands laid together on his knees, and his 
head down on his breast, and listened with bin whole houl ; 
to him too it rame as a voice of heaven, which seemed to 
call him away to a better land ; great teani oflen fell 
from bis eyes, but they were not sorrowful tears ; they 
were tears of love, tears which were called foKh by a 
feeling of some great happiness which was coming for 
him, but which he could not quite understand ; he waa, 
as you know, a very old man ; the oldest in all the 
monaster^-, and almost childish. 

The music from the young man's room sounded 
finer and finer every day ; as early spring came on be 
grew very poorly ; the little old monk used to bring 
him bis meals into his chamber, because it tired him so 
to go up and down the long stone staircaae to the great 
I eating-room. There never was anybody so kind as the 
little old monk. 

A pair of young doves were hatched in the nest, and

had his heart been so full of love as now : the little old 
monk used to sit on a low seat bcfure him, waiting for 
the lime when he ai^ktd for his violin ; that was a great 
bappinesrt to them both. The musician loved him very 
much, ancl often when be played, be meant to pour 
bright and comfortable thought* into his innoccjit, 
afTectionato soul.

Amongat them wo notice with peculiar pleasuro a 
greater tendency to a just appreciation of oar common 
nature in oppoAiUon to the false and miieUovooa di^ 
iinctionit and flOladet* with whkh » oommi taato and a 
eringing spirit of adalation to wealth ana power have 
.-jioK.-'i No< ifty. US with the spotting of n pla?»ue. In 
the earliest and purest ages of the world, when

when the Creator himself came down and viitiled his 
crenturcs, and angels bora hia messages of lovo and 
mcrcj to mankind; then the great patriarchs, the fathers 
of naUoni^ and the moiiela of profound faith and noble 
action, mdkad tho earth too In tho aimplo dignitjr of 
human aatnre, a dignity wUeh no adTenUtiooa title 
could aiii^inent, bnt would assuredly have diminished. 
So slrik uii; L- lliis, tluit. to speak of our common pro- 
genitor aa LoT<\ Adam, Adam. K^q-, or of Kvi-, 

Lady Eve, or iLu Honourable Mr». Eve, would hoi-iiiio 
a burlei'que of the most ludicrous description, How 
nobly do they stand forth in their own pure and pri- 
meval simpUcity. What a moral gmnaenr there ia 
about their names, to which all our titles appear in 
comparinoo aa the moet tmmperr and atrolling player's 
tinaet. What dreadfal havoo shooMl we make of the 
moral Boblime if we talked of my Lord Enoch, of tho 
Crrand Dukes Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, or of his 
Excellency the Most No!>l«; Marquis Joseph, Governor 
i»t Egypt, under hi -i liui'cri.il lliL;liiv», I'lutraoh. 

In the time of Job, the oua«>'i('ii''n< tliat these titles 
were ba->ed in something more tli:ni incru p<iliiical dis- 
tinctions or ordinary rei'pcct was most luminously 
demonstrated by that tine young man, Clihu, who 
doclarad tiiat he eoald not ciro flattering titles to 
men, for in ao dtdng the Lord woold take bim away. 
When the Savionr of men came, he came, like the first 
f«lhcr>!i of mankind, arrayed in a dignity of dirioc sIm- 
I'lii i' v, which, like ilio imn- lli;lit of lioaven which puti* 
out all the gross lightit ami tallv>" caudle luuiinaries of 
cBrl;i, put far below his fcit all the petty honours of 
onliiK'.n ii cicty. The Apijsilt;^ walked abroad in the 
same niljliiue nobility of simple name. It may be very 
well fjr ail iirt-hbishop of these diy^ to be styled his 
Gitioj iLc Lord Archbishop of Su iud-so — for a bi!«liop 
to he dubbed a iUghi Eererend Father in Ood — for « 
dean to be n Very Reverend ; hut what a dt^radaUon 
and a ridicule would it be to talk of lib urai o llio 
Archbishop St. Paul, or tho Right Roxrend Fatln r in 
( ;od St. IV ler. 

In all ages, those who have climbed out of tlic mob of 
their time, und plantc<l their glorious feet on tho 
mountain of immortality, have stood forth there too 
gnaA and l>eauliful for the obscuration of their eternal 
namea by the fooliah epithota of ordinanr flatloiy. 
Homer, Plato, Socrates Cleero^ Oato. Lather, Sbakaperc^ 
Milton, Baoon, Newton, and even those living amonget 
the fog* of our times, Wordsworth, Byron, Scott, Shellqr.

I ia no nearer lieaven than lie wa<< before, aociety in 
benefited on the whole. Tobacco ia bad enough ; bnt 
wi never heard of a man beatiog and even kiuinf Ua 
wtfe^ kicking bia diildren out of doon to lie on the 
anow all night, breaking into bousca, attacking; fcnmUv. 
under the influence of the pipe. Gluttony is bad 
ciii'iiL'li : but it is better thai a lew |)oinuls go in early 
duck iUid green pcaji,or augarvd l<uli«red tuant at home, 
where the wife and children have a chance of plenty to 
cat, than that the same monej go into the hwdlord'a 
till, and the &mily be left ataTTUg; Ooearionally you 
meet a diahonect rogue amoag tatotalen ; bnt every 
drunkard fa cheating hia «nmUm at the ahnpa, and 
robbing bi- funiily of their food, and clotbea, and 
education : ^ thai ho in not more diahoneAt than be 
before. Worst of all,f.omc tciotalcrh siro unchaatc ; 
but how very, verj* few, compared with the proportion 
among the drinking population! It Mtanda to reason, 
and eretj obaervant penon knowa it to be a fiwt» that 
alcohol mflamee the wont paneiem, whidi are nalnnlly 
but too violent and difHcult of control. Ar- to the use 
■ )f I'liiuin among tctotalera ; after nil the iiif)iiirics wc 
iiavc iii:idc on the Pilbjcct, we have Ivt ni< t v ith ;i sinpl,' 
iiiKtaiai; oi iudulgenco in it. The report so gcucrally 
credited waa thoroughly niflcd some years ago, and 
traced to some publicans of Liverpool. It in true that 
the conaumptiuu of opium baa greatly increased of late 
years ; bnt to what ia tbia dne 1 Fartlj to the great 
use of it amongnt drunhtrdt; who, after long indulgence 
in Hpirita, find some new ^thiml.iu': u< r< SMiry to allay 
their cravings: partly to llitj uupioymcnt of it li_> 
f u.iory operatives, who in nomc places make a regular 
point of keeping a phial of laudanum in tlieirwaiatcoat 
pockcto. getting it fille<l aa they go to their work: but 
princl{ially to the MpaUing ineicaae in the oonaomption 
of " aoothing medleinca" for infimta, bywUeh, in the 
large towns and even in such places as Clithcroe, 
Bundey, etc., so large a proportion of children under

In thia 
way, religion itself may increase a man's guilt : asd so 
an iinfaiLhiul telotaler may be bealeii with m.^ny 
stripes, while the ignorant drunkard is rendt iiint<l to 
bnt few; but the inHueiiee- of religion, am!. > !i:ilari|y, 
the results of tciotalisiii.are goo<l notwiihytaodinx.

Xiv.i i. a member turn tetotaler, and nesrlcct 
any of these mceliny:-*, assuredly ho i^i u blaek sheep, 
anil has fallen from grace. Nov wc approve of preach- 
ings and prayer meetlDg^ and att other M called 
religious exercises ; but then aie nai|j eittiar nMaaa of 
grace. Every good voik mtdertdcnilrain a Chrlatian 
motive, is a mejUU of grace. Every duty ].crfonned 
from a desire to please Ood, is a rid i'^^iuuH deed. And 
just as a mother may be enjoying the means of icraee 
when makinsr gruel tur her sick cbild,^^ umcb as when 
" hLaring the parson talk ;" so a tctotalcr may be 
building up religion in his sool bjgoiiig about to reform 
drunkards, as much aa by wolkulf UUMwIf up to the 
fever h«at of aaeulatioli at a pn^er-aMeling.

But we tliink 
we have shown Uiat while manj good fVnitii nstnimlly 
result from the system, the evils conneeted witli it, 
so fiir as they really exist, arc advent itioiu, and might 
be reino\ ed l>y the zealous co-t>pe rat ion of the intelligent, 
the respectable, and the relijjiou^. Lot our objectors 
come over and help lis. We are few; most of u.s arc 
poor, and trained in the worst of schools. Let the 
educa t ed come among us and teaeh ua. Let the genteel 
Jein OB and polish ua. Let tlie promoteia of rational 
amusement kelp as to dimw men ftom thepublie-houHc 
I«t aanitary reformer>> work with us against the dead- 
liest of poison;:. Let anti war men lend a hand, and wc 
will close the main entrance to the army. Leti free- 
trnderw adopt our principtci», and they will do more to 
cheapen liread and increase manufai-lures, than 1)V onlv 
repealing the com-laws. Ut all leformeraand phi! 
thropisu make eommon cause with xm, and tlicy will 
do times more in their pcaiTiar missious" tlian 
if tl.:y worked against us; and they will (;ivo Us their 
most \ aluahle support as well. And above all, lc» the 
, ministers and disciples of the crucified Saviour swell our 
I ranks l.y their thoHcmds and myriads; let them feed 
oursurving ones with the bread of lifo; let us advance 
hand in hand in the holycmaadeagaiaat OUT worse than 
Saracen £m; let US tos;cther gmsp the eross,— that em 
Mem of aetfeaeriflcing, of IHviiie Love; and the

principal article of aiilisistencL' ; the marked dcpiwsion 
of many branches of trade; the unusual ai);,'uietit.i'.ii>n 
of the poor rates ; arc circumstances which have affected, 
and aflocted, too, most powerfully, aH classes : while Ibe 
famine pravmiUng in Inland, ana Ihe anmit and almost 
uiMxainpled denuiub aitde on the Britiih people, 
to ilI«iriAte the miseries of tlie inhabitaata of the 
■htor eonntry, which have been met in so prompt 
and ccneroiiH a mrvnnor, ]\a\i: prcaily iniTCAncd the 
pressure which, ha-- Uocn, ami (>till continues U> .^g 
seni^ihly felt. 

It is an egregious mintake to ^uppoj •, that only the 
Tcry poor are now suffering,' ; o'l ■.ir<j iMinkucd and 
oppressed ; and the great bulk of Hmulkr tradespeople 
find, (hat the hardens at present impoiscd on them arc 
almoat innipportabiai. In the agricultiual diatricti, 
nhen wagea an exeecdiugly, and, in aome parbi, 
di:)jrrac(;fully low, and provi»ioas unusually high, the 
middling class, witJioitt projtfrtt/, ncarcoly know, in 
innumerable instanceri, how to proceed, or how to 
maiutain their existing po^iition. Kentj« and taxes arc 
fo heavy, mill busineiw is so stagnant, th.it il ts with 
extreme diiticulty they keep their Hhops open at all. 

The writer was eonversing the other day with a 
respeotabie diaper on the subject, and the nmark mu 
nude to Um-^ Phtbabljr no data talbn mon pain* 
tsMj now than that of hab«idailMn and drupen, 
thnoghoitt the eoonby. In (he nml districti*, iu 

CLnrtoqiiencv' of iho almost famine-price of jiiuvi-ii^n)*, 
ajiil ibc hj»' raio ol wages, we, as a cla^, arc doiug 
companitivoly "'>:hiiig ; we remain in our shopi^ from 
morning till night, almost without customers; and those 
who ^scie wmit to lay out with us a sovereign, do not 
oxpcuU uuw more tlttn a sbiUiug. Indeed, the poor 
and laboaring class have no noiuy for a* ; idl goes to 
the baiter and cioeerj and them ii not nfficieat for 
thtm. WhaiwUl be thexMolt^m know not; and aa 
for getting in our usual bills at this season of the year, 
wo do not antici])ate tliat ; scarcely ever have we found 
such difficulty, either in tmnaMUng botiaCH, or in 
collecting our regular ttccuutils." 

This, our readers may be assured, is no ovni lnuv'sd 
statement It is fully borne out by the experience 
aImo«t of the entire country; and, thanfctci, what 
wisdom, what can, what eeonomy, wlut eneiEr, abould 
be dlaetnmed by «nr iMialataci, with regud to any 
enactments they nuj Raine. Ko money must l»c 
iu*dlt*»ty expended. Any loans they may contract, 
any taxes (hoy muy levy, :iny jKri-ious they may grant, 
must ho carefully iiud «i-H;iy rcj^'ardcd. Everything 
muU be done, at thU crisis to dimininh the burdens of 
the people, and especially of the middling class, on 
which the prosperity of the nation mainly depciidn, and 
by which tlie very poor an principally snppoited. Thia 
la the intelligent^ indnetriea% and e»Mllent chM ef the 



conimnnity, which has now to sufler so severely, and 
whi' li bears the RufTerings endured in t-o patient and 
exemplary a manner. Tliia powerAd and respectable 
body of the peofle^ however, eaanei endure thoes 
hardahipa mneh longer; a ehaage, and an extensive one, 
too, mart aeon oeenr. Beliirf moat be afforded, and 
most fervently do we pray, that the dark and UurMten- 
ing clouds by which multitudes are now encompassed 
may be spectlily chrised awny, and (hat the 8im i>r 
prosperity may shine out lir(;aiily ujion them, imparting 
cheerfulness to their homes, joy and gladness t<> their 
bearta, and, through them, dill'using unirenai comfort 
and bqiidDeni.

The mu 
of I^ui, the CaJdu (Cfaldns) of Yarns the iaia of 
PiMtae, thecfMor (Ichor) of CeUina, andawiefjof 
proper nami^ mdi m Conina, Corbina, Amiga, 
bearing the meat aotiqiie fbnnt. In the rerba, too, 
instead of sim, Mn, hit, the older type of fi:im, fias, 
fiut ia found in fine, fie, fil; bo has the Walacbian 
taken cscu, esci, e«cc, the representatives of esco, eacis, 
CHcit, in placL' of i>uui, e% cbU No doubt the adoption 
of the Cyrilli.tn alphabet had the effect of carrying 
away, as it were, the association of Dneiaa wotda tarn 
their Latin sources — and the iwtiimtioii of the BomMi 
alphabet would gmtijr help to renew the broken links. 
A WMind STStem ef orthography would in itself be a 
great step towards the purifii-ation of the Walachian 
tongue. The modification* of time would be traced in 
many eases to the habit of simplifying, or euphoniang 
sounds of difiicult utterance. The d, for example, modi- 
fied to a j, an r, or a «— as the Bomans tnemselres 
employed Arrena for advena, ud arvocatna for advo- 
catua.

There is an old Walacbian proverb which rays, " Our 
millet has no bkin on the lowlands, and our apple none 
on the highlands," — meaning that both are of the beat 
quality. But the agriculture of the Bograta ia little 
worthy of the fine soil and climate they poMCOs. Their 
valleys are green and gay, as are their extenaire 
plains; through them flow multitudinous streams, and 
an endless variety of vegetation adonnt the land. In 
Upper Romania, the aspect of the country somewhat 
resembles Swit^^^rland.

rye and buckwheat are moat prolific, rendering 
thirty per cent, upon the seed ; higher yet are the 
larch, and the pine, and the box; and vt[]\ l.igh> r, a 
vegetation upon which the flock* browiic m tiie t uiruer 
pcaBon ; while in the highest regions of all, lichen- srjd 
the rhubarb are found. The pluaa have the elm and 
the aspen, the poplar, the comely the alder, the linden, 
the red and white acMia* the cobumd and the ftapaot 
willoir; the bnon, lAUk gnnni to aa estmordlMijr 
height, and the tttrawberry tree. Wheat is prodnetiva^ 
the seed rendering tenfold ; maize and miUet forty to 
fifty-fold ; and barley, of which there is a great con- 
sumption for horses and distilleries. Whenever the 
agriculture of thcFc provincctt receives the attention it 
deserves, the viae cultivation must t>e greatly extended, 
(inipes are produced in abundance, but their quality 
and their adantaUon to the aaanafiietara of wiaa 
have been too little mttehed over. Bat vinca are sal 
wanting in excellent qualities; the vintage is late, 
because the vineyards are imperfectly cared for; neither 
the pointing, nor the training, nor the pmning, nor the 
drcEsing, nor the weeding, nor any of the ajipropriate 
precautions and preparations, are fitly provided Kxf«- 
ricnced judges tay that some of the grapes of Moldavia 
would, with pvopar care, produce wiaea aa rich ae 
Tokay. Wines are not the fiiTOiirite botany of the 
Doyars ; they have been aomewhat inflnueod \f 
Mahomcdan prejudice^, and they prefer a stronger 
drink, which is made of abM-nlh, steeped in tlie lees 
of the black gmpo, v hich i^ allowed to fisrment and 
produce an alcoholic liquid. They strengthen Hieir 
wines by subjecting thorn to the winter's frost, by 
which tiie aqueous particles are congealed, and re- 
moved ; and what remaine ia neceaaarily of greater 
Btrcngthy and powewiBg more of the ImbiialiBg pdii^ 
ciple.

The inniicncc of the long domination of the 
Turks in vii^ible in the general distrust which pervades 
aoctetj, in the utter want of unity of purpose, or na- 
thMMlty of mind. There is everywhere a disquietude, 
a leaae 4^ aomethlng wanting to Uie Mhlie security 
and the mibUe happiness, a vagm dvaamlng that 
nelthac tMlr counu^ nor themselves occupy the 
posltieii to which they are entitled. And Bas«ia and 
Turkey l>otb have motives Btr<ing enough to prevent 
the growth or the exf«n«3on of a r)ariau feeling. To 
popularise a national .*cniimenf, civil .^nd rcli^'ious 
equality must be cstablinbed. Hut in Walacbia and 
Moldavia arc twi> great classes — the opulent, who pay 
no taxcf* ; the uon-opulent, who pay all the taxes. 
The privileged arc the clcrwy of all ranks, consist- 
ing of above 100,000 ; and ui« noWUt/, vfao amoant 
to 70,0001. Oepcndani npon tha Beyan aie 240,000 
linvca and 10,000 servants, who arc alto ex.-cpteil. 
Tfcese, with widows, retired so!<lier«, etc. make between 
one-fifth and onc nixth of the population, who are 
wholly excluded from taxation, — excludc<l nut on 
account 111 p. V, rtv, Imt because they are wealthv, or 
protecicfl by the wealthy. All fiscal burdens fall on 
the remaining flve-sixths of the people.

By these 
d>e employs a police, armed with irresponsible and 
despotic power. By these every traveller, every roer- 
li ini. is at the mercy of the ftjnctionarics of the 
].a .'jn i», against whom neither protest avails, nor can 
J r itrf he found. And so strong are the smi^ 
prejudices, that it is easy for an arbltiary goreraiaent 
to torn them to account, and to we thana M la asMM 
for every species of misrule. 

In ancient times there was a canal from Oaemarodn 
to (ha naighbottriuMid of Vama, through Bulgaria, J7 
Uw TnUah gofvanuMnt had sagacity to percaivt ito 
own obvious Interests, and the power and the will to 
give effect to any great and important object, one of its 
earliest arid r.i lil j t woil.i? would be again to establish 
a direct eommumcaiiua from the Danul>e to the 
Euxine, through the narrowest part of the j r iv inoc of 
Bnlgaria, This would become the high road of com- 
mercial intercourse. It would reduce the time of con- 
veying merchandize from days lo hours. It would 
bring through its own territories the prodooe of im- 
mense diatricta of fertito toad* j and, indnwodently of 
strengthening the poUttoal podUtB of tM Ottoman 
empire, it would be an undoubted sooroo of wealth and 
commercial influence. The subject has been mooted tn 
the divsn at Constantinople. Tl< v,i \V hi. iKtu 
defeated by Bussian intrigue ;~for IV.is.-i;; wull knows 
that the facilities of access t:i tl.c [i.wiuIjc 1 Lrrcatly 
tend to lessen her Influence, wherever it i» exerted mis- 
chievously or malignantly. So great an energy, how- 
ef«r, a-t the accomplishment of neb a work, is scarcely 
to be ho])cd for from a MoHolaMn government or 
paopl*.

They haw been too long held 
in ignoble durance. That great stream which flowi 
for hundreds of miles, from the v ry heart of Eurojic, 
through so many regions, and among such various 
tribe.*! and tonguc«— h it great stream whidi ought to 
bear upon its waters innum'erBble cargoes of wealth, 
coming from and going (o the vast tarritorici^ through 
which they flow— represents, as yet moat imperfectly, 
ita fntare deatluies. The Danuba Oi^ll to bo as 
busy as the Elba or tha XUna. Ito own i«aom«a% to 
say nothing of Ito toibntarfea, aadtln 1* to beeoana «M 
of the foremost of commercial rivers. Whenow its 
many cspabilitiea are brought into activity — ^whenever 
freedom and facility of access shall open its varied 
aptitudej* to enterprise and to capital — an extensive 
re;,'ion will change il.s character, and opulence ami pro- 
sperity <«uccced to tliat inert bopckssuess wlii<jh now 
por>ai!cs the land.

deed, not yet internally tiui hcd. The prujccUon lo 
your left, of two storiet, couLaiuB, ou tlie ground floor. 
If r. O'Connell's private study, and over it the lil raiy, 
with the windows overlooking the ocean. A small 
lobby in this projection first receives yon; and advan^ 
ing from itt yoo find jounelf in a line one ; in fact, 
in tbe reiy ceatio of tbe hooae, and wbere the grand 
staircase conducts you to the rooms above. Hera you 
find tbe drawing-room, a fine spacious apartment, run- 
ning at right angles with the pnijectu<u containing the 
Ktudy and library, asd lowanis the hCn ; and the win- 
ilowi. on all sides gfive you views over the ocian, and 
the rocky hills around, with the plantations clo«<e under 
tbe bouse, aud the green expanse of meadow between 
the house and the aea Beneath this room ia the dining- 
room, of the Huao dimeaiionfl. On tbe other aidfe 
of tbe main atatraaai^ yon aee a long paHoga leading 
to a variety of reome; but to tbeee, except it ba to Ma 
bedroom in that direction, tbe visiter seldom penetiatee. 
The library, the drawing and diuing-rooma, are the 
vihiterV <juarter, and a more airy and agrtealilc one be 
seldom w ill find. In themselves, ihcy are handsome, 
and hand.-oniely fun)i»he<l, with soine family portruitfe, 
and other pictures; but with nothing that at all F.avuur>^ 
of a spirit of pomp or ostentation. Thev ar«> linnd 
some, home-like rooms, such as befit the abode ol t la- 
country gentleman, or the reception of tba prince, thr 
noble, or tbe eiatnle and naaiiaBing man of taste. 
Ton IM thai it la tbe hove of one who baa ikr higher 
claims to distinction than such as are derived ftoea the 
mere rplendonr of abode. And what other bevie em 
show you fuch view* from its windows'' From tbe 
middle of a gn en wood you giue down over a preen 
meadow to the sea. which runs up into a sort uf hay 
before tbe bouse, l>ounded by the high and stony ridge 
of Lamb Head, which chuU ont tne Kenmare river. 
Beyond tbe Kenmare estuary, yon catch the view of 
the high and craggy point of that long promontory 
which aeparatea lUnmare river firoai Bantiy Jlay. To 
tbo veat, the eya IbllowB tbo ahorea below tbe hooia, 
to when protrudee, far into the ocean, the green but wild 
foreland calle^l the Abbey Island ; because, in spring 
tides, it i» s<.imctimes separated from tlie mainland, lull 
at other times c.nn he r< ;iehcd across a narrow snndy 
nock on foot. In the corner, or inner sweep of the 
1>;ty, formed by iho ruuniug out of tbe Abbev Island 
from tbe mainland, you ^ce the ruins of the old Abbey 
of Derrynane ; whence the house of tbe liiberator is still 
often called Dcrrjnanc Aldtcv. Out at some disitanee, 
in tbe ocean, ia tbe aama diiectioa, yon observe two 
lofty, inonlated roeke, called SeaiUrand Piniah, of a 
hold and noble wpect, eomething Ilko Aika Cuig, 
off the coast of Scotland. Such U the wtow aeaward 
from Derrv nauc , ami when ili- iii waves comeswell- 
ing in with wind .and tide, dusinng their milky spray 
high over the black ro' ks which here and there stand 
aloft in the waters, sud climbing, in snowy win tenets, 
the craggy shores in every direction, thero i.*< a wild 
grandeur aboat the f^oe which can rarely be surpassed. 
If we Iben walk out, and turn our gaze in an opposite 
diieeUoa, eapecially to the north and east, we find tbo 
place ibat in by a aweep of aeUt moaataiaa, reaching 
an elevation of two lhou>^d five hundred feet. Tbeae 
form what is called in Engl ind a couil>e, or sbeltend 
liolK.w, w hich i* jiroteeted from all ilo sev ere winds, 
aud Imild" a little seclude*! wtjion of grx-eniu:s» and 
niildne-'v*, so mild, inditd. that the fui hsia and the 
hydnuigea arc mmsi hiowmg ihei'eiH great i>c«uty in tiiC 
o{ien air. The house stands sufficiently elevated to 
ooaunand the fine eaa view, and partly that of thia 
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green hollow, snd its bold circle of ctaptry monntains. 
The hoii-o ]i:irtlv battlcmcntcd, nnd Ihc walls arc all 
tiled from gruund to roof with gmy stone tilei; a de- 
fence Against the action of tho elements, no doubt 
found very ncccwary hero, cxpoiscd u the boow I* to 
tlio win'U and salt Aprav htmx the stonnr AtlMlUc 

On Uw Dorth tide of the hotue lio Uio eoarV-yud, 
ftm-baildiikgtk and oSces ; and, 8cpiiirt«d fhnn theM 
hj the highway, lie, in the bosom of tho shcUcrcd hol- 
low, the irirdcng These arc upacions, and very 
(lotiLfhtfiil. Yo:i I ro-s an i<utcr plot ; pas* under a sort 
of tiiiincl, or :ii._li\v;iy, ot r^oiiie ten yanls or so, and find 
youpMjir in a luvi.'.y lluwrr-irirduii, « ith boe hives? htatui- 
^ ing h^rc and there, and a beaaiifut spring of water, 
I covend with a fsinciful eaaopy of ahell-work ; and far- 
ther ou yon '•cu htiil more tempUog garden-inika, lU^ 
of trees, half concealing the roolu and kollowa 
at the foot of the hills, which fiHrm the natiml bound- 
ary tr. thcpe pleasant srardeM. As yon adrance, you 
come to a fine orchartl, in the iho-( ccntml and sheltered 
part of Ihis hollow ; in one j>latx" you asofml a few 
stop-, and find a liltic square pl.iiform on the boiindary- 
w.ill. with seats round it, pivint; a sj.lendid view of the 
mouuiaiii^ i-x-tw.ird; in another, you advance up a 
i;lo-e wuudlaisd walk, .md arrive at a Bummer-bouse, on 
a rocky knoll, giving one complete and airy view over 
both iKa and land. Descending again bj another path, 
yon diacover, at the foot of tho roeka, a aimple rural 
■eat or bank, overhung by the treea, and vith Um 
flower-garden Iving displayed at your feet. 

This scat used to be the favourite resort of the uncle 
of Mr. O'Conncll, from whuiu he iuheriiod l)err>'nane. 
Tiii-* old t,'knilcman, who seems to have lK;on a roan of 
both powerlul physical frame, and l^ftx moral character, 
lircd to within tme year of a Iminlrod. lie wa> for some 
years blind l)cfore bi« decease, and delighted to sit here, 
where, beneath the fresh canopy of trees and rocks, lie 
conld hear the dictaat aound of the sea. That Mmnd, ao 
full of majesty, Memcd not obIj to aootbo him, htti to 
bring, as it wen, a ridble pereeptioa of the acenei 
around, in which ft made m grand a figure, and to call 
up the vivid act* .ni.l Imaire-. of lii, pai<i life. 

"There was no fc;ir of ilcath in bis Hlroiii: and |ire- 
parc'l n;ind," ^aid Mr, < •'('oiinell, one day, a.s we ['a>--eJ 
thiii place. " In froi:t of iLiA 6cat, at some distance, 
I grew a splendid .ish tree.

Tue planUiliona which thua emboeom tiieee charming ' 
garden^ and the hmiae also, are of considerable extent, 
and hm plaaaant diivaa thnndi them in diflhfcnt . 
direetiona. Tkken in eontraat wftii tho b ni waw of tha ' 
surrounding cot:ntry. and tlie nipe:cd character of the n 
hills, they present a very attractive and refreshing masa l' 
of verdure to the eye. Tboy ure, however, Imt young, |j 
and have, I believe, Wen f^r the Hif^st pnrt planted by !

The meadow lying between the plantations and the i 
•ea, presents, from the house, a most agreeable ohioct ; ' 
and offers one of the most channing phieea for walking, I 
while the emeiald billows an booming on the liard ] 
aanda.

The sca oand, by that admira- | 
ble provision of l^rovidcnce. K-en wherever a low shore 
is seen, baa been thrown up into a bank, which the sea- 
grass has gromi vpon, and with its roots knit, as it 
vei«^ into «eaa0-pm>f fimneaa; the sea thua cranUng 
ita own banfen. Tha meadow aetnally Uea bdow the 
water at high-tide ; and. were the bank to giTowav. thn > 
whole meadow, and part of the plantations, wevid ba ) 
overflowed. Of ^l - r ' rirc some fcar^, fmiii the loose- 
ness of the sand ai [jaiS called the Gap, or Dead Man's 
(iap, from funerals formerly hA\ ing been carried along , 
the shore to the abbey, and throofh fhi-i pip. To i 
farour the accunuilalion of .s;ind, liiorn* and stakes are | 
driTcn down on the shore, which smu to answer the 
purpose ; yet not so as entirely to alUy all fears of the 
effects of swae trenuoidoiia tampcat tntm the west. 

Walking along thia SMtdow oa Sunday afternoon, i 
with Mrs. Frenda, and one or two ether viaiterB» I oIk 
•erred a troop of people blackening all the road at j 
some di>it.;incc alon^j the shore, and niakinc; towiirils the \ 
Abbey I*»Und. Another moment, .and the loud .-ouiida 
of lamentation revealed what was the caii-e of thia I 
sombre concours& It was a funeral. Il wa» the first ' 
time I had seen an Irish funeral; and, especially in thia 
striking Boene, on the wild-looking Abbey I -la ml. and ij 
amid the ruins of tlie abliey itself, the opporiiu,: j <« is || 
not to ba loatk Aoeompamed by part of the walken, 1 ? 
hastened after tha throng, and bocaBM n witacaa of tUa I 
strange ceremony. . 

As 1 drew nearer, the aspect of the place and people 
became more arid more inijm'usive, 1 was xoonerowslng |i 
the «<anily .hollow, over which the waves dashing at ;| 
hi^'h tides, resolve what is otherwise only a j.romonton,-, n 
into the Abbey island, ilchind me rose the bold. rM^ky i' 
shores of the mainland, cras;B upon crags, and hilhi 
beyond hills, stretching awaj sUU h'tpher and mora 
wildly inland ; while aniMljpt them were perched tiia j 
huu of the people, half pwmntij. half fiabeii.

chnrch in the forfgronnd.just it hand. The neU of the 
fishermen were »pread to dry on the windy swells about, 
while the fishenncn tbemtelvcs ha<l joined the dark 
group* who were asscm tiled around the abbey, where the 
monrneni were now fending forth the loud chorus of 
their meUncholy criei. A more Btriking scene could 
■earcely preftcnt it*elf. The ruin*, merely those of the 
"abbqr church, — a building of the plainetit description, 
like most countrj' churchca in Ireland, — stood close on 
the rocky margin of the sea, above the broad beach 
which stretches below, but up which now the waves 
were rolling, foaming, and thundering in magnificent 
strength. Their voice of ancient sublimity miiigicd 
itself solemnly with the shriller cries of the people, 
whose fathers, from generation to generation, the hoary 
ocean had seen coming hither, wiih wail and gesture of 
grief, to deposit their dead. Within the ruins, all was 
one dark' mam of monmem ; and around, on the turf, 
and amid the rocks projecting here and there from it, 
were scattered separate groups, who were down on their 
knees, flinging their arms about in a frantic fashion, 
and uttering thrilling cries of lament. The sombre 
throng was the greater, as it is a custom in the rural 
districts of Ireland, for all who meet a funeral to turn 
back and follow it, S3 that sometimes the procession is 
Bwelled immen<vely. 

One would bare thought that this riolcnce of grief, 
accompanied by so much action, must have quite worn 
them out, when one called to mind, that from the hour 
in which the deceased expired, the principal group had 
been engaged in "keening," or bewailing the dead, with 
lights burning before the coflin. Some of thooe with 
me, however, aA.»u red me that on these occasions they do 
not neglect to take »ufficicnt refreshment ; an<l that the 
•cene, if observed by an Kngliah eye, would sometimes 
draw forth a smile in the presence of death. The 
moamers will howl, and lament, and get into a perfect 
frenzy of correspondent action ; but on fome one coming 
in, they will suddenly break off*, bring out the whisky 
bottle, and cat, and drink, and l»ecome quite merrj- over 
the goasip of th* neighl>ourhood ; and then, after a good 
interval, as if awaking to the renewed ftnse of their loss 
and their duty, will recommence their wailings.

On this occasion I obscn-cd. that even the most ener- 
getic lamcntcra lifted up their heads at our approach, 
and took a sly side peep at the visiters from Dcrrj-nane ; 
when, having satiiified their curio«ily, they went off 
again in their not inliarmonious exclamations, which, I 
was told, recited the virtue* of the dead. What greatly 
surprised me, was, to observe no priest amongst them 
perlorming any burial service ; and this, 1 am told, ia 
quite common, owing to the wide diairict where oflcD 
only one priest resides ; and where, therefore, uken with 
their other daily dutici>, the attendance on all funeraU 
would become next to ini|K>si«ible. 
_ The men, 1 obnerve<l, all stood with their hata on. 
Nor di<l another dincovcry the lew surprise me. I 
looke<l for the grave, and found that there was none 1 
Near the coflin st(.>od two men, with the narrow potato- 
spades of the Irixh, which have long handles and no 
crutches ; and, after a good long time of lamentation, 
they began to shovel away the earth and turn out the 
stones, and, in fact, to make a grave 1 This, too, 1 
understand, ia a common custom in that part of the 
country. As this fact made it obvious that it would be 
a con>iderable time licfore the funeral was over, I 
quitte<i the sjwt, and returned tlkithcr the next day to 
take a more leisurely view of the ruin. I now saw that 
they had made this grave clo-'e to the tomb of the 
O Conncils. Verj' deep it could not have l>e«n made, 
under the circumstances, yet deep enough to have dia- 
lodged the bone« of a former tenant. 

What a singular scene is a rural burial-place in 
Ireland 1 With a strong feeling of the sanctity of the 
spot, they cling to those old ruins of churches and 
abbeys : yet how few traces arc there of that ucalncsa 
and external adornment of the cemetery which seem to 
mark the aflcction of survivors for those who are gone I 
It is seldom that you find im^ril^cd tombs and head- 
stones, except of the rich. The eotunion herd lie mingled 
in the common earth, with scarcely any distinguish- 
ment but a rade stone, of perhaps a fool high, gathered 
on the ^pot, and set upright on the centre of the grave. 
The w hole of the interior of this ruin was filled with the 
dead, laid close as possible, hide by side, and was con- 
sequently studded thickly with tho60 short, rude, un- 
hewn stones of memorial. This crowding into this 
roofless ruin, was oning to the feeling of the greater 
sanctity; for witliout was almost limitlcas space; yet 
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wiUiia there was but one grave, Uia tomb of the 
O'OonneUi^ which bad any inBcripliMi. Without, u 
VMtlie MOM. 1 could but discover one ■toii^ and that 

• Hat one, wi^ one inscription. Every ottier e^donee 

of tlic uoiitni'rt.4 which distinguishes an English f;r;ivf- 
yard, was wuuling. The Lione«wiiich huti Ik'cu liuc out 
of ihe gr.n r of yesterday, were laid on the next jjruvo, 
and a few stone* j>iJed upon thciu, — a laini ince ot the 
old habit of piling the cairn over the dead. The boards 
of the old coffin were thrown into a oomcr, where my 
oompanion on the occasion aaanred me they would lie 
and rot ▲! tlM wM «a4i mhm th* hini thu bad 
been, a coultotbl« quMtlty «f tlMiitarrea hoatn wtre 

laid, and Stonea piled uj n tVicm ; ..rul 1 -h within aud 
without, amoui^t the long grawi of Hit j^iaven, lay aliout 
these untight ly boards of old disiiutcrnd cofiinH. It is 
no doubt the poverlgf of the oommon people which haa 
led them to retain tht old habit of merely raising a 
nmgh stone in memory of the dead ; but it were to be 
irtoned that thev studied A little more the decorous 
mif*a», of thieir >Mtol»yiaMi, bj hiMnIni agaia the 
fxHiMi. ud bomtiif Um odiii boardt. 

In the Houth we«t comer of the abbey ruin ilandu an 
object of imere>«t to the viKlter, — ihu loiiit) of the 
O'Connells. Here rests Mrs. 0 Connoil : and here will, 
doubtlesH, one diiy rent the remains of the man who ItaK 
made his name familiar throughout the world, for h'u 
MWrtlons in behalf of his oppressed counti?. Tbia is a

<>l fitch minor clauses, hinging on the great messnre, 
thii« Seduction Bill of Mr. 8pooner seems one, thouorh at 
tirst -siLrlil it. may apjicar aa if belon^'inir merely to that 
executive <-hi-.^"f law> called preventive .jtbr thin reason, 
that it reijuire- a certain anmunt of ei'.ucation liefore 
the individual can exlimate the full extent of a social 
wrongi Vf * moral dereliction, and wish to legislate 
thereon; and that no enactasent against the seducer, no 
punishment aoevar as preventative of proatiiuiion, will 
serve against thcaa monattnna cvlla of dvUiantlon like 
the tme spread of edneation, bnth physical md noral, 
anionir-^i all classes. Forif sednolioti. and ituncecR^arily 
all! ndant »in, be those more enjiecially ehargcaldc upon 
the u; )».T and miiidle ctaases of society, no leas are the 
lower debased hy a nirtn*»tro«s animalism, as destmctlve 
to society as to the individu al. 

We much admire the moral courage of Mr. Hpooner

Here in this subject of vaMtSiltj, wwlthta ft feoOMWd 
otber (bing^, muil be aetm iweon for s truer, wiwr, 
more enlightemd vepreMiitition of the people and 
their opinion^ ; for he it recollected that the morality 
of civi)i/..il iou tends not to develop new laws of political 
supremacy or governance, but to define and make 
aciivc thu simple ones existing, and divine from Ood. 

Not thftt 1 think any bill agaiait seduction will 
serve other parpo.sc than a check ; nor any punii>hmcnt 
more tluin partially remove the strona^Kt and mo«t 
clArini : OTideiifie of i>mlitutioD. SlUl, it is Icgi t i ng 
in the right dlreeUon, that the hitherto money pcuitliy 
of the ticiluecr f^hould l>c changed into a p. y recog- 
nised by the l.iw* of felony ; ami that the bivuieil a-j^ciito 
of crime should come wittiiii the reach of jsunishment 
more stringent and cll'ct'tive than the waggiuU-l-'aUtafr- 
likc reproof of sapient justiceship. Juribts have hitherto 
held tliu ohjoction to the xoakiag leducUon panUbablc 
under the laws «f felony, that one party alone being 
Rubjoot to the penalty, it iroald leave a triy open for 
immoral and dcKigniug women to coerce In the worst 
form, and with the worst motive^. This ol>jeetion 
mis^lit ?>e in a pn'at measure reniuved \i\ decliirin;^ 
Bedintiou felony, iuipditaiting botli parlies alike, and 
. bringing both within the power of the game punish- 
IBMlt.) But aa I hare before laid, advanced education 
iMongai the higher daiMS, developing HmM both 
tiifongh the belter tniderstaading and mi>p1iestion of 
the rip:ht« and duties of morality; and trlucation in 
combination with a more equable dislriinuion of woaUh, 
and a wiser sanitary contrui both Ity the individual find 
through the guvurumeui; wiUpiuduee r<esuha not other- 
wise, or by other conditions, attainable. The greatest 
writer upon this anomaly ttf civilised and deose^popa- 
Utcd nations. Parental J aehatilet, proves thai tgnonnce 
tod destitution are the two great agents of demoraliza- 
tion ; though I difler with him, as many of onr greatest 
writer*, both ethical and medical, lia\e since done, that 
prostitution is an evil inseparable fiuiu a hitrh state of 
civiliy-ition. (.'ertaiuly with ihiit opinion I differ, mo^t 
uncomprouiistngiy did'er, m one that negatives the true 
progrcas of nationii, and the purity and perfection of the 
natucal Iaws. Let the political eoooomistk the Uw* 
maker, the aalfiah wealth monopo1iat» bo ehaimd with 
this crime of prostitntion, and not what it ftbuy oailed 
the inherent evil of man's nature. 

Out of the 4,'170 pro-titutcs in thocityof Paris, some- 
where about 1835, it was fmud that 2,232 were unable 
to write, (Hit of 828 re^ji-tr uioDK of birth, only four 
had any preteoAions to rank ; out of 'i,iOO provincial 
Mgislratiooa th«i«ial(t wtretlie Hmej and out of 3,084, 
(MUy three possessed property; «| oHM abowiag the 
error of the long receive<l opinion that imwats many of 
the women of towns witli birth and connexions. The 
fiathcrs of one third t»f tlic women registered were un- 
able to write their names; this, too, in Paris, vliere 
primary instruction in almost universal ; one fourth uf 
the women themselves were found to bo of illegitimate 
birth, of whom only one-half were acknowledged by 
their fathers ; thus proving, incontestably, thai itia the 
ranks of indigent squalor and d^gnMtation. that anpplj 
tiie human material of crime. 

^Vhen I speak thus of edueation as the extension 
power of niomU, aiid th^ pi-eventativc of crime. I, of 
euur-ie, speak of it relatively. Whilst the extreme-, of 
wealth oud poverty exist.— whiUl» ou the one hand, then 
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la an OT«rwketviing monqr power, nutehed on the other 
by a ftara neeesKity powcr~Uie critnes of sedacUon and 

prostitution will exist. Whilst wc have a degraded, 
brutalized, unhealthy population, disrcicrardcd alike by 
the slate tmd the better tauL'ihl cla-ses— nhil.st trade by 
resitrictive laws, and money laws, gives rise to the lot- 
tery Rubnistence to-day, and starvation to-morrow — no 
penal enaetmenta will repreaa crimes against motali^ : 
but, when the kpdation of ooontriea u so ftr emried 
out, tliat early marriages will cease to be reprardcd as 
crimes, aad offsprinj? as nu.sfortunes ; when wom.an is 
better educated, and man more a ficlf governor ; when 
adult ago is protracted, till both body and mind, ma- 
tared, have perfected that reserve and delicacy so enno- 
bling to both man and wonua i then shall be falsified 
the assertion that ctvUilntion emnot advance witbowt 
spedfie eiime. The near eonality of male and female 
births indicates that nature intended the marriage of all 
unr>. si rieted by disease and (kformity; whereas, nuder 
present social reiuriilatious, thousands of bnman creature* 
pcri.-h v itlioul scarcely an affect ion of their nature 
having been brought into action : and crime aud diJt- 
easc, both of body and mind, supplant those faculties 
and insUnets intteded by the J>ivin« Crentor of the 
UidTsme for onr exaltation and oar happlneaa. 

The population thcorv', like all other theories based 
npon no ;,'n'at poncnii law, lias tlied a rii,'htful death, 
that of oblivion. W'c shall find the true restrictive 
power, ne^t to that uf improved and plentifal subsist- 
ence, lies in education, which, productive of forethouj^fat 
and conscientiousness, will restrain marriages till means 
are sure of both raising and supporting the condition of 
offspring. With the earth fruitful aa it is, with whole 
eonntifes still waste, with one-Bcrcnth of the com land 
of Europe yet untillcd, with (he knowlwI;,'c that man's 
power over the soil incrca&ai with his own intellii,'enee, 
with the startling fact before us, "that if only the 
present improvements in agriculture were genermilr 
ad9ptod» and the reclaimable waste lands cultivated, 
every aere «f arable land nidit be made to produce 
threeM]aarteni of wheat. wAmA m lestfftoit Ihf anerape of 
many of our counfica ; it would follow (hat l^O.orio.oiMi 
to 180,00t»,000 of human beiiii;s miglit be maiul^intd 
with ease and comfort from the territory of Great Bri- 
tain alone ;" there nwd l»eno fear that man is to perish, 
or his infinite procuress L>e stayed, through the law 
of bis Ood-commanded prolificncss. It is, moreover, 
a known fact to physiologists, that the population of 
well-fed nations doea not iocnaaa ia the ratio of those 
nations whose people are In a ttarrlng or half-AdooB* 

I dition. Plentiful and nutritious food is combined wHIl 
a physical law tlial restricts excessive niimbers. 

With this theory annihilated ami passed from men •* 
minds, with me.uH of 8ub«isl4:uce more caiily obUuned 
through a belter systcia of distributive laws, early mar- 
risges, and the natural law of popnUiiion, will come into 
foroe. In the meanwhile^ to (hfs perhaps long ys( 
certain coming, I would have men and women of all 
clas.<<es look around them with fearless disregard of 
small niceties and narrow opiniou-i.

Tho j,'rf!it (.l-jeL-t of the hrcathing- 
apparaiuH of the higher animals is to expoi«e at large a 
surface of Blood as poMible to fhe iaflucnoc of the Air, 
through tho rery thin membranooa walla of the vomoU 
iritbin which the Blood !• always emifiaed. Thia is 
aoOMBpliahed by distributing tlie Blood, in a network 
of veiwls 80 cloao as to be almost like a continuous 
surface, iiikhi the walls of the aiM clls ; thi- arrangement 
l>t:Lug such, iliat each network of miuuit: veaselo (or 
capillaries) in exposed to air on both sidea. It is 
obvious that the greater the extent of partition-surface 
between the air celU. the gveeter will bo the quantity 
of Blood capable of beinf eaptwtd at maj on* time to 
the iaflMBee of the Air; and that wo tee how the 
minuteness of the snbdivi-ion of the Iuiil-s it a imich 
more complete test of their efiK-teney ai hrtatiiiiif^ 
organs, thao is their em ire si/c or ibe tnKnuity of air 
they hold at once — so that Ihi' hin^n of a Mou»c may 
bring the blood and the air mi o contact over a much 
larger surface than thoee of a Snake, although the latter 
may be fif^y Umca (he alw. 

Tlie Blood la flonvinred to the Lunsrs in a stat« the 
iMme aa that which is drawn from a vein (a»> in ordirutr/ 
hlei'.lUi.;! ; Wdii;: chii-ny di^iiiij-iu-hrd by it;* dark or pnr- 
plo tint imni the red or llorid biood which flown whcD an 
artcrj' i* wounded This venous blood is that which has 
passed through tlie capillaries, or minute TCHOla of the 
l>o<iy in general, and in on its way back to the ImMI. 
During it^t paaaigo through the &bricv it loeea a portion 
of its Oxygen, and taken op in ita stead the Carbonic 
Acid which is produced hy )h.> vnrinus operation^ dc- 
scriljcd in the la.st jiaper: and it i« this alumitou 
■wdiich i-» the cauKo of it^ ihaiiL^c of e.dour. In this 
eonditiou it returns to ihc lienrt. ; and it is then pro- 
pelled, hy the force-pump action of that organ, through 
the Uige vesacU, which diairibute it throogh the 
mliMita network epreMl oat on the valU of the idiHsdli 



of the longs. Thus it beoomea expoeed to Ute inflotneo 
of tho Atmwphcte; and the change which la then 

efiTected in lu condition takM place in moat exact 

accordfince with tho principle* already stated; the 
Cirliouie Acid of tin- Blood being lifted o^t, nnd 
rcphio d hy Ihc «i\y(:ca ot the Air; 1,174 part* of 
the hitter heiiiir absorlted into the Ultjod for every 
1,000 [.arts ot Carbonic Acid removed from it The 
liquid I hen regains ita florid hue, and is returned to 
the heart by a Mt of veesda that eolleet it firom tha 
capillary networlc of the lunge; theace to be propelled 
througli tlie body, not merely to replace l>y the tiuiritire 
materials it contuin* the ronlinual lo^s which the fahric 
sustains hy decay, liut .al^o to furnish 'r. h ■ nerve^ and 
muscles the supply of Oxygen which they require aa 
one of the chief conditions of their activity. The 
rapiditj of the circulation of the Mood through tb« 
body 1mi feferenee lather to thlt dennnd for Oxyg«n, 
than to the want of nutritive materials ; for the latter 
might be supplied in sufficient amount by a much le^a 
active movement— as we see in Instci*. where the 
Dxygcn is conveyed to the tis<iues. and the CArl<ouie 
Acid set free from them, not through the medium of 
the blood, bat by the direct penetration of air througli 
a moat beaatiful pytitemof wnneUng air-iuhc«, which 
convey it ioto the mlaotaifc jwita of tha bod;. And 
every one knowt how much Rreaiblne >Bd Circulation 
in Mar rite .|uick' nrd t»y exercise , the he;irt and Uin.;> 
beini; euiscd to aei more encrjre! ically, in order to 
-:i]iply the increased dciii;ui<l tor <lx\:;cn «liich is tlius 
<,-rcated, and lo carry ofl the Carlionic Acid as fast aa it 
in produced hy the action of the Nerves and ModM^ 

It ia well kaown to Cbemisu that anjmwMve of 
Carbonic Add eoatalnt exactly ita own mcnmre of 
Oxygon ; that is, it may be regarded aa Oxygen in 

■ which a certain proportion of Carbon is dissolved <aa it 
were) without any alierati >n in itfi hulk. Wc see, ihen, 

■; that of the 1,174 parts of Otygen which are absorbed 
into the blood as it pai^ses through (be lungs, 1,t>00 are 
declined to be given off again in tiie form of Carbonic 
Acid; and it U a veiy intarcating inqaiir — vhat 
becomoa of the lamalnlng 174 parts I Of tlMMt k JNir> 
tion Menu to ntilto with the Hydrogen furnhdiea hy 
various .»Hhstanecs in the Idood, and lliin to prodnro 
Wat«r, the vapour of which forms a part of that lireathed 
forth from the lungs every time that we enijty the 
che^t ; .'^nd in this manow it will contribute (as for- 
mcTly sliown) to soitain the nece««arj' Hoat of the 
body, tuber portioai combine with ealphur. pboe- 
phonti, and other eobateaoes taken in aelbod; irllick 
are destined to be excreted in the for n of acids. The 
interesting fact, upnn whicli wo would fix the attention 
of our nailers, i;* the precise adaptation which exist* 
helween this additional demand for Oxygru in the 
liviiii: hody, over and above that which is to be exhaled 
again as Carl>onic Acid, and the ph^cal law which 
regulates the intcrdmage^ and which nere*»ilate* the 
entrance of 1.174 porta of Oxygen into the Blood, for 
every 1,000 parts of Carbonic Acid that pass out of It. 

But all this heautifiil and curious api-aratos, so chil>o- 
rately adapteii to secure to the Bh>o<l the requisite 
infiironcc of the nir, would t>e entirely tisch-s*, wre it 
not kept in continual action. The quantity of iilood 
diffused over ike walla of the air-cells at any one 
moment ia eooipwaiUTel; smell ; and a rapid and coo* 
Btaat renewal of It i« provided for hj the netloa of the 

heart, every pu1s:it!i)n of whieh draws tow.irds if sorre 
of that whicli h.is h''en )ii;rified in the limtf^, .11, d 
Iransiniis to (licin a flesh supply, f'n the other h'lt.d, 
the Air contained in liiu nir-cells would l«c soon ren- 
dered ico impure to be capable of exerting its beneficial 
iailaencc on the Blood, if it were not continoalhr re- 
newed by the novemeate of reeplratlon (or bieathrng) ; 
aqnanlity of fresh .Air. containing onc-fiffb of it^ bulk 
of Oxygen, and fi-ce from the taint of Carbonic Acid,

with etch expiration, or emptying of the chwt. we 
c\|iol 3 large part of that which hir> :riven up a portion 
of its Oxyiicn, and ha* rcceli'Cfl 'lia products of the 
coi7i!>iistioii priii'<'-is.;s ■^iMiii; oti witliitj the body. It ift 
impi.»--itilc I" <'<>nteukpUte all ihi< elaborate and perfect 
adapta!) III. ni'hout being Mrongly imprcKoed wiih the 
belief that an Intelligent l)e«ign bM been engaged in 
devteins i^t 'I*''* espeeiallf, when we tnwe 
the eune pneral plan in tiie conefnieH«Q tint nettoii 
of the breathing or^n» throoj^hoat the entire Aninal 
Kingdom; the variulionn which we meet with bitving 
reference to the rcHpectirc waals of the several lribc« 
(>r aiviiiaU. and (be circnmatMieee in which tbey are 
d&<<tiaed to live. 

It in scarcely po«»ible to exaggerate the importance 
of the changes whieli the simple act of breathing — 
performed fi 'tcfn or Iwrcnty limes in every minute, in 
alecp ae in our waking hoant, without enj deeign or 
altentioD on our own parte, bnt, a* It were, like the 
movcnient-i of an anioniaton— is destined to cffiJct in 
th' liviui; body. Tlicrc Is scarcely a more violent 
/'■>i-'/n iliun Carbonic Acid < 'f i.his ji li^DUfni'^ pn^, 
thiii'i liii rn thomand cvUir 'f j are protUiLVtl n\ the 
body of nn active :i>liilt iii ilo every rfrty; which i* at 
the avaraee rate of more than twenty-ivt cubic inches 
per miHUfe. If it be not got rid m as fa>«t as it is 
Ainued, the moat iigurione oonecqnencei apeediiy ebow 
themseires. It niajr eontribate to make the iniportanoe 
of the perfectly free performanee of thia fhlMlion better 
nndentooil, if the raodo in which fte Interrtiptton 
afl'ccts the l<u<.;l\ ])Mwere be exptaiiicd. ^Ve «!tl -.ap- 
pose, then, tli.it !Uj.«me mode orothcrthe air •.uuiu^iiicd 
io the liiui's ifi cuiifined there, iu-io.ni of beint: ex- 
changed fwr a fresh supply throuirh ll»e windpipe; — 
as happens in drowning, strani^ulation. etc. The blood 
continuea to flow for a time throojrb the network of 
▼eeeela oa the air-cells ; b.it it no longer undergoes its 
wontod renofatlon during ita pesaase, for the air to 
which ft la expoeed beeomea (rredually more and more 
tainted with cirboiiie aoid. .nrni lases more and more of 
the oxygen whieli it li i> to impart. The blood returns 
Im the lii'.kM. tlirrit..rc, witliout being fnflieit ntly 
aerated (or renovated by expof.irc to Ihe air), and if 
we open an artery in any part of the Innly, the fluid no 
iQOget prescnta the bright scarlet tint which It ought 
to poascss, but has more of the dark j u j Ic hue of 
venoua blood. Now, in thia oondltion it ia not fit to 
aei upon the aobatanco of lb 3 bndn, nerree, mneelea, 
etc. in the manner which is required for the proper 
performance of their functions ; for it want* a pari of 
the oxTi;L'ii »liich it (in;;:it i<i contain, and it is charged 
with curln iiic acid nf whieli it ought to have got rid. 
The c(-ii-ie*iiieiire H. that in a very short time after the 
breatbio'.; process has been suspended, the scn>«es are 
twndeied dull, the muscular power i« greatly weakened, 
and the mind itailf beoomea eonfuMd ;— and all this, 
ho it itmemhered, becanao the blood hae not been pro- 
perty purified by exposure to air. Now, one of the 
eonstquenctrs of the general weakening of the mnscnlar 
j'dvicr is, iliat the f.nci' pump action of ibe 1j. art is no 
luu^er exeeuud wnli it.< proper viifitur : .irid :he entire 
cirodation becouie- l iTitrmd, Thi< is ih.T' parii'-n'arlT 
the case, however, with the iviixKige of blo^nl througfi 
the lungs, which is retarded from the very moment 
that the due exchange of air ia checked ; and when the ' 
air which they contain Ina become SO loaded with car- 
bunie acid aa no longer to reliete the blood of that of 
which it has to get rid, the morement of the fluid 
through the v. -*i Ih vf the Imigi ceases altogether, so 
that the hojri ,~ :iciinii and ihc entire circulation 
thuiiigli the ImhIv .irc lir>iiiL;lif (o ;i ^r:llld. Thi'* hap- 
pens in » warm-blooded animal, within about three 
mlnntoa after tho eompiele Moppago of tho hnntliiiig- 



praeeee. Before (he drenlatioa' haa entinlf oeascd, 
however, the powers of the brain and nenrone system 

are altogether suspenilcd ; a state of death like insensi- 
bility comes nn , and altiueiudi vii;lent iiiu^cuhir iiiovc- 
ments arc scon for .i time, they art: of ^ couvuUiie 
nature, and ih> no' iti {ic:)te lh>? leist consi'iousnesa of 
suffering, or any remains of sensibility Now, sup- 
posing that fc^/br* the circnlation has -ntirely censed, 
but (ifter (he poisonouB influence of the carbonic acid 
upon the brain iuw t)een fiilljr exerted, and when no 
further effbrta at breathing are being made, the com- 
manleationiwtween the lunge and the outer air be again 
opened, the foul ga«es contained in the chest l)e profcd 
out, and pure air be intro<iure<l in its place,— what will 
then happen ' T' <■ H!i"<d » hich wa«alino>:t.«t:iLr:iiit' il in 
the VfMcls of the lunits lor want of that inHiiencc troin 
the Air on which its movement is partly dependent, is

original regniarity : aenetbtliif returns; tho individual

We have purposely brought fbrward an extrenecaee— 
that of eompletc suf'rocntion— in order (hut the violently 
ftoijxinou* properties of Cirbonlc Acid, and the deadly 
re!«uliB of its relent ion in theblowl cvenfom >hort tin.c. 
maybe clearly utulci stood. In the succettiinc p^ip< r, 
which will close lbi« division of our subject, wesb.ill w 
how initidinuA is thl« poi^m ; and how, from partial 
obstructions — permitted by ignonmcc or created by |)er- 
veneneia— to ita complete rcmovsl from the tody, 
thonsaods are annually hurried to au early grave, and 
tena of thoowida more are rendered uoheaiUiy ia bodj 
and ioae all lieabneaa and Tigour of mfaid.

The pr:a( i lta of association is eveiywhcrc making 
its way in iC/ciLty. It appears in a variety of jjarbs. 
and with various voealiularies ; but ^till, uinkT liilftront 
dre)u>«!<, theu^itil features of o)-o|H:ralioa are discerned, 
without the eye of a Lavaicr ; and gtill, without the aid 
of m polyglot, the sacred word of association U ejn<!!y 
read in almost all the reforni* now proposed fur tho 
btoefit of homanilj. Uanr GiUiet ia tellinc n* of the 
adTintMn of AiMcUted Uomea. It bai utoly faUen 
to my loW alio, to point out the uses of Mililar}' 
Agricultural CollcgeB, and to call attention to . those 
which have been succcar-fully (.stablisbcd l.y .Marslial 
Bugeaud, in Al^ria, My present object i« to nuticc 
a pamplilct entilltd "The United Service Family Col- 
legf," of which 1 L u l- been kindly furnished with a 
proof. 

Military AgricuUural Aaaoeiationa are dc&igoed for 
the eznploTiiiait, ia indnatrltl irorita, of tbegenvial ioI> 
dlanr, in tine of peace.

The p ro p oaed United Serriee Family College is, wc 
arc happy to say, baaed upon thi- I lea. Wo ran, ibcro- 
forc, with pleasure, awiRt in laying i(- details before 
th.vt portion of the public whom it more immediately 
coneorn*. a« wpII m before those who are interested in 
the Koneral oprcad of associative views, however little 
spccttic plans may bear upon their own poeitioot.

CinU ont tnlf, that naval and nilitaiy oflkers. who 
re boen loiHr abroad, an, on their retora home, 
eat ranged from general •ociety,and unite in social inter 
course principally with those of their own profrssion. 
Many difficulties inii>ede this intcrcourHc in i-.'l.iud 
life. He would, thcn-rop.', brini^ th«?m and their wire* 
and children to::etiirr, iiy a j'lan of a.v^>ciatiun — by a 
family club— which, while it iacilitalcd tho intercouiae 
mo«<t congenial to them, dMMdd,«t tlie same tima^eilbct 
•a eeomnqj in ej^aaiUtWibYiiydaainbte to all ebwRos, 
•ad paftlcnIarljrtothMt vhoae Income ia ndneod by 
letiiiBaBt from active UAu The locality of the a^^^o. ia 
I Ihna propoaed, is fixed at h<>m<r.

indeed, perhaps goes out of his way in liia attacka 
on continental ILTe. The clab-bouae is recommended 
to Jie eraetod ia thn conntiy, bat ia the vidaage of 
■omo Btaik«t>town or aea-portk The eatiia hrildiag ia 

to form either a crescent, or a centre edifice with two 
wings. The central edifice might comprise dining, 
coneeri, ball, librar)', card, billiard, and rcadinc; r^wmt, 
togeiLer with the kilehen and larder of thi e.-,t.iblish- 
ineat. The billing and bed rooms might ab- i be placed 
in tbo wings. On this point, likewise, it is proponed 
tliat a certain amount should be assessed as the rent of 
the public rooms, while the remaiaiDf rent should be 
diTided among the private apartmeBta. The estlmatea 
of the proposer fix tl>e rent of each room at ik«a thne 
to five pounds per annum, according to the dMreea of 
accommodation cnjr.ycd, and siippoiiing tliat tne rent 
of the public rooms vvould be equally assessed upon 
ilie l.tO privato lodgings. The breakfa-st*, it is bug- 
geetcd, should be private; the dinners public. For the 
common tabic, and a unitary common re«idcnc«,offioen 
and soldicre are already as well prepared as any class, 
by their haring 1mn» accustomed to the barraek, and 
the public flu»room. " AU the meaifaen mrald had/ 
laji onr author, "great advantage In tenumtf aad 
comfort, by dinini^ at llio general mesa table. Inva- 
lids, however, fcbould be aeeoniinodated with any tiling 
they might require in their private rooms. This ar- 
ranprmcnl would spare great ex]ien*c, rare, and trouble 
to e\ery family; tho!<e who, aceording to their present 
arrangements,' are obliged to keep two icrvants, would 
save the expense of one, and so in proportion ; together 
with a oonsidcrablc outlay for the nvrdiaae of moch 
taJble ftnaiturc, plate, linen, and kitchen ntendb: and, 
as in colleges, inns of court, and in famished apart- 
ments generally in Scotland and France, one man ser- 
vant may easily suffiee for four or more siiiple tutu, f -r 
lighting tlicir firen nnd cleaning their lotm.a ajid 
boots; and probably one female wrvant would suffice 
for two families, where ttiere arc no very youag chil- 
dren : since, as there would be no dinners to cook, there 
would be very little work for them to perform." Sob- 
Bcriptions to the general mess fund are to be paid 
monthly, in advance, and no dadnBtinu to be made for 
an absence of less than a week. Sdioola and leetnres, 
as well a.s music :ind d.ineing, are, of course, to l>e 
adjuncUi to the c»Uibli»-hniciil. Garden^, also, are 
rightly declared neccsiaries ; and, if possible, a farm 
is recommended as a useful auxiliary to nuch an in- 
stitution. 

Such is a sketch of the principal details of tfaia pro- 
posal for a United Sen ice } 'aini<'j Club. The economies 
and additioBBl eomforta of anch aa iaatitattoa, laaH 
b« m offdrat to thoae who think It over, at it ia la 

those who arc already friends of domestic association. 
The proposal, be It remarkcil, extends no further, if the 
attached farm be omitted, than to association in expen- 
diture. Itn mcmlwrs would unite their ineomcs only 
in griieral ron^ninption. That this as.soci.Tlion in ex- 
penditure simply is far more easily actualized, than is 
association in production and eimaumption as well, is 
clearly rooogaiaable. The nanhu- incomes of the 
memben of the United Bcrvtee nunily Clab, would at 
once fonn il« capital. It would not have toholabMmNl 
for, — it would be ready made. In an indastilal eonuan* 
nity.and the e ,n>crnplion of which is ni,"\inly dcjK'nilcnt 
ii[M)n it« j>ri"h!riion, a two ycarx' provision ba» to lio 
made beforehand, by a Kubscribed capital, pcntrully 
estimated by sanguine souls at an amount which is 
insufficient, except on paper, for the maintenance of 
the BMmhera, natil tlieir eropa an aiaritetable. It la a 
iUlu« ia thin Btttter doaa wUeh bu heea the deatroc- 
tion of many industrial eommnaltiaa. The Daited 
Herviee Family Club, however, would be ia tto danger 
of foundcrinp on this jminl. The regular incomes of 
its mcmbwrs would siiuply be uuited, accordinir to a 
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Mslc of nagmmli, im oaiH «imp l k >— to tiiMndiuire. 
The pUn M to mif, mmA vilt M Ibond w AdTaatageoiu 

to tlioxe for whom it is designed, that, in conclusion, 
ir« Kiacereljr truel Uut H will be embraced bjr them.

These are old trui-in.s : poiSfeibly, idle onei: — and many 
will say, leading to nothing.

Ax tbe moment wlien Haas Chiiatiaa Andeiaen is in 
this coontry, we believe that we esanot preeent to onr 

rta<ler« a niort" acwplahk' >.'ilt ilianan excellent portrait 
and lucnioir uf" ilii- (.xtnioidinarj luau. Whether 
ri'g;triU'<l an iIjl Imiiiaii lieiiij; n^■^crting in Lis owa 
person the true nohility of mind and moral worth, or 
the man of genius >^ho!<e woiks uUnio have milled kiui 
from tbe lowest poverty and obHcurii^-, to be an honoured 
nest with lungs snd quoeoa, U&na Chriallan Ande«|L-u 
la one of tbe most remsrlmbls snd intemsting m^ of 
his day. 

Like most men of greal original talent, Im' i~ cinjiha- 
tically one of the ]>eople ; and writing a-- l.e lia.^ <Kiiie, 

f>rinui[>ally popular life, he lieyi rii't?. » hat he him-clf 
ia>« suffered and feetn. I'overly or hanl-hip. howeverj^ 
never soured his mind; on the contrarj-, whatever he lias 
written is singulsrij gonial, and sboanda with tbe most 
kindly and nntvefsal qrmpathjr. Human lili^with all 
its tmls, privation;), and its tears, ia to him a holy 
thing ; he lavs h ire the heart, not to liring forth 
hidden and iiM'lr jijvs.-ions or erimc>, l ut to how 
bow lovely it i>* in itK siniplieity and tiulU ; huw 
toiiehing in its weakne<v-e-- and it> ^horl cfin iiigs ; lu-w 
much it ia to be loved and pitied, and bwiue aud hlriun 
with. In tlMMi* tUa great writer, wiUt sU the ardour of 
a Strang poetioal nature^ and witk gnat power in 
ddiaeaUng paasion, ts eminently Olirisuan in spirit. 

It is a great [ih-M^ure tu me that I have been the means t>f 
mailing the principal work- of ilau.s Christian Andersen 
known, throuirh ray tnui-la'il'U*, to the lhHi^h puhlie; 
they have been well received hy Ibem. and I now ha<(eu 
to give our readers a slight uuuioir ol iheir author, 
drawn from tbe True Storv of lua own Life, »eut by hiiu 
to me, for translation, and which b Just now published 
by the Mesara. Liongman. Tba portrait whioh scoom* 
panies this was kindly lent to us, for the use of onr 
Jouniiil, hy Carl Hartinann, a young Oennan artist 
of great promise, now residing at ^'a 7, Statt'ord-rvw, 
Buclringham Gals, and who alio ia % Mead of the 
poet. 

The Ijither of Hani ChrUtian Andenea was a shoe- 
maker of Odenae. When acaroely twonto, he married 
n young girl about as poor as Umsdf. The poverty of 
tlus couple msybe imagined from the clreuuiatanoe that 
the house afforded no better bed!>tcad than a wooden 
frame, made to .nupport the eoflin of nomit eount in the 
neighbourhood, wlK>^e Wly lay in state before bis 
interment. Thi-s frame, covered with hhiek cloth, and 
which the >oung -hoemaker purchased at a very low 
price, served as the family ledstead many years. Upon 
this hnmhls hed wss boniyOnthoseQOBdQf ApiilflSOA, 
Hans Christian Andersen. 

The father of .VndcrH U wa.'* not without edueation ; 
his mother wa- ttu- kinde l nf luiman beings; tbi;y 
lived on the b -t |. rm- with eiii li ol li r, Imt ^t•,lI ll'e 
husband w:»h not hapjy. He riad eomedie* ubd tin 
Arabian Tale'*, and made a jmppet iheaire for his linle 
son, and ofi«n on Sundays took him out with iUm into 
the woods round Odenae, wliin \ha solitude waa con- 
genial to his mind. 

Andersen's grandmotlier had also great influence over 
him, and to l:i r lif was f^reatly atl;iehcd. She wa.^ 
employed in taking; care ol a garden iKionging to a 
lunatic a-ylum, and here he Mpeut most of the summer 
afternoon^ of his early childhood. 

Among hi.4 earliest recullcctioni is tlie residence of 
the Spaidards in Funcn, in tbe yesrs 1»08 and ISOi). 
A 6ol««r of an Astoriaa regiment took him one day in 
his afm% danced with him amid tears of joy, whleh no 
doubt wan oslled fbrth by the remembrance of a child 



he had lefl at home, and presped the Madonna to hiii 
lips, which occasioned great trouble to bis pious mother, 
wno wa.H a Lutheran. 

In Odenae at that time many old feativlti^ were still 
ia nse^ whidi made a deep impression upon the boy, and 
w«ra iMiso mneh msitariai laid op in hia richly pootieal 
mind for after use, as all who am fiunliisr with his 
work* must he well a" ;ir< . His father, among other 
work-i, industriously read in his Bible. One thiy be 
clob.ed it with these words: " Christ became a man lik? 
unto us, but a very uneomuion man \ " at which his 
wife burst into tears, greatly distressed and shocked at 
what she called " blaapbcu^y." This made a derp 
impression on the boy, and he prayed in secret for the 
soul of h is father. Another day his ftther ssid, " Tbers is 
no other devil but what a man bears in IdsonhresH 1* 
Attcr which, finding his arm i^eratrhed one momlng 
when he awoke, his wife ."-aid it wu- a ptinlshment of 
the devil, to Icaeh him his real e.xiftenee. 

The unluippy temper of the father increased from 
du' to dsj; no Unged to go forth into the world. At 
that time war was lagtaig iiL Gonnaqy* Kapole<m was 
hhi hero, and as DeniMgidi tiad now allied itself to 
France, be enlisted as % private soldier in a recruiting 
regiment, hoping that some time or other he might 
return a-* a lieutenant. The neighbuur-, however, 
thought it Wits a lolly to lei hiiu.->eTf be shot for no 
purpose at all. The i i rps in which he r>crved went no 
iarthor thui Holatein; the peace su<.-oecdcd, and the 
poor dioemakor rstnmcA to his trade, only eitsgiiucd to 
l^vc seen no servios^ nor oven bcvn ia biwifa lands. 
Rut though he had seen no aervieo. hia HmMIi had 

vi d : lie awoke one morning delirioiLi, and taUccd 
..i .ii.t lauipaigns and Nai'uleou. Yui^t^ AudersoBj 
then nine year- (dd, Was scut tO ths n^J^^ lil|f||0 i» «^ 
coun-cl Irom a wise woman. 

" Will my poor father die!" imiuircd ho, aaxioaaly. 

" If thy liather viU die," repliea ah^ " khottii4tfliicet 
his ghost on thy ^ay home." 

Terrified almost oat of his seasM last he ahookl meet 
the ghost, he net out on his homeward way, and reached 
his own door without any such appa^ritioii pre- nting 
itself; but for all that, his father diod on the ihini day. 

From this time, youug Andersen was left to himM.:;. 
Tho whole instruction that ho over reosived waa in a 
charity sohool, and consisted of r«sdiag^ WT^hSft aad 
arithmetiflb hut ni the two Iwt tift km»mtntttU9- 
thing. 

.Vb ii rtii- I nie he was engaged by the widow of a 
elergvm,i.n ui < Men^c, to read aloud to her^iclf and her 
sister-in-l.iw. She was the wiilow of a clergyuian who 
bad written poems. In this hou.-.e .\nderscu brst beard 
the ap|>ellation of pott; and saw with what love tbe 

?>etical talent of the deceased pastor wxs regarded, 
hia aunk desfJjrinto his mind ; no read ira^cdies, and 
rcMolTod to heeome a pooi^ as tala good man had boea 
before him. 

He wrote a tragedy, then fon.\ whioh tho two ladisa 
praised highly; it wa'* handed atiout in manuscript, and 
people hiiiglied at it, and ridieuleil hiui as ihe •' play- 
wriU'r " '1 his wounded him so docply. that he passnl 
one whole night weepii^j, and was only pacified, or 
rather, siloneedi biy his mother threatening to giro him 
a good bttting Ibr his ibily. Spite, however, or hia lit* 
success, he wrote again and again, studying, among other 
devices, German and Fr»«nch word.*, u> give dignity to 
his diii!ogne. Agaui the » hole town re^d hi.s pro<luc- 
tiou'-', and the \>i<\^ sh^ uted alter him aa he went, " Lc")k ! 
look ! tiiire goes the i>ia\-wiiler : " 

One day he t(Htk to his srhoolmaster, as a birthday 
praaeat, a garland with whidi ho had twistod up a little 
poen. The achoolmaater was aagiy with him; lie saw 
notiiing bat fblly and fUse quantftMs in tho Towoi, aad 
thus the poor lad had nothing but troulilioaad team 

The worldly affairs of tbe mother grew worw aad 
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^oraa, tad U bm* «f hia tee earned money in a mann- 
faOttKj wMr H WM i«KMv«d thai than alio H«im 
Cktbtiaa almld ba acat. Hia old gnndnotber took 

him to tLe maoufftctory, and shed bitter tears hccaiist,- 
Ihe lot of the boy wa« ao early toil anil sorrow. Ttie 
workmen in (he lavtory were principally (icrnian, and 
ctucorehng that Aoderwo hiwl a hae vuiuta, aiiti kaew 
tnauy popular tonga, they made him tiing to them while 
the other boys did hiii work. He knew liimself that 
he had a good voice, bccauee the neighboum always 
li«ien«d when he aang at boma, and onoe a whole party 
of rich people had Mtopped to bear him, and had praiaod 
ht'^ beautiful %uic<.>. Hvuryliodj ilk tlie ■umiwkor}' 
injinl hiiu wilL cijual delight. 

" I can act comedy a.* well ! " said the poor hoy one 
day, eucountged by their applauae, and began to reeito 
whale Bcencfl from the corned ic« which bis father lukd 
been in tlia habit «f reading. Th« tporkma wm 
delightad, and the othar bcTa warn nadalo do hb taaka 
while lie ama«cd tliem all. Thin smooth life of rumo ly 
acting and ainging btslcd but for a aliort time, and he 
returned Ikiiid;. 

" The boy mkLil ^o and act at the theatre ! " many of 
the neighbours said to lii.^ mother ; but as »he kucw of 
no other theatre than that of the atcoUing phijcnt 'he 
Mhook her bead, and faiolnd fatbar to fn% bar eon 
•MraUtoa to a lailor. 

He «aa no* twelte, and had notbtng to do; he 

de^u'.jr.d, tlicrtfore, tliu cuiitcnd* of t'v< ry l>uok whii-li 
v-iiiiL' in ln?> way. His favourite reiuiini; waj* ;in old 
pru>t Uan-liition of Sli;ik-perc. From this, with lit'lu 
figures wiiicb be made of pasteboard, he performed the 
whole of King Lear, and the Merchant of Venice. 

itaderaeti A paaaion for reading, and hia beaatiful 
roiea, had in the meantime drawn npfni him <ba atten- 
tion ot Mveral of the higher families of the city, who 
int/odaoed him to their bouses. His simple, chtld lika 
Kl-Iiih i iiir. his •.v.jn lcri'u! luoinory, and his sweet voice, 
g^ tic to hiui :i pc-uUar cluirui ; people talked of hint, 
and he S4X/I1 h:td nj;iciy friends; amongothers, aC'olontl 
Gnklhor^i:, brother to the weU-kaowa poet of that name, 
and who afienmida iBtisdooad bbn to Prinoa Gbriatian 
of i>«Ma«rit. 

About thb tirna bia Bother mairlad a aeeood titne. 
and aa the step-iatber would not spend a ponny, or 
any Ibini; for her sonV education, he h;id still m<>rv 
Icifiirc Ha had no [ihiyfellows, and often w.indciid 
by biiuMiU' U> the neighbouring forc«l, or !(cate«i bini<>::lf 
at home, in a comer of the house, and dressed up little 
dolls for hia Uicatie, hia aoother in the aoaaiitime 
thinking (bat»aa ba vaa daat i a e d fpc » UiUtt, tUa was 
•UfoodpitaCioa.

On thus oci^i^hin ho liad his first |.iiir of Ihh.i- ; he 
:iA y. rx vuiii of them, uml that all the w.irkl 
cu::lit -.ee them, he pulled thum up over hi-* tnnisir.' 
An old x<-mpt«tr< s« was employed t^iuutko him a coufirma- 
tiun-auit out f^>f bi» deceased father's great coat. Ncvor 
baibro had be bean anaiaaiBd of auah axaallant eloth(^ ; 
«b« very tboaigbia of tben dbrtnrbad Ua devotlona on 
the day of consecration. 

It had been determined that .\nderaen was to be 
apprenticed to a tailor ofttr hiis < imlirtoalinn, but he 
e»rne*tly bMOu^rht hiii mmher to ;;ivc uj> tbi« idea, and 
ciifisLnt to hisiroini; to ("ii[>eiihai,an, that he micht iret 
eiiipl jyiaenl at the tluMin.' tlu n:. He read to her the 
Iivc7« (•{ oelebrated men who bad been quite aa poor as 
hiBMetf, awl aanuad bar that he also woald ana dajr l«e 
s eeUbtated muL For aavenl year* ha had b<^cn 
boan!I:ik' tip h'n nMn-'y ; lie liad imw itl,.uit thirty 
■hilluij^'T!, Kiii.'Ii»li, *hi':h .se^.ui'.d tit liitii an iuexhaufiti- 
hle sum. Ac Ko<>ti as his mother henrrl of this fund, her 
heart inclined towards his wi«heii, and »he promised to 
consent on condition that they should consult a wise 
,aad thai bia going or atajriagahoold bodecided 



by her augury. The aibyl was fetched to the hoQfe,Bnd 
after she had read the «aida» and atndtad Um c«iR»a> 
grounds, she pronoaneed tba«« word* : 

" Your »Hin will heeoine a great man. The city of 
Odcnsc will one day he illuuiinated in bis honour." 

A projiheey like this removed all douhtH. 

" (to in Goil'<« name 1 " imid bis mother, and he lost 
no time in preparing for hia great journey. 

Soae one had mentioiMd to blin a oertaia ftmala 
dancer at the Royal Tbaatra aa a penon of great 
influence ; he obtained, therefore, from n gentleman 
universally esteemed in Odense a letter of introduc- 
tion to this lady ; and with this, and his thirteen rix- 
dollan*, he commenced ih*i journey ua which depended 
his wh(de fate. His mother accompanied him to the 
city gate, and there hia good old graodmotber met him ; 
abokiaMdUn with maivtaai^ bj awad bbn, aad be

he felt lidw forloni he wa.=i in the world ; he stepped 
.n.side from the road, fell on his knee^', and lie.«oiiL;ht 
'Hid to he hin friend, lie rose up comforted, ami 
walked on through lown>» and villagew, until on Mon- 
day monung, the 6th uf September, 1819, he saw the 
towers of Copenhagen ; and witbbla litUa imodla nndar 
his arm. be entered that great eltj. 

On the daj after his arrival, dressed In his eonftnna- 
tioB-eoH, he betook himself, with his letter of introduc- 
tion in his lumd, to the hiuise of the all potential dancer. 
The lady allowed him to wail a l"ng time on the sicpji 
of her house, and when at Icnpth he entered, his 
awkward, aiuij lc Whaviour and appearauoe displeased 
her; she fancied him insane, more particularly as the 
gentleman from whom h« broqgbi tba latter 
unknown to her. 

He next went to the diiMtor Of tbo thetn), ; 
ing some appuintuieuU

he obtained. 

" < III. replie<l poor Andersen, " only aOMMI

But the director would make no agnaownt Of tfda 
kind, and than informed bim thait tbay atgagad aaM 
at the tbaatra bat peopdc oTedveatlon. fWt aattlfdtbe 
question ; he had nothin)* to s^iy on hi* own behalf, 
and, dejected in spirit, went out into the street. He 
knew no human creature; he thought Of doatil, and 
this thought turned bi» luind to God. 

" When everything goes advcrseljr," said he, " then 
Ood will h«lp ma i it ia written so m aveiy book that 
I ever read, and In Gkid I will put my tmat ! " 

Dura and weeks went on, bringing with them nothing 
Iwt disappointment and despair; bis money was all 
gone, and for some time he worked «ith a join.. r At 
length, as, with a heavy heart, h<- w.-vs walkin;^ one day 
along thecrowiled streelsof the city, it ocriirn.<l 1 1 him 
that m yet nolMxlv had heard his hno voice. Full of 
this thought, he hastened at once to the hou-e of 
IVofeosor Bibooi, where a large party happened to be at 
dinner, and among the gueat.* Baggcsen, the poet, and 
the celebrated composer, I'rofewtor \Vi y-*' He knockc<l 
at the dotir, wbieh was opened by a feui.Tle servant, and 
to her he rcta'ei!. i|nlte open -hearted ly, h .w fMrhrn and 
friendless ho was, and how great a dc«irc be had U> l»e 
engaged at the theatre ; the youn-: woman went in 
and related this to (he eompanj. AH were intereabed in 
the little adventurer; ba waa ordered in, and deaired 
to slngt and to giva aoma aoaaaa front Uolbafg; Oao 
I of tbasa aeonaa bora a naemUaaca ia Ua own BMb«* 
choty circumstatii * s. ;itid he bniat tnto toaia, Thi 
company applauded hun 
I '• 1 pr oj lu'i-y," said liaL'L'cscii, " thif (hoi; « iU turn 
out souiethiug remarkable, only dou t, I'e' omc vaii< 
j when the puMio admiree thee." 
I Proiiaiaor ttiUml promised lounediaielj tbAl he would 
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cultivate Andersen's voice, and dial le should make 
bis ilcl.ut at the Tlioatjrtt iioyal. He bad a good friend 
too in rrufessor WejM, and a year and a half were 
apeul in elenMntuy inttnicUoo. But a neir misror- 
imie mkr twfUl haa ; h* loat Ui beMtiftil Toice, and 
BiboDi coonselled himtopntliiimelf totome handicraH 
trade. He once more seemed alMndoaed to a hopele^s 
fate. CaetinfT al>out in liis mind wLo might potuibly 
befriend him, hu bethought liiuiHclfof the poet Oiildboi^, 
whose brother tlic colonel had been so kind to iiini in 
OdcnM. To him he went, mu\ in him ho happily found 
a Mend ; allhongh poverty still pursued mm, and bin 
auffeiiqg% vhich no one knew, alnuitt t/ntmaa him. 

He vrote a rhymed tragedy, wbleh oMafawd wne 
little praise from < khlensrlilagcr and Infremnnn — but no 
(iti-uf wa^ permit toU liim on tiic tlioatro. lie wrote a 
second and Uiird, hnt Ihe theatre would not accept 
them. These youthful etlbrtti fell, however, into the 
hand of a powerful and good man, Conference Counsellor 
('(illin, who, perceiving the genius that slumbered in 
the yoiing poet, went immediately to the king, and 
obtained pennfaaion from him that he ahmiU be imi, 
at Oevemment chariges, to one of the learned •ehooU 

in the prorinee-i, in which, however, he bufT-Tcil 
immeneely, till his heart wn-< ahno>t broken l>y unkiml 
nc8&. From this .'^ch(x)l lie went to college, ami bccanic 
very soon favourably known to the public by true 
po&cal works. Ingemann, OohlcnschlUger, and others 
then obtained for bim a nqral stipend, to enable him 
to travel ; andheiialted OeimaiiT, Franee, Switzerland, 
and Italy. Italy, and the poetical character of life in 
that beautiful country, inspired him ; and he wrote the 
" Improvisatorc," one of the most exquisite vrorks., 
whether for truthful dolincaitlon of chamctcr. nr ]>urc 
and noble sentiment, th;i,t ever ^^•:,s ]i<jnne(l. Tbi-i 
work most harmoniously combines ihc uaim colouring 
and intensity of Italian life with the frehbcht and Klrong 
simplicity of the north. HUraaaneeof" i>. T." followed; 
this is a true picUtre of the seefiidcd, sober life of the 
north, and is a gicat favourite there. Ilis third work, 
" Only a Fiddler," is remarkable for its stron'^ly drawn 
pon>onal and national riiaractcri>stirA, founded u[ on lii^ 
own experience in early life. Pcrliapa there never was 
a more afl'eeting picture of the hopeless attempts of a 
genius of !vceoud-rattt order to combat against and rise 
above poverty and adverse circumstances, than is given 
in the lifo of poor Chiiatian, who diet at laat " onljra 
fiddler.* 

In all thcBC works Andcri^cn ha^ drawn from his own 
experience, and in this lic-« their extraorditiary power. 
'J'licre is a child like tcndcrne>s :,nd piniplicily in his 
writings ; a sympathy willi tlio poor and Uie Miruggling, 
and an elevation and pnrily of tnnc, which have aomo* 
thing abeoiutdy holy about them ; it h the inspiraiion 
of true genius, combined with great experience of life, 
aodaapitit bantiaed with the tendemeaaof Qiriatlauity. 
This is it which la the Mcret of Uie extreme charm of 
h; ■ rr li Vr?iteil Htorics for clilldien. They arc as simple 
and as louciang the old I'lldc narratives of Jd.iojdi 
and his brethren, and (lie little lad who died iu the 
corn field. We wonder not at their being the mo«t 
popular books of their kind in Europe. 

It has been my happiness, as I said before, to tianahite 
his three principal works, his Pictare Book without 
Picture^ and aemal of hia atories for children. They 
have been llkeniee tnoudated into Clerman, and some 
of them into Pulch, and even Tlusisian. He speaks 
nobly of this t in umstancc iu his life. " My works," 
Roys lie, " seem to c ine forth under a lucky fetar, they fly 
over all laad2«. There is f=omctliing elevating, but at the 
same time nomcthing terrific, in lOdllg one's thoughts 
suread so fur, and among ao many people ; it ia indeed 
almost a fearful thing to belong to ao many. The noble 
and good in ua beeomcs a blessintr, hut the had, one's 
errors, ahoot fbrth also ; and involuntarily the pruycr 



forces itself from us — ' Ood ! let me never write down 
a word of which I shall not be able to ffivo an account 
to thee!' A ijcculiar feeling, a mixture of joy and 
anxiety, fills my heart every time my good genius con- 
veys my fictions to a foreign people." 

Of Andersen'a pnaent lift «a need oafar sa}' tliat he 
s]>ouds a great deal of hia time in travellmg ; he goes 
from land to laud, and from court to court, cvcryv* here 
an honoured gue?*t, aiid enjoying the glorious reward of 
a manly struugle against ailvcrsity. and the triumph of 
a lotty and pure genius in seeing its claims generously 
acknowledgM. • 

Let na wnr lee the oon of the poor ahoemaker of 
Odenae— thefrtendlen,lll4ilaid,a]BMMkheari-brakcn b«j 
of Copenhagen— on one of those occasions, which would 
make an era in the life of any other literary man, bet 
which arc of c\ cry day oeeumea in hia. 1 will ip 
from his own words. 

" I received a letter from the minister. Count n&nt/au 
Brcitcuburg, containiug an invitation from their m^c*- 
tics of Denmark to join them nt the watering pbce of 
Ftihr: thia island lioa in the North Sea» on the ooaii 
of Sicawiek. It traa jiul now llTe^Bd-twntty jmn 
since I, rti>oor lad, travelled alone and helpless to Copen- 
hagen. Kxaetly the hvc aml-twcnticth aiinivcnsury 
Would 1k' cclebrat-fHl by my licing >.i(h my king and 
qnoeu. Everything which sutrouiulcd lue, man and 
nature, reflected themselves impcrishably in my aoul ; 
I felt myself, as it were, rondttcicd to a point from 
which I could look forth more ilistiuctly over the past, 
with all the good ftetane and happineaa wtiich it had 
evolved for ne. 

" Wyck, the largest town of Fuhr, in which are the 
baths, is built like a Dutch to\Mi, >\uii Iiobw* one 
story liigh, sloping roofs, and g;il>K> innicd tothcstra i. 
The number of strnngcrs there, and ihu prvs<:uce of the 
Coui^ gsva a peculiar animation to it. The Daniidi 
ftigwaaiem waving^ and muKic was beard on all haadi. 
I was aeon estabHahed in my quartan, and was iaviicd 
every day to dine with their miyeaties as well as to pa^s 
the evening in their circle. On several evenings 1 read 
aloud my little stories to them, and nolhim; i-ould lie 
more giacidii;, and kind thnn tlicy nere. It is so well 
when a nolde human nature will reveal itsdf, where 
otherwise only the king'a cruwu and the purple mantle 
might be discovered. 

" i s^lod in the train of their mueatias^tothe la>ga«t 
of the Halli^, iho^ grassy runes In the ocean, which 
hear testln m,', to a sunken country. Th: vi.jb ncv I'f 
the eea ha.s changed the mainland into i-land-, hi* 
again riven the^, and buried men and vilbi:. >. Yiur 
after year arc new portions rent away, and in half a 
century's time there will be nothing left but sea. The 
Halligs arc now low islets, covered with a dark tarf, en 
which a few flocks graze. When the sea xiaeiv thoM are 
driven to the garrets for refuge, and tlie wares roll over 
this little region, which lies miles distant fraxa aay 
>h'irc. Oland, whieh wc vi.sited, contains a llttli? 
lo" [i ; ihc honscH stanil closely side by side, a.s if in 
ihcir i^ore need they had huddled togcllier ; they arc 
alt erected on a platform, and have Utile wiu(low» like 
the cabin of a snip. There, solitary tlirough half the 
ycskr, ait the wives and daughters scMnninf^ Yet I 
found hooka In all the booses ; the people read and woifc, 
and the sea riRCf; round the houses, which lie like a 
wreck on the i>ccau. 'J'hc churchyard is half w at bed 
away; colllns and corpses arc frequently cxjc^-,.! t.> 
view. It is an appalling sight, and yet the itiluibitani} 
of the Halligs aro attached to their little homo, lunl 
frequently die of home sickness when removed frum it. 

" We found only one man upon the island, and ha had 
onlj lately arisen ttvat a aiek had; the oUiaia wow oat 
on lonir voym<e*. We were tveetved bjr women and 

eirls; till y had erected before til I' cl-.nnb :\ iri;;Tnph»l 
arch with liovcrs, which they had icichcd Iruui i iAr.

IX. — DiPKJiuiKrE OF Life ifom Aia. 

((•<'>!rlu,h;l fix-m p. 3 J 

Thr facta stated in the last paper clearly ^how the 
necessity whieh caiKta for the constant removal of 
Carbonic ^d from the Animal body*, and for the 
eonltnnal tntroduetion of Oxygen. The former gaa i» a 
violent poison, aeeinnulatlui; to a &tal amount in two 
or three initiutc;* ; the latter, though a ncceflsai^ of life, 
can be ilispenHed with for a loiif^rer period. C'old- 
hlooded animal>i isuch a.s Frog's, SnaiU, etc.) can live 
for some hours without Oxygen, provided that they arc 

E laced in a gaj<. Kuch aa Hydrogen or Nitrogen, which 
aa the power of lifting out the Carbonic Acid from the 
blood, and has not in Itaelf any poisonous mmerty. 
Thie enrloni taieX shows that the remoral of tboGuwrnie 
Acid from the body is the firH objeet of the pnNMi of 
Respiration; the introduction of Oxygen in Ite stead 
boini; only t^' oinihinj. 

We hav.- seen >^hat arc the consequences of iW vutire 
l'll^pcnsioll of the lireathini^ iiroees^.i ; let ns now inrjuiro 
what take« plaev wheu an animal is confined in a 
limited quantity of air ;— as when a mouse or a hird is 
cncloaed in a glass receiver, the interior of which is 
entirely Mi off from communication with the atmo- 
sphere aronnd. The GarUmio Acid given off from ita 
lungs very soon tefnta the idr in the rceeirer, eeeanoB* 
ing a perceptible incrca.sc in tlie vcr}' minute propor- 
tion of that gaa which the atmosphere usually coutauu ; 
and this Livint becomes worse witli cvcri- breath which 
the animal N<-nd> out. Tims, int^tcad of from 4 to (J 
part* in lo.oim, nc soon find 1 or 'i part.s of CarUmlc 
Acid in every 1 00 ; and when that ga« i(» preticDt to 
such an amount as ttlia. In the air which is breathed by 
the animd, it has a very powerful influence in checking 
the proper action of the air upon the bloo<l. Thus the 
blood Mgina to be Inmffldenily porified, ite Gaibonie 
Add not betng removed aa faxt as It is formed, and the 
siil'ldy of Ox\ L;i.n introduced bcini: h than that which 
the animal rLij?)ip-s. As the lii.iitiing-procciw goes oo, 
more and nmrc ('ar''oiiir .\riil discharged from the 
body of the ttniuial luia the air confined in the vessel, 
and more nud more Oxygen is absorl>ed into the blood. 
The air, therefore, bceomcii continu-illy less and loss 
pure, its Oxygen being gradually removed, and lieing 
icplaced by Carbonic Acid. In propoction at thia takes 
place, the quantity of Carbonic Acid, tbit oitgbt to be 
thrown off by the lungs of the animal, progressively 
diminii^bcs, and it consequently accomalates In the 
blood, — lc!« rapidly, iudcc<l, thiiii if the breathing-pro- 
cciw were allojjctber 8U!»j>eudcd, but ((uitc a» certainly, 
and a-i fat. illy if the accumulatio;) rontiinii. Tlie animal 
M>on KhowM great uneasinc^i, g^'^jiing for breath, and 
reMtlcsaly moving, as if in n.^ireh of it- Soon, however, 
it becomes torpid and inKcnsihlc; and irreguUrcon- 
vnbive actions arc stccn, in place of itjs ordinaiy novo- 
mentfl. After n farther apace, nil motion eeaaea, wro 
the beating of the baart; and if the animal be not at 
once restored to n pnro airt thi^ too, mob come* to la 
end. 

The following experiment prov, tl .t ti e jirc- 
pencc of t'arlK^njc .Veid in the .•tlrwh'.i h is bjcalbcd, 
oK-tiii'-!-' the r..'inHi;il of tliit fruiii tie body. An 
individual taking in /reitf> air nt cviry lirL .ii!i wji.^ found 
togiveoflTGatfaonic .\eid at the r.ile 'ol euhie inches 
tvfrg minute. But wh«i ho breathed « limited quan- 
tity of air (300 cable ladtes) over and over again, be 
only gave off 2Si cable inches tn the ccurM of fAife

which %re expeiienood when wiifocation k oommencijig. 
If the TOspiralioo of eaeb a Umited qtumtity of were 
to take piaoe t>nt for a short time longer, complete siif- 
foc&lioD would cofiiic. But it is a very iatcrcistin;; 
circumstance — which completely proves that the 
pcndciicc of Life upon Air hoA much moru dlrcui 
ruforenco to it<« power of removing C'&rbouic Acid from 
the body, than to the supply of Oxygen which it yields 
— tliat if praviaiou lie lunde for withdrawing the Car- 
b'^nic Acid from the air ai £ut aa it !>* imparted to it bj 
the body (whieh nu^ b« asoompliabcd by exposing to it 
a large surface of Umo watcr. or. >4ini Kutti r, of solution 
of caustic pota.<w, whieh will uSsjil* tliu Carlnjuic Acid), 
an aniiaal c:i ! ) iil in n limiti.'! ;iin .unt of air will roa- 
tiuuc to live iutd bte<itlie in it, until ucarly the whults of i 
its Oxygen is exhauit^td ; although it would have died 
' in Pcrliap^ one thinl of th« time, if tho Carlionic Acid 
had been allowed lu accunwlate. 

The moat fearful iaatanee oa vaeonL of the lacrifiec 
of homan life from eonflnement in a nmited qoanUty 
of air, occurred in the year TTTif) ; when a huti'fr< 'f mrf 
foi-ty nix EnifUshmen^ takui in I'ort WilllBni at ( ,\1- 
cutta bv the native jirinco Siinij u iVnvluh, wore im- 
prisoned by bis orders in the oounnnn iluugcuu of the 
ganisott, known as the Black Hole. This apartment] 
^ waa not tmB^ feel aquare. and had onljr two amall 
windows ; and tbete were partly obalmetM OB tba out* 
side by tho projecting verandah. It was tho very 
hottest season of the year, and the night unusually 
-.iiliry even for th;it f-eii-'un. Tiie « rclcln.'d prt> iner-< 
soou beca'ne ahno^l luad with tUir»t aud the craving 
for air; th'-y s!iri$:kc<l for water in tho most furious 
tunes ; and fought each other with manine hnnds, feet, 
and teeth, for poeaawion of the grouud m nr :st the 
wiadowa. WhflB watar waa hroaght, they battled with 
each other like demons for the finit dnnght ; and they 
con^ciiuendy sjdU and wailed more than was drunk. 
Tli • cuu^unt crowding to the windows, by obstructing 
th ' en'ninee of air, de>tr(>yi-d all chance of life for tliow? 
who were furthest removed from them ; and many ihun 
perished, whose livew might i>0Mildy have been saved, 
if all eoold have been content to remain tranquil, 
, tAkiiig thiair regular turaa in the more airy portions of 
th-! apaiimenL Many more perished from the riolencc 
( of the conflict in which thoy had be-jn cngnired ; and 
by two O '-loi'k iu lb*? m<irniiig, nnly.A/>// (but little more 
til iti ono third of tb*? original nuinlfcr) remained alive. 
Tr.'.M «, by niaktii-'' tU ' l»esl of their dreadful couditif'n, 
mi^ht have ptrhapi boon all saved, nntwitbstandini; 
thid tk« ta|dd decomposition of the bodies of the dead 
gave a new and atckening taint to the air of tbia tor^ 
rihte dvof^Km ; kat one after another continaed to afaik, 
until at eight o'clock, when an order arrived for the 
enlargement of the survivors, only tn^ity thrt* were ) 
found :iliv>-; and tliv'^i- wlTi- so dri.iid iilly i-h:uij'''d in 1 
appcttuucc, tt-j .-cari-L'ly ti> Ih; rt;caguiM.-d li^ Ikuir uearuiit 
friends. 

It is hoped that snfiioient proof baa now been given 
of the extreme importaaee oT the Retpiialoiy pcooeaa to 
Hfoj and of the ibtel eooaeqaeikoea of ita aoapenaion 
for even a brief period. A few words may now be 

added with referenee to those cases in which Carlii>nie 
A ' id aL-.-uniuiaiO' in iho .\ir, not from the r.-.tiim(iou 
III' aninuil-. hut, from other cau'e-i. Tliti,, there is a 
wijll-knowii cave in Italy, called the Orotu» del Cane, or 
Cave of the Dog, from the use to which it is put. Into 
thia cave, tbroagb certain ehiuka at ita lower part, a 
straam of Carbonie Acid la contiauallj riaiog ; and as 
it cornea up fwtar than it can be dispi^rscd through the 
atmosphere on the principle gf "dlflj.siuH" a'r.udy cx- 



Stlainod, and is also much hmvier than common air. it , 
brms a layer of about two fetsi in depth on the tlo*»r 
i>f thi- e ive A man may enter the cave witliout injurv, 
beixiunc his bead is far above the level of the Carbonic 
Acid, and he br«i^th0i nairiv pare air. Bat if a 4eg bt [ 
taken into tiie oave, be becoiiMa inaenatble auMWt I 
immediately, bia hand being below tiw level of the I 
Carbonic Acid, ao that he is even mote ■pwirtllj' loflb- [ 
catc4l than if he were immersed in water. A similar | 
aeeitinnhition of Carbonic Acid is liaVde to ocetir in ll»c i 
proctM of Fermentation ; the bubbles wiiieii riso to the 
surface of the fermenting liqni't, and which tlien loir-t, 
being entirely composed of tiiat gas. if a )igbt«l 
candle l>e let down into the vat, it is extinguished ' 
before it reachea the wort, by the Carbonio Acid wliidb 
is being given off; and many aeeldoita haT« e e ee md i 
from foolharJj attempts to walk along a plank bud I 
across the to|> of a vat in wbieh fermentation is going 
on. the <|uantily ot t^'arbonic Acid which cacapes ffun 
the luouih uf the vat being sufficient, even when min- 
gled with air, to produce giddiness and iusunsihility, so 
that the individaal falla over into the vat and ia 
drowned. The ** dioke-danp" of «oal mtiiea, wfaieh ia 
often fatal to the colliers who do not take Huflksiani pi» 
cautions against it, is Carbonic Acid which has aeos' 
inulated in the passai»es of the mine: a eertain quantity 
of this gas l>einir alniKst ecmslanily o iriue ihroHsrh th* , 
walls from Home eoucealed tonnes in the ruck* '>r t-^irth 
around, iu the same manner, when an old well or oive I 
that has been long cloaed tip la again teopened, it is 
abaoat alwajra fottod to eonlain an aeenmalation tt ' 
Catbonia Add at fla lower part ; and It eaime* be 
entered with ■.afefy until it h,\M K-en u'ot rid of liy the 
free adinisi^ion of air for Home time, l>y da-»hini; down 
wai'T, ete etc. In any situation in which a eandle mil ■ 
not bum, human life cannot he maintained ; aud there 
is oven considerable risk in entering places where a ' 
candle bnma dimly. Tbia teat of the fitneaa «( air to 
support animal life lihoiild never be omiUedt when 
there is any reemn to suspect that there is any accnmn* , 
lation of Carbonic Acid in the place which baa baen 
oi>eneil. Another not unfrcquent eaiise of the fatal 
ari-unitdatlini of Carbonic Aeid, is the pru-tice of bom- 
iiic eli'in-iial fires in ro'im^ nnjir ivided with a ebiiniu-y . 
or with any sufficient vent. The t^ombusttoo of the ! 
charooal praduccs Carbonic Add; which must naeae> 
sariljr aeennalate in the apartmenlk if tkare be no pto- 
viaion AMrearrying it off. Vanyfctal aeddonla have . 
occurred from thin i-m*.', r^peeially in Continental 
countries, in wliicii rliiinni v^ are les* rrei|nf5nt th:in in > 
our o'vii dwelling*;, and in whicli ^in-ill [>ni* of chartxnl , 
are cowtuouly used for the purpiise of supplying 
^vannth. Attempts have been made in this countr}* to I 
intnidnoe amall atovea, anpplied with a particular ktnd , 
of fuel, whi«li» tt to amertadt do not give oot any 
noxkMia gaiea, ao thai a eblmnqr may b« diaponaed I 
wllh. It la impoasible, however, bat that, wliatew ' 
fuel be t mjdoycd, a large quantity of Cariionie .^. i.i ' 
should i>e prodorsfd by the combustion; conseq H miy 
the n»e of siieh slnvc*. without a jirovisimi for ■<iiftificnt 
ventiiatiuu, is attended with very serious risk to tuoUth. 

If the ii\iurious effects of the hmafleicnt extricadan 
of Carbonic Acid from (be Ivage wen eanfiaed to (hMe 
eaaea in wbidi tkere la an obiiooa and fmmedtoie 
dang<>r to life, they troriM be far leas widely spread than 
there is reason to fear that they really are. The violence 
of the aetioii of the [>i.)i~i>n ii]ion llic >y>teni vri^eN iiinelv 
Wiiruiug of it« latnl con*t:*iuenec!> ; and theso luav ^fm-^ 
rally lie averted if the proper means be cmploye.l. lint 
the slow, insidioua, and nnraoogntaed inflacaoe of the 
poison upon Ike animal body piepeiea 1| for Ui« netian 
of other cauae* of discx«e : and o ne iate i nol menlj 
upon Uia bodily frame, but upon toe mental eooallta- 
lion. When a groat uumher uf persons arc collect4?d 
tii^fctUer f »r some time iu a place of worship, a lecture- 
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room, a conocrt-ruom, or Uttf <l(lwr 1h« ftpartmcnl, the 
OKiioilic Add which thej prodnoe by Dratlbiiig daring 
th« e«nw «f «k hour or two it qniio ooong^ to toint 

the air (anleiui there bo an extremely well-devised 
•JTitom of ventilation) to a degTco that renders it un- 
wholcaoiiie, llioiii^h nu( unfit fur the sitpimrt of lilu. 
We ffel (III hin'li oix^Hioii* u »eu*c ul vviyiriucM, willi 
more or uf headache and giddincM, and a general 

I want of vomoiand over the mentai povera. Tbia state 
of things, which depends upon tlw IniNllBolnii purifica- 
tioa of the blood, if ooly temponiy, is mku nliovod 
by m oschangs into a pore atmoaphere ; and no un- 

ipJeiaani aliMto may fuUow,-^lthoiigh many persons, 
who aire tmaaaally euaccptlble of any want of purity in 
I the atino>plic-rc, reUiiii an un< i>iiif()rt;il«lL> fi.i liag in the 
iioa<i fnr ».]ai«' liays after Uuiu^i cuutijiwi a crowded 
I aa^.tulilv in ufi ill-venlilatetl apartment. But if, insteoid 

I of b«iug only occaeionuK it i« habitual, it produces a 
iMirmanently-iujurioua ctlecl upon the cooBtilution. 
There are many diiuaiMe, of which the foundation may 
I be trac^ to iinperiiMl parlfieation of tlie blood by 
respiration; and amongat th« moat Cital of theae ia 
! MiTo/ukt In Ita ▼ariooB Ibnaa. 1>oahUeta» In the graater 
number of cases in which insufficient nupply of pure air 
act« aa a cause of diseatw, it is as-siHtcd in itx at.-lion by 
other caoaei^, x i '!i aa want of food, of light, or of 
warmth. But we muat not overlook iUt fatal influcucv 
because it acta with other aourccs of i»jury a-^ well cLs 
alone. Tho«c who are accui^tomcd to visit the dwuiiings 
of the poor, often leave them with Kurpriae (bat life can 
be sustained in a)iartmantfl^ whoec air aeema ao loaded 
with impurity aa to be to them pw«itively aiokening. 
Habit may do mneh to reooooile the ftallafra to anch
